To  His  Excellency,  James  A.  Beaver, 

Governor  of.  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania: 
Sir  :  In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  law,  I  have  the  honor 
to  submit  herewith  the  annual  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction  for  the  year  ending  June  3,  A.  D.  1889. 

Inasmuch  as  the  Legislature  is  not  in  session,  this  report,  while  em- 
bracing full  statistics,  confines  itself  to  brief  general  statements,  with- 
out proposing  any  legislation. 

Comparative  Statistics. 

The  schools  now  number  twenty-one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eighty-nine  (2l,8S9),  an  increase  since  last  year  of  five  hundred  and 
forty-seven  (547).  The  increase  the  previous  year  was  only  two  hun- 
dred and  eighty  (280). 

The  increase  in  number  of  pupils  is  thirteen  thousand  one  hundred 
and  seventy-six  (13,176),  differing  little  from  the  increase  of  the  pre- 
vious year.  To  meet  this  increase  of  pupils,  we  have,  as  just  stated, 
five  hundred  and  forty  seven  additional  schools.  This  shows  a  ten- 
dency towards  better  school  accommodations,  for  it  gives  to  each 
additional  school  only  twenty- four  pupils,  while  the  general  average 
of  pupils  per  school  is  slightly  beyond  forty  three.  This  average, 
however,  is  far  too  high  ;  and  there  must  be  many  crowded  schools  in 
the  State ;  but  it  is  encouraging  to  know  that  the  movement  is  in  the 
right  direction. 

There  has  been  a  very  large  increase  in  the  number  of  graded 
schools  during  the  year,  viz  :  Five  hundred  and  sixty-six  (566).  The 
whole  number  of  graded  schools  is  now  ten  thousand  one  hundred 
and  seventeen  (10,117),  nearly  one-half  of  all  our  schools.     This  rapid

increase  of  graded  schools  demands  most  careful  watchfulness  upon 
the  part  of  superintendents  and  teachers.  While  we  have  the  great 
gain  derived  from  such  division  of  labor  as  the  graded  school  secures, 
we  must  seek  to  avoid  the  serious  dangers  involved.  Teachers,  con- 
fined to  one  line  of  studies,  and  those  that  are  suited  only  to  a  certain 
age,  are  apt  to  take  into  view  only  the  small  section  of  a  child's  life 
belonging  to  that  age,  and  this  weakens  the  great  incentive  to  work 
which  comes  from  the  clear  vision  of  the  end  of  education  in  the  be- 
ginning. The  end  is  not  the  examination  for  promotion  to  another 
grade.  The  solid  culture  of  the  child  toward  a  well  furnished  per- 
sonality— a  developed,  intelligent  life  of  thought  and  act — must  be 
the  main  aim  of  all  teaching,  and  this  should  not  be  broken  in  upon 
by  any  interruption  of  artificial  grades.  Hence  great  caution  is  re- 
quired in  graded  schools,  lest,  through  anxiety  to  promote  from  grade 
to  grade,  the  child  be  fitted  more  for  examination  than  for  life. 

The  increase  in  the  salary  of  teachers  has  been  very  small.  Now 
that  the  amount  appropriated  by  the  State  is  two  millions — double  what 
it  was  four  years  ago — it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  average  salary  of 
teachers  will  be  greatly  enlarged.  It  is  now,  for  male  teachers,  only 
thirty-nine  dollars  per  month,  and  for  female  teachers  only  a  little 
over  thirty  dollars.  This  want  of  proper  remuneration  is  injuring  the 
status  of  our  schools.  It  is  retarding  the  whole  educational  work  of 
the  State,  and  every  exertion  should  be  made  to  remedy  this  defect. 
Direct  legislation  can  effect  but  little.  Public  sentiment  must  be 
aroused.  Directors  and  parents  must  realize  the  vast  importance  of 
our  schools,  and  the  great  responsibility  of  our  teachers,  and  refuse  to 
make  the  matter  of  selecting  them  nothing  more  than  the  employ- 
•ment  of  the  cheapest  candidates  in  the  market.  Our  superintendents 
also  must  make  the  provisional  certificates  fewer  and  fewer,  demand- 
ing higher  grades,  and  insisting  on  more  thorough  examinations.  By 
concerted  action  the  way  may  be  opened  for  a  better  condition  of 
aff'airs  as  regards  salaries  and  tenure  of  office. 

While  thankful  for  the  legislation  secured  in  behalf  of  the  schools, 
we  regret  very  much  that  the  bill  for  a  closer  supervision  of  our 
schools  in  rural  districts,  failed  of  passage.  Closer  supervision  is  so 
necessary  that  it  must  soon  come.  The  need  of  it  becomes  more  ap- 
parent every  day,  and  very  many  directors  are  only  waiting  for  au- 
thority to  organize  the  work. 

There  are  many  advances  yet  to  be  made  before  the  full  efficiency 
of  our  system  of  free  public  schools  can  be  secured,  to  which  we  shall 
have  occasion  to  refer  hereafter. 

Thanking  the  teachers  and  superintendents  for  their  prompt  coop- 
eration during  the  past  year,  and  believing  that  the  work  accom- 
plished has  been  for  the  good  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  such  as  may 
receive  the  blessing  of  Almighty  God,  we  conclude  this  brief  report

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The  appropriation  for  the  common  schools  was  distributed  among 
the  several  districts  of  the  State  at  the  rate  of  $1.17  per  taxable,  ex- 
cept in  the  counties  of  Allegheny,  Beaver,  Cambria,  Clarion,  Clear- 
field, Dauphin,  Elk,  Huntingdon,  Lackawanna,  Lebanon,  Lehigh,  Mc- 
Kean,  Montgomery,  Northampton,  Schuylkill,  Union,  Venango,  War- 
ren and  Wayne,  in  which  the  rate  was  somewhat  less,  owing  to  a  por- 
tion of  the  school  fund  being  used  in  these  counties  to  increase  the 
salaries  of  the  superintendents,  as  authorized  by  the  act  of  Assembly 
approved  April  29,  1878,  "Prescribing  the  mode  of  fixing  the  salaries 
of  county  superintendents  of  common  schools,"  which  permits  an  in- 
crease of  salary  to  be  voted  by  the  directors  at  the  triennial  conven- 
tion in  their  respective  counties,  "  Such  increase  to  be  in  all  cases 
taken  from  the  school  fund  of  the  county  thus  voting."

COUNTY  SUPERINTENDENTS. 


ADAMS  COUNTY— Aaron  Sheely. 

Fair  progress  has  been  made  in  the  commoa  school  work  of  the  county 
during  the  past  year.  Teachers,  generally,  have  shown  a  disposition  to 
keep  abreast  of  the  times  by  reading  and  study  and  by  honest  and  faithful 
work  in  the  school  room. 

Of  the  younger  portion  of  the  teachers  a  considerable  number  attended 
the  State  normal  schools  during  the  year,  while  a  larger  number  reviewed 
their  studies  in  the  local  summer  schools  of  the  county,  in  which  special 
attention  is  given  to  the  preparation  of  teachers.  Some  have  been  striving 
to  advance  themselves  in  general  and  professional  knowledge  by  system- 
atic courses  of  home  reading  and  study,  and  a  few  have  been  making  com- 
mendable efforts  to  improve  themselves  by  taking  the  Chautauqua  course 
of  studies. 

The  pay  of  teachers  continues  low.  While  wages  were,  in  a  few  instances, 
reduced  slightly,  as  an  off- set  to  the  payment  of  teachers  for  attendance 
at  the  county  institute,  in  about  an  equal  number  of  districts  the  wages 
were  proportionately  increased,  leaving  the  average  about  the  same  as  be- 
fore.    The  average  length  of  term  also  remains  about  the  same. 

The  supervision  of  the  schools  by  directors,  was  better  last  winter  than 
at  any  time  previous.  But  there  is  still  room  for  improvement  in  this 
direction.  It  is  very  much  to  be  hoped  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant 
when  every  school  in  the  county  will  be  regularly  and  carefully  visited  by 
directors. 

Five  new  houses  were  built  during  the  year:  one  in  Latimore,  one  in 
Mount  Joy,  two  in  Straban,  and  one  in  Union.  All  these  are  large,  hand- 
some and  convenient  buildings,  except  that  in  Union,  which  is  rather  small 
and  plain,  though  it  answers  its  purpose  pretty  well. 

A  very  encouraging  indication  of  progress  is  the  disposition  generally 
manifested  by  directors  to  put  their  school  houses  in  the  best  possible  con- 
dition by  repairing  and  repainting  them  whenever  necessary,  and  by  intro- 
1  School  Report. 
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ducing  ne"w  and  improved  furniture  and  apparatus.  There  are  still,  how- 
ever, many  houses  sadly  deficient  in  the  matter  of  school  appliances,  such 
as  maps,  charts,  globes  and  reference  books. 

Tree  planting  continues  to  receive  attention  wherever  it  is  necessary. 
Most  school  grounds  in  this  county  have  already  been  sufficiently  improved 
in  this  respect.  A  considerable  number  of  houses  are  so  situated  that  ad- 
ditional trees  around  them  would  be  a  disadvantage,  by  excluding  the 
light  and  air  so  essential  to  the  health  and  comfort  of  schools.  There  are 
schools  in  this  county  that  would  doubtless  ^be  brighter,  healthier  and 
better  with  fewer  trees  around  them.  In  cases  where  further  tree  plant- 
ing is  unadvisable  or  impracticable  the  subject  should  receive  consider- 
ation otherwise. 

As  a  consequence  of  the  failure  on  the  part  of  directors  to  discriminate 
in  the  matter  of  compensation  between  good,  bad  and  indifferent  teachers, 
good  teachers  continued  scarce.  During  the  year  the  longer  terras  and 
higher  wages  of  other  counties  proved  irresistible  attractions  to  many  of 
our  best  teachers.  Their  places  had  to  be  filled  by  raw  and  sometimes  crude 
material,  whose  services  in  many  cases  proved  unsatisfactory.  In  but  two 
instances  did  directors  yield  to  the  reasonable  demands  of  teachers  for 
increased  compensation  for  faithful  and  efficient  services.  With  but  very 
few  exceptions,  wages  in  this  county  are  fixed  by  the  iron  rule  of  equality, 
or  graded  slightly  by  the  size  of  the  school.  Scholarship  and  ability  to 
teach  seldom  count  for  anything.  The  college  or  normal  school  graduate 
receives  no  more  than  the  merest  tyro,  the  well  qualified  and  experienced ' 
teacher  no  more  than  the  novice,  whose  sole  ambition  is  a  single  term  and 
the  pittance  which  it  brings. 

This  is  not  as  it  should  be.  Teachers  should  be  paid  according  to  the 
value  of  their  services  as  shown  by  their  certificates  and  by  their  work  in 
their  school  rooms. 

Now  that  the  State  appropriation  has  been  largely  increased  will  not 
directors,  especially  in  rural  districts,  show  a  greater  spirit  of  liberality  and 
justice  toward  those  of  their  teachers  who  have  proved  their  efficiency  and 
worth  by  years  of  faithful  and  acceptable  service  ? 

The  county  institute  was  held  in  Gettysburg,  October  22  to  26,  and 
was,  as  usual,  well  attended  throughout.  The  exercises  were  of  a  high 
order  of  excellence.  Among  the  instructors  for  the  day  sessions  were  Dr. 
Geo.  M.  Philips.  Prof.  C.  H.  Albert,  Dr.  Samuel  A.  Baer,  Dr.  E.  O.  Lyte 
and  Miss  M.  E.  Dotts. 

The  evenings  were  very  ably  filled  by  Rev.  Robert  Nourse,  Dr.  Geo.  M. 
Philips,  Dr.  James  Hedley,  Prof.  Chas.  F.  Underhill  and  the  Meigs  Sisters.

ALLEGHENY    COUNTY— S.  Hamilton. 

We  are  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  work  of  our  schools  during  the 
past  year  has  been  generally  satisfactory.  Our  educational  interests  are 
prosperous,  our  schools  are  progressive,  and  our  teachers  are  earnest,  faith- 
ful and  anxious  to  succeed.  The  work  has  been  more  philosophical  and 
less  mechanical  and  experimental  than  during  previous  years.  Our  teachers 
have  been  doing  more  professional  reading,  and,  as  a  result,  are  to  be  com- 
mended for  a  better  comprehension  of  the  fundamental  laws   of  teaching. 

New  Buildings. 

Daring  the  year  many  new  building#were  erected  and  occupied,  an  account 
of  which  has  been  given  in  our  regular  monthly  reports.  Notably  among 
these  are  the  excellent  buildings  in  Braddock  township,  Homestead  borough, 
Shaler  township,  Chartiers  township  and  Stowe  township.  In  all  of  these 
districts  except  the  latter,  appropriate  dedicatory  exercises  were  held. 

Most  of  the  school  buildings  of  our  county  are  good,  and  but  few  of 
them  are  without  the  patent  furniture,  yet  in  many  of  our  districts  but 
little  attention  is  paid  to  the  care  of  school  property.  The  proper  fencing 
and  beautifying  of  grounds  are  almost  entirely  neglected.  Arbor  Day 
in  a  few  districts  has  aroused  a  general  interest  in  this  subject,  but  the 
great  majority  of  our  schools  in  the  rural  districts  are  yet  without  even  a 
fence  around  them. 

Examination. 

The  standard  of  qualifications  for  a  teacher's  certificate  was  advanced 
as  far  as  the  demand  for  teachers  would  permit,  and  just  a  sufficient  num- 
ber to  meet  this  demand  was  licensed  to  teach.  The  legitimate  fruit  of 
such  a  policy  as  this  is  beneficial  to  both  directors  and  teachers.  It  gives 
directors  the  best  possible  material  from  which  to  select  teachers,  and  by 
creating  a  demand  for  teachers  necessarily  secures  for  them  better  com- 
pensation for  their  services.  The  demand  for  teachers  compels  us  often- 
times to  issue  certificates  to  many  young  persons  who  lack  that  maturity 
of  mind  which  is  so  essential  to  successful  work  in  the  school  I'oom.  Seven 
hundred  and  fifty-eight  (758)  applicants  for  certificates  were  examined 
during  the  year.  Of  this  number  five  hundred  forty-four  (544)  were  granted 
certificates  and  two  hundred  and  fourteen  (214)  were  refused. 

Supervision. 

During  the  year  four  hundred  thirty-four  (434)  visits  were  made  to  the 
schools  of  this  county.  Many  of  these  visits  were  short,  and  the  rapidly 
increasing  duties  of  a  superintendent  in  this  county  necessarily  require 
that" these  visits  must  become  shorter  from  year  to  year.  We  have  about 
thirty  schools  more  this  year  than  last,  and  our  clerical  duties  are  becom- 
ing so  great  that  good  supervision  is  practically  out  of  the  question.     The 
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time  is  not  far  distant  when  a  superintendent  of  this  county  must  have  an 
assistant,  or  he  will  be  compelled  to  abandon  school  visitation  and  become 
entirely  an  oflficial  clerk. 

County  Institute. 

Our  county  institute  was  held  in  Pittsburgh,  commencing  November  12, 
1888.  This  was  the  largest  and  we  believe  the  most  successful  institute 
we  have  yet  held.  Six  hundred  and  forty-seven  (647)  teachers  enrolled 
as  members.  The  instructors  were  Dr.  N.  C.  SchaeflPer,  of  Kutztown,  Pa.; 
Prof.  Alex.  E.  Frye,  of  Hyde  Park,  Mass.;  Prof.  F.  V.  Irish,  of  Lock  Ha- 
ven, Pa.,  and  Hon.  Henry  Houck.  of  the  State  Department. 

A  very  complete  report  of  this  institute  making  a  pamphlet  of  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty  (120)  pages  was  printed  and  a  copy  sent  to  each  teacher 
and  director  in  this  county.  In  this  report  many  of  tbelectures  were  printed 
in  full.  We  believe  that  a  report  of  this  kind  is  the  best  substitute  for  the 
teacher's  note  book,  but  the  labor  and  expense  attendant  upon  such  a  pub- 
lication are  so  great  that  it  cannot  be  repeated  from  year  lo  year. 

Directors'  Association. 

Until  last  year  the  directors  of  this  county  had  no  permanent  organiza- 
tion. They  had  no  general  convention  in  which  they  could  meet  in  order 
to  secure  more  effectual  cooperation  in  educational  woik.  This  was  con- 
sidered a  great  hindrance  to  the  progress  of  the  work,  and  to  remedy  this 
defect  a  Directors'  Association  was  formed.  This  organization  will,  we 
believe,  give  momentum  to  the  work  from  the  very  source  from  which  it 
should  come.  Unity  of  action  on  the  part  of  all  the  districts  of  our 
county  in  pushing  forward  the  noble  cause  of  education  cannot  but  result 
in  great  good  to  onr  schools. 

In  concluding  this  report  it  gives  me  pleasure  to  bear  testimony  to  the 
courteous  treatment  and  the  hearty  cooperation  that  I  have  received  at  the 
hands  of  directors,  teachers  and  pupils  throughout  our  county,  and  from 
the  State  department  to  which  I  have  so  often  gone  for  counsel  and  advice. 


ARMSTRONG    COUNTY— Marlin    Bowser. 

Although  there  have  been  no  radical  changes  in  the  methods  employed, 
onr  teachers,  with  but  few  exceptions,  are  discarding,  as  rapidly  as  public 
sentiment  will  admit,  the  old,  mechanical  methods  of  the  past.  They  are 
realizing,  more  fully,  that  education  is  a  growth,  and  that  the  business  of 
the  teacher  is  to  stimulate  that  growth  by  employing  such  methods  as 
awaken  thought  and  appeal  to  the  intelligence  of  the  pupil. 

The  demand  for  trained  teachers  is  steadily  increasing,  and  our  normal 
schools,  training  schools  and  academies  will  grow  in  favor  with  the  general 
public  in  proportion  to  the  extent  to  which  they  supply  this  demand. 
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As  long  as  the  present  condition  of  affairs  exists,  viz  :  That,  our  schools 
are  taught  largely  by  those  who  are  making  teaching  only  a  stepping- 
stone  to  some  more  lucrative  profession  or  business,  the  school  that  ex- 
pects to  establish  a  reputation  must  meet  the  demands  of  the  hour  by  de- 
voting more  time  to  methods,  and  the  special  preparation  of  its  students 
for  public  school  work. 

We  need  a  graded  course  of  study  for  our  country  schools,  so  that  our 
teachers  will  have  a  more  definite  idea  of  what  is  required  of  them,  and  a 
confiding  public  a  slight  knowledge,  at  least,  of  the  means  to  be  employed 
in  the  education  of  their  children,  so  that  they  can  send  them  to  school 
properly  equipped  for  the  work.  Our  teachei's  are  too  frequently  embar- 
rassed in  their  work  by  having  pupils  come  to  school  with  too  few  books, 
or  books  altogether  unsuitable  to  their  age  and  ability. 

Our  school  grounds  and  school  houses,  in  many  instances,  are  not  what 
they  should  be.  We  have  houses  without  any  fences,  or  suitable  play- 
ground around  them;  the  inside  destitute  of  ornament  or  apparatus,  not 
even  a  good  black-board.  This,  I  claim  is  the  indispensable  piece  of  ap- 
paratus in  every  school  room  ;  and  the  teacher  who  does  not  demand  it  of 
■his  directors  and  fails  to  use  it  freely  deprives  himself  of  a  great  help  in 
creating  and  retaining  an  interest  in  his  classes. 

There  are  other  suggestions  in  regard  to  out-buildings  that  might  pro- 
perly be  made  here.  For  the  sake  of  morals,  decency,  and  tlie  lieaWi  of 
pupils,  each  school  house  should  have  two  closets  so  located  that  they 
could  be  entered  in  seclusion,  without  causing  a  blush  upon  the  face,  or 
creating  a  fear  in  the  mhid  of  the  most  sensitive  or  refined. 

Kiskiminetas  and  Cowanshannock  townships,  happily,  have  taken  the 
lead  in  this  matter  as  well  as  in  the  matter  of  ventilation,  size,  beauty  and 
comfort  of  the  houses  erected  by  them  last  summer. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  thank  the  Department  for  courtesies  shown; 
the  press  of  the  county,  the  directors,  citizens,  teachers  and  pupils  for  their 
assistance,  and  the  universal  respect  with  which  they  have  treated  me  in 
my  official  duties. 


BEAVER  COUNTY— J.  M.  Reed. 

From  the  fact  that  education  is  a  growth,  developing  in  due  order  and 
in  proportion  all  that  is  good  and  desirable  in  human  nature,  there  is  no- 
thing startling  to  relate  in  siich  general  statements  as  these  annual  I'eports 
call  forth;  and  to  consider  the  details  of  school  work  would  be  tedious  and 
out  of  place  here.  "Yet  I  think  that  the  unbiased  observer  of  the  school 
work  of  the  county  during  the  past  year  will  say  that  there  was  a  steady 
natural  growth  along  the  lines  of  educational  progress. 

The  school  directors  gave  much  attention  to  building,  furnishing  and 
repairing  school  houses,  and  more  than   ordinary  care   was   exercised  by 
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them  in  the  selection  of  teachei's  and  then  in  visiting  and  assisting  them 
in  their  work.  There  was  a  larger  attendance  of  directors  at  the  county 
institute  than  at  any  former  meeting,  and  such  interest  was  taken  in  their 
deliberations  as  to  cause  them  to  form  a  permanent  organization  for  fur- 
ther discussions,  by  electing  Mr.  J.  C.  Ritchie  president  and  Mr.  T.  H. 
Purdy,  secretary.  This  organization  held  a  meeting  in  February,  which 
was  interesting  and  well  attended. 

The  teachers,  as  a  riile,  were  faithful,  earnest,  thorough  and  progressive. 
At  the  annual  examination  many  of  them  showed  marked  improvement, 
and  as  a  natural  result  similar  improvement  was  shown  in  their  work  as 
teachers.  Almost  all  of  the  work  of  the  examinations  was  written  and  it 
is  kept  on  file  in  the  educational  office,  that  the  person  examined  may  see 
the  basis  oa  which  the  certificate  was  granted  or  refused.  An  effort  has 
b-^en  made  to  have  the  standard  and  character  ot  these  examinations  such 
as  will  test  scholarship  and  in  a  measure  determine  the  applicant's  j)ower 
to  teach.  From  year  to  year  the  grade  has  been  raised  a  step  equal  to  the 
lowest  mark  on  a  certificate  of  the  former  year;  cjnsequently  those  hold- 
ing the  lowest  grade  of  a  certificate,  unless  they  made  improvement  during 
the  year,  were  not  again  licensed  to  teach.  There  i«  a  growing  feeling 
among  all  our  studious,  progressive  teachers  in  favor  of  such  a  high  stand- 
ard of  examinations  as  will  determine  the  different  grades  of  scholarship. 
They  see  that  the  value  of  a  certificate  depends  upon  the  test  made  to  get 
it,  and  to  some  extent  upon  the  numl:)er  granted. 

AVe  have  to-day,  I  think,  a  class  of  teachers  of  which  any  county  may 
well  be  proud.  At  our  last  county  institute  it  was  a  common  remark  by 
those  whose  opinion  is  valuable,  that  our  teachers  were  above  the  average 
in  intellectual  appearance,  and  in  the  thoughtful  interest  taken  in  the 
exercises. 

Man}'  citizens  showed  such  interest  and  gave  such  support  to  the  schools 
as  to  make  them  stronger  and  better.  Every  community  should  stir  up 
and  keep  alive  an  educational  sentiment  which  will  have  a  strengthening 
and  refining  influence  upon  its  schools:  for  it  is  difficult  for  a  teacher  to 
raise  her  school  much  above  the  sentiment  of  the  community  in  which  it  is 
located. 

Many  educational  meetings,  thirty-eight  of  which  I  attended,  were  held 
within  the  year.  Some  of  these  were  held  before  the  opening  of  the 
schools.  At  these  meetings  more  work  was  done  by  the  teachers  than  was 
formerly  done  l^y  them  and  at  the  morning  sessions  of  the  county  institute 
many  of  the  teachers  took  an  active  part. 

An  effort  was  made  to  visit,  early  in  the  term,  the  schools  being  taught 
by  those  not  having  previous  experience  in  teaching.  In  all  three  hun- 
dred and  thirty- four  ('^34)  visits  were  made. 

The  graduating  system  was  continued  with  even  more  satisfactory  re- 
sults than  before. 

Efforts  have  l)een  made  to  create  more  interest  in  the  study  of  mental 
arithmetic,   but  in  many  places  the  attention  given  this  suliject  is  yet  in- 
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sufficieat.  A  separate  book  for  the  purpose  may  not  be  necessary,  but  oral 
work  before  and  with  the  written  work  in  arithmetic  is  very  much  needed 
in  some  places. 

A  new  district,  White  township,  was  formed  from  a  part  of  Chippewa 
township.  The  first  directors  of  this  district  were  Mr.  J.  W.  Ramsey, 
Prof.  E.  P.  Thompson,  Messrs.  Robert  White,  J.  C.  Coleman,  Robert  Eowe 
and  Martin  McClain.  They  built  two  brick  school  houses  of  two  rooms 
each,  and  in  the  erection  of  these  buildings  the  directors  showed  their  wis- 
dom and  forethought  in  having  them  so  constructed  that,  without  injuring 
their  symmetry  and  beauty  in  the  least,  they  can  be  enlarged  when  the 
growth  of  that  thriving  place,  bordering  on  the  growing  town  of  Beaver 
Falls,  demands  it. 

A  new  school  house  was  built  in  North  Sewickley  township,  which  is  a 
much  better  house  than  the  one  built  the  year  before  in  that  township. 
New  furniture  was  put  in  quite  a  number  of  houses  and  some  were  re- 
painted and  otherwise  improved. 

Under  the  supervision  of  the  directors  and  teachers  of  Ohio  township, 
appropriate  exercises  were  held  in  the  grove  near  Fairview  on  the  fourth  of 
July.  This  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction.  In  every  school  house  there 
could  be,  at  small  expense,  a  library  composed  of  books  containing  stories 
of  patriotism  and  our  country's  growth.  During  the  school  term  the  ex- 
ercises could  be  interpersed  with  songs,  declamations,  and  reviews  of  his- 
tory from  which  selections  could  be  made  for  a  profitable  and  interesting 
entertainment  in  every  school  district  on  the  fourth  of  July.  These  ex- 
ercises and  a  proper  appreciation  of  our  flag,  many  of  which  were  gen- 
erously donated  to  the  schools  by  the  Jr.  and  Sr.  O.  A.  M.,  would  teach 
such  lessons  of  patriotism,  cause  such  an  intelligent  devotion  to  American 
principles,  and  keep  burning  in  the  young  American  citizen  such  a  desire 
to  keep  green  the  laurels  already  won,  that  each  succeeding  fourth  of  July 
would  be  more  glorious  than  the  one  which  preceded  it. 

In  conclusion,  allow  me  to  thank  the  press,  the  school  directors,  the 
teachers  and  other  citizens  for  the  hearty  support  which  they  have  given 
me. 


BEDFORD  COUNTY— J.  H.  Cessna. 

Nine  new  houses  were  built  in  different  parts  of  the  county;  all  except 
two  of  them  were  furnished  with  patent  furniture.  One  hundred  and  forty- 
nine  of  the  two  hundred  and  eighty- six  rooms  are  supplied  with  suitable 
furnitnre,  the  houses  being  built  now  are  of  a  much  better  character  than 
those  built  in  former  years.  In  some  districts  the  old  houses  are  entirely 
worn  out  and  unfit  for  use.  The  grounds,  except  in  a  few  instances,  are 
entirely  neglected,  not  having  so  much  as  a  fence  around  them.  As  stated 
in  former  reports  what  we  need  most  in  the  good  houses  is  more  apparatus. 
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A  few  maps  and  an  occasional  globe  are  all  that  the  best  schools  possess 
in  the  shape  of  apparatus.  It  is  stated  with  regret  that  "  Arbor  Day  "  has 
not  been  generally  observed.  In  a  few  localities  trees  are  found  in  the 
school  grounds,  but  as  a  rule  no  sightly  or  unsightly  trees  cumber  the 
ground. 

Two  hundred  and  eighty  schools  were  open  last  term,  of  which  sixty- 
four  were  graded.  One  hundred  and  ninety  male  teachers  and  ninety  female 
teachers  were  employed;  forty-four  of  the  number  were  inexperienced. 
The  work  done  by  the  teachers  was  about  the  same  as  that  of  former  years. 
The  average  grade  of  certificate  was  slightly  improved  over  that  of  fornier 
examinations.  Only  four  professional  certificates  were  issued.  A  large 
number  of  applicants  were  refused  any  certificates.  We  have  many  live? 
earnest  teachers  who  will  be  entitled  to  high-grade  certificates  as  soon  as 
they  have  a  little  more  experience.  Many  of  them  will  receive  professional 
certificates  during  the  coming  year.  The  advice  given  in  former  reports^ 
to  read  more  professional  works  and  more  educational  periodicals,  is  still 
appropriate  to  teachers.  The  salaries  in  many  country  districts  have  been 
gradually  reduced  until  they  are  now  so  low  that  it  is  almost  impossible 
to  get  good  teachers.  "We  may  be  regarded  as  being  "  unorthodox "  or 
"heretical"  when  we  say  that  the  six-months'  term  has  not  been  a  positive 
benefit  to  many  of  the  country  districts,  one  month  amounting  to  mere 
nothing.  Pupils  do  not  attend.  There  may  be  no  good  cause  for  this 
lack  of  attendance,  and  we  earnestly  hope  to  work  to  it,  and  if  possible 
reap  more  fruit  in  the  future  than  we  have  done  in  the  past. 

The  local  normal  schools  open  during  the  summer  in  different  parts  of 
the  county  are  doing  an  excellent  work.  As  it  does  not  suit  many  of  our 
young  people  to  go  away  to  school,  these  local  schools  furnish  them  their 
only  means  of  obtaining  an  education  beyond  that  of  the  ordinary  common 
schools. 

Our  county  institute  has  been  growing  in  size,  interest  and  enthusiasm 
until  the  last  was  decidedly  the  largest  and  most  enthn.siastic  ever  held  in 
the  county.  The  daily  attendance  of  teachers  was  two  hundred  and  fifty- 
four.  The  work  done  by  the  instructors,  whether  local  or  foreign,  was  ex- 
cellent and  was  highly  appreciated  by  teachers  and  visitors.  The  subject 
of  directors  furnishing  the  books  and  other  school  supplies  was  fully  dis- 
cussed by  directors  J.  H.  Jordan,  of  Bedford,  and  L.  J.  McGregor,  of 
West  Saint  Clair,  and  after  the  discnssion  a  motion  was  passed  by  the  in- 
stitute expressing  a  desire  to  have  the  word  "shall"  substituted  for  the 
word  "may,"  in  the  act  of  Assembly  providing  that  directors  may  furnish 
the  text  books,  etc.  Director  J.  M.  Reynolds,  of  Bedford,  delivered  an  ad- 
dress on  the  needs  and  defects  of  the  school  system.  Among  other  things 
he  advocates  a  closer  supervision  of  the  school  work.  In  a  large  county 
like  ours  where  a  superintendent  can  visit  the  schools  but  once,  and  then 
stay  only  an  hour,  it  is  next  to  no  supervision  at  all. 

Two  hundred  and  sixty-four  visits  were  made  to  the  schools  by  the  su- 
perintendent, and  fifteen  local  institutes  and  educational  meetings  wera 
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held  by  him  during  the  year.     A  number  of  schools  were  not  visited  on 
account  of  bad  roads. 

Perhaps  the  most  novel  thing  in  the  educational  work  of  the  year  was 
the  dedication  of  the  new  school  building  in  Bedford,  which  took  place  on 
the  evening  of  February  29.  The  large  assembly  hall  was  packed  with  the 
good  people  of  the  town  at  an  early  hour,  to  hear  and  see  what  might  be 
said  and  done  at  the  dedication  of  a  school  house,  a  programme  of  which 
had  been  previously  announced  in  the  county  papers. 

On  the  platform  were  seated  Rev.  J.  K.  Andrews,  who  opened  the  ex- 
ercises with  prayer  ;  Hon.  Henry  Houck,  Deputy  Stale  Superintendent; 
J.  H.  Cessna,  county  superintendent;  John  P.  Reed,  Esq  ,  and  Valeatine 
Steckman,  directors  in  1859,  at  the  time  the  original  building  was  con- 
structed; Hon.  J.  M.  Reynolds,  J.  H.  Jordan  Esq..  J.  M.  Hedding,  S.  S. 
Metzger,  William  Brice  and  B  F.  Mann,  present  directors;  Misses  Bell 
G.  xlndrews,  Anna  M.  Brugh,  Maggie  McCleary,  Mary  Barton,  Lizzie  M. 
Bain,  Mary  Hughes,  Mary  Shoemaker,  Etta  V.  Shive,  Elida  Agnew,  and 
Essie  Ober,  teachers;  W.  S.  Arnold,  contractor,  and  E.  H.  Hinkle,  repre- 
sentative of  Smead,  Wills  &  Co.  Hon.  J.  M.  Reynolds,  president  of  tbe 
school  board,  made  a  full  and  clear  statement  to  the  people  of  the  work  and 
cost  of  erecting  the  new  school  house.  In  a  lengthy  and  forcible  speech 
he  portrayed  the  future  of  a  new  school  era  for  Bedford.  His  speech  was 
respondeii  to  on  the  part  of  the  people  by  Superintendent  Cessna.  Mr. 
John  P.  Reed  was  introduced,  and  in  a  short  speech  told  of  the  troubles 
and  difficulties  they  had  to  contend  against  when  they  were  managing  the 
school  affairs.  He,  Valentine  Steckman  and  Hon.  Francis  Jordan,  now  of  Har- 
risburg  are  the  only  surviving  members  of  the  school  board  of  1859.  "  Two 
representatives  of. that  board  are  here — aged  and  not  very  handsome,  l)ut 
in  1859  they  were  very  useful.  "  Deputy  Superintendent  Henry  Houck 
delivered  the  dedicatory  address,  which  was  full  of  good  sense  and  good 
advice.  So  quick  did  the  enthusiastic  orator  pass  from  the  sublime  to  the 
ludicrious,  that  his  audience  was  conanually  alternating,  now  wiping  away 
tears  and  now  holding  their  sides.  H.  D.  Tate  Esq.,  next,  in  his  usual 
grave  and  eloquent  manner,  presented  the  school  a  pair  of  very  elegant 
national  flags  as  a  tribute  from  the  P.  O.  S.  of  A.  of  Bedford.  The  flags 
were  received  and  the  speech  responded  to  by  J.  H.  Jordan,  Esq.,  of  the  school 
board.  His  speech  was  full  of  patriotic  flights  of  eloquence.  This  was 
decidedly  the  greatest  educational  occasion  ever  enjoyed  by  the  people  of 
Bedford.  A  description  of  the  new  building  was  given  in  my  last  year's 
report. 

The  Bedford  high  school  graduated  its  first  class  at  the  close  of  last 
term.      Four  young  ladies  and  one  young  man  received  diplomas. 

Among  other  educational  agencies  may  be  mentioned  two  private  schools, 
one  taught  by  J.  W.  Hughes,  of  Everett,  and  the  other  taught  by  E.  H. 
Blackburn,  of  Fisherton,  which  were  attended  by  about  thirty-five  students, 
and  an  industrial  school,  managed  and  conducted  by  the  ladies  of  Bedford. 
Tbe  object  of  these  ladies  in  establishing  this  school  was  to  get  together 
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the  children  of  the  poor  families,  and  teach  thein  the  art  of  sewing,  mend- 
ino-  and  knitting,  as  well  as  to  give  them  moral  instruction.  As  soon  as 
the  proper  facilities  can  be  secured  it  is  intended  to  add  a  cooking  depart- 
ment. Twelve  teachers  and  over  fifty  pupils  were  connected  with  the 
school.  It  has  adjourned  over  the  hot  season,  but  will  resume  operations 
next  winter.  It  is  expected  that  much  good  will  attend  the  laudable  efforts 
of  these  good  ladies  in  their  work  of  benevolence  and  love. 

A  few  suggestions  given  in  former  reports  seem  to  need  repetition: 

1.  All  township  schools  should  open  early  enough  that  the  term  maj'' 
close  on  or  before  the  first  of  April.  When  the  term  extends  beyond  the 
first  of  April  the  attendance  becomes  small. 

2.  All  school  boards  should  hold  monfhly  meetings  during  the  time  the 
schools  are  open.  Some  boards  do  not  meet  from  the  time  they  elect  teach- 
ers till  they  meet  to  make  their  final  settlement,  leaving  the  work  of  pay- 
ing the  teachers  with  the  secretary  and  treasurer.  They  should  also 
visit  the  schools  more  frequently  than  they  do. 

3.  School  boards  should  insist  on  having  the  adopted  text-books  used 
by  teachers  and  pupils.  Some  teachers  persist  in  introducing  and  using 
other  books  than  those  adopted  by  the  board,  thus  causing  a  mixture  of 
books  and  a  useless  expense  to  the  people. 

4.  Directors  should  retain  all  the  good  teachers  and  only  employ  the 
poorer  ones  if  they  must. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  express  my  gratitude  to  directors,  teachers, 
patrons  of  the  schools,  the  ministry,  the  press  and  the  School  Department, 
for  their  continued  assistance,  confidence  and  courtesy  during  the  past. 
The  work  is  great  and  can  only  be  done  by  all  working  together. 


BERKS  COUNTY— D.  S.  Keck. 

Schools. 

In  a  large  county  like  ours  it  is  next  to  impossible  to  have  all  schools 
come  up  to  our  adopted  standard,  but  I  am  pleased  to  state  that  I  found 
less  poor  teaching  last  winter  than  ever  before,  and  I  am  delighted  to  add 
that  I  found  more  good  schools  than  I  anticipated.  The  sentiment  in  fa- 
vor of  good  teachers  and  schools  is  growing,  the  teachers  receive  more  en- 
couragement from  their  patrons,  and  the  schools  show  the  improved  result. 
The  attendance  last  term  was  remarkably  good  in  all  the  districts,  and  I  doubt 
very  much  whether  any  district  in  the  State  can  boast  of  a  better  atten- 
dance than  we  had  in  Bernville  and  Centreport. 

Visiting. 

I  visited  all  the  schools  once,  many  twice,  some  three  times  and  one  four 
times.  In  nearly  every  district  I  found  some  directors  and  other  citizens 
ready  to  accompany  me.      In  examining  the  report  books  of  the  tea<;hers  I 
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learned  that  nearly  every  school  is  visited  regularly  by  the  directors,  and 
they  deserve  a  great  deal  of  praise  for  their  faithfulness.  The  directors 
of  Cumru,  Penn  and  Spring  send  a  committee  of  two  to  every  school  each 
month.  This  committee  makes  a  written  report  of  the  condition  of  every 
school,  and  the  said  report  is  laid  before  the  teachers  and  directors  at  their 
monthly  meeting.  To  say  the  least — the  effect  is  truly  wonderful  !  Each 
school  does  its  utmost  to  have  a  good  report.      Let  other  districts  try  it. 

Institutes. 

The  county  institute  was  held  in  Reading,  September  24-28,  1888.  I 
consider  it  by  far  the  best  county  meeting  that  I  ever  hold.  The  instruc- 
tion given  and  the  suggestions  offered  were  of  such  a  nature  that  the 
teachers  were  able  to  make  use  of  the  same  in  the  school  room,  and  in  a 
number  of  schools  I  found  very  successful  applications  of  the  methods 
suggested.  The  instructors  were  Dr.  N.  C.  Schaeffer,  Dr.  A.  R.  Home,  Dr. 
A.  N.  Raub,  Prof.  A.  E.  Frye  and  Superintendent  Geo.  J.  Luckey.  Only  live 
of  the  f"ur  hundred  and  sixty-four  teachers  absented  themselves.  The  teach- 
ers were  divided  into  two  divisions — those  who  had  experience  as  teachers 
constituted  one  class  and  those  who  never  taught,  the  other.  Local  insti- 
tutes were  held  at  Pricetown,  Bernville,  Birdsboro',  Shoemakersville,  Mil- 
lersburg,  Klinesville,  Sinking  Spring,  Lyons,  Boyertown  and  Stouchsburg. 
At  nearly  every  place  we  found  the  hall  too  small  to  accommodate  those 
who  came.  At  these  local  gatherings  pupils,  teachers,  patrons  and  direc- 
tors take  part  in  the  exercises,  and  these  meetings  help  our  schools  a  great 
deal. 

Improvements. 

Albany  used  to  have  an  old  school  house  in  the  Stone  Run  district. 
Last  summer  the  board  decided  to  replace  it  with  a  new  one.  They  gave 
the  district  an  excellent  brick  building  in  which  ample  provision  is  made 
for  heating,  lighting  and  ventilating.  The  room  is  furnished  with  im- 
proved patent  furniture  and  the  natural  slate  surface.  Keep  on,  gentlemen, 
you  are  doing  nobly. 

The  Boyertown  board  found  it  necessary  to  open  an  additional  school  ; 
therefore  they  erected  an  excellent  two-story  brick  building  containing  two 
large  school  rooms,  a  cloak  room  for  each  school  and  a  small  room  in  which 
the  directors  keep  their  records,  etc.  The  ceilings  are  high,  the  rooms 
properly  lighted  and  ventilated  ;  the  building  is  heated  by  a  furnace  in 
the  basement,  and  both  rooms  are  furnished  with  patent  furniture  and 
the  natural  slate  surface. 

Whenever  the  Colebrookdale  directors  erect  a  school  house  they  make 
a  good  job  of  it.  Last  summer  the  Landis  district  received  a  new  build- 
ing which  is  an  ornament  in  itself.  The  house  is  nicely  located,  the  in- 
side arrangement  is  very  good  and  the  room  is  furnished  with  patent  fur- 
niture and  the  natural  slate  surface. 

The  people   in  the  Houck   district   of  Earl   were   not   forgotten    by   the 
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school  board  last  summer.  They  received  a  first-class  school  house  instead 
of  the  old  OQe,  The  location  of  the  new  one  is  a  great  improvement,  the 
building  is  substantial  and  the  room  is  a  very  pleasant  one. 

I  am  proud  of  the  work  done  by  the  Lower  Heidelberg  school  board. 
They  erected  two  strictly  first-class  brick  buildings,  both  standing  on  high 
ground,  the  school  grounds  being  large,  the  buildings  very  nicely  ar- 
ranged, propelry  heated,  lighted  and  ventilated,  both  furnished  with  im- 
proved patent  furniture  and  the  natural  slate  surface.  Each  building  has 
a  basement  or  cellar,  a  nice  large  porch  and  a  cupola  with  a  bell. 

All  the  buildings  in  Hereford  are  new  and  firstclass.  Last  summer  the 
board  erected  a  new  house  in  the  Clayton  district  and  thus  finished  build- 
ing. The  buildings  in  the  township  prove  that  the  board  is  faithful  and 
doing  good  work.  The  Clayton  room  is  a  very  pleasant  one  and  is 
properly  furnished. 

The  Maxatawny  board  did  a  capital  thing  for  the  people  of  Lyons. 
They  changed  their  school  building  fi-om  one  of  two  rooms  to  one  of  four 
rooms.  The  partition  between  the  two  rooms  on  the  second  floor  can 
easily  be  removed,  thus  giving  them  a  large  hall.  This  board  has,  within 
the  last  few  years,  made  wonderful  improvements  in  school  houses. 

Pike  used  to  have  poor  school  houses  but  under  the  present  excellent 
board  of  directors  the  old  "  shells"  must  go.  A  first-class  school  house 
was  erected  in  the  Fronheiser  district  last  summer.  The  location  is  a 
great  improvement,  the  building  is  substantial  and  the  room  very  pleasant. 
Another  is  going  up  now.  ^ 

The  Richmond  board  honored  itself  by  putting  such  an  excellent  brick 
school  house  in  the  Schaeffer  district.  The  building  is  really  an  ornament 
and  is  complete  in  every  particular.  The  ceiling  is  high,  the  furniture  of 
the  best,  and  proper  arrangements  have  been  made  for  heating,  lighting 
and  ventilating  it.  The  patrons  of  the  school  crowned  it  with  a  cupola 
and  bell. 

It  seems  to  me  that  there  must  have  been  a  rivalry  between  the  directors 
of  Lower  Heidelberg  and  Tulpehocken  on  the  score  of  building  good 
school  houses.  At  any  rate  both  districts  did  most  excellent  work  in  that 
line.  Tulpehocken  erected  two  strictly  first-class  brick  school  houses. 
Both  are  nicely  located,  rooms  very  cheerful,  ceilings  high,  furniture 
right  and  everything  complete.  The  new  buildings  in  this  township  re- 
flect great  credit  on  the  directors. 

Bern  refurnished  the  West  Leesport  building  (two  rooms);  Brecknock 
the  Allegheny  room;  Spring  the  room  at  Weitzelsville,  and  Upper  Tulpe- 
hocken the  Strausstown  and  Mountain  buildings,  with  improved  patent 
furniture. 

Hamburg  started  a  new  school  house,  and  when  completed  according  to 
plans  adopted  will  have  the  finest  school  house  in  the  county.  Oley  also 
started  building  this  spring.  This  township  will  make  a  number  of  changes 
in  school  houses. 

North  Heidelberg  put  the  natural  slate  surface  in  one  room,  Exeter  into 
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three  and  Amity  into  seven  rooms.  The  last  named  district  has  the  slate 
surface  in  every  room  now. 

The  school  grounds  at  Shower's  in  Heidelberg,  Woodchoppertown  in 
Earl,  Bagenstose's  in  Tilden,  and  Shillington  inCumru,  were  enlarged  and 
greatly  improved.  The  grounds  at  the  Shartlesville  primary  school  were 
fenced  and  wonderfully  improved.  The  Morgantown  school  house, 
through  the  efforts  of  Miss  Beam,  was  crowned  with  a  cupola  and  bell. 

Kutztown  and  Topton  each  added  one  month  to  the  term.  The  Topton 
grammar  school  (S.  W.  Kline)  and  the  Birdsboro'  high  school  (H.  G. 
Hunter)  were  each  supplied  with  a  cabinet  organ. 

The  schools  of  Maiden  Creek  and  Womelsdorf  were  supplied  with  out- 
line maps. 

Hoyer's  school  in  Muhlenberg  (H.  J.  Dumn),  Davis'  school  in  Penn  (M. 
R.  Speicher),  St.  Lawrence  school  in  Exeter  (Rosa  A.  Howden),  and  the 
Lenhartsville  school  (J.  A.  Schroeder)  were  each  supplied  with  a  copy  of 
Webster's  Quarto  Dictionary. 

Pricetown  school  No.  1.  (Lot  W.  Reiff)  and  three  North  Heidelberg 
schools,  Minnich's  (Adam  Minnich),  Forge  (C.  L.  Gruber)  and  Eyrich's 
(C.  G.  Speicher),  were  each  supplied  with  a  complete  Encyclopedia. 

Work  Done  by  the  Superintendent. 

I  examined,  copied  and  forwarded  the  annual  district  reports  to  Harris- 
burg  ;  held  fifty-six  public  examinations;  examined  six  hundred  and  sixty- 
one  applicants,  of  whom  five  hundred  and  twelve  received  certificates;  held 
the  county  institute  and  ten  local  institutes;  made  six  hundred  and  sixty 
visits  to  schools;  spent  two  hundred  and  fifty-eight  days  in  official  duty; 
wrote  three  hundred  and  ninety-seven  official  letters,  and  traveled  four 
thousand  three  hundred  and  fifty-one  (4,351)  miles. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  the  teachers,  directors,  patrons  and  pupils 
for  the  courtesy  shown  me,  and  for  their  kind  cooperation,  and  the  pro- 
prietors of  the  newspapers  of  the  county  for  their  assistance  in  circulating 
notices,  reports,  etc. 


BLAIR  COUNTY— John  H.  Likens. 

It  is  now  generally  admitted  that  intelligence  alone  will  not  save  a 
people  from  great  crimes,  and  moral  training  of  the  young  is  absolutely 
indispensable  to  the  fulfilment  of  the  duties  of  life.  No  school  can  be 
more  thoroughly  degraded  than  one  in  which  the  teacher  stoops  to  make 
proselytes  to  his  own  views  in  politics  or  religion.  It  is  also  true  that  in- 
struction in  the  great  principles  of  private,  public  and  social  morality  upon 
which  all  men  can  agree  should  form  an  integral  part  of  our  educational 
system.  A  very  great  deal  depends  upon  the  character  of  the  teacher.  A 
bad  man,  one  whose  example  is  corrupting,  should  never  be  employed 
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Directors  and  all  persons  interested  in  the  welfare  of  our  boasted  school 
system  should  exercise  special  care  in  this  direction.  We  feel  great  pleas- 
ure in  being  able  to  say  that,  a  very  few  excepted,  the  teachers  of  Blair 
county  present  a  fair  record. 

Visitation. 

Immediately  after  the  opening  of  thS  schools  I  commenced  my  usual 
visitations.  Two  hundred  and  ninety-seven  visits  were  made.  All  the 
schools  of  the  county  except  one  were  visited,  and  it  was  not  in  session 
when  I  was  in  the  district.  In  some  instances  the  directors  accompanied 
me  in  my  visits. 

Teachers. 

We  have  many  excellent  teachers,  men  and  women,  who  are  entirely 
given  up  to  the  work,  whose  annual  examination  reveals  the  fact  that  they 
are  on  the  upward  march.  We  have  a  few  who  lack  educational  zeal  in 
refusing  to  subscribe  for  educational  journals,  and  fail  to  prepare  the  les- 
sons they  pretend  to  teach  before  appearing  before  their  classes,  hence 
they  pass  through  their  round  of  book  lessons  without  an  effort  to  increase 
the  pupil's  interest  in  his  school  work,  or  to  make  it  pleasant  and  attractive. 

Examinations. 

As  a  general  custom,  not  only  the  full  board  of  directors,  but  quite  a 
number  of  the  patrons  attend  the  examinations,  an  evidence  of  much  more 
interest  in  the  cause  of  education  than  has  been  manifested  in  the  past. 
In  some  places  a  little  inconvenience  has  occurred  from  the  crowded  rooms  ; 
their  presence  is  always  acceptable,  as  no  better  occasion  occurs  than  the 
public  examination  for  addressing  parents  and  teachers  upon  the  great 
importance  of  educating  the  children  under  their  supervision. 

School  Houses. 

Four  new  houses  have  been  erected.  In  Tyrone  township,  one;  in  Al- 
legheny township,  one;  in  Snydt^r  township  one,  and  in  Taylor  township, 
one.  The  one  erected  in  Tyrone  township  is  a  frame  building  of  com- 
modious size,  neatly  finished,  and  well  suited  to  the  wants  of  the  district. 
The  one  erected  in  Allegheny  is  of  brick,  with  four  rooms,  which,  for 
neatness  of  style  and  durability  of  structure,  is  not  surpassed  by  any 
in  the  county.  The  house  built  in  Snyder  is  a  frame  structure  of  ample 
dimensions,  neatly  finished,  and,  with  the  exception  of  a  poor  black  board, 
reflects  great  credit  upon  the  good  judgment  of  the  directors.  The  one  in 
Taylor  is  a  frame  building,  neat,  substantial  and  roomy. 

Schools. 

The  whole  number  of  schools  is  one  hundred  and  eighty-five,  an  increase 
of  five  since  last  report.  There  are  now  sixty-seven  (07)  graded  schools 
in  the  county.     The  advantages  of  grading  schools  are  becoming  better 
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understood  every  year,  and  it  is  believed  that  the  system   of  grading  will 
be  carried  into  effect  whenever  and  wherever  practical. 


BRADFORD  COUNTY— G.  W.  Ryan. 

As  the  statistical  report  contains  most  that  need  be  published,  this  writ- 
ten report  will  be  considerably  within  the  limits  prescribed  by  the  Depart- 
ment. 

Several  of  the  boroughs  have  erected  very  fine  graded  school  buildings, 
and  a  number  of  townships  supplied  one  or  more  new  houses,  all  of  the 
above  being  furnished  with  patent  seats  and  desks.  Several  districts  have 
supplied  each  school  with  patent  furniture  during  the  year.  Neglect  by 
architect  or  builder  to  consult  some  practical  teacher  has  resulted,  in  a  few 
cases,  in  placing  the  blackboard  much  too  high  from  the  floor,  or  some  other 
serious  defect. 

The  law  should  compel  the  placing  of  outbuildings  for  different  sexes 
on  separate  portions  of  the  school  grounds. 

The  county  agricultural  society  last  year  offered  twenty  dollars  first 
prize,  and,  five  dollars  second  prize  to  the  townships  showing  the  best 
condition  of  educational  affairs,  all  things  considered,  the  data  to  be  pre- 
sented on  charts  of  each  township  at  the  county  fair.  Granville  was 
awarded  the  first,  and  Orwell  the  second. 

The  county  institute  surpassed,  in  nearly  every  particular,  any  previous 
session.  Dr.  Higbee,  Dr.  Edward  Brooks,  Professors  Redway,  Moulton 
Fleisher,  Palmer,  Alden  and  Putnam  were  the  instructors;  Hon.  G.  K. 
Wendling,  Hon.  R.  G.  Horr  and  Dr.  Talmage  gave  excellent  lectures,  and 
Bill  Nye  and  J.  W.  Riley  occupied  one  evening. 

Section  drill  and  lecture  alternately  during  day  sessions  continued  a 
popular  and  profitable  feature  of  the  institute. 

Local  institutes  were  held  in  the  nine  local  institute  districts  into  which 
the  county  was  divided. 

The  County  Teachers'  Association  continues  to  meet  quarterly. 

These  institutes  and  associations  do  a  most  valuable  educational  work. 

Notwithstanding  that  the  appropriation  by  the  Legislature  has  been  in- 
creased one  hundred  per  cent,  for  each  district,  with  the  special  object  of 
increasing  wages  and  improving  school  property,  in  several  cases  there 
seems  no  improvement.  The  Legislature  should  have  required,  as  a  con- 
dition of  getting  the  extra  appropriation,  the  affidavit  of  the  president  of 
the  school  board  to  the  legitimate  use  of  the  increase. 

Boroughs  and  cities  may,  perhaps,  wisely  be  permitted  to  introduce  in- 
dustrial education,  but  any  attempt  to  compel  its  introduction  into  town- 
ships at  present  I  regard  as  absurd.  Our  Commonwealth  needs  first  com- 
pulsory education  whereby  a  fair  mental  culture  may  be  given  to  the  large 
number  now  evading  schools  and  growing  up  in  ignorance  and  crime. 
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The  graded  and  high  schools  of  the  county  continue  to  do  most  excel- 
lent work  in  general  culture  and  in  the  preparation  of  teachers. 

Though  difficulties  and  obstacles  exist,  the  cause  of  education  has  made 
marked  improvement  during  the  past  year. 

My  sincere  thanks  are  hereby  tendered  to  all  who  have  contributed  to 
the  progress  of  education  in  the  county. 


BUCKS  COUNTY— William  H.  Slotteh. 

The  work  done  during  the  year  was  arduous,  and  while  we  failed  to 
reach  the  standard  of  excellence  at  which  we  aimed,  the  growing  tendency 
to  advance  is  a  fact  of  encouragement. 

Teachers'  salaries  were  more  generally  graded  and  slightly  advanced. 
Directors  seemed  more  anxious  to  secure  better  prepared  teachers  for  their 
schools  and,  as  a  rule,  were  willing  to  pay  for  good  work  done.  A  few 
districts  added  a  month  to  their  school  term. 

The  school  directors  of  the  county  held  two  meetings  at  Doylestown — 
one  in  the  week  of  the  county  institute,  and  the  other  in  May.  Both 
were  well  attended. 

Thirty-two  of  the  forty  districts  in  the  county  were  represented  at  the 
spring  meeting.  A  permanent  organization  was  effeited.  Semi-annual 
meetings  are  to  be  held  hereafter.  Dr.  C.  D.  Fretz,  Sellersville,  was 
elected  president;  Dr.  J.  N.  Richards  Fallsington,  secretary. 

The  executive  committee  elected  consists  of  five  directoi's,  the  borough 
and  counly  superintendents  being  exofficio  members.  The  meetings  were 
characterized  by  free  and  earnest  discussions. 

There  was  a  strong  sentiment  favoring  free  text-books,  the  grading  of 
teachers'  salaries,  a  course  of  study  for  the  schools  of  the  county,  and  some 
provision  by  the  Legislature  for  a  system  of  closer  supervision  of  schools. 
By  referring  to  the  statistical  report  for  the  year,  you  will  see  that  nearly 
all  the  schools  of  the  county  were  visited  by  directors,  but  in  only  a  few 
districts  was  there  systematized  method  of  visiting,  requiring  stated  re- 
ports to  the  board.  Much  credit,  however,  is  due  to  individual  members 
of  the  different  school  boards  for  their  faithful  discharge  of  this  duty. 

Thirteen  teachers'  organizations,  representing  half  the  districts  in  the 
county,  held  monthly  meetings.  Every  teacher  who  was  a  faithful  and 
active  member  of  one  of  these  organizations  did  better  work  than  he 
could  have  done  without  them.  They  afforded  opportunity  for  self  culture 
and  were  a  means  for  educating  public  sentiment.  We  hope  to  be  able  to 
report  a  larger  number  of  organizations  another  year. 

The  annual  county  institute  was  especially  interesting  and  promising 
of  good.  Every  teacher  but  one  was  in  attendance,  and  she  was  sick  at 
the  time. 

Its  influence  was  more  generally  felt  in  the  schools  than  usual.     The 
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institute  was  divided  into  two  sections,  the  teachers  of  the  graded  schools 
forming  one,  and  those  of  the  ungraded  schools  the  other.  On  Tuesday- 
and  Wednesday  mornings  they  held  separate  sessions.  Subjects  relating 
to  the  work  of  the  ungraded  schools  were  discussed  at  the  meeting  of  the 
teachers  of  ungraded  schools  and  such  as  related  in  a  special  way  to 
the  work  of  graded  schools  at  the  meeting  of  the  teachers  of  the  graded 
schools.  In  the  afternoon  they  united  and  general  work  received  the  at- 
tention of  the  institute.  On  Thursday  afternoon  a  directors,  and  teachers' 
session  was  held.  The  local  institutes  were  popular.  A  crowded  house 
greeted  us  at  each  place.     Six  meetings  were  held. 

In  addition  to  the  instruction  given  by  members  of  the  faculties  of  the 
normal  schools  at  West  Chester  and  Millersville  and  other  able  instruc- 
tors, class -drills  and  essays  by  teachers,  directors  and  patrons  were  inter- 
esting and  profitable  features  of  these  institutes. 

In  addition  to  the  local  institute  work,  special  meetings  of  teachers  and 
directors  were  held  in  ten  districts.  These  were  well  attended.  Methods 
of  teaching  and  discipline  were  discussed;  the  needs  and  possibilities  of 
the  schools  pointed  out.     Each  meeting  bore  evidence  of  good  done. 

We  are  not  having  as  many  school  libraries  as  we  should  have.  The 
need  of  them  was  conceded  whenever  we  introduced  the  subject.  A  num- 
ber of  our  best  teachers  have  made  a  beginning;  let  them  continue  and 
others  follow  their  example.  These  teachers  deserve  encouragement  and 
credit.  We  hope  the  number  of  libraries  will  be  largely  increased  during 
the  next  year. 

High  schools  were  established  at  Newtown  and  Sellersville  with  good 
results.  AVe  are  now  having  three  in  the  county,  the  one  at  Quakertown 
having  been  organized  some  years  ago.  The  courses  of  study  are  nearly 
the  same  in  the  three  schools.  The  combined  number  of  graduates  for  the 
year,  was  seventeen.  The  closing  exercises  of  these  schools  were  largely 
attended  by  the  friends  and  patrons.  The  school  reunions  in  the  southern 
part  of  the  county  have  not  lost  any  of  their  former  popularity. 

Arbor  day  was  generally  observed.  The  attention  of  teachers  and  di- 
rectors was  turned  to  the  care- taking  of  trees  and  shrubbery  as  well  as  to 
planting  them. 

Too  many  school  grounds  are  without  proper  inclosures. 

A  committee  of  teachers,  appointed  at  the  county  institute,  successfully 
conducted  an  educational  column  in  one  of  the  county  newspapers,  for  a 
period  of  six  or  seven  months.  Much  credit  is  due  the  editor  of  the 
column. 

In  order  to  secure  the  best  results,  we  must  secure  more  trained  teachers. 
Many  of  those  who  are  doing  fair  work  need  the  culture  a  course  at  our 
normal  schools  gives,  to  enable  them  to  rank  among  the  best  of  the  pro- 
fession.     They  should  be  encouraged  to  take  this  step. 

Four  or   five   graded  additional   schools   are  needed.     All   the  schools 
were  visited  and  thirty- six  public  examinations  held, 
2  School  Report. 
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BUTLER  COUNTY— W.  G.  Russell 

In  submitting  a  written  report  for  the  year  ending  June,  1889,  I  am 
sorry  I  cannot  give  a  general  account  of  the  public  schools  of  our  county. 
I  was  not  engaged  in  school  work  during  the  year — was  appointed  to  till 
the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  J.  L.  Snyder,  April  1,  1889,  being 
after  the  time  the  schools  closed  gave  me  no  opportunity  of  getting  a  gen- 
eral knowledge  of  them,  but  as  far  as  I  know  they  are  doing  good  work. 
During  the  year  buildings  were  erected  for  a  State  normal  school  at  Cen- 
terville,  in  the  northwestern  part  of  our  county,  and  on  February  seventh 
1889,  they  were  accepted  by  the  State.  Centerville  is  a  town  of  about 
five  hundred  inhabitants,  situated  in  the  center  of  a  rich  farming  com- 
munity, it  has  an  advantage  over  many  other  towns,  being  in  the  midst  of 
a  level  country,  and  consequently  it  was  no  trouble  to  select  convenient 
grounds  to  place  their  buildings.  Jnst  at  the  edge  of  town  a  piece  of 
ground  more  than  ten  acres  in  extent  was  secured,  and  on  this  the  three 
large  buildings  look  down  from  a  slight  elevation  on  every  side.  The  dor- 
mitories are  on  either  side  of  the  main  building.  The  ladies  hall  is  on 
the  north,  is  three  stories  high.  The  outside  measurement  around 
is  230  feet.  On  the  first  fioor,  opening  towards  the  lawn,  are  the 
parlors,  which  are  elegantly  furnished.  Back  of  them  is  the  dining  hall 
with  a  handsome  wood  floor;  its  size  is  40x80.  The  rest  of  the  building, 
with  the  exception  of  the  kitchen,  pantry  and  store-house,  is  taken  up  with 
sleeping  rooms,  of  which  there  are  71.  The  dormitory  for  the  gentlemen 
is  the  same  size  and  shape,  with  81  sleeping  rooms.  The  central  building 
is  60x100  feet;  in  the  cellar  of  this  building  is  the  apparatus  for  heating 
all  of  the  buildings;  the  Kelly -Jones  system  of  heating  is  the  one  used. 
On  the  first  floor  are  the  different  recitation  rooms,  all  conveniently  ar- 
ranged. The  second  floor  is  the  chapel  hall  which  will  seat  1,200  to  1,500 
people.  The  buildings  are  all  lighted  and  heated  from  a  gas  well  in  the 
town,  and  there  is  an  abundant  supply  of  it.  The  school  has  ail  the  na- 
tural advantages  that  could  be  wished  for.  It  is  a  good  location  for  a 
school,  being  decidedly  a  Christian  community  with  none  of  the  temptations 
with  which  students  would  meet  in  larger  places,  and  besides  the  people 
are  every  one  of  them  interested  in  the  school  and  will  use  every  effort  to 
promote  its  success.  James  B.  Morrow,  of  the  Fifth-ward  school  of  Alle- 
gheny City,  was  elected  principal;  assistants,  Profs.  McClymonds,  Ricketts, 
Morrow  and  Beers;  school  opened  with  165  pupils.  In  conclusion  I  ask 
the  hearty  co  operation  of  teachers,  directors  and  all  friends  of  education, 
80  that  we  may  be  able  to  make  this,  the  ensuing  term  the  most  prosper- 
ous in  the  history  of  our  county. 
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CAMBKIA  COUNTY— J.  W.  Leech. 

It  is  certain  that  the  schools  of  Cambria  county  have  made  some  pro- 
gress iu  many  directions.  There  has  been  more  interest  taken  by  parents 
and  directors.  Pupils  have  been  more  regular  in  attendance.  The 
teachers,  generally,  did  their  best  vsrork  and  in  very  many  cases  the  re- 
sults were  very  gratifying.  There  are  some  teachers,  hovvever,  who  scale 
their  work  to  agree  with  their  wages.  They  belong  to  the  class  of  teachers 
who  teach,  the  world  round  or  flat,  to  the  order  of  their  employers. 

There  is  no  field  in  the  world  where  so  much  cheap,  conscienceless  work 
can  be  palmed  off  for  teaching  as  in  the  school,  visited  once  a  year  by  a 
superintendent,  probably  once  by  directors,  and  possibly  by  an  occasional 
citizen.  Neither  is  any  field  so  extensive  in  its  opportunities  as  that  which 
spreads  out  before  the  faithful  teacher.  The  salary  of  those  who  till  the 
measure  of  their  duties  can  never  be  an  equivalent  of  their  work.  Any 
sum  is  too  much  for  those  who  lower  their  work  to  suit  their  pay.  We 
have  many  teachers  who  know  too  little;  we  also  have  a  very  few  who 
know  too  much.  What  we  have  lacked,  wherein  we  have  failed  in  our 
work,  may  be  accomplished  by  others,  but  it  will  be  by  those  who  wisely 
and  fearlessly  perform  the  tasks  to  which  duty  points  the  finger  of  con- 
science. 

It  is  with  pleasure  we  note  the  fact  that  many  boards  have  supplied  their 
schools  with  improved  apparatus.  Such  directors  deserve  the  highest  com- 
mendation of  the  friends  of  education.  The  teacher  who  fails  to  make 
proper  use  of  these  means  should  be  furnished  with  a  long  furlough. 

The  subject  of  physiology  and  hygiene  continues  to  grow  in  favor  with 
our  best  citizens.  Yet  there  are  some  districts  where  the  subject  does  not 
receive  the  attention  which  the  law  requires.  Some  are  still  under  the 
impression  that  it  is  not  compulsory,  others  that  it  is  only  necessary  for 
the  largest  pupils  to  study  it,  etc. 

Never  have  there  been  so  many  successful  local  institutes  held  in  Cambria 
county  as  during  the  last  year.  They  were  all  characterized  by  the  enthu- 
siasm and  interest  of  teachers  and  citizens. 

This  may  be  attributed  to  the  great  success  of  our  county  institute.  This 
meeting  was  marked  by  its  harmony  throughout  and  the  excellent  work 
and  attention  of  instructors  and  teachers.  We  had  the  largest  attendance 
ever  had  in  the  county.  Instructors  were  Dr.  L.  R.  Klemm,  A.  E.  Maltby, 
G.  W^.  Innes,  J.  S.  Brown,  L.  I.  Handy  and  Superintendent  Geo.  H.  Hugus. 

A  great  many  school  houses  have  been  much  impi'oved  duriftg  the  year. 
Old  houses  and  the  barbarous  home-made  seats  ai-e  fast  disappearing  and 
new  ones  taking  their  places.  The  borough  of  Lilly  has  erected  a  beauti- 
ful  anil  commodious  building  of  four  rooms.  It  is  a  building  of  which 
the  citizens  of  Lilly  may  well  be  proud.  Their  directors  deserve  great 
credit  for  the  enterprising  spirit  which  they  have  displayed. 

The  world  already  knows  the  rest  of  our  story.  How  the  giant,  sleep- 
ing in  the  mountain,  rose  in  mad  fury,  and  sweeping  away  the  flimsy  web 
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of  clay  and  straw  which  for  years  had  held  him  in,  went  roaring,  rolling, 
rushing,  crushing,  grinding  down  the  beautiful  unsuspecting  valley,  with 
an  indescribably  frightful  sound  mingled  with  the  death  wails  and  shrieks 
of  fifteen  thousand  (15,000)  human  souls  in  this  track,  fully  five  thousand 
of  whom  were  hurled  into  the  presence  of  Him  who  rules  in,  through  and 
over  all,  by  drowning,  crushing  or  by  fire  with  little  or  useless  warning  at 
best.  A  dear  old  mother,  a  loving  sister,  a  good,  kind  uncle  and  aunt  of 
the  writer  were  carried  to  this  most  terrible  of  all  deaths  in  the  arms  of 
this  mighty  demon,  when  in  07ie  little  minute  they  could  have  reached  the 
hills  in  safety.  Desolation  and  horror,  poverty  and  ruin,  melancholy  and 
hopelessness,  followed  in  the  wake  of  this  angry  flood,  to  mark  the  places 
where  had  stood  peace  and  plenty. 

The  Woodvale  school  property,  the  most  beautiful  in  the  county,  and 
the  result  of  years  of  toil  and  expense,  was  so  completely  destroyed  that 
it  was  difficult  to  find  its  location.  The  bell  is  the  only  relic  which  has 
been  found.     It  is  all  that  remains  of  a  property   well   worth   $20,550.00. 

The  fine  substantial  building  of  Conemaugh  borough  with  its  eight  large 
■well-furnished  rooms,  valued  at  $18,000.00  was  swept  out  of  existence,  not 
one  brick  remaining  upon  another.  The  school  property  of  Cambria  bor- 
ough was  wholly  destroyed.  The  school  buildings  of  Millville,  Coopers- 
dale  and  East  Taylor  were  badly  damaged,  and  others  injured  by  being 
used  for  public  and  private  purposes  in  the  emergency  afterwards.  The 
loss  in  school  property  will  not  be  less  than  $50,000.00  outside  of  the  bor- 
ough of  Johnstown.      (That  will  be  reported  by  others  no  doubt.) 

The  loss  in  life  is  most  appalling.  The  teachers  who  perished  in  the 
flood  are  C.  F.  Gallaher  and  Miss  Mary  Dowling,  of  Millville;  Miss  Rose 
Carroll,  of  Conemaugh  borough;  Miss  Kate  McAneny,  of  Lower  Yoder; 
Misses  Mattie  McDivitt,  Emma  K.  Fisher,  Laura  Hamilton,  Mary  P. 
White,  Jennie  M.  Wells,  Minnie  Linton,  Maggie  Jones — eleven — all  of 
Johnstown  public  schools,  and  Miss  Kichards  of  the  English  classical 
school. 

Three  directors  are  gone.  Thomas  Jones,  secretary  of  Woodvale  board; 
Thomas  Carroll  and  Maitiu  Fox,  of  Conemaugh  borough.  A  daughter  of 
Mr.  Jones  and  a  sister  of  Mr.  Carroll  are  in  the  list  given  above. 


CAMERON  COUNTY— H.  L.  Pearsall. 

The  schools  of  Cameron  county  have  passed  a  prosperous  year.  We 
have  reason  to  believe  that  more  interest  in  our  schools  is  shown  than  ever 
before.  More  than  three  times  as  much  money  was  spent  for  apparatus 
last  year  than  any  preceding  year  in  the  history  of  oiir  schools.  Ex- 
pensive anatomical  charts  can  now  he  found  in  every  district  in  the  county. 
There  are  no  schools  withoiit  wall  maps,  and  a  large  proportion  of  our 
schools  are  supplied  with  full  sets  of  outline  maps. 
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Shippen  and  Lumber  districts  also  have  primary  and  general  charts. 
During    the    past    year    Shippen    has    built   three    substantial    school 
h  ouses. 

Educational  Meetings. 

The  county  teachers'  institute,  held  in  Emporium  last  October,  was  a 
pronounced  success.  We  think  more  work  was  done  of  a  practical  value 
than  at  any  preceding  meeting.  Local  institutes  were  held  in  all  the  town- 
ship districts  with  very  good  attendance  and  encouraging  results. 

Healthful  Schools. 

I  have  visited  schools  where  one-third  of  the  pupils  enrolled  were  sick 
and  absent,  although  there  was  no  epidemic  or  prevailing  disease. 

Schools  probably  lose  one-third  of  their  effectiveness  on  account  of  the 
poor  health  and  sickness  of  pupils. 

To  what  extent  the  schools  are  responsible  for  this  condition  of  affairs 
cannot  be  determined,  but  I  fear  the  condition  of  the  average  school  room 
is  the  cause  of  a  considerable  proportion  of  the  sickness  in  our  schools. 

Poorly  ventilated  and  dusty  rooms,  pupils  breathing  air  laden  not  only 
with  noxious  gases  but  also  with  dust,  will  cause  the  brightest  pupil  to  be- 
come weary,  listless  and  indifferent,  if  not  really  sick.  Yet  in  my.observa- 
tion  this  is  the  condition  of  many  school  rooms. 

Expensive  systems  of  heating  and  ventilating  are  available  for  town  and 
city  schools,  but  will  not  be  used  for  obvious  reasons  in  the  average  coun- 
try school. 

Ventilation  seems  to  be  imperfectly  understood  even  by  experts,  but  cer- 
tainly inexpensive  means  are  at  hand  to  wonderfully  improve  the  air  of 
the  school  room. 

A  tin  air  flue  opening  into  the  room  and  following  the  smoke  flue 
through  the  roof,  together  with  the  open  grate  stove  instead  of  the  usual 
closed  stove,  will  be  all  that  can  be  desired  in  country  schools,  providing  a 
teacher  of  intelligence  has  charge  of  the  school. 

Dust  is  generally  mingled  in  liberal  quantity  with  the  air  of  the  school 
room,  which  is  drawn  into  the  lungs  with  every  breath  and  causing,  directly 
and  indirectly,  a  large  percentage  of  the  sickness  in  schools. 

A  thorough  scrubbing  and  cleaning  of  the  school  room,  which  is  usually 
done  but  once  or  twice  a  year,  ought  to  be  done  an  every  Saturday  during 
the  term,  as  the  most  industrious  use  of  the  dry  broom  is  wholly  insufficient. 

Cleanliness  should  be  exemplified  in  the  school  room  not  only  because 
of  its  silent  teaching  but  because  it  is  necessary  to  health. 

I  firmly  believe  there  is  no  question  of  improvement  contemplated  for 
our  public  schools  of  more  value  to  the  rising  generation  than  that  of  y^ro- 
viding  better  ventilation,  greater  cleanliness  and  more  cheefful,  inviting, 
and  comfortable  school  rooms  for  our  children. 
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CAKBON  COUNTY— T.  A.  Snyder. 

The  general  progress  of  the  schools  of  the  county  during  the  last  year 
has  been  very  satisfactory,  and  but  few  radical  changes  have  taken  place. 
"Whatever  has  proved  good  has  been  encouraged  and  strengthened,  and  all 
old  and  impracticable  methods  have  been  rooted  out  and  discouraged. 
During  the  last  five  years  the  primary  teaching  of  the  county  has  been 
revolutionized,  and  so  successfully  have  the  new  methods  been  pre- 
sented by  earnest  and  energetic  teachers  that  a  backward  step  now  would 
not  be  tolerated  by  the  patrons  of  the  schools.  The  result  of  such  pro- 
gress is  an  increased  interest  in  primary  work  and  the  steady  advance- 
ment in  the  salaries  of  the  primary  teachers,  until  now  in  many  places 
the  primary  teachers  receive  more  salary  than  the  teachers  of  the  secon- 
dary and  intermediate  grades.  During  the  last  year  the  reform  move- 
ment took  a  strong  hold  on  the  secondary  and  intermediate  grades,  and 
much  improvement  was  the  result,  but  there  is  still  much  room  for  im- 
provement, and  special  attention  will  be  given  to  such  grades  in  the 
graded  schools. 

High  Schools. 

The  graduating  system  adopted  by  the  difFerent  districts  having  high 
schools  is  becoming  more  poptilar  each  year,  and  the  Carbon  county  high 
school  course  with  its  alumni  of  nearly  one  hundred  is  no  longer  a  possi- 
bility but  a  fixed  fact.  Classes  graduated  this  year  in  the  county  courses 
at  the  following  places  :  Audenried,  Lansford,  Lehighton,  Summit  Hill, 
"SVeatherly  and  Perryville.  All  classes  graduating  in  the  course  are  re- 
quired to  be  examined  in  eighteen  different  branches  by  a  committee  of 
which  the  county  superintendent  is  chairman.  The  examinations  are  so 
conducted  as  to  require  culture  in  the  difFerent  branches  taught  rather 
than  systematic  examining  of  certain  text-books  on  the  difFerent  subjects. 
The  result  is  thorough  scholarship  and  increased  interest  in  the  high 
schools  of  the  county.  The  Mauch  Chunk  high  school  graduated  a  class 
in  its  course,  which  requires  about  the  same  branches  as  the  county  course, 
but  the  method  of  conducting  the  examination  is  difFerent,  as  the  class  is 
not  examined  by  a  committee,  but  by  the  principal  of  the  school.  Very 
excellent  high  school  commencements  were  held  at  Lehighton,  Lansford, 
"Weatherly  and  Mauch  Chunk.  Well  conducted  commencement  exercises 
do  much  toward  awakening  enthusiasm  in  the  public  school  cause  on  the 
part  of  the  people,  which  is  very  necessary  to  the  success  of  the  schools. 

School  Houses  and  Grounds. 

Much  improvement  has  been  made  in  the  school  houses  and  grounds 
throughout  the  county,  and  poor  school  houses  are  not  now  the  rule  but 
rather  the  rare  exception,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  ere  long  we  will  not 
have  any  exception.  Two  very  neat  and  comfortable  school  houses  were 
built  in  Mahoning  township  last  year.     A  four-roomed  addition  was  built 
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to  the  sis-roomed  building  at  Summit  Hill,  making  the  same  a  fine  ten- 
roomed  building.  At  Lansford  their  neat  and  substantial  building  was 
further  beautified  and  improved  by  neat  porticos  over  all  the  outside  door- 
ways, and  the  black  coal  dirt  was  removed  from  the  school  ground  and  re- 
placed by  line  white  gravel,  which  adds  much  to  the  appearance  of  the 
ground  and  to  the  comfort  of  the  children.  The  Kidder  school  directors  re- 
jaainted  and  repaired  most  of  the  school  buildings  in  their  district,  thus 
adding  much  to  the  beauty  of  the  buildings  and  to  the  increased  comfort 
of  the  pupils.  The  directors  of  Franklin  erected  a  fine  new  building  at 
Beltzville,  and  repaired  several  of  the  other  buildings  in  the  district.  The 
Lehighton  directors  changed  the  large  public  hall  on  the  third  story  of 
their  building  into  school  rooms,  thus  making  their  building  a  large  and 
commodious  twelve-room  building.  Nearly  all  the  school  buildings  are 
now  furnished  with  patent  furniture  and  with  plecty  of  good  slate  black- 
board and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  only  be  a  short  time  until  all  the  build- 
ings  will  be  thus  furnished. 

Institutes. 

Much  interest  was  manifested  in  both  the  county  and  local  institutes  last 
year.  The  morning  sessions  of  the  county  institute  were  held  in  the  public 
school  building,  and  practical  class  instruction  was  given  to  each  grade. 
The  afternoon  and  evening  sessions  were  held  in  the  opera  house.  On 
Wednesday  (directors'  day),  Hon.  E.  E.  Higbee  gave  a  most  excellent 
talk  to  the  directors  and  parents.  The  attendance  of  directors  was  very 
large,  and  the  large  opera  house  was  entirely  too  small  to  hold  the  au- 
dience. 

The  attendance  at  all  the  sessions  was  by  far  the  largest  in  the  history 
of  the  county.  The  people  of  Lehighton  and  vicinity  deserve  great  credit 
for  the  interest  shown  in  the  success  of  the  institute. 

The  local  institutes  were  also  largely  attended  by  both  teachers  and  citi- 
zens,and  at  most  of  the  places  the  large  halls  were  too  small  to  accommo- 
date all  who  desired  to  attend. 

As  my  report  is  now  longer  than  the  limit  fixed  by  the  department,  I 
must  desist.  In  conclusion  I  wish  to  tender  my  thanks  to  the  Department 
of  Public  Instruction  for  counsel  in  matters  relating  to  the  schools,  to 
the  directors,  patrons,  teachers  and  pupils  for  the  uniform  kindness  shown 
me  in  my  work  among  them,  and  to  the  press  of  the  county  for  the  valu- 
able aid  rendered  the  public  schools  and  for  the  courtesies  shown  me  in 
various  ways  during  the  last  year. 
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CENTRE  COUNTY— D.  M.  Wolf. 

On  the  whole  the  past  year's  school  work  was  carried  forward  satisfac- 
torily. 

In  a  number  of  districts  much  irregular  attendance  was  caused  by 
measles  and  diphtheria,  and  in  several  neighborhoods,  directors  were  com- 
pelled to  close  the  schools. 

For  this  reason  the  term  in  the  Fairview  house,  Boggs  township,  could 
not  be  finished  within  the  school  year.  In  the  same  township  the  Shope 
house  was  burned,  also  preventing  the  completion  of  the  term  before  the 
first  Monday  of  June.  A  new  house  of  good  design  has  been  built,  and 
both  terms  will  be  completed  during  the  summer. 

New  and  good  houses  were  put  up  in  College,  Patton,  Snow  Shoe  and 
Walker  districts.  The  new  house  in  Philipsburg  deserves  special  mention 
for  its  pleasing  architecture,  capacity  (one  thousand  pupils),  convenience 
and  comfort.  Citizens,  directors,  teachers  and  pupils  are  proud  of  it  and 
of  the  handsome  grounds — an  entire  square,  well  shaded  with  upwards  of 
one  hundred  and  thirty  beautiful  trees.  An  excellent  piano,  purchased  by 
the  pupils,  graces  the  assembly  room,  whilst  window  drapery  aod  plants 
give  the  building  an  inviting  and  home-like  air. 

Progress  is  indicated  also  in  repairing  and  repainting  old  buildings,  re- 
Beating  them  with  improved  furniture  and  increasing  the  supply  of  appa- 
ratus, especially  maps  and  charts. 

A  good  degree  of  educational  interest  is  shown  by  the  large  attendance, 
upwards  of  three  hundred,  at  the  select  schools  open  during  the  summer. 
The  majority  of  these  young  people  are  looking  forward  to  teaching,  whilst 
others  are  preparing  to  enter  higher  institutions  of  learning. 

Our  county  institute  was  again  successful  in  attendance,  interest  and 
results. 


CHESTER  COUNTY— J.  S.  Walton. 

Out  of  three  hundred  and  forty-four  teachers  only  fifty  inexperienced  ones 
were  employed;  two  hundred  and  ninety-four  were  continued  in  the 
work,  with  a  few  changes  in  location.  Thirty-three  Normal  graduates, 
sixty-eight  holding  permanent  certificates  and  twenty-nine  holding  profes- 
sional certificates  make  a  total  of  one  hundred  and  thirty  professional 
teachers  in  the  county.  With  this  number  steadily  growing  there  is  a 
brightening  prospect  of  the  professional  spirit  in  our  schools  and  teachers' 
meetings. 

Seven  rural  districts  have  adopted  a  graded  course  of  .study,  making  ten 
in  all,  with  very  flattering  prospects  of  eight  or  ten  more  districts  following 
their  example  before  the  opening  of  another  school  year. 

Directors  and  patrons  are  quick  to  see   the  advantage  of  such  a  system 
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to  their  children,  and  they  say,  "let  us  have  it."  Our  more  earnest  teach- 
ers are  warmly  in  favor  of  it. 

Eight  school  houses  have  been  built  during  the  year.  One  in  Berwyn 
and  one  in  West  Nantmeal  township,  are  models  of  beauty,  comfort  and 
utility.  The  ventilation  in  the  Berwyn  school  is  the  best  in  the  county. 
I  regi-et  to  say  that  in  the  entire  county,  with  the  exception  of 
eight  or  ten  schools,  no  adequate  means  of  ventilation  is  furnished.  Chil- 
dren and  teachers  are  expected  to  breathe,  during  the  colder  days  of  winter, 
an  atmosphere  laden  with  poison,  or  contract  colds  or  other  complaints  in 
their  feeble  endeavors  to  ventilate  through  doors  and  windows. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-two,  or  over  one-third,  of  our  school  rooms  are 
supplied  with  first-class  slate  blackboard  surface.  Fifty-two  districts  fur- 
nish all  the  text  books,  the  sixteen  remaining  districts  either  furnish  a 
part  of  them  or  have  adopted  a  uniform  series,  but  these  districts  are 
awakening  to  the  fact  that  they  are  falling  behind  in  the  economy  and 
working  efficacy  of  their  schools,  and  in  one  or  two  instances  have  decided 
to  furnish  all  the  text-books  for  the  coming  year. 

Four  local  institutes  and  five  educational  meetings  have  been  held  dur- 
ing the  year,  and  four  other  educational  meetings  were  attended. 

Twelve  of  our  thirteen  teachers'  association  districts  have  reported  or- 
ganization effected  and  meetings  held.  Eight  of  the  districts  were  well 
organized  and  profitable  meetings  were  held.  The  remaining  four  revealed 
the  sad  lack  of  interest  and  unanimity  among  teachers.  Fifty-three  meet- 
ings were  held  however,  and  over  forty  of  them  were  interesting  and  fairly 
well  attended.  Altogether  sixty-three  institutes  and  educational  meet- 
ings have  been  held  in  the  county  during  the  year.  The  influence  of  these 
conventions  cannot  be  estimated. 

All  the  schools  in  the  county  were  visited  once  except  two,  one  of  which 
was  closed  on  account  of  sickness  when  I  called  the  second  time.  A  wash- 
out on  the  railroad  prevented  my  second  visit  to  the  other  one.  Thirty- 
six  schools  were  visited  twice,  making  three  hundred  and  seventy-eight 
visits  in  all,  averaging  one  and  one-half  hours. 

Thirty-one  general  examinations  were  held,  two  hundred  and  fifty  cer- 
tificates were  granted,  and  two  hundred  and  one  applicants  were  rejected. 

I  tender  my  hearty  thanks  to  the  press  of  the  county  for  their  interest 
and  assistance  in  school  work.  One  of  our  leading  dailies  was  furnished  each 
school  in  the  county  during  the  school  year,  thei'eby  supplying  much  in- 
structive supplementary  reading  matter.  The  reading  table  is  a  growing 
feature  in  a  large  number  of  our  schools.  One  township  furnishes  a  chil- 
dren's periodical  to  each  of  the  schools.  Several  chai'itable  organizations 
and  benevolent  individuals  furnished  good  reading  matter.  One  large- 
hearted  gentleman  has  endowed  a  library,  and  given  to  the  school  board  a 
fund,  the  income  of  which  is  to  add  fifteen  dollars  per  month  to  the  salary 
paid.     Assistance  of  this  kind  is  a  Godsend  to  the  little  ones. 

Each  year  records  its  thousands  bequeathed  by  the  generous-minded 
wealth  of  the  country  to  the  founding  and  maintenance  of  higher  institu- 
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tioas  of  learning  for  the  benefit  of  the  few.  This  is  good.  But  still  nobler 
and  more  potent  is  the  bequest  that  endows  the  common  schools  of  a  town- 
ship or  borough  with  additional  aid  for  the  benetit  of  all,  the  poor  and  neg- 
lected, and  indirectly  for  the  permanent  enlargement  and  elevation  of  the 
community. 

The  prosperity,  success  and  church-going  qualities  of  a  neighborhood 
bear  a  close  ratio  to  her  common  schools.  "  AVhosoever  shall  give  to  drink 
unto  one  of  these  little  ones  a  cup  of  cold  water,  shall  in  no  wise  lose  his 
reward.  " 


CLARION  COUNTY— C.  F.  McNutt. 

During  the  year  two  of  our  school  houses  were  destroyed  by  fire.  Sub- 
stantial new  ones  were  built  in  their  place.  Several  houses  were  furnished 
with  slate  blackboards,  and  a  few  with  dictionaries  during  the  winter.  In 
taste  and  convenience  our  school  buildings,  especially  in  rural  districts,  do 
not  compare  favorably  with  the  average  dwelling.  Very  few  are  fenced, 
and  not  many  have  walks  or  even  a  porch  about  the  door,  and  usually  only 
one  room.  We  too  often  lose  sight  of  the  lessons  that  are  taught  uncon- 
sciously by  the  surroundings.  Child  nature  is  full  of  poetry,  at  no  time  is 
it  so  strong  and  active  as  when  children  are  gathered  into  a  school. 

The  attendance  at  our  county  institute  last  winter  was  larger  than  it  has 
been  for  years.  The  general  interest  taken  in  all  the  exercises  was  very 
encouraging  indeed.  A  few  of  the  teachers  brought  with  them  for  exhibi- 
tion, work  done  by  their  pupils.  Among  other  things  worthy  of  special 
mention  was  a  large  map  of  the  United  States.  Small  lumps  of  coal,  iron 
ore,  and  a  vial  of  petroleum  were  placed  on  the  map  of  Pennsylvania,  to- 
bacco on  Kentucky,  rice  on  South  Carolina,  and  so  with  all  the  states, 
representing  very  clearly  all  the  productions  of  this  country,  and  the  lo- 
cality where  each  predominates.  Col.  F.  W.  Parker,  of  Cook  county,  Nor- 
mal, 111.,  and  Dr.  John  B.  DeMotte,  of  Depanw  University,  Ind.,  were  the 
regular  day  instructoi's;  Major  A.  J.  Davis  and  the  other  teachers  of  the 
Clarion  State  Normal,  also  Rev.  W.  W.  Deatrick,  Hon.  W.  A.  Beer  and 
other  leading  local  teachers  gave  excellent  instruction.  Evening  lectures 
were  given  by  Dr.  John  B.  DeMotte,  Col.  F.  W.  Parker,  Hon.  George  R. 
Wendling  and  Rev.  Robert  Nourse;  Miss  Jean  Glenn,  of  Mercer,  Pa.,  was 
our  soloist.  The  lectures  were  very  well  attended  and  popular  with  our 
people. 

In  St.  Petersburg,  Foxburg,  New  Bethlehem,  and  two  or  three  other  dis- 
tricts the  progress  of  the  schools  was  somewhat  retarded  on  account  of 
diphtheria  breaking  out  in  a  malignant  form  in  these  localities.  Though 
the  schools  were  closed  for  a  time  and  every  possible  precaution  taken, 
yet  a  number  of  little  ones  were  called  to  the  school  where  bands  are  not 
broken  and  tasks  are  as  songs. 
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I  feel  grateful  to  the  department,   local  press,   directors,   teachers  and 
citizens  for  their  support,  kind  words  and  general  courtesies. 


CLEARFIELD  COUNTY— Matt  Savage. 

Marked  improvement  is  noticeable  in  every  department  of  our  school 
work  examined  by  us  during  the  year  just  closed.  Four  years  ago  there 
were  but  few  schools  drilled  in  calisthenics  or  into  which  the  motion  song 
or  other  kindergarten  idea  had  hunted  its  way.  To  introduce  this  line  of 
work,  and  to  impress  it  upon  the  minds  of  our  teachers,  we  invited  Mrs. 
A.  A.  Jolly,  of  the  Osceola  schools,  ana  Miss  Lottie  Eckbert,  of  the  Curwens- 
ville  schools,  to  bring  their  respective  primary  schools  before  the  institute 
and  there  develop  their  methods  of  teaching  the  branches,  together  with 
pretty  song,  motion  and  calisthenic  drills,  and  thereby  reach  almost  every 
school  in  the  county.  Rev.  AVilliam  H.  Dill,  a  public-spirited  friend  of  the 
cause,  kindly  furnished  transportation  for  these  schools  during  both  years. 
Since  this  plan  of  institute  instruction  has  been  made  a  feature  of 
prominence  Ave  have  found  that  it  served  as  an  excellent  medium  through 
which  most  of  our  teachers  have  been  reached,  and  that  they  have  been 
adopting  and  using  the  suggestions  with  splendid  results.  Wherein 
therefore  we  have  found  our  schools  generally  weak  or  inefficient,  we  have 
endeavored  to  strengthen  and  make  efficient  by  means  of  the  county  insti- 
tute. For  example,  observing  that  music  was  neglected  genei-ally,  Prof 
E.  O.  Excell,  of  Chicago,  was  secured  at  great  expense  and  brought  before 
our  teachers  two  years  in  succession,  and  now  all  the  schools  sing  well  and 
cannot  help  it.  One  year  a  rigid  examination  and  emphatic  grading 
seemed  necessary  in  physiology  and  hygiene,  but  it  proved  highly  advan- 
tageous to  teachers  and  pupils.  Last  year  teachers  were  examined  rigidly 
in  mental  science  and  the  principles  of  teaching,  and  during  the  coming 
year  we  mean  to  lay  special  stress  upon  methods.  Already  good  results 
have  been  achieved  from  the  seeming  arbitrary  requirements  that  all  our 
teachers  shall  be  examined  from  White's  Elements  of  Pedagogy,  and  we 
are  encouraged  to  realize  that  our  leading  teachers  have  given  their  un- 
qualified endorsement  to  this  course.  An  applicant  who  has  not  studied 
the  fundamental  principles  of  teaching  is  adjudged  not  qiialified.  The  thesis 
method  of  course  has  not  been  entirely  abandoned,  but  is  used  in  connec- 
tion with  the  method  given  above.  The  thesis  is  read  for  the  benefit 
of  the  school  board  and  other  interested  spectators.  We  would  remark  here 
that  our  public  examinations  are  largely  attended  by  the  people,  and  a 
part  of  the  examination  is  conducted  orally  for  the  edification  of  the 
directors  who  are  usually  present  and  select  their  teachers  from  those  ex- 
amined in  their  presence. 

A   system  of  grading  for  the  schools  of  the  county  has  been   worked 
out  and  we  meant  to  publish  our  plans  for    operation    before  this,  but 
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have  been  waiting  in  the  hope  that  the  State  would  soon  give  us  closer 
supervision.  Clearfield  county  having  three  hundred  and  fourteen  schools 
scattered  over  an  area  of  foiirteen  hundred  and  eighty-two  square  miles  is 
amostdifficult  county  to  travel.  Indeed  it  is  so  difficult  to  travel  that  more 
than  one  visit  during  a  term  is  impossible.  It  is,  therefore,  impracticable 
to  place  said  plans  into  the  schools  until  their  use  can  be  enforced  by  means 
of  thorough  inspection. 

We  wonder  if  there  is  a  county  in  Pennsylvania  where  there  is  a  stronger 
popular  sentiment  behind  the  county  institute  than  in  this  county,  and 
whether  there  is  a  county  that  shows  so  many  marked  results  traceable 
directly  to  the  work  done  at  said  institutes.  It  was  thought  this  year 
that  we  could  not  appi*oach  the  success  of  the  year  previous,  but  all  join 
in  saying  that  our  last  one  surpassed  all  former  ones  in  every  respect. 
Hundreds  came  to  the  day  and  evening  sessions  who  could  not  be  accom- 
modated with  seats.  It  was  not  an  institute  of  entertainment,  but  every 
feature  of  day  work  was  for  the  best  interest  of  the  teacher,  and  through 
him  the  children  behind  them.  The  day  instructors  were  Dr.  I.  F.  Hall, 
of  Leominster,  Mass.;  Dr.  L.  Irving  Handy,  Smyrna,  Del.;  Prof.  E.  O. 
Excell,  of  Chicago  ;  Prof.  G.  W.  Innes,  Blairsville,  Pa.,  and  Prof.  B.  C. 
Youngman,  Clearfield,  Pa.  Our  leading  teachers  are  always  invited  to  a 
place  on  the  programme,  and  the  papers  and  discussions  by  them  were  es- 
pecially meritorious. 

The  evening  lecturers  were  as  follows  :  Monday  evening,  Dr.  T.  DeWitt 
Talmage,  subject,  "Big  Blunders;"  Tuesday  evening,  Dr.  A.  A.  Willitts, 
subject,  "  Sunshine;"  Wednesday  evening,  Madison  C.  Peters,  subject, 
"  The  Young  Man's  Ideal  Wife;  "  Thursday  evening,  Will  Carleton,  subject, 
"The  Golden  Horse."  Prof.  P^xcell  sang  each  evening.  Hon.  John  Patton, 
the  educational  philanthropist  of  Curwensville,  Pa.,  was  with  us  as  is  his 
custom,  and  on  directors'  day  addressed  a  large  and  enthusiastic  meeting 
of  director.^;,  teachers  and  citizens  in  joint  session. 

The  high  school  commencements  this  year  deserve  special  mention.  Ow- 
ing to  the  fact  that  a  year  was  added  to  the  course  of  Patton  high  school 
no  commencement  was  held  this  year.  The  alumni  of  tliis  school  have  in- 
troduced the  idea  of  banqueting  the  graduates.  This  year  they  met  and 
had  the  banquet  just  the  same. 

The  Clearfield  commencments  seems  to  increase  in  interest  and  beauty 
from  year  to  year.  The  commencement  this  year  from  every  standpoint 
was  the  finest  we  have  ever  witnessed. 

Ramey  high  school  graduated  its  first  class  and  issued  its  first  diplomas 
this  year.  The  public  exercises  were  held  in  Buelah  Chapel  and  were 
highly  interesting. 

Osceola  high  school  graduated  its  largest  class  this  year — a  class  of  nine. 
One  lonesome  young  man  was  all  that  represented  his  sex.  Prof.  B.  C. 
Youngman  addressed  the  class.  He  spoke  of  the  occasion  as  a  most  pleas- 
ant one,  and  seemed  impressed  with  the  groat  interest  manifested  by  the 
people  of  that  place. 
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Last  year  we  inadvertently  omitted  to  mention  the  excellent  paper  on  the 
county's  educational  growth  and  history,  so  carefully  compiled  by  J.  F.  Sny- 
der, Esq.,  law  partner  of  Hon.  John  H.  Orvis,  and  published  in  the  County 
History.  The  article  is  evidently  the  result  of  a  great  deal  of  careful  re- 
search and  shows  a  familiarity  with  county  facts  remarkable  in  so  young  a 
historian.  The  history  of  school  legislation  is  well  worthy  careful  perusal 
The  history  of  the  early  schools  is  intensely  interesting  and  is  attested  by 
Dr.  A.  T.  Schryver,  our  venerable  friend  who  was  our  first  county  superin- 
tendant,  and  is  living  yet  at  the  remarkable  age  of  eighty-three.  Mr. 
•  Snyder  gives  the  history  of  the  Clearfield  academy  most  attention,  giving 
a  list  of  trustees  and  teachers  from  its  oi'ganization  until  its  abandonment. 
He  settles  some  important  points  which  have  been  the  cause  of  some  sharp 
newspaper  discussions.  Mr.  Snyder  seems  to  have  settled  them  to  the  satis- 
faction of  all  who  were  interested.  The  common  schools,  however,  were 
not  overlooked  but  were  graphically  portrayed.  This  history  developed 
the  fact  that  Prof.  B.  C.  Youngman  has  had  charge  of  the  Clearfield  schools 
for  nearly  fifteen  years.  Although  he  has  received  frequent  calls  from 
academies  and  high  schools  he  has  prefeiTed  to  remain  among  the  people 
•who  are  so  much  attached  to  him  and  to  whom  he  seems  much  attached. 

On  the  31st  of  May,  1889,  during  the  terrible  flood  in  this  region.  Miss 
Ada  Tate,  one  of  our  best  and  most  respected  professional  teachers,  was  ac- 
cidentally drowned.  She  had  taught  in  different  parts  of  the  county  and 
was  widely  known  and  highly  esteemed  wherever  known.  Her  life  was 
that  of  a  noble  christian  woman,  and  the  announcement  of  her  death  was 
everywhere  received  with  deepest  sorrow. 

To  those  who  have,  in  anyway,  aided  us  in  the  work  of  the  year  our  obli- 
gations are  expressed  and  our  thanks  hereby  tendered. 


CLINTON  COUNTY— D.  M.  Brungard. 

In  submitting  my  second  annual  report  I  find  much  to  encourage  and 
not  a  little  to  discourage.  The  prospects  for  growth  in  educational  work 
are  bright.  Friends  and  admirers  of  the  public  school  system  are  increas- 
ing in  number  and  becoming  more  enthusiastic  in  word  and  work. 

A  neat  frame  school  building  was  erected  in  Noyes  township.  Improve- 
ments were  made  in  the  remodeling  of  several  rooms  in  Lamar,  one  in 
Porter,  and  one  in  Chapman.  Four  rooms  were  furnished  with  patent 
desks  and  seats.  Wayne  supplied  all  its  schools  with  sets  of  largo  outline 
maps  and  physiological  charts.  Pine  Creek  also  supplied  all  its  schools 
with  physiological  charts.  State  and  county  maps  were  placed  in  nearly 
one-half  of  our  schools.  About  a  dozen  schools  were  furnished  with  Har- 
per's Cyclopedia  of  History.  Quite  an  addition  was  made  to  the  library 
of  the  Renovo  high  school. 

Arbor  Day  was  observed  by  many  of  our  schools.     Some  planted  trees 
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and  otherwise  improved  the  appearance  of  the  surroundings,  while  others 
observed  the  day  with  appropriate  literary  exercises. 

Drawing,  music  and  book  keeping  were  taught  with  a  marked  degree 
of  success  in  about  seventy-tive  per  cent,  of  our  schools. 

The  commencement  exercises  of  the  Renovo  high  school  were  fine. 
The  graduating  class  consisted  of  five  promising  young  people — four  ladies 
and  one  gentleman. 

Nineteen  public  examinations  were  held  and  one  hundred  and  forty- 
three  applicants  examined,  of  which  number  ninety -five  were  licensed  to 
teach.  Many  of  the  applicants  had  neither  natural  nor  acquired  aptitude 
for  successful  school  room  work.  The  standard  of  qualifications  has  been 
placed  as  high  as  circumstances  would  allow.  Teachers  should  know  more 
of  the  philosophy  underlying  the  practice  of  teaching.  Filling  the  mind 
of  the  child  with  facts  is  not  always  developing  the  power  of  thought. 

The  county  institute  convened  at  Lock  Haven,  December  17-21,  and  was 
the  best  ever  held  in  the  county.  The  teachers  were  all  present  except 
two.  The  instructors  regularly  employed  were  Prof.  Alex.  E.  Frye,  Hyde 
Park,  Massachusetts;  Professora  Wallace  P.  Dick,  Geo.  P.  Bible  and  Miss 
H.  E.  Brooks,  of  the  Cenral  State  Normal  School,  Lock  Haven.  Pa.;  Prof. 
Jno.  A.  Robb,  superintendent  Lock  Haven  schools;  Prof.  W.  J.  Wolver- 
ton,  principal  of  the  Lock  Haven  high  school.  The  evening  lecturers 
were  Mrs.  Belva  A.  Lockwood,  "Washington,  D.  C. ;  Prof.  Geo.  P.  Bible, 
Lock  Haven,  Pa.;  Prof.  S.  T.  Ford,  New  York  city. 

Local  institutes  were  held  at  Wayne,  Caldwell,  Loganton,  Charlton, 
Eauchtown,  Beech  Creek,  Tylersville,  Clintondale,  Salona,  IVIill  Hall, 
Dnnnsburg,  Hyner,  Leidy,  Westport,  Glen  Union,  Barton  and  Woodward, 
besides  several  educational  meetings.  The  day  sessions  were  generally 
well  attended  while  the  evening  sessions  were  unusually  well  attended. 

Two  directors'  meetings  were  held  during  the  year.  One  during  the 
teachers'  institute  and  the  other,  March  6,  when  a  permanent  organization 
was  effected  to  be  known  as  the  Clinton  County  Directors'  Association. 

Over  thi'ee  hundred  visits  were  made  during  the  year.  Teachers,  with 
few  exceptions,  were  doing  excellent  work.  Irregular  attendance  on  the 
part  of  pupils  in  many  schools  is  quite  an  obstacle  to  greater  success.  Of 
the  pupils  enrolled  in  our  schools  only  about  eighty  per  cent,  are  in  re- 
gular attendance.  There  are  more  than  eight  hundred  children  between 
the  ages  of  six  and  sixteen  years  not  in  school  at  all.  These,  with  the 
twenty  per  cent,  enrolled,  but  not  in  attendance,  will  become  citizens  in 
process  of  time. 

Friends  of  education  can  easily  deduce  the  inference  as  to  what  this 
portends. 

We  are  a  heterogeneous  people  in  this  country  and  the  best,  most  power- 
ful agency  for  Americanizing  this  mass  of  humanity  is  the  public  school. 

If  more  time,  money  and  enei'gy  were  devoted  to  the  proper  training 
and  education  of  the  child,  there  would  be  less  need  of  punishing  and  re- 
forming the   adult.     When  will  people  see  their  proper  relation  to  the 
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inaintainment  of  more  excellent  schools,  a  better  governmeat  and  a  pro- 
per security  of  the  rights  of  the  people? 

The  demand  for  better  qualified  teachers  was  much  greater  than  here- 
tofore. A  large  number  of  our  teachers  are  quite  willing  to  employ  all 
the  means  afforded  for  improvement;  they  attend  county  and  local  insti- 
tutes, visit  other  schools,  read  books  on  teaching,  read  one  or  more  educa- 
tional papers,  besides  preparing  their  work  for  each  successive  day. 

Having  reached  the  limit  of  length  for  this  report  we  would  say  that  we 
have  constantly  had  in  view  the  elevation  of  the  schools  to  a  higher  plane 
of  usefulness  and  would  kindly  ask  the  assistance  of  all  true  minded  men 
and  women. 

In  concluding  this  report  we  feel  grateful  to  directors,  teachers,  patrons 
and  pupils  for  kind  words  of  encouragement  and  cooperation;  to  the  de- 
partment for  counsel  and  assistance,  and  to  the  local  press  for  aiding  in 
advancing  the  interests  of  our  schools. 


COLUMBIA  COUNTY— J.  S.  Grimes. 

While  the  evidences  of  improvements  in  all  the  districts  are  not  what 
might  be  desired,  they  are  plainly  discernible  even  in  the  most  backward 
districts. 

New  school  houses  were  built  in  the  following  townships:  Greenwood 
one;  Mt.  Pleasant,  one;  Orange,  one,  and  Sugarloaf,  one. 

A  new  school  house  in  Bloomsburg,  for  the  grammar  and  high  school, 
costing  about  twenty-tive  thousand  dollars,  is  now  being  erected,  and  will 
be  ready  for  occupancy  by  September  1. 

Quite  a  number  of  maps,  charts,  etc.,  have  been  added  to  the  schools. 

Many  of  the  small  pupils  suffer  from  the  heat  of  the  stove  near  which 
they  sit.     The  stove  ought  to  be  encased  in  tin  jackets. 

Every  school  house  should  have  two  separate  and  distinct  out-buildings, 
which  should  be  entirely  separate  each  from  the  other,  and  the  approaches 
to  which  should  likewise  be  separated  by  a  substantial  partition  at  least 
seven  feet  in  height. 

Townships  haviog  two  terms  of  school  cannot  expect  to  secure  normal 
graduates  as  teachers  who  do  not  have  their  second  degree.  Two  years 
(of  not  less  than  the  minimum  term)  of  successful  teaching  is  necessary 
to  secure  the  second  or  permanent  diploma. 

Bloomsburg,  Catawissa  and  Centralia  added  quite  a  number  of  valuable 
books  to  their  public  school  libraries.  A  number  of  teachers  in  other  dis- 
tricts started  libraries  from  money  secured  from  evening  entertainments. 

Horace  Mann  said,  "  Had  I  the  power  I  would  scatter  libraries  over  the 
land  as  a  sower  sows  the  seed." 

It  is  hoped  that  before  long  every  school  house  in  Pennsylvania  will, 
like  every  school  house  in  California,  have  its  school  library,  that  the  pupils 
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will  have  proper  school  grounds,  comfortable  school  houses  properly  sup- 
plied with  apparatus,  a  proper  school  term  and  good  instruction. 

Daniel  Webster  when  asked  what  was  the  greatest  thought  of  his  life, 
said,  "My  individual  responsibility  to  God.  "  A  great  minister  of  educa- 
tion in  Prussia  made  this  striking  observation,  "I  hold  myself  personally 
responsible  to  Almighty  God  for  the  advancement  of  the  educational  in- 
terest of  the  kingdom. "  Teachers  and  directors,  we  may  very  properly 
adopt  this  observation,  and  if  we  will  and  keep  it  in  mind  as  we  ought,  the 
responsibility  will  be  well  met  and  the  result  will  reflect  credit  upon  us. 

The  normal  school  is  in  a  very  prosperous  condition.  Principal  "Waller 
is  one  of  the  most  popular  instructors  that  I  ever  knew. 

The  entire  expenses — janitor,  hall,  lecturers,  instructors,  etc.,  of  my 
predecessor's  last  institute  were  one  hundred  and  seventy-eight  dollars  and 
fifty  cents.  The  receipts  from  the  evening  lectures  of  my  first  institute 
were  sixty  dollars  and  seventy- five  cents.  The  receipts  of  the  last  institute 
were  ten  hundred  and  twenty  eight  dollars  and  seventy  cents. 

Great  interest  has  been  manifested  in  these  educational  meetings,  and 
they  have  accomplished  much  good,  not  only  in  the  improved  methods  pre- 
sented, but  in  creating  more  interest  and  enthusiasm  in  educational  work. 
The  schools  have  improved  fully  as  much  as  the  institute. 

Nearly  every  Saturday  from  the  first  of  December  until  the  close  of  the 
schools  in  the  rural  districts,  I  was  engaged  in  holding  local  institutes, 
which  were  well  attended.  Hon.  Henry  Houck  lectured  at  the  Orangeville 
and  Centralia  institutes;  Prof.  Perinu,  of  Bucknell  University,  at  the  Cat- 
awissa  institute,  and  we  also  had  a  number  of  other  distinguished  lecturers 
and  instructors. 

The  following  were  among  the  instructors  and  lecturers  at  the  county 
institute  :  Hon.  E.  E.  Higbee,  Profs.  NefF,  Noetling,  Cope,  Albert,  Mon- 
roe, Frye,  Miss  Miller,  Miss  Guie,  Miss  McClintock,  Mrs.  Lockwood,  Drs. 
Waller,  Willits  and  Talmage. 

Bloomsburg,  Berwick,  Centralia  and  Catawissa  have  a  regular  course  of 
study,  and  all  except  one  send  out  a  number  of  graduates  each  year. 

The  alumni  association  of  the  Berwick  high  school  now  numbers  about 
fifty. 

The  closing  exercises  of  the  schools  named  were  well  attended  and  the 
exercises  were  exceedingly  interesting. 

The  directors  are,  as  a  rule,  representative  men  and  look  carefully  after 
the  business  interests  of  the  schools. 

Thirty  seven  of  our  teachers  were  educated  in  oar  public  schools;  fifty- 
six  attended  an  academy;  one  hundred  and  six,  normal  school;  nine,  college; 
and  fifty- six  are  giaduates  of  the  normal  school. 

We  have  in  this  county  a  number  of  private  schools,  two  academies  and 
a  normal  school  and  yet  competent  teachers  are  in  demand.  A  number 
of  our  schools  were  not  supplied  with  teachers  until  January.  The  grade 
year  by  year  has  been  raised,  and  in  consequence  many  have  been  rejected. 
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All  oar  teachers  have  studied  the  science  and  art  of  teaching,  and  nearly 
all  are  regular  readers  of  educational  journals. 


CRAWFORD  COUNTY.— J.  W.  Sturdevant. 

Our  year's  work  may  be  viewed  from  two  different  standpoints,  giving' 
conclusions  wide  apart  and  yet  both  true.  A  comparison  with  previous 
years  shows  that  we  are  neither  moving  on  a  down  grade  nor  on  a  level 
course,  but  on  an  upward  slope.  Yet  the  other  view,  in  comparison  with 
what  we  might  easily  do  under  wiser  management  and  better  laws,  shows 
much  of  the  year's  work  to  be  a  dismal  failure.  This  is  particularly  true 
of  the  larger  number  of  ungraded  district  schools.  This  results  mainly 
from  neglecting  two  important  things,  namely  :  To  provide  the  ungraded 
district  schools  with  adequate  supervision  and  with  trained  teachers.  By 
the  side  of  these  two  great  needs,  providing  adequate  supervision  and 
trained  teachers,  all  other  present  recommendations  seem  to  me  to  dwindle 
into  insignificance.  To  give  other  school  topics  prominence  in  the  face  of 
these  would  be  like  one  who  constructs  a  building  that  is  discovered  to  be 
on  a  crumbling  foundation  giving  his  first  thought  to  the  ornamentation 
or  the  painting.  It  would  be  like  the  captain  of  a  leaking  ship  concen- 
trating his  mind  on  the  freshness  of  the  flag  that  flies  from  the  mast  or 
the  scouring  of  the  brass  on  the  stairway  to  the  deck. 

In  conversing  with  a  school  director  on  the  need  of  district  supervision 
I  said,  "Would  you  hire  a  dozen  hands  and  send  them  to  different  parts 
of  your  farm  without  looking  after  them  or  having  any  one  direct  their 
work?"  "If  I  should,"  said  he  with  keen  insight,  "I  would  get  a  mighty 
small  harvest."  And  this  is  precisely  what  we  are  getting  in  three-fourths 
of  the  ungraded  district  schools  of  our  beloved  county.  A  single  visit  to 
each  school  per  year  from  the  county  superintendent  (which  is  more  than 
any  superintendent  in  this  county  has  ever  made),  useful  as  it  may  be  in 
general  direction  of  his  work,  is  wholly  inadequate  as  supervision.  An 
army  organized  with  the  company  as  the  largest  unit  and  all  the  officials 
between  the  major  general  and  the  captains  struck  out,  would  correspond 
with  our  school  system. 

The  need  of  trained  teachers  would  not  be  placed  second  to  the  need  of 
district  supervision  here,  were  it  not  that  better  trained  teachers  would  be 
one  of  the  first  results  of  proper  district  supervision.  No  teacher  should 
be  given  charge  of  a  school  until  she  has  first  served  a  certain  length  of 
time  as  an  assistant  with  a  professional  teacher.  This  requirement,  like 
the  new  requirements  made  of  druggists,  should  not  apply  to  those  already 
in  the  field,  but  only  to  those  hereafter  entering  it.  A  careful  estimate 
of  the  number  of  professional  teachers  and  the  number  of  beginners  in 
this  county  each  year  shows  this  plan  to  be  entirely  feasible. 
3  School  Report. 
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A  little  way  back  I  compared  our  school  system  to  a  certain  army  sys- 
tem. Another  and  exactly  corresponding  feature  in  the  supposed  army 
system  would  be  to  place  untrained  and  unskilled  captains  in  command  of 
the  companies, 

But,  it  may  be  asked,  cannot  the  normal  schools  train  the  teachers? 
Let  statistics  answer.  Not  more  than  one  in  twenty-five  of  the  teachers  of 
this  county  during  the  last  five  years  have  been  normal  graduates  ;  and  it  is 
usual  at  the  normal  schools  for  only  those  who  are  to  graduate  to  have  prac- 
tice in  the  "model  school."  The  training  requirements  would  not  lessen 
the  usefulness  of  the  normal  schools,  but  it  would  increase  it.  It  would 
compel  them  to  offer  to  all  students  wishing  it,  whether  in  the  graduat- 
ing class  or  not,  opportunity  to  obtain  that  invaluable  practice  and  manip- 
ulation that  can  be  given  under  expert  teachers  in  a  model  school. 
Normal  schools  would  then  cease  to  trust  to  general  principles  instead  of 
special  training  to  form  teachers. 

The  annual  and  local  institutes  have  maintained  their  former  high  stand- 
ard. The  speech  making  on  general  topics  was  reduced  to  the  minimum 
and  nearly  all  the  time  tilled  by  specialists  who,  by  their  work,  had  earned 
the  right  to  address  teachers  on  methods  of  teaching.  A  larger  number 
of  districts  than  formerly  have  adopted  the  continuous  term.  If  patrons 
had  to  spend  one  bright  day -in  the  school  houses  more  school  rooms  would 
be  supplied  with  curtains.  School  boards  should  give  more  attention 
to  the  out-houses,  and  after  these  are  put  in  order  insist  on  the  teacher's 
responsibility  for  their  care, 

I  propose  in  my  next  annual  report  to  show  the  effect  of  the  increased 
State  appropriation  on  local  taxation;  and  I  hope  to  be  able  to  show  that 
the  increased  appropriation  is  used,  not  to  cut  down  local  taxes,  but  to  in- 
crease the  apparatus  and  improve  the  standard  of  teachers  in  our  schools. 


CUMBERLAND  COUNTY— A.  J.  Beitzel. 

The  educational  events  of  another  year  have  passed  into  history.  A 
careful  survey  of  the  field,  and  a  faithful  comparison  of  the  present  with 
the  past  status  of  school  affairs,  discover  gratifying  results.  There  were 
no  sweeping  reforms  instituted,  no  startling  enterprises  projected,  but  the 
usual  educational  forces  were  so  directed  and  concentrated  as  to  insure 
steady  and  positive  advancement. 

We  recognize  that  the  process  of  perfecting  the  public  school  system, 
and  of  extending  its  influence,  is  a  growth,  and  not  a  sudden  evolution. 
There  must  be  an  ideal  common  sense  conception  of  what  constitute  pro- 
per school  conditions,  keen  perceptive  power  to  discern  the  defects  and  to 
discover  the  weak  points  in  school  work,  sound  judgment  in  choosing  and 
in  inaugurating  remedial  and  constructive  agencies,  and  finally  the  cour- 
age of  conviction  to  push  needed  improvements  to  a  successful  issue.     As 
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a  rule  our  directors  and  teachers  are  a  self-sacrificing  and  progressive  class — - 
willing  factors  in  the  grand  problem  of  education.  In  a  number  of 
instances  they  devised  and  carried  into  effect  valuable  local  measures  for 
increasing  the  efficiency  of  their  schools,  and  generally  such  ideal  condi- 
tions as  had  been  suggested  by  the  superintendent  were  wrought  into  real 
and  tangible  shape.  Such  philanthropic  action  is  but  the  outward  expres- 
sion of  pure  motives,  and  lofty  aspirations,  that  must  touch  a  responsive 
chord  in  the  popular  heart. 

Through  these  various  agencies  a  constantly  growing  educational  senti- 
ment is  slowly  yet  siarely  disarming  those  prejudices  and  antagonisms, 
born  of  ignorance,  parsimony  and  malice. 

The  regular  examinations  were  attended  by  all  the  directors  and  by  a 
large  number  of  citizens.  One  hundred  and  eighty-five  applicants  received 
provisional  certificates,  and  twenty-four  were  rejected.  1  examined  the 
graduating  classes  of  the  high  schools  of  New  Cumberland,  Mechanicsburg, 
Mt.  Holly,  Newville  and  Shippensburg,  and  assisted  in  the  examination  of 
the  soldiers'  orphans  at  the  AVhite  Hall  school,  and  of  the  junior  and 
graduating  classes  at  the  Shippensburg  Normal  School.  At  the  request 
of  the  several  school  boards,  I  also  conducted  the  examinations  for  promo- 
tion, of  the  advanced  classes  in  the  grammar  schools  of  Mt.  Holly  and 
Mechanicsburg,  and  in  all  the  schools  of  Shippensburg.  Commencement 
exercises  were  held  by  the  high  schools  already  mentioned  and  by  those  of 
the  borough  of  Carlisle.  Much  interest  centered  in  these  occasions,  the 
rooms  in  which  they  were  held  being  crowded  to  their  utmost  capacity. 

The  announcement  at  last  year's  examinations  that  the  standard  of 
qualifications  would  be  raised  this  year,  stimulated  many  of  our  teachers 
to  make  decided  improvement  in  their  scholastic  and  professional  attain- 
ments. Educational  periodicals  were  more  generally  read,  works  on  the 
science  of  teaching  were  assiduously  and  systematically  studied,  and  a 
more  intelligent  application  of  the  principles  involved  was  perceptible  ia 
the  work  of  the  scnool  room.  A  larger  number  of  our  teachers  than  here- 
tofore attended  normal  schools  to  qualify  themselves  more  fully  for  their 
most  responsible  duties. 

The  value  of  normal  training  is  becoming  more  and  more  apparent  and 
is  growing  in  popular  appreciation.  Normal  students  or  graduates  are 
not  presumed  to  be  infallible,  but  if  they  possess  the  elements  of  a  teacher, 
their  work  is  always  the  better  for  it.  Unmistakably  it  is  through  our 
normal  schools  that  the  standard  of  teaching  must  be  elevated.  We  be- 
lieve that  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  the  provisional  certificate  will  be 
a  nonentity.  As  in  other  professions  the  passport  to  teaching  will  be  a 
thorough  course  of  technical  training.  We  hail  the  day  when  the  State 
will  make  the  tuition  in  our  normal  schoolo  free,  and  when  the  length  of 
the  school  term  and  the  salaries  of  teachers  will  justify  an  entire  devo- 
tion, of  the  best  minds  and  hearts  to  this  grand  work. 

For  the  purpose  of  illustrating  the  various  subjects  taught,  some  of  our 
teachers  have  purchased  or  constructed  the  necessary  apparatus,  and  the 
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result  is  a  more  accurate  conception  and  thorough  knowledge  of  these 
studies  on  the  part  of  pupils.  We  would  commend  their  example  to  the 
teachers  in  general.  The  constant  aim  of  the  teacher  should  be  the  maxi- 
mum of  usefulness  to  his  pupils.  Such  a  teacher,  either  by  self-cultare 
or  otherwise,  will  constantly  augment  present  attainments  and  will  never 
lack  a  market  for  his  services.  The  friction  of  activity  quickens,  but  the 
rust  of  sloth  destroys  mental  power. 

Few  absolute  failures  were  noted  and  these  were  due  more  to  a  lack  of 
disciplinary  ability  than  of  teaching  power.  There  are  still  not  a  few  that 
lack  equilibrium  in  their  qualifications.  The  examinations  and  the  work 
of  the  school  room  indicate  a  considerably  lower  degree  of  proficiency  in 
thought  than  in  memory  studies.  A  teacher  cannot  properly  develop 
thought  power  if  he  is  not  a  logical  thinker  himself. 

There  is  something  pathetic,  even  sad,  in  the 'common  indifference  to 
the  gospel  of  health.  Weeds  and  woe  are  an  abundant  harvest  in  this 
world  by  the  sowing  untimely  seeds  of  death.  Oh,  that  it  were  more  gen- 
erally realized  that  the  moral  responsibility  of  life  rests  largely  in  the  in- 
telligent care  of  nealth  and  bodily  soundness!  Who  can  estimate  the 
good  purposes  defeated,  the  noble  lives  unrealized  to  the  world,  and  the 
sparks  of  genius  extinguished  by  premature  infirmity  and  death? 

The  presrvation  of  physical  health  and  vigor  is  an  act  of  high  wisdom, 
because  the  body  serves  a  thinking  mind  a  moral  soul.  In  view  of  these 
facts,  it  is  gratifying  to  note  a  growing  knowledge  of  hygienic  laws  and  an 
awakening  sense  of  hygienic  duty,  not  only  to  domestic  life  but  to  school 
life  as  well.  Teachers  are  taking  a  deeper  interest  in  health  regulations. 
Thermometers  are  being  placed  in  the  school  rooms,  and  proper  attention 
is  being  paid  to  temperature  and  ventilation.  Instruction  in  regard  to 
eating,  exercise,  rest,  sleep,  cleanliness,  the  value  of  sunshine,  pure  air, 
food,  habits  of  life,  modes  of  disinfection,  and  precautionary  measures  in 
cases  of  probable  accidents,  is  considered  more  important  than  mere 
memory  drills  in  the  minutiae  of  anatomy  and  physiology.  The  schools 
are  generally  supplied  with  dustless  crayon,  and  directors  are  generally 
careful  to  embody  in  the  specifications  for  school  architecture,  provisions 
for  spacious  rooms  and  plans  for  securing  safe  and  effective  ventilation. 
Improved  furniture  has  been  placed  in  ninety-one  per  cent,  of  the  school 
rooms  in  the  county. 

Our  county  institute  convened  on  Monday,  December  17,  1888.  Two 
hundred  and  thirty -nine  teachers — four  less  than  the  entire  number,  and 
seventy -six  directors  wese  present.  In  point  of  attendance  and  general 
interest  it  has  never  been  exceeded.  The  work  of  the  instructors  was 
eminently  practical.  The  directors'  session  was  especially  enthusiastic. 
Directors,  citizens  and  instructors  participated  liberally  in  discussing  the 
subjects  previously  arranged  by  the  superintendent.  Hon.  J.  Q.  Stewart, 
Deputy  State  Superintendent,  addressed  the  convention. 

The  regular  instructors  of  the  institute  were  H.  S.  Jones,  superintend- 
ent of  the  city  of  Erie,  Pa. :  Prof.  Thos.  E.  Hodges,  of  Huntington,  West 
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Virginia;  Superintendent  E.  IT.  Aumiller,  of  New  Bloomfield,  Pa.;  Profs. 
J.  F.  McCreary  and  G.  M.  D.  Eckels,  of  the  Sliippensburg  Normal  School. 

The  lecturers  for  the  evening  sessions  were  Col.  L.  F.  Copeland,  Rev. 
Waldo  Messaros,  Tbos.  Dowling,  D.  D.,  and  Will  Carleton. 

Eleven  educational  meetings  were  held  throughout  the  county.  Direct- 
ors and  teachers  rendered  very  material  aid.  Our  thanks  are  also  due  to 
Profs.  Eckels  and  Barton,  of  the  Sbippensburg  Normal  School,  for  interest- 
ing and  valuable  addresses  before  several  of  the  meetings.  The  attend- 
ance at  these  meetings  was  limited  only  by  the  capacity  of  the  rooms  in 
which  they  were  held.  The  pulse  of  educational  enthusiasm  is  vigorous, 
and  further  stimulation  in  this  direction  is  not  needed.  All  admit  the 
practical  value,  at  least,  of  education.  These  occasions  have  therefore  been 
utilized  to  educate  public  sentiment  into  a  stronger  sympathy  with  the 
teacher  in  his  labors,  and  a  better  knowledge  of  the  philosophy  of  school 
work.  Teachers  not  infrequently  for  self -protection  are  forced  to  yield 
their  better  judgment  to  local  opinion  in  regard  to  methods  and  character 
of  school  work,  and  thus  true  progress  is  thwarted.  Time  and  patience 
are  required  to  lay  the  proper  foundation  of  a  child's  education.  When 
this  has  been  done  properly,  the  subject  will  almost  educate  himself.  En- 
grossed in  the  acquisition  of  wealth,  people  too  frequently  expect  as  quick 
returns  educationally,  as  from  the  sowing  of  seed  or  the  investment  of  capital. 

Various  other  improvements  have  been  made,  which  we  have  not  the 
space  to  itemize.  A  new  and  substantial  brick  house,  furnished  with  solid 
slate  blackboard  and  modern  furniture,  was  built  during  the  year,  in  Sil- 
ver Spring  district.  Arbor  Day  was  observed  in  many  of  the  schools. 
Hampden  and  Shippensburg  townships  increased  the  school  term  to  seven 
months.  West  Pennsboro'  and  Penn  districts  and  Shippensburg  borough 
have  a  adopted  a  partial  free  text  book  system,  with  the  view  of  gradually 
extending  it  so  as  to  embrace  the  entire  course  of  studies.  In  a  number 
of  districts  a  standard  was  adopted  for  the  employment  of  teachers. 

During  the  year  just  closed,  death  removed  three  of  our  most  devoted 
directors  —  C.  B.  Niesley,  of  Mechauicsburg;  J.  C.  Rupp,  of  Silver 
Spring,  and  I.  N.  Fry,  of  Frankford.  They  were  progressive  schoolmen, 
and  the  recollection  of  their  trusted  friendship  and  wise  counsel  is  all 
that  is  left  to  grateful  teachers,  pupils  and  citizens. 

Although  many  other  facts  seek  expression  through  this  report,  we  shut 
the  gate  upon  our  thoughts,  fearing  that  they  have  already  lured  us  beyond 
the  bounds  prescribed  by  our  worthy  State  Superintendent. 

However,  before  concluding  we  desire  to  thank  the  department  for  fre- 
quent and  friendly  counsel  ;  the  county  press  for  valuable  services  ren- 
dered; directors,  teachers,  scholars  and  citizens,  for  the  hospitality  ex- 
tended, and  other  marks  of  kindness  shown.  The  pleasant  association  and 
interchange  of  thought  with  many  of  you  in  your  family  circles,  have  been 
the  sources  of  renewed  inspiration  for  our  work  and  are  among  the  plea- 
santest  recollections  of  our  official  life.  We  would  ask  the  continued  as- 
sistance of   the  friends  of  the  cause  during  the  succeeding  year,  and  hope 
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that  our  minds  may  be  endowed  with  wisdom,  and  our  hands  strengthened 
for  the  right  performance  of  the  responsible  duties  devolving  upon  us. 


DAUPHIN  COrXTY— R.  M.  McNeal. 

In  summing  up  the  work  of  the  last  school  year,  we  are  humiliated  by 
the  fact  that  so  little  advancement  has  been  made  in  comparison  with  what 
should  have  been  done  to  increase  the  eflS.ciency  of  our  schools  and  extend 
the  influence  of  the  educational  agencies  of  our  county. 

While  candor  compels  this  admission  we  are  glad  that  we  have  not  ret- 
rograded, but,  on  the  contrary,  have  evidence  to  warrant  us  in  reporting 
considerable  progress  iu  many  departments  of  the  work. 

This  encourages  us  to  begin  the  labor  of  the  present  year  with  increased 
energy  and  a  firm  determination  to  report  more  satisfactory  results  a  year 
hence. 

Seven  new  school  houses  were  built  in  the  county  during  the  year. 
Middletown  erected  an  excellent  four-room  brick  annex  to  their  high  school 
building,  supplied  it  with  patent  furniture  and  slate  boards  and  introduced 
the  Smead-Ruttan  system  of  heating  and  ventilating. 

The  erection  of  Williamstown  into  a  borough  left  Williams  township 
with  only  two  single- room  school  houses  to  accommodate  six  schools. 

The  township  board  at  once  put  up  two  houses,  a  single-room  frame 
and  a  four- roomed  brick  building.  The  latter  is  a  first-class  school  house. 
At  present  it  is  heated  by  stoves  but  it  is  so  constructed  that  steam  or  hot 
air  can  be  introduced  at  any  time. 

Lower  Swatara  erected  a  two-roomed  annex  to  the  Highspire  building, 
and  a  single  room  annex  to  one  of  their  country  school  houses.  Both  are 
good  houses  and  supplied  with  patent  furniture.  Susquehanna  and  Wash- 
ington each  erected  a  good  single-room  building. 

Londonderry,  Middle  Paxton  and  Mifflin  still  enjoy  the  distinction  of 
being  the  only  districts  in  the  county  that  have  no  patent  furniture. 
Most  of  that  now  in  use  in  these  districts  is  positively  injurious  in  many 
respects  and  ought  to  be  displaced  without  delay. 

The  city  of  Harrisburg  still  unites  with  the  county  in  the  annual  teach- 
ers' institute. 

The  plan  previously  adopted  of  dividing  the  institute  into  four  sections 
was  continued  last  year.  These  sections  meet  separately  in  the  forenoon 
and  jointly  as  one  body  in  the  afternoon  sessions.  The  plan  is  approved 
by  all  of  our  teachers  as  it  seems  to  more  fully  meet  the  practical  needs  of 
the  various  grades  of  schools  represented. 

Our  last  meeting  was  an  excellent  one  in  every  particular. 

The  instructors  were  Dr.  L.  R.  Klemm,  of  the  Technical  School,  Cincin- 
nati, O. ;  Dr.  G.  M.  Philips,  principal  of  the  State  Normal  School  at  West 
Chester,  Pa. ;  Dr.  E.  O.  Lyte,  principal  of  the  State  Normal  School  at  Mil- 
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Jersville,  Pa. ;  Wallace  P.  Dick,  Professor  of  Natural  Sciences  in  the  State 
Normal  School  at  Lock  Haven,  Pa. ;  Silas  S.  NefP,  Professor  of  Reading  and 
Speaking,  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  and  Superintendent  James  M.  Coughlin  of 
Luzerne  county.  Able  addresses  were  also  delivered  by  Dr.  Higbee,  Su- 
periatendent  of  Public  Instruction,  and  Deputy  Superintendent  Henry 
Ho  lick. 

The  evening  lectures  were  delivered  by  Hon.  Wm.  Blaikie,  Hon.  Albion 
W.  Tourgee,  Hon.  E.  G.  Horr  and  Mrs.  Belva  Lockwood. 

Oar  local  institute  work  is  growing  in  interest  and  efficiency.  A  greater 
number  were  held  in  the  county  last  year  than  ever  befoi'e,  they  were 
better  attended  and  awakened  more  interest  and  enthusiasm  in  school  work 
in  the  communities  in  which  they  were  held. 

Two  districts  reduced  teachers'  wages  but  in  several  others  they  were 
increased,  so  that  there  was  a  slight  advance  in  the  average  salaries  paid 
in  the  county. 

The  greatest  obstacle  in  the  way  of  better  schools  is  the  low  salaries 
paid.  It  is  impossible  to  secure  and  retain  properly  qualified  teachers  at 
the  wages  paid  in  many  of  the  districts  in  our  county.  In  most  of  these 
districts  the  tax  rate  is  low,  and  the  only  reason  why  better  salaries  are  not 
paid  is  that  the  people  are  not  sufficiently  interested  in  the  education  of 
their  children. 

I  would  repeat  the  recommendation  made  in  previous  reports  concerning 
the  gradation  of  teachers'  salaries.  The  S3'stem  of  paying  all  teachers  in 
a  given  district  the  same  wages  without  regard  to  qualifications  offers  no 
encouragement  to  those  who  prepare  themselves  for  their  work. 

In  districts  where  salaries  are  graded,  the  plan  has  been  productive  of 
excellent  results,  and  it  should  be  adopted  throughout  the  county. 

There  has  been  a  marked  improvement  in  scholastic  and  professional 
qualifications  of  a  large  class  of  our  teachers.  Some  by  going  to  school 
and  others  by  private  study  have  made  themselves  more  proficient  in  the 
branches  of  study  and  more  familiar  with  natural  methods  of  teaching. 

Instead  of  the  mechanical  routine  of  hearing  lessons,  their  school  room 
work  is  characterized  by  life,  activity,  growth  and  development. 

Unfortunately  there  are  still  some  in  our  ranks  who  do  not  manifest  the 
spirit  of  the  true  teacher.  They  are  apparently  little  concerned  about 
their  own  improvement  or  the  advancement  of  the  children  under  their 
care. 

Low  salaries  prevent  us  from  dispensing  with  all  of  this  class  at  once. 

The  law  in  regard  to  visiting  schools  has  been  more  faithfully  observed 
by  directors  during  the  past  year  than  heretofore  and  the  results  are 
plainly  visible. 

In  districts  in  which  this  duty  has  been  most  faithfully  performed  the 
effect  has  been  not  only  increased  attention  and  interest  on  the  part  of 
teachers  and  pupils,  but  there  has  been  a  more  healthy  educational  senti- 
ment diffused  throucfhout  the  district.. 
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"VTe  trust  that  directors  who  have  been  negligent  in  this  particular  will 
be  more  faithful  in  the  future. 

In  many  of  our  country  schools  undue  attention  has  been  given  to  a  few 
branches  of  study  while  others  have  been  very  much  neglected.  To  correct 
this  mistake  I  prepared  a  course  of  study  for  the  ungraded  schools  and  pre- 
sented it  at  the  last  annual  institute.  A  copy  of  the  course  was  placed  in 
thehands  of  each  teacher  having  charge  of  an  ungraded  school  with  instruc- 
tions to  follow  it  as  closely  as  varying  conditions  and  circumstances  would 
permit. 

The  course  is  not  elaborate  in  details,  but  is  rather  an  outline  of  the 
work  that  should  be  done  in  each  grade. 

I  think  it  has  been  generally  followed  and  has  been  productive  of  good- 

Nearly  all  of  our  public  school  libraries  have  been  enlarged  since  last 
report. 

The  interest  in  lyceums  and  literary  societies  reported  a  year  ago  still 
continues,  and  is  being  felt  throughout  the  county  in  the  education  of 
public  sentiment 

Evening  schools  were  opened  in  Lykens  and  Williamstown.  In  Lykens 
the  expense  was  paid  out  of  the  public  school  fund.  In  "Williamstown 
those  who  attended  were  charged  tuition. 

Grateful  for  the  measure  of  success  that  has  attended  our  efforts  in  the 
past^  we  look  hopefully  to  the  future  and  trust  that  the  year  upon  which 
we  have  entered  may  be  one  of  great  prosperity. 


DELAWARE  COUNTY.— A.  G.  C.  Smith. 

Increased  interest  has  been  manifested  in  nearly  every  school  district  in 
the  county.  This  is  the  result  of  earnest  efforts  on  the  part  of  both 
teachers  and  directors.  The  county,  within  a  radius  of  ten  miles  of 
Philadelphia,  is  being  built  up  very  rapidly,  and  many  hundreds  of  the 
people  of  that  great  city  of  brotherly  love,  are  taking  up  their  permanent 
abode  within  our  borders.  The  spirit  of  progress  has  taken  hold  of  the 
citizens  of  our  county,  and  our  public  schools  are  feeling  the  beat  of  that 
pulse  of  advancement.  I  believe  that  our  directors  and  teachers  more 
nearly  realize  the  demands  being  made  upon  them  by  the  times,  and  that 
they  are  using  their  best  efforts  to  promote  the  welfare  of  our  schools. 

In  Darby  borough  rapid  progress  has  been  made  in  regrading  the  schools 
and  through  their  efl&cient  principal,  energetic  teachers  and  directors,  ex- 
cellent results  have  been  produced  during  the  last  two  years.  The  prin- 
cipal and  directors  of  South  Chester  are  also  laying  plans  for  regrading 
their  schools  in  order  that  more  satisfactory'  work  may  be  done. 

My  regret  is  that  parents  do  not  take  a  more  active  interest  in  the  schools. 
I  know  that  they  are  busy  men  and  women.  But  why  is  their  time  so 
occupied?     Often  to  earn  money  to  bestow  upon  their  children   while  the 
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training  of  the  intellectual,  moral  and  religious  natures  is  left  entirely  to 
others.  Surely  they  should  visit  the  schools  occasionally,  that  they  might 
be  able  to  judge  whether  or  not  the  teacher  is  calculated  to  instill  into  the 
minds  of  the  children  those  moral  and  social  virtues  which  go  to  make  up 
the  true  man  and  the  true  woman.  Whenever  the  citizens  of  a  commu- 
nity begin  to  realize  that  there  is  something  in  store  for  their  children 
of  vastly  more  importance  than  dollars  and  cents,  then  will  they  awaken 
to  the  importance  of  the  public  school  system  and  give  it  that  attention 
and  support  which  its  work  demands. 

The  following  districts  have  schools  with  an  enrolment  of  sixty  or 
more  pupils:  Aston,  Lower  Chichester,  Clifton  Heights,  Darby  borough, 
Darby  township.  Upper  Darby,  Middletown  and  Upland.  They  are  chiefly 
primary  schools  and  located  in  manufacturing  districts.  A  teacher  can 
not  possibly  give  individual  attention  to  that  number  of  pupils,  and  since 
a  large  number  of  the  pupils  in  such  communities  receive  but  five  years 
schooling,  being  obliged  to  leave  school  and  go  to  work  at  the  age  of  ten 
or  twelve — the  directors  should  take  immediate  steps  to  provide  another 
school  so  that  these  little  ones  may  receive  the  attention  to  which  they  are 
entitled.  Lower  Chichester,  Clifton  Heights,  Darby  township  and  Upper 
Darby  are  making  arrangements  for  greater  accommodations  for  next  year. 
Birmingham  built  a  fine  brick  building  and  dedicated  it  to  school  pur- 
poses on  January  second,  with  appropropiate  public  exercises.  The  di- 
rectors of  Ridley  township  built  one  of  the  finest  buildings  in  the  county, 

and  had  it  ready  for  use  about  the  first  of .     It  is   two  stories 

high,  and  on  each  floor  are  two  rooms  which  are  separated  by  glass 
partitions.  This  building  was  not  erected  to  take  the  place  of  an  old 
one,  as  was  the  case  in  Birmingham,  but  to  meet  the  demands  of  a  rap- 
idly growing  community.  The  directors  received  so  many  applications 
from  children  that  they  \vere  obliged  to  open  three  schools  in  the  building 
at  once.  South  Chester  opened  three  additional  schools  during  the  year, 
two  of  which  were  colored.  There  are  now  five  colored  schools  in  the 
county,  four  in  South  Chester  and  one  in  Darby  township.  Seven  new 
schools  have  been  added  to  the  number  reported  last  year. 

Bethel  and  Todmorden  each  have  one  school  house  furnished  with  the  old- 
fashioned  straight  board  desk.  I  hope  to  see  them  exchanged  for  comfort- 
able ones  by  another  year.  Many  school  rooms  in  the  county  have  been 
provided  in  part  or  wholly  with  new  furniture.  The  Media  directors 
furnished  their  high  school  room  with  single  desks  which  add  greatly  to 
the  appearance  of  the  room  as  well  as  to  the  comfort  and  advantage  of  the 
school.  The  Upland  school  board  furnished  one  of  their  school  rooms  for 
their  own  use. 

Too  great  a  number  of  changes  in  the  teaching  force  occurred  again  this 
year,  even  more  than  last  Fifty-four  changes  were  made.  Such  numer- 
ous and  frequent  changes  work  a  great  injury  to  oui-  schools,  and  I  would 
urge  upon  the  directors  the  necessity  of  making  the  length  of  the  school 
term  and  the  salary  of  the  positions  of  similar  grade   the  same  through- 
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out  the  county.  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  say  that  a  number  of  our  directors 
realize  this  constant  change  to  be  a  disadvantage  and  are  taking  steps  to 
overcome  the  difficulty.  South  Chester,  Clifton  Heights,  Darby  borough, 
Darby  township,  Haverford  and  Upland  have  made  an  increase  in  the 
salary  of  some  or  all  of  their  teachers.  Thornbury,  however,  made  a 
reduction  of  iive  dollars,  which  makes  ten  dollars  a  month  the  directors 
of  that  township  have  taken  off  of  their  teachers'  salaries  in  two  years. 
In  that  time  they  had  seven  teachers  for  their  three  schools. 

The  teachers'  institute  was  held  in  Media  in  October  with  the  usual  re- 
sults. It  was  decided  during  the  week  to  hold  the  next  session  in  Chester. 
On  Thursday  of  institute  week  the  directors  of  the  county  met  at  10  a.  m. 
and  effected  a  permanent  organization.  George  E.  Heyburn,  of  Brandy- 
wine  Summit,  was  elected  president,  and  Louis  H.  Richards,  of  Media, 
secretary.  Another  meeting  was  held  in  Media  on  February  22.  Various 
subjects  pertaining  to  the  welfare  of  the  schools  were  discussed  at  both  of 
these  meetings,  and  much  interest  manifested  by  those  present.  The  or- 
ganization was  fortunate  in  having  the  counsel  of  ex-County  Superinten- 
dent James  W.  Baker,  who  is  now  a  member  of  the  Media  school  board, 
and  was  present  at  both  meetings. 

I  have  earnestly  labored  to  advance  the  standard  of  our  teachers  and 
they  have  ably  seconded  me  in  my  efforts.  With  very  few  exceptions, 
they  are  at  work  with  a  determination  to  make  themselves  more  proficient 
in  scholarship  and  school  room  work. 

Another  object  I  have  labored  for  is  the  better  grading  of  some  of  our 
schools  and  a  closer  supervision  of  the  same.  Through  the  cooperation 
of  teachers  and  directors  marked  advancement  has  been  made  along  this 
line. 

I  also  tried  to  create  a  greater  interest  in  the  schools  on  part  of  the 
public.  The  effort  was  made  through  the  meetings  6t  the  Delaware 
County  Teachers'  Association,  which  were  held  in  various  parts  of  the 
county.  While  the  meetings  were  very  interesting  and  well  attended  by 
the  teachers,  yet  so  few  patrons  of  the  schools  attended  that  I  cannot  say 
I  was  particularly  encouraged  by  the  results. 

I  express  my  gratitude  to  the  directors,  teachers  and  the  press  for  the 
cordial  support  they  have  given  me  in  my  efforts  in  behalf  of  the  schools 
and  trust  that  we  all  may  see  great  advancement  made  during  the  year 
upon  which  we  have  just  entered. 
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ELK  COUNTY— C.   J.   Swift. 

During  the  past  year  the  school  work  of  the  county  has  been  in  a  healthy, 
growing  condition.  It  is  probably  no  exaggeration  to  say  that  public  sen- 
timent has  never  been  more  fully  awakened,  and  public  attention  more 
fully  directed  toward  our  schools  than  at  the  present  time. 

Encouraged  by  the  prevailing  interest  manifested  in  educational  matters, 
our  school  officers  are  offering  better  salaries,  exercising  more  care  in  secur- 
ing competent  teachers,  and  are  much  more  careful  in  providing  comforta- 
ble buildings  and  suitable  apparatus. 

During  the  past  year  Yaggy's  anatomical  charts  have  been  introduced 
into  the  schools  of  several  townships;  other  townships  not  before  provided, 
have  purchased  primary  reading  charts  ;  and  still  others  have  substituted 
slate  blackboards  for  the  old  painted  boards,  which  are  always  getting  out 
of  order,  and  are  never  good  at  the  best.  Two  school  houses  have  been 
erected  during  the  year  ;  one  in  Benzinger  and  one  in  Fox  township. 
Both  are  substantial  buildings,  seated  with  improved  patent  furniture. 
There  are  but  very  few  of  what  could  be  termed  unsuitable  school  buildings 
in  the  county,  and  were  such  do  occur  steps  are  being  taken  to  put  the  old 
ones  in  proper  condition  or  build  new  ones. 

Examinations. 

Eleven  public  examinations  were  held  in  the  different  townships  and 
boroughs  of  the  county,  and  one  hundred  and  ten  provisional  certificates 
were  granted.  Quite  a  number  of  school  officers  and  citizens  were  pres- 
ent at  these  examinations. 

School  Visitations. 

With 'one  exception  I  visited  all  of  the  schools  once,  a  majority  of  them 
twice  and  a  goodly  number  of  them  three  or  more  times.  In  some  of  the 
schools  teachers  were  found  doing  excellent  work,  in  others  good,  and  in 
still  others  poor.  In  comparing  the  work  done  by  different  teachers 
it  is  readily  observed,  that  proficiency  in  teaching  depends  not  only  on 
scholarship,  but  professional  skill.  Many  well  educated  teachers,  so  far 
as  the  branches  to  be  taught  are  concerned,  fail  to  comprehend  the  object 
and  means  of  education.  We  meet  with  teachers  who  consider  that  skill 
in  teaching  means  to  please  the  pupils  and  satisfy  the  patrons,  such  teach- 
ers rarely  accomplish  much  in  the  line  of  true  education.  One  of  the  great 
educational  drawbacks  is  the  lack  of  teachers  who  comprehend  the  diff'er- 
ence  between  keeping  and  teaching  school — between  conducting  and  hear- 
ing recitations.  In  some  of  the  districts  several  members  of  the  school 
board  accompanied  me  in  my  visits.  In  the  districts  where  regular  visits 
are  made  by  one  or  more  of  the  school  board,  there  seems  to  be  a  deeper 
interest  taken  by  both  teachers  and  pupils  in  everything  pertaining  to  the 
welfare  of  the  schools. 
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Educational  Meetings. 

The  county  institute  was  held  at  Ridgway  November  12-16,  1888.  The 
attendance  was  unusually  large  during  both  day  and  evening  sessions, 
nearly  all  the  teachers  of  the  county  were  present  during  the  entire  week. 

The  exercises  and  instructions  were  entertaining  and  practical.  The  in- 
structors were  Prof.  G.  A.  Langley,  Edinboro',  Pa. ;  Superintendent  H.  S. 
Pearsall,  Emporium,  Pa. ;  Hon.  James  Burns,  Erie,  Pa. ;  Superintendent 
George  B.  Lord,  Franklin,  Pa. ;  Prof.  F.  N.  Allen, Williamsport,  Pa.,  and  Prof. 
D.  C.  Murphy,  Ridgway,  Pa.  Several  of  the  leading  teachers  of  the  county 
read  educational  papers  in  addition  to  the  instruction  given  by  the  above. 

Two  lectures  and  one  musical  entertainment  were  given  during  the  even- 
ing sessions.  The  lectures  were  delivered  by  Hon.  James  Burns,  of  Erie, 
Pa.,  and  S.  R.  Frazier  of  Youngstown,  Ohio.  The  entertainment  was 
given  by  a  quartette  under  the  management  of  Miss  Belle  McClintock,  of 
Meadville,  Pa.,  assisted  by  Miss  Blanche  Williams,  of  Ridgway,  as  pianist. 

Following  the  county,  several  local  township  institutes  were  held  in  dif- 
ferent districts  all  of  which  proved  to  be  interesting  and  profitable. 

In  conclusion,  at  the  risk  of  formality,  I  desire  to  thank  the  department 
for  advice  and  assistance  rendered  ;  the  press  for  their  many  favors  so 
cheerfully  granted,  and  the  school  officers,  teachers  and  all  who  have,  by 
word  or  act,  upheld  and  assisted  me  in  making  my  labors  during  the  past 
year  to  some  extent  successful. 


ERIE  COUNTY— J.  M.  Moekison. 

It  affords  me  pleasure  to  report  that  during  the  last  year  there  has  been 
steady  and  progressive  work  done  throughout  this  county.  An  interest  in 
education  has  been  steadily  growing.  Evidence  of  this  is  showrf  in  the 
increasing  desire  of  directors  to  secure  and  hold  teachers  who  possess  both 
education  and  moral  character  combined  with  successful  experience.  There 
is  a  steady  increase  in  wages,  although  the  teacher's  pay  is  not  what  it 
should  be  yet.  One  of  the  best  proofs  of  our  constant  progress  is  dis- 
played by  the  teachers  themselves  in  their  enthusiasm  in  and  their  devo- 
tion to  the  work  before  them,  and  their  preparation  for  It.  Out  of  the 
three  hundred  and  fifteen  teachers  hired  to  teach  and  engaged  in  teaching 
at  ihe  time  of  the  last  teachers'  institute,  three  hundred  and  nine  were  in 
attendance,  and  they  were  prompt  at  every  session  day  and  evening.  The 
majority  of  those  teachers  did  not  have  reputation  still  to  gain. 

New  School  Buildings. 

During  the  year  which  has  just  closed  there  were  seven  new  school 
houses  erected  in  this  county.  One  in  each  of  the  following  districts  : 
Conneaut,  Elk  Creek,  Greenfield,  Harbor  Creek,  Mill  Creek,  North  East 
and  Washington. 
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The  one  in  Mill  Creek  is  a  very  fine  brick  structure,  with  all  the  conve- 
niences possible  for  a  country  school,  and  I  believe  it  has  no  equal  in  the 
county  outside  of  the  cities.  The  North  East  board,  according  to  a  pre- 
vious ruling,  erected  a  very  substantial  brick  house. 

Washington  erected  a  very  pretty  and  convenient  two-room  frame  build- 
ing at  McLane  in  the  place  of  an  old  one-room  frame  building,  which  I 
have  reported  as  unfit  for  use  for  some  four  years  past. 

The  Elk  Creek  board  was  compelled  to  make  more  room  for  the  increase 
in  the  school  population  of  Pageville,  to  this  end  they  disposed  of  the  old 
building  and  erected  a  new  one  much  more  commodious,  with  many  modern 
improvements. 

The  other  three  were  frame  houses  well  adapted  to  the  wants  of  the  dif- 
ferent localities  in  which  they  were  built. 

Apparatus. 

Apparatus  is  to  the  efficient  teacher  what  improved  machinery  is  to  in- 
telligent farmers  or  the  skilled  mechanic.  No  teacher  can  do  his  best  work 
in  the  best  way  without  it.  A  few  schools  in  this  county  do  not  possess 
one  piece  of  apparatiis  of  any  kind,  wliile  some  have  a  dictionary  and 
maps,  others  a  globe  and  occasionally  a  cyclopedia  of  some  kind.  Quite 
a  large  per  cent,  of  our  schools  have  reading  and  writing  charts.  The 
graded  schools  are  well  supplied  with  furniture  and  apparatus  in  most  in- 
stances. 

I  was  hopeful  that  a  portion  of  the  increased  State  appropriation  might 
be  used  to  supply  this  much  for  both  teachers  and  pupils  of  the  rural 
schools.  About  seventy-five  per  cent,  of  our  houses  are  seated  with  patent 
furniture,  and  there  is  no  good  reason  why  they  should  not  all  be  seated 
with  the  best  furniture,  and  well  supplied  with  modern  apparatus  within 
the  next  four  years. 

Teachers'  Institute. 

The  county  teachers'  institute  was  held  at  Edinboro',  in  Normal  Hall, 
October  8  to  12,  1888.  About  ninety-eight  per  cent,  of  the  teachers  were 
present  at  every  session,  besides  we  were  heavily  reinforced  by  the  normal 
students  and  citizens  of  the  surrounding  country.  The  principal  instruc- 
tors were  Alexander  E.  Frye,  of  Hyde  Park,  Mass.;  C.  G.  Case,  Cleveland, 
Ohio. ;  J.  A.  Cooper,  principal  of  the  normal  school.  The  evening  enter- 
tainments were  given  by  the  following  persons  :  Monday  and  Tuesday  eve- 
nings, Mrs.  H.  E.  Monroe,  of  Philadelphia,  Pa. ;  Wednesday  evening,  Mel- 
vil  D.  Landon,  New  York;  Thursday  evening,  Miss  Belle  McClintock, 
During  the  institute  a  reading  society,  styled,  "The  Teachers'  Progressive 
Union,"  was  organized  with  some  sixty  members  who  at  once  sent  away  for 
the  reading  of  the  first  quarter,  viz  :  Wickersham's  History  of  Education 
in  Pennsylvania,  and  Sweet's  Methods  of  Training.  The  institute  passed 
Tery  pleasantly  and  profitably  for  all,  many  said  it  was  the  best  meeting  of 
the  kind  they  ever  attended.     I  think  it  did   much   good  in  awakening  a 
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spirit  for  improvement  in  methods  and  work.  One  evidence  of  this  is  for- 
cibly shown  by  the  number  of  local  institutes  which  were  held  during  the 
winter.  They  were  held  at  almost  every  available  place  in  the  county,  and 
they  became  so  popular  that  it  was  difficult  to  find  rooms  large  enough  to 
accommodate  all  who  wished  to  attend. 

Suggestions. 

I  would  suggest  that  directors  of  the  different  districts  purchase  and 
fence  in  not  less  than  one  acre  of  land  for  each  school  and  plant  a  por- 
tion of  this  land  with  trees. 

That  the  teachers'  wages  be  raised. 

That  an  iinabridged  dictionary  be  furnished  for  each  school. 

That  you  do  away  with  favoritism  in  selecting  teachers. 

That  you  furnish  free  text-books  to  the  children  of  your  district. 

That  you  comply  with  the  law  regarding  the  study  of  physiology  and 
hygiene  in  your  schools. 

That  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  use  all  right  and  legiti- 
mate influence  possible  upon  the  Legislature  of  the  State  to  induce  that 
honorable  body  to  pass  at  its  next  session  a  compulsory  school  law. 


FAYETTE  COUNTY— Lewis  M.  Herrington. 

Judging  by  the  work  done  in  the  school  room  it  affords  me  pleasure  to  be 
able  to  report  a  greater  number  of  good  schools  than  formerly. 

Better  discipline,  a  wider  knowledge  and  use  of  proper  methods,  a 
determination  on  the  part  of  directors  to  elect  the  best  teachers  re- 
gardless of  influences,  have  contributed  largely  to  this  change,  and  re- 
moved the  cause  of  a  great  part  of  the  discontent  among  patrons.  There 
are  yet  with  us  a  few  teachers  that  display  more  tact  in  procuring  a  school 
than  in  conducting  it  successfully,  thinking  more  of  the  mere  pecun- 
iary gain  to  themselves  than  of  the  loss  of  time  and  opportunity  on  the 
part  of  the  pnpil.  Such  teachers  are  learning,  to  the  great  credit  of  di- 
rectors, that  the  employment  of  teachers  is  no  longer  a  friendly  benevo- 
lent act,  but  that  fitness  and  merit  are  the  chief  points  of  consideration 
with  directors  in  selecting  their  teachers. 

In  this  way  the  best  teachers  will  be  employed  in  teaching,  and  all  per- 
sons interested  in  the  cause  of  education  will  approve  the  action  of  the  di- 
rectors. 

Eight  new  houses  were  built  during  the  year.  They  were  centrally 
located  on  most  beautiful  sites,  and  were  of  much  better  design  than  the 
average.  The  chief  objections  to  many  of  our  houses  are  uncomfortable 
seating  and  lack  of  space  to  contain  the  required  volume  of  air — a  few 
houses  having  less  than  4,000  cubic  feet  of  space.     In   some  places  the 
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benefits  of  improved  furniture  are  greatly  lessened  by  the  selection  of 
sizes  not  adapted  to  the  size  of  the  pupils. 

The  number  of  good  houses  has  been  increased  by  extensive  repairs  to 
the  old  ones. 

There  are  many  of  our  wealthiest  districts  sadly  in  need  of  good  seating. 

The  annual  teachers'  institute  was  held  in  the  opera  house  at  Union- 
town,  December  17-21. 

Our  instructors  and  lecturers  were,  Dr.  Edward  Brooks,  Prof.  Warren 
Darst,  Prof.  J.  M.  Wisman,  Prof.  R.  A.  Heritage,  S.  P.  Leland,  R.  G. 
Horr,  Bill  Nye,  J.  W.  Riley,  Belva  A.  Lockwood,  Miss  M.  Amelia  Fee,  Miss 
Emma  Bingler. 

The  instruction  was  thoroughly  practical  and  was  listened  to  attentively 
by  the  teachers.  The  lecture  course  was  one  of  the  very  best  to  be  se- 
cured. 

For  the  hearty  cooperation  of  teachers,  directors  and  parents,  and  the 
assistance  given  by  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction,  I  desire  to  re- 
turn my  sincere  thanks. 


FOREST  COUNTY— G.  W.  Kerb. 

During  the  past  year  one  more  district  has  adopted  the  continuous  term 
system,  there  being  now  in  operation  but  thirty-two  schools  for  a  summer 
term  of  two  or  three  months,  and  by  another  year  this  will  probably  be  re- 
duced to  less  than  twenty.  Howe  and  Jenks  are  now  the  banner  town- 
ships in  the  county.  Howe  has  nine  months'  continuous  term  at  thirty- 
five  dollars  per  month,  and  Jenks  has  eight  months  at  thirty-eight  dollars 
per  month.     The  result  is  that  these  townships  have  the  choice  of  teachers. 

Houses. 

Five  new  houses  were  built  during  the  year,  all  of  which  are  good  sub- 
stantial buildings,  three  of  which  have  two  rooms  each.  All  of  these 
buildings  are  well  supplied  with  furniture.  The  building  at  Marienville 
deserves  special  mention,  it  has  the  best  rooms  in  the  county,  with  over 
one  hundred  feet  of  slate  blackboard  ia  each  room.  All  the  houses  in  the 
county  except  eight,  are  supplied  with  patent  furniture,  and  I.  think  by 
another  year  home-made  furniture  will  be  a  thing  of  the  past. 

Examinations. 

Twelve  public  and  seven  special  examinations  were  held  during  the 
year,  at  which  one  hundred  and  four  applicants  were  examined.  One  pro- 
fessional and  sixty-nine  provisional  certificates  were  issued.  I  have  raised 
the  grade  of  certificates  and  some  of  the  poorer  class  of  teachers  have 
dropped  out  of  the  profession,  others  have  gone  to  school.  Forest  county 
is  no  longer  an  asylum  for  teachers  who  have  failed  in  the  examinations 
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in  other  counties.  I  think  we  had  a  better  class  of  teachers  the  past  year 
than  ever  before;  we  had  a  few  failures  in  our  schools,  and  most  of  these 
were  by  teachers  from  other  counties.  These  failures  will  cause  directors 
to  be  more  careful  in  their  selection  of  teachers  another  year. 

Salaries. 

The  average  salary  paid  the  past  year,  by  townships,  is  thirty-one  dol- 
lars and  eighty -eight  cents.  Some  of  the  districts  lowered  the  salaries 
while  others  raised  them.  The  best  teachers  and  best  schools  are  always 
found  where  the  highest  salaries  are  paid.  Directors  are  beginning  to 
realize  that  to  get  good  teachers  they  must  pay  a  good  salary. 

Books. 

No  other  one  thing  would  benefit  our  schools  so  much  as  free  text  books. 
In  Jenks  district  where  the  books  are  furnished  free  by  the  district,  the 
attendance  is  better  than  in  any  other  district  in  the  county.  In  some  of 
our  schools  one-half  of  the  pupils  do  not  have  the  necessary  books,  and  I 
have  found  ten  pupils  in  one  school  without  any  books.  A  pupil  brings  a 
third  reader  to  school  when  he  should  have  a  first  reader  or  a  primer,  the 
teacher  must  allow  him  to  use  it  or  he  will  stay  at  home,  his  parents  are 
not  able  to  get  him  the  books  he  needs.  By  careful  inquiry  I  find  that 
the  reason  why  so  many  children  do  not  attend  school  is  because  their 
parents  are  not  able  to  buy  them  books.  The  books  should  be  uniform  in 
the  State  and  furnished  free.  I  am  in  favor  of  a  bill  similar  to  Senate 
bill  No.  84,  which  was  defeated  last  winter.  I  think  it  would  cause  our 
schools  to  be  filled  and  make  them  able  to  do  better  work. 

Institute. 

Our  institute  was  well  attended — only  five  teachers  being  absent  and 
two  of  these  were  kept  away  by  sickness.  The  able  corps  of  instructors 
and  lecturers  gave  our  teachers  a  full  week's  feast  of  mental  food,  which 
we  believe  was  used  to  good  advantage  in  the  schools  of  the  county.  I  was 
not  able  to  attend  to  my  official  duties  during  the  months  of  December, 
Januury  and  a  part  of  February.  Mr.  A.  M.  Brooks,  principal  of  the  Ti- 
onesta  schools,  had  charge  of  the  institute. 


FRANKLIN  COUNTY— F.  H.  Slyder. 

The  condition  of  schools  in  Franklin  county  is  good. 

We  have  raised  the  standard  of  qualifications  to  a  degree  eminently  sat- 
isfactory to  those  teachers  who  are  prepared  to  teach. 

Many  applicants  fail,  owing  to  the  rigid  manner  in  which  the  examina- 
tions are  conducted. 

School  matters  move  along  in  our  county  much  as  our  other  affairs. 
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While  there  are  things  to  be  regretted — and  among  things  human,  where 
are  there  not  ? — there  is  much  in  the  result  of  its  educational  effort  that 
should  encourage. 

Public  interest,  though  far  from  being  thoroughly  awake,  as  it  should  be, 
to  the  importance  of  education,  is  constantly  increasing.  Every  judicious 
step  taken  in  advance  is  heartily  endorsed  ;  every  effort  on  the  part  of 
school  officers  or  teachers  to  make  our  schools  more  efficient,  is  sure  of  en- 
couragement and  positive  support  from  the  large  majority  of  our  citizens. 

Teachers. 

The  teachers  of  our  county,  as  a  rule,  are  alive  to  the  interests  and  duties 
pertaining  to  their  work. 

They  read,  talk  and  write  upon  topics  concerning  their  interests,  not 
alone  as  being  to  their  individual  advancement,  but  in  the  advancement  of 
the  masses  in  all  its  bearings,  and  from  all  of  its  standpoints. 

To  arrive  at  this  result,  the  teachers  are  purchasing  and  studying  works 
which  treat  of  education  from  the  technical  standpoint  of  culture  in  all  its 
"relations  to  themselves,  their  pupils,  and  the  community." 

This  cannot  fail  to  give  the  teacher,  the  pupil,  and  the  patron  food  for 
intellectual  work,  and  though  the  process  may  be  slow,  it  is  an  irresistible 
force  that  must  ere  long  leave  a  more  indelible  impress  upon  the  rising 
youth,  than  through  any  compulsory  educational  enactment  there  could  be 
hope  to  effect. 

For  all  true  progress,  whether  moral,  social,  religious  or  material,  the 
mass  must  be  brought  to  love  it  for  itself,  because  it  addresses  itself  as  a 
rational  and  reasonable  measure  in  the  nature  of  things  to  the  wants  of 
society,  and  one  wherein  these  wants  will  create  their  own  supply. 

Such  must  be  the  basis  of  all  the  educational  forces;  the  Legislature,  at 
best,  can  only  give  forms  of  direction  to  those  forces,  and  in  that  way  only 
act  as  the  guardian  of  the  youth  of  the  State,  and  as  to  what /o?*ms  of  di- 
rection the  Legislature  should  adopt  for  the  best  interests  of  the  State,  the 
best  interests  of  her  citizens,  is  a  question  which  educators  have  discussed 
ever  since  our  educational  system  has  been  in  operation. 

Directors. 

As  a  rule,  the  directors  of  our  county  are  faithful  in  the  performance  of 
the  duties  that  devolve  upon  them. 

We  do  not  know  of  any  class  of  men  who  are  so  self-sacrificing  as  are 
the  directors  of  our  common  schools. 

We  are  quite  sure  they  ought  to  be  remunerated  to  some  extent  for  ser- 
vices rendered.  Let  directors  be  paid  for  services,  allowing  a  forfeit  of 
salary  for  non-performance  of  duty. 

School  Houses,  Furniture  and  Grounds. 

But  two  new  houses  were  built  during  the  year:  one  in  Hamilton  town- 
4  School  Report. 
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ship,  a  neat  brick  building;  the  other  at  Roxbury  in  Lurgan  township,  a 
substantial  brick  building,  containing  two  rooms  on  the  ground  floor. 

A  building  at  the  above-named  place  was  greatly  needed,  and  tho  direct- 
ors of  Lurgan  have  acted  wisely  in  erecting  a  commodious  building  for 
the  citzens  of  Koxbury. 

The  latter  building  was  furnished  with  the  most  improved  desks,  together 
with  ample  blackboard  surface. 

Five  buildings  in  Antrim  and  two  in  Guilford  were  supplied  with  patent 
furniture.  Many  of  the  other  school  buildings  were  renovated,  making 
them  what  school  buildings  ought  to  be — pleasant  and  attractive  places  for 
children. 

More  care  ought  to  be  exercised  in  keeping  neat  and  clean  school  grounds. 
We  would  suggest  that  all  school  grounds  be  inclosed  with  a  neat  fence, 
and  then  trees  and  shrubbery  will  not  be  destroyed  as  now. 

AuBOR  Day. 

Fall  Arbor  Day  was  observed  in  a  number  of  the  districts.  Exercises 
appropriate  to  the  occasion  were  held. 

Examinations. 

Some  of  the  school  boards  passed  resolutions  to  the  effect  that  they  would 
not  employ  persons  holding  professional  certificates  who  had  not  under- 
gone an  examination  within  five  years. 

To  remedy  the  matter,  we  appointed  the  13th  day  of  June,  1888,  as  the 
day  upon  which  we  would  hold  an  examination  for  such  parties.  Cham- 
bersburg,  Pa.,  was  the  place  of  meeting.  Twenty-eight  of  the  thirty-one 
old  professionals  put  in  an  appearance. 

After  a  searching  examination  new  professional  certificates  were  issued 
all  applicants.  The  three  delinquents  gave  good  reasons  why  they  were 
not  at  the  examinations.     They,  however,  took  the  examination  later  on. 

Twenty  public  examinations  were  held.  Two  hundred  and  twenty-one 
persons  received  provisional  certificates.  Twenty-two  of  those  teachers 
whose  practice  in  teaching  was  very  good,  after  passing  the  special  exami- 
nation for  that  purpose,  had  their  certificates  improved  to  professional 
ones.     Thirty-one  applicants  were  refused  certificates. 

County  Institute. 

Our  institute,  as  usual,  was  a  grand  success.  Three  hundred  and  two 
out  of  the  three  hundred  and  five  teachers  were  present.  Many  directors 
were  present,  and  a  number  participated  in  the  exeicises. 

Visitations. 

Two  hundred  and  ninety-three  visits  were  made  to  the  schools. 

We  were  accompanied  by  a  number  of  the  directors.  In  consequence  of 
sickness,  we  were  prevented  from  performing  this  part  of  our  duty  as  sat- 
isfactorilv  as  we  desired. 
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We  failed  to  reach  six  schools.  Three  of  the  six  were  closed  at  the  time 
we  were  in  their  vicinity. 

.  Conclusion. 

We  are  very  grateful  to  the  Department  for  promptly  responding  to  re- 
ferred questions — and  encouragement  from  directors  and  teachers,  crowd 
upon  our  mind  when  we  review  our  efiforts  to  advance  the  schools  to  a 
higher  plane.    Thanks  to  the  *'  press  "  of  the  county  for  aid  and  many  favors. 

We  trust  that  the  work  of  the  ensuing  year  may  be  as  harmoniously  per- 
formed. 


FULTON  COUNTY— B.  W.  Peck. 

While  there  have  not  been  any  unusual  strides  forward  during  the  year, 
there  has  been  that  steady,  substantial  growth  that  is  indicative  of  genuine 
progress.  Nothing  is  more  encouraging  than  the  evidence  of  a  constantly 
increasing  sentiment  in  favor  of  popular  education.  The  idea  that 
"any  body  can  teach  our  school  because  there  are  no  advanced  scholars" 
is  a  thing  of  the  past.  Directors  are  looking  for  skilled  teachers;  and 
salaries  will  be  graded  in  many  districts  in  proportion  to  the  competency 
and  professional  acquirements  of  the  applicant.  '  The  work  done  by  the 
teachers  during  the  past  year,  with  very  few  exceptions,  was  the  best  ever 
done  in  the  county,  and  there  exisis  a  laudable  ambition  among  them  to 
better  fit  themselves  for  their  work.  There  are  very  few  who  do  not  read 
regularly  some  live  educational  joucnal  and  who  are  not  pushing  forward 
a  course  of  study. 

Houses. 

The  only  new  school  house  built  in  the  county  during  the  past  year  was 
that  erected  in  Taylor  township.  It  is  a  substantial  frame  building. 
Taylor  needs  another  new  house  to  take  the  place  of  the  old  one  at  Wit- 
ter's,  and  then  she  will  have  the  finest  set  of  houses  in  the  county,  out- 
side of  the  borough,  and  all  supplied  with  approved  furniture. 

Furniture. 

Forty-three  per  cent,  of  our  schools  are  supplied  with  patent  desks. 
Many  houses  contain  furniture  that  is  injurious  to  the  pupils;  but  when 
we  remember  that  ten  years  ago  there  was  not  a  dollar's  worth  of  patent 
furniture  in  the  county,  we  are  led  to  the  belief  that  only  a  few  years  will 
elapse  until  nearly  all  the  houses  in  the  county  will  be  supplied. 

Teachers. 

Five  per  cent,  of  our  teachers  are  graduates  of  a  State  normal  school, 
three  per  cent,  hold  professional  certificates,  and  ninety-two  per  cent,  pro- 
visional certificates.  Sixty  per  cent,  were  gentlemen;  forty  per  cent., 
ladies. 
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Recognizing  the  fact  that  the  law  implies  moral  competency  as  well  as 
intellectual  fitness,  each  applicant  for  a  certificate  was  required  to  fill  and 
pass  in  with  his  examination  papers  a  blank  as  follows: 

1.  I  have  taught  ,  .  .  terms.  2.  I  am  .  .  ,  years  of  age.  3.  I  do 
.  .  .  use  intoxicating  liquors  as  a  beverage.  4.  I  do  .  .  .  not  use  pro- 
fane language.  5.  I  am  a  member  of  the  .  .  .  church.  I  certify  that 
the  foregoing  statements  are  true.  (Signed.) 

Of  the  ladies  examined,  not  one  was  found  willing  to  admit  she  used  the 
"weed,"  indulged  in  the  use  of  intoxicants  or  violated  the  third  command- 
ment Forty- six  per  cent,  were  members  of  a  church.  Of  the  gentlemen, 
forty- two  per  cent,  acknowledged  the  use  of  tobacco,  but  no  one  admitted 
the  use  of  intoxicants.  Thirty  per  cent,  confessed  the  sin  of  profanity. 
Forty -seven  per  cent,  were  members  of  a  church. 

County  Institute. 

The  county  teachers'  institute  was  held  at  McConnellsburg,  November 
19-23,  1888.  Of  it  ex- Superintendent  Woodal,  now  editor  of  the  Fulton 
Democrat,  in  his  paper  said: 

"  It  is  doubtful  whether  we  have  ever  had  an  assembly  of  the  kind  that 
has  been  so  valuable  to  the  teachers  and  schools  of  Fulton  county  as  this. 
In  our  opinion  the  chief  merit  of  the  institute  lay  in  the  work  done  by  the 
teachers  themselves.  Never  before  have  the  teachers  done  so  much  of  the 
work.  Fully  one-half  of  every  session  was  taken  up  by  the  teachers  in  the 
presentation  and  discussion  of  matters  which  were  important  to  them  be- 
cause they  related  to  the  work  done  in  the  school  room.  The  discussions 
were  participated  in  by  teachers  who  could  never  be  prevailed  upon  here- 
tofore to  rise  and  give  their  experience  and  express  their  views;  and  it  was 
a  matter  of  gratification  to  them,  to  the  county  superintendent,  and  to  all 
others  interested  in  the  progress  and  success  of  our  public  schools  that  the 
teachers  could  express  themselves  so  intelligently,  and  that  they  had  such 
a  knowledge  of  the  nature  and  value  of  the  work  in  which  they  were  en- 
gaged." 

Educational  Meetings. 

Educational  meetings  were  held  in  all  the  districts  except  one,  and  that 
was  missed  on  account  of  bad  weather.  Literary  societies  were  organized 
by  many  of  the  teachers  and  a  great  deal  of  good  was  done. 

Visitations. 
All  the  schools  were  visited  twice  and  a  few  the  third  time.

GREENE  COUNTY— A.  J.  Waychoff. 

There  is  not  so  much  difference  in  the  real  scholarly  ability  of  our  teach- 
ers as  in  the  amount  of  energy  and  interest  they  put  into  the  work.  The 
past  demand  has  been  for  better  scholarship  on  the  part  of  the  teachers. 
The  growing  demand  now  is  for  better  teaching. 

Among  the  new  points  introduced  during  the  past  year  are  the  following: 

1.  Reports  by  teachers  of  the  condition  of  their  schools  at  the  close  of 
the  first  two  weeks,  and  at  the  close  of  the  first  six  weeks  of  the  school 
term.  Many  suggestions  can  be  made  to  teachers  from  these  before  the 
schools  are  visited. 

2.  The  adoption  of  a  new  course  of  study. 

3.  The  adoption  of  regulations  for  schools  of  two  grades. 

4.  The  securing  of  principals  for  most  of  the  schools  of  two  grades. 

5.  Reading  charts  introduced  into  about  thirty  schools. 

6.  Lower  marks  on  Practice  of  Teaching,  nerving  teachers  to  greater 
care  and  exertion  in  the  line  of  better  teaching. 

7.  More  and  better  displays  of  school  work. 

8.  The  general  observance  of  Washington's  birthday  by  appropriate 
exercises. 

9.  Lessening  the  number  of  night  exhibitions  at  the  close  of  schools. 

10.  The  introduction  of  special  requests  to  all  schools. 

11.  The  model  school  during  the  first  half  day  of  the  district  institutes. 

12.  Messrs.  Ragan  &  Evans  kindly  donated  a  copy  of  the  Independent 
to  each  school  during  the  school  term. 

A  column  was  devoted  to  educational  interests.  Heretofore  it  took 
about  $4.50  to  reach  every  teacher  once.  By  the  above  plan  every  teacher 
and  every  school  could  be  reached  every  week  with  no  cost  to  us.  No 
other  agency  ever  used  in  this  county  ever  tended  so  much  toward  unifor- 
mity of  good  methods. 

There  remain  many  points  much  needed  in  our  schools. 

Among  these  are  the  following  : 

1.  More  care  in  selection  of  teachers. 

2.  Permanent  district  boundaries,  and  that  pupils  stay  in  their  home 
districts. 

3.  More  and  better  discipline. 

4.  More  parental  cooperation  and  less  parental  leniency. 

5.  More  instructions  adapted  to  the  necessities  of  after  life. 

6.  Single  terms  with  a  holiday  vacation. 

7.  Action  of  boards  abolishing  the  old  custom  of  "barring  out." 

8.  Action  of  boards  abolishing  the  old  night  exhibition. 

9.  A  reform  in  the  graduating  system,  especially  in  the  part  that  relates 
to  the  committees. 

10.  The  dismissal  or  the  demand  of  the  resignation  of  every  teacher 
who  fails  to  do  any  good. 
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11.  More  good  common  judgment  in  teaching  and  in  the  employment 
of  teachers. 

12.  Uniformity  of  school  books. 

13.  More  dictionaries  in  our  schools,  and  pupils  taught  to  use  them. 

14.  More  practical  application  of  knowledge  gained  from  books. 

15.  More  cultivation  of  the  judgment  and  of  the  good  common  sense  of 
pupils  and  less  stuffing  of  the  memory. 

16.  More  attention  to  and  development  of  a  moral  sentiment  among 
pupils. 

17.  To  bring  up  the  lov^er  grades  of  teachers  and  of  schools. 

Tracy's  fifty-four  rules  for  teachers  were  placed  in  the  hands  of  every 
teacher  before  the  school  began. 

Doty's  one  hundred  and  thirty-eight  rules  will  be  presented  to  every 
teacher  before  the  coming  term  begins. 

We  sincerly  thank  the  directors  for  their  information,  advice,  and  hearty 
cooperation;  the  teachers  for  their  support  of  the  policy  of  this  adminis- 
tration, and  their  courtesy;  the  pupils  for  their  many  glad  welcomes,  their 
confidence,  and  their  respect. 


HUNTINGDON  COUNTY— M.  G.  Brumbaugh. 

The  year  just  closed  has  been  the  most  prosperous,  progressive  and  sat- 
isfactory in  the  history  of  my  labors.  Our  schools  are  improving  rapidly. 
There  has  been  a  general  awakening  and  striving  after  the  better  way  in 
school  work. 

The  Teachers 

have  shown  increased  zeal  and  effort.  More  of  them  attended  higher  in- 
stitutions of  learning,  and  gave  themselves  to  the  careful  study  of  educa- 
tional men  and  methods  than  ever  before.  The  results  are  already  appa- 
rent, and  will  yet  more  clearly  and  fully  manifest  themselves  in  the  years 
to  come.  Our  people  are  studying  results  rather  than  theories  ;  conse- 
quently oar  schools  are  more  correctly  interpreted  and  understood  than 
heretofore. 

The  work  of  the  teacher,  as  a  prophesy  rather  than  as  a  tradition,  has 
been  urged  upon  the  people.  They  have  come  to  understand  that  the 
secret  of  successful  school  work  is  not  found  in  the  creeds  and  formulas  of 
a  life  less  expanded  than  that  of  the  present.  They  are  looking  forward, 
not  backward,  for  light. 

Inspiration  comes  not  from  what  has  been,  but  from  what  is  to  be,  and 
from  what,  in  the  light  of  the  future,  must  be.  This  has  led  to  a  change 
in  the  method  of  school  work,  gratifying  to  the  superintendent  and  of 
deep  significance  and  value  to  our  schools.  The  ideal  school  is  a  prepa- 
ration for  all-sided  living  and  for  the  future  of  the  child,  even  beyond  the 
limitations  of  sense. 
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To  toach  as  we  have  been  taught,  to  do  thus  and  so,  because  it  is  the 
method  of  the  past,  is  not  to  be  tolerated.  The  past  has  its  values,  but 
these  are  determined  by  the  amount  of  light  they  can  give  us  in  inter- 
preting the  future  of  our  schools  and  pupils.  To  rest  in  the  past,  content 
with  its  methods  and  practices,  no  matter  how  good  they  may  be,  is  educa- 
tional folly.  The  sources  of  inspiration  are  the  pupil's  individuality  and 
his  future  temporal  and  eternal  welfare. 

The  Directors 

are  doing  commendable  work  in  many  sections  of  the  county.  Increased 
facilities  for  instruction,  more  and  better  apparatus,  better  houses,  im- 
proved school  grounds,  etc.,  attest  the  wisdom  of  their  eflPorts. 

About  fifty  schools  were  supplied  with  charts  on  physiology,  reading, 
geography^  etc.  Jackson  township  put  up  a  tine  frame  house  and  seated  it 
with  new  furniture.  Penn  completed  her  last,  or  ninth,  new  house  and  now 
has  the  best  houses  in  the  county.  Union,  also,  has  erected  good  new  brick 
houses  throughout  the  township.  Rockhill  borough,  our  youngest  district, 
already  has  arranged  for  and  is  erecting  a  splendid  new  four-room  brick 
and  will  have  graded  schools.  Henderson  has  completed  a  fine  brick 
house  ;  Warriors'  Mark  has  made  several  needed  and  valued  changes 
in  her  school  rooms,  and  Shade  Gap  borough  is  erecting  a  new  frame  house 
Marklesburg  borough  will  arrange  at  once  to  put  up  a  tine  brick  building. 
Thus  the  signs  of  healthy,  permanent  progress  are  manifest. 

The  county,  and  local  institutes  were,  by  far,  the  best  ever  held  in  our 
county.  Two  hundred  and  forty-five  of  our  two  hundred  and  forty- 
seven  teachers  were  at  the  county  institute. 

The  inspiration  of  such  teachers  as  Drs.  Brooks,  Lyte,  Philips,  Noss 
and  d-rofp.  Profs.  Houck,  Barton,  Peck,  Cessna,  Myers,  Cochran,  Swigart 
and  others,  and  lectures  from  Cols.  Conwell,  Bain  and  Brooks,  and  the 
revolution  in  music,  the  result  of  Prof.  Excell's  excelleijt  work,  were  felt 
in  every  school  in  the  county. 

The  local  institutes,  seventeen  in  all,  were  the  best  attended  and  gave  the 
best  results  ever  attained  in  our  county.  The  closing  one  at  Huntingdon, 
March  9,  was  attended  by  seventy  teachers. 

We  are  gratf ul  to  teachers,  patrons,  county  press,  and  School  Depart- 
ment for  many  encouragements  and  for  united  efPorts  to  advance  our 
schools  to  the  very  fore  front  of  power  and  usefulness. 


INDIANA  COUNTY— W.  A.  Cochran. 

While  we  believe  that  the  condition  of  our  schools  improves  with  each 
succeeding  year,  yet  the  improvement  is  by  no  means  as  rapid  as  the 
friends  of  education  desire.  Our  State  normal  school  and  ten  or  twelve 
training  schools  in  different  parts  of  the  county  are  doing  excellent  work. 
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In  all  of  these  instruction  is  given  not  only  in  the  regular  common  school 
studies,  but  the  students  are  drilled  on  the  principles  underlying  their 
work.  While  our  teachers  are  putting  forth  every  effort  to  prepare  them- 
selves to  do  better  work,  yet  they  meet  with  rather  poor  encouragement 
from  many  boards  of  directors  who  are  willing  to  select  young  inexperi- 
enced applicants  rather  than  experienced  successful  teachers.  Many  di- 
rectors make  a  mistake  in  keeping  down  the  wages,  thus  driving  out  our 
best  teachers.  We  have  thus  an  experimental  training  school  all  over  the 
county,  and  when  our  teachers  are  prepared  to  do  good  work  the  adjoining 
counties,  paying  better  wages,  generally  secure  them.  We  trust  that  the 
additional  State  appropriation  to  be  received  next  year  will  be  added  to 
the  teachers'  wages. 

Our  county  institute  was  pronounced  by  every  one  in  attendance  to  be 
one  of  the  best  meetings  ever  held  in  the  county.  With  such  men  as  Col. 
Francis  W.  Parker,  Hon.  Henry  Houck,  Prof.  L.  H.  Durling  as  instruc- 
tors and  Prof.  E.  O.  Excell  and  Miss  Annie  L.  Grove  to  furnish  music,  it 
could  not  be  otherwise.  Our  object  in  arranging  for  the  institute  was  not 
to  provide  instruction  in  the  common  school  studies — this  the  teachers  get 
in  the  summer  schools — but  to  bring  before  our  people  and  teachers  lead- 
ing educators,  who,  by  their  work,  stimulate  others  to  higher  and  better 
work.  The  work  of  the  instructors  was  most  kindly  received  by  every  in- 
telligent member  of  the  institute.  And  such  singing  !  "Prof.  Excell  sang 
and  we  all  sang;  we  couldn't  help  it,"  was  the  remark  made  by  several. 
The  good  effects  of  the  work  were  visible  in  the  schools  of  the  county 
during  the  remainder  of  the  term  and  we  believe  will  continue  to  be  until 
those  who  were  present  have  gone  into  other  business. 

Owing  to  the  extreme  lateness  of  the  season  and  the  terrible  condition  of 
the  roads  during  the  earlier  part  of  the  year,  we  did  not  get  started  at  our 
work  of  visitation  until  late,  and  as  a  result  were  unable  to  visit  all  the 
schools.  We  endeavored,  as  far  as  possible,  to  reach  all  the  young  teach- 
ers and  render  them  what  aid  we  could.  During  the  year  many  of  the 
schools  were  visited  by  directors  and  patrons.  District  institutes  also 
brought  out  the  thinking,  intelligent  patrons  and  directors,  and  were  the 
means  of  doing  much  good.  At  many  of  these  gatherings  the  schools  ex- 
hibited specimens  of  work  in  penmanship,  map  drawing,  industrial  draw- 
ing, and  anatomical  drawings.  In  this  manner  they  not  only  made  their 
school  rooms  attractive,  but  exhibited  to  parents  and  citizens  what  they 
were  doing  in  +his  line.  It  also  was  an  incentive  to  other  schools.  In 
this  work  many  good  points  were  gleaned  from  the  exhibit  during  county 
institute. 

An  examination  was  held  in  every  township  in  the  county,  examining  in 
all  about  380  applicants.  With  pleasure  we  say  that  never  before  did  we 
receive  such  good  work  as  we  did  this  year.  With  the  exception  of  about 
fifteen,  all  the  applicants  had  been  attending  school  during  the  summer. 

Several  good  buildings  were  erected  during  the  year,  all  of  which  were 
"Seated  with  the  most  approved  furniture.     The  West  Indiana  building  was 
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fitted  up  with  the  Smead  process  of  heating  and  ventilation.  It  has,  diaring 
the  past  winter,  proven  entirely  satisfactory,  and  will  be  put  in  the  new 
building  now  in  course  of  erection. 

In  conclusion,  we  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Department  for 
many  favors  bestowed,  the  press  for  many  acts  of  courtesy  and  the  teach- 
ers and  patrons  for  kindnesses  shown. 


JEFFERSON  COUNTY— J.  H.  Hughes. 

During  the  year  now  closed  there  have  been  many  evidences  of  growth 
and  progress.  Six  good  substantial  houses  were  built  and  well  furnished, 
and  others  repaired  and  reseated  with  patent  furniture,  and  many  improve- 
ments made  which  add  much  to  the  convenience  and  comfort  of  teachers 
and  pupils.  Notable  among  the  evidences  of  progress  have  been  the 
growing  disposition  on  the  part  of  the  people  in  general  to  sustain  better 
schools,  and  the  desire  on  the  part  of  directors  and  teachers  to  secure  the 
same  ;  the  employment  of  fewer  teachers  whose  certificates  indicate  but  a 
slight  knowledge  of  the  principles  of  teaching  and  of  the  subjects  taught 
in  the  schools  ;  the  increase  of  the  teachers'  salaries  in  several  districts  ; 
the  erection  of  better  houses  and  equipment  of  school  rooms  with  better 
furniture  and  educational  appliances,  and  the  general  disposition  to  increase 
the  tenure  of  experienced  and  successful  teachers. 

Prominent  in  this  respect  is  the  determination  of  our  younger  teachers 
to  prepare  themselves  either  at  the  State  normal  schools  or  at  our  county 
summer  normal  schools  and  academies  for  efficient  work  in  the  school  room. 
Our  school  officers  and  teachers  have,  as  a  rule,  been  zealous  and  faithful 
in  the  exercise  of  the  trust  committed  to  them. 

Nine  new  schools  were  organized  during  the  year  :  one  in  Brookville, 
one  in  Punxsutawney,  two  in  Winslow,  three  in  Young,  two  in  Snyder, 
making  217  in  all.  Also,  two  night  schools  were  kept  open,  each  four 
months — one  in  Young  and  one  in  Winslow. 


JUNIATA  COUNTY— W.  E.  Auman. 

From  a  close  inspection  of  the  schools,  and  from  facts  gathered  during 
previous  years,  we  believe  the  cause  of  education  is  gaining  faithful 
adherents  from  time  to  time,  as  teachers  become  more  efficient  workmen. 
It  is  a  source  of  congratulation  to  report  that  we  have  many  good  teachers 
in  the  county  who  have  done  noble  work  for  the  schools,  for  which  they 
deserve  thanks  from  the  friends  of  the  common  schools.  We  must  also 
report,  on  the  other  hand,  that  we  have  had  a  few  employed  who  gave  evi- 
dence that  they  had  mistaken  their  calling,  and  it  would  be  well  if  they

would  abandon  their  profession  altogether  and  seek  employment  in  some 
other  sphere  in  which  they  perhaps  can  be  more  useful. 

I  regret  that  I  am  compelled  to  report  that  during  the  past  year  not  a 
single  house  was  erected  in  the  county.  It  is  hoped  that  directors  will 
consider  this  matter  seriously,  and  make  every,  effort  to  have,  instead  of 
those  low,  unsightly,  inconvenient  and  unhealthy  houses,  good,  roomy 
well-ventilated  and  comfortable  houses,  occupying  some  such  site  as  a  person 
of  taste  would  select  for  a  residence. 

It  is  a  fact  to  be  regretted  that  there  is  a  general  tendency  among  the 
directors  to  reduce  the  salary  of  the  teacher.  The  cry  is  that  the  salaries 
in  other  avocations  have  been  lowered,  and  hence  there  must  be  a  corres- 
ponding reduction  in  the  salaries  of  teachers.  This,  in  our  opinion,  is 
unjust.  The  teacher,  all  things  considered,  never  received  a  fair  compen- 
sation for  his  services,  and  consequently  should  not  at  the  iirst  adverse 
circumstances,  have  that  pittance  reduced  to  the  very  minimum. 

All  the  schools  were  visited  twice,  a  few  three  times.  At  each  visit  we 
carefully  observed  the  teacher's  methods  of  instruction,  general  order, 
neatness  of  the  room  and  surroundings,  discipline  of  the  school  and  the 
interest  manifested  on  the  pai;t  of  the  pupils  and  teacher. 

The  county  institute,  held  in  the  court  house,  was  a  decided  success. 
All  the  teachers  in  the  county  were  present.  The  day  sessions  were  devoted 
to  discussing  educational  topics  by  some  of  the  older  and  more  experienced 
teachers  and  able  instructors  from  abroad,  and  the  evening  sessions  to  emi- 
nent lecturers. 

Many  of  our  teachers  deserve  special  mention  for  having  their  school 
rooms  ornamented,  the  wall  with  mottoes,  handsome  chromos,  neatly  framed, 
and  the  windows  made  attractive  with  window-shades,  flowers,  etc.,  all  of 
which  tend  to  exert  a  salutary  influence  upon  the  pupils  in  developing  the 
finer  sensibilities  of  character. 

Many  of  the  patrons,  and  also  of  the  directors,  do  not  visit  the  schools 
because  they  think  their  business  interests  will  not  permit  them  to  do  so. 
'  Others  think  their  presence  would  be  regarded  by  the  teacher  as  an  intru- 
sion, and  a  third  class  think  that  since  they  have  not  been  teachers,  their 
presence  would  be  of  little  value,  especially  if  they  could  not  offer  any 
suggestions  to  the  teacher  or  pupils,  but  let  it  be  remembered  that  the 
presence  of  patrons  and  school  ofiicers  tends  to  give  to  the  pupils  increased 
interest  and  inspiration  in  their  work. 

In  conclusion  allow  me  to  return  my  thanks  to  the  teachers  for  the 
courtesy  they  have  always  shown  me,  and  the  willingness  with  which  they 
have  responded  to  every  call  made  to  attend  educational  meetings  ;  to  the 
people  for  their  kindness  and  hospitality  ;  to  the  directors  for  their  coopera- 
tion and  support  ;  to  the  editors  of  the  local  press  and  the  ministry  with 
whom  we  have  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  at  our  institute  and  in  the 
school  room,  and  to  the  Department  for  kindness,  counsel  and  advice. 
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LACKAWANNA  COUNTY— N.  S.  Davis. 

The  school  year  jnst  closed  was  fairly  successful.  The  increase  in  pop- 
ulation in  many  of  the  mining  districts  has  been  so  rapid  that  it  has  been 
difficult  and  at  times  impossible  for  school  boards  to  furnish  a  proper  sup 
ply  of  teachers  and  buildings.  In  several  districts  it  has  been  necessary 
to  double  the  number  of  teachers  within  three  years.  It  has  also  been 
necessary  at  the  same  time  to  ex'ect  new  buildings  and  repair  old  ones,  so 
as  to  accommodate  double  the  nnmber  of  pupils  of  three  years  ago.  The 
schools  of  such  districts  are  of  course  in  a  somewhat  unsettled  state.  The 
teachers,  however,  have  been  doing  excellent  work  under  the  circumstances. 
It  gives  me  pleasure  1o  report  that  our  primary  teachers,  as  a  rule,  are 
doing  far  better  work  than  ever  before. 

The  work,  too,  is  sometimes  accomplished  under  unfavorable  circum- 
stances. 

At  least  a  dozen  of  our  primary  teachers  have  had  an  enrolment  of  from 
one  hundred  to  one  hundred  and  fifty  during  the  past  year.  In  none  of 
the  above  cases  can  it  be  said  that  the  school  room  was  large  enough  or 
furnished  with  enough  seats  for  such  a  school. 

In  the  face  of  such  difficulties  our  teachers  have  done  well. 

The  necessity  of  supplying  e.\tra  teachers  and  buildings  has  been  so  great 
that  but  little  progress  has  been  made  in  the  line  of  school  room  apparatus. 
Our  schools  are  deficient  in  this  respect.  There  are  but  few  school  rooms  in 
the  county  that  areproperly  supplied  with  apparatus.  Most  of  our  schools 
are  supplied  with  good  seats  and  furniture  and  in  the  future  more  attention 
may  be  given  to  school  apparatus.  Outside  the  mining  towns  there  has  not 
beenmuch  change  in  school  matters.  Two  more  townships  have  abandoned 
summer  schools  and  now  there  are  but  two  districts  in  the  county  where  sum- 
mer schools  are  maintained.  In  the  country  districts  and  outside  the  mining 
towns  there  are  four  graded  schools.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  note  that  these 
schools  have  been  very  successfvil  the  past  year.  The  attendance  has  been 
excellent  and  the  general  work  of  these  schools  has  been  considerably 
above  the  average. 

Other  graded  schools  in  the  county,  in  spite  of  drawbacks  that  have 
been  mentioned,  have  done  well. 

The  county  institute  was  well  attended  and  successful.  The  teachers  of 
Scranton  city,  Carbondale  city  and  Dunraore  borough  joined  the  county 
teachers,  giving  an  enrolment  of  nearly  five  hundred.  The  instruction  in 
reading,  by  Mrs.  Welsh  of  West  Chester;  in  geography,  by  Prof.  Red  way, 
and  in  physiology  and  hygiene  by  Mrs.  Allen  was  well  received  and  appre- 
ciated by  the  institute.  A  number  of  excellent  papers  were  presented  by 
members  of  the  institute  and  the  reading  of  each  paper  was  followed  by 
an  interesting  discussion. 

The  evening  lectures  were  well  attended  and  enjoyed  by  all.  The  insti- 
tute was  a  success  financially,  all  claims  being  paid. 

Free  text  books  are  furnished  to  all   pupils  who  attend  the  schools  of 
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Scott  and  Carbondale  townships.  In  Benton  about  one-half  the  text  books 
have  been  furnished  by  the  school  board  during  the  past  year.  There 
seems  to  be  a  tendency  throughout  the  county  to  furnish  the  books  to 
pupils  free  of  cost. 

The  School  of  Methods  at  Scranton  last  summer  was  well  patronized  by 
our  teachers,  yet  many  who  ought  to  have  improved  the  opportunity 
neglected  to  do  so.  Our  teachers  as  a  rule  do  not  take  sufficient  pains  to 
prepare  themselves  for  the  business  of  teaching.  Only  sixteen  normal 
graduates  were  employed  in  the  county  last  year. 

There  are  several  districts  in  the  county  where  an  applicant,  no  matter 
how  well  prepared  for  teaching,  has  no  chance  for  a  position  if  there  are 
any  resident  applicants. 

To  sum  up  the  whole  matter,  those  who  employ  teachers  do  not  make 
sufficient  distinction  between  those  who  have  made  careful  preparation 
to  teach  and  those  who  have  not. 

However  the  number  of  thoroughly  competent  teachers  in  the  county 
increases  each  year  and  we  have  every  reason  to  feel  encouraged. 


LANCASTEK  COUNTY— M.  J.  Brecht. 

School  sentiment  is  a  living  movement.  The  element  of  change  is  there- 
fore an  essential  and  integral  part  of  an  educational  history.  During  the 
year  our  schools  moved  forward  upon  a  sound  and  healthy  basis.  No 
chaQge  was  recommended  that  did  not  lead  upon  careful  study  to  the  belief 
that  its  adoption  would  increase  the  comfort  and  efficiency  of  the  schools. 
In  consequence,  fewer  changes  were  made  than  where  less  attention  is 
given  to  the  study  of  the  school  and  its  manifiold  influences.  But  what- 
ever was  done  is  the  slow  growth  of  experience,  tempered  by  judicious 
reflection,  and  will  be  proof  against  the  tests  of  time  until  new  conditions 
demand  a  new  order  of  things. 

Perhaps  no  feature  of  improvement  received  as  much  attention  as  the 
slate  blackboard.  This  is  understood  in  a  measure  when  it  is  remembered 
that  nearly  all  our  houses  are  first  class,  furnished  with  the  best  furniture 
in  the  market,  provided  with  maps  and  other  appliances,  but  supplied  with 
wretched  blackboard  surface.  Poor  blackboards  are  found  in  our  schools 
not  because  of  indifPerence  on  the  part  of  those  whose  duty  it  was  to  fur- 
nish them,  nor  because  the  merits  of  a  good  board  are  not  duly  appreciated, 
but  largely  because  of  the  apparent  high  price  of  the  slate  board  and  the 
fruitless  effort  of  finding  a  cheaper  surface  that  would  answer  the  purpose 
of  genuine  elate.  The  feeling  now  exists  in  our  county  that  a  slate  board 
in  the  school  is  not  only  the  best,  but  without  doubt  the  cheapest  to  the 
township. 

A  line  should  also  be  written  of  the  effort  put  forth  within  the  past  few 
years  to  throw  a  home  attraction  about  our  school  premises.     Old  houses 
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are  donned  in  fresh  coats  of  paint,  yards  enclosed  and  adorned  with  shrubs 
and  trees,  and  new  buildings  located  upon  ground  chosen  for  its  healthful- 
ness  and  the  pleasing  prospect  which  it  commands.  The  taste  to  beautify 
is  balanced  by  the  moral  conviction  that  the  comfort  and  health  of  the  pupils 
need  constant  and  intelligent  supervision.  Heat,  light  and  ventilation  are 
given  more  attention,  and  inquiry  is  made  upon  the  claims  and  merits  of 
difPerent  systems  before  the  public  to  obtain  these  ends.  Elizabethtown 
and  Leacock  introduced  steam  heat  during  the  year  and  both  report  the 
result  very  satisfactory.  Eleven  of  our  school  rooms  are  now  heated  in 
this  way,  and  in  every  instance  the  success  is  flattering. 

"A  library  for  our  school,"  seems  to  have  grown  into  a  kind  of  watchword 
in  a  number  of  our  town  and  rural  schools.  As  a  result  the  visitor  will 
find  scattered  through  the  county,  schools  possessing  libraries  averaging 
from  twenty  to  two  hundred  and  fifty  volumes  of  the  best  kind  of  literature 
for  children.  This  movement  is  exclusively  under  the  direction  of  the 
teacher,  who  enlists  the  active  support  of  a  director  or  few  patrons,  and 
thus  widens  the  circle  of  influence  until  the  whole  district  is  offering  a 
liberal  encouragement.  The  eft'ects  of  a  good  library,  properly  read,  are 
80  self-evident  that  comment  upon  the  point  is  as  unnecessary  as  an  appetite 
after  a  full  meal. 

In  connection  with  our  county  institute,  an  exhibit  was  held  comprising 
the  work  of  the  preceding  year,  so  arranged  as  to  show  the  progressive 
nature  of  the  instruction  on  the  literary  and  incidental  manual  training 
lines  of  our  schools.  The  material  on  exhibition  was  very  complimentary 
to  our  teachers  and  schools,  and  was  classified  according  to  grades  and 
districts,  conveniently  arranged  for  inspection  in  one  of  our  large  town 
halls.  The  object,  as  specified  in  the  circular,  was  to  foster  a  spirit  in  our 
schools  of  training  the  hand  to  unite  with  the  mind  in  giving  to  the  elements 
of  knowledge  a  more  definite  and  practical  application  in  life.  The  multiple 
results  that  followed  at  once  far  exceeded  our  utmost  anticipation.  And  yet 
by  and  through  this  means  the  best  methods  of  the  whole  county  were 
brought  within  the  reach  and  inspection  of  every  teacher,  and  in  substance 
the  fruits  of  a  varied  and  extended  application  of  educational  thought  placed 
upon  the  threshold  of  every  school. 

The  school  year  has  closed.  Its  lessons  are  over.  All  the  available 
means  were  as  wisely  directed  to  their  intended  use  as  knowledge  pointed 
out  the  way.  Those  upon  whom  rested  the  responsibility  of  training  the 
children  were  faithful  and  full  of  the  spirit  of  enthusiasm.  Only  in  the 
days  when  the  children  under  their  instruction  shall  be  the  men  and  women 
in  real  life  can  we  fully  estimate  the  scope  and  moral  value  of  the  lessons 
studied  in  school  life.  Until  then  we  have  every  assurance,  as  we  commit 
the  year's  work  into  the  hands  of  history,  that  the  tender  minds  were  taught 
to  look  with  favor  upon  the  health  and  dignity  of  labor  and  the  worth  and 
beauty  of  truth. 
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LAWRENCE  COUNTY— J.  R.  Sheerard. 

In  submitting  my  annual  report  of  the  schools  of  Lawrence  county  for 
the  year  just  closed,  it  affords  me  pleasure  to  say  that  our  schools  have 
been  reasonably  successful.  I  cannot  say  that  they  have  made  any  marked 
progress  over  other  years,  but  public  interest  seems  to  have  been  awakened, 
as  proved  by  the  interest  taken  in  school  visitation  and  attendance  at  our 
local  institutes. 

At  oar  county  institute  last  year,  a  committee  appointed  for  the  purpose, 
divided  the  county  into  eight  districts  for  local  institute  work.  In  nearly 
all  of  them  from  two  to  four  institutes  were  held.  I  attended  all  I  could 
of  them,  but  the  condition  of  the  roads  and  part  of  the  time  visiting  in  a 
distant  part  of  the  county,  often  prevented  my  being  present. 

I  think  local  institute  work  very  valuable  by  way  of  interesting  the  public 
and  aiding  and  stimulating  the  young  teachers. 

Our  school  directors  are  bcoming  alive  to  the  necessity  of  placing  good 
apparatus  in  the  schools,  and  as  a  consequence  many  globes,  maps,  charts, 
dictionaries,  encyclopedias,  etc.,  have  been  purchased  and  placed  in  the 
schools  of  the  county. 

Of  the  seven  new  school  houses  built  in  the  county  during  the  last 
year,  all  are  good  substantial  structures,  well  heated  and  lighted,  with 
modern  furniture  and  a  part  of  them  slate  roofs  and  slate  blackboards. 

Only  a  very  few  of  the  school  houses  of  this  county  have  the  old-fashioned^ 
uncomfortable,  wooden  seats  and  desks,  and  in  a  few  years  the  last  one 
will  have  disappeared. 

Our  county  institute  was  very  successful  under  the  instruction  of  Dr.  R, 
K.  Buehrle,  of  Lancaster  ;  Dr.  Theodore  B.  Noss,  of  California  State 
Normal  School,  and  Prof.  S.  R.  Thompson,  of  Westminster.  Very  much 
interest  was  added  by  several  of  our  own  teachers  reading  very  interesting 
and  instructive  papers  relative  to  school  work. 

A  very  commodious  and  substantial  building  was  erected  in  Volant, 
which  was  dedicated  May  10  as  an  academy  and  college  preparatory  insti- 
tution, and  is  now  progressing  favorably  under  the  management  of  Prof. 
A.  A.  Galbreath  as  principal.  The  building  and  its  appointments  stand 
as  a  monument  to  the  public  spirit  and  enterprise  of  the  citizens  of  Volant 
and  vicinity. 

While  it  is  a  pleasure  to  give  the  bright  side  of  the  educational  picture 
in  our  county,  yet  there  are  some  things  which  need  to  be  changed  before 
our  schools  are  elevated  to  the  plane  where  they  belong.  I  refer  to  the 
uncertain  tenure  of  the  teachers'  position  and  the  low  wages  which  they 
are  compelled  to  accept,  which  makes  them  only  pro  tempore  teachers,  or 
until  they  can  secure  a  position  more  remunerative.  It  is  unqualifiedly 
true  that  districts  with  long  terms  and  good  wages  have  much  better  results. 
To  the  educational  department  for  advice  and  encouragement,  the  press 
of  the  county  for  its  willingness  to  publish  notices,  reports,  etc.,  the 
directors  for  their  cooperation,  the  citizens  for  their  unbounded  hospitality 
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and  to  the  teachers  for  their  perseverance  and  industry  under  many  dis- 
couragements, the  superintendent  extends  his  hearty  thanks. 


LEBANON  COUNTY— J.  W.  Snoke. 

The  report  of  the  public  schools  of  Lebanon  county,  which  I  have  the 
honor  of  submitting,  will  necessarily  be  brief  and  incomplete,  from  the 
fact  that  but  a  small  period  of  the  year  came  under  my  supervision. 

He  who  tilled  the  ofKce  with  respectability  for  nigh  fourteen  years,  who 
discharged  every  duty  incumbent  upon  him  with  zeal  and  untiring  earnest- 
ness, whose  almost  unerring  counsel  guided  upward  and  onward  many  a 
youth  of  this  county  and  whom  we  expected  to  perform  this  task,  had  to 
bow  to  that  "  great  proprietor  of  all ;"  and  now  it  becomes  our  unexpected 
duty  to  record  in  this  educational  report  the  sad  fact  of  his  untimely  death. 

My  much  lamented  predecessor,  Prof.  W.  B.  Bodenhorn,  was  born  July 
1,  1844,  in  Annville,  this  county.  He  received  his  early  training  in  the 
public  schools  of  the  village  and  Annville  Academy.  After  the  founding 
of  Lebanon  Valley  College,  he  entered  it  and  graduated  as  a  member  of 
the  first  class.  After  graduation  he  was  elected  teacher  of  the  South  Ann- 
ville High  School  which  position  he  held  until  he  was  elected .  county 
superintendent.  In  this  position  he  proved  to  be  the  "  right  man  in  the 
right  place."  Being  intimately  associated  with  him  in  educational  work, 
during  the  last  ten  years,  his  death  cost  me  much  deep,  genuine  sorrow. 
I  realize  that  a  man  of  rare  literary  attainments,  one  who  enjoyed  the 
esteem  of  his  fellow- men,  has  gone  to  reap  the  rewards  of  his  faithful 
labors.     He  died  March  4,  1889. 

I  was  commissioned  county  superintendent  March  14,  1889,  and  imme- 
diately entered  upon  my  official  duties. 

It  affords  me  a  great  degree  of  pleasure  to  report  that  our  work  of  edu- 
cation is  characterized  by  many  commendable  features.  Although  we 
recognize  weaknesses  and  shortcomings,  progression  is  the  watchword 
of  most  concerned  in  the  work. 

Our  directors,  who  are  the  most  important  factors  of  the  public  schools 
are,  with  perhaps  a  few  exceptions,  among  the  most  able  and  progressive 
men  in  their  respective  districts,  and  generally  are  ready,  with  open  hands 
and  willing  hearts,  to  second  new  movements  for  the  welfare  of  the 
schools.  Much,  however,  as  they  are  doing,  we  keenly  feel  that  there  is 
ample  room  for  improvement.  We  desire  to  offer  a  suggestion  in  this  con- 
nection, and  sincerely  hope  it  will  receive  due  consideration.  Are  the 
school  interests  of  the  several  districts  so  distinct,  so  individual,  that  the 
directors  of  one  district  can  not  possibly  render  any  assistance  to  the 
directors  of  another  district  ?  We  emphatically  say  no.  Therefore,  let 
Lebanon  county  have  a  directors'  association  and  let  the  directors  have  at 
least  one  annual  convention,  when  they  can  interchange  views  upon  diffeil'i- 
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ent  scliool  subjects,  and  extend  valuable  aid  to  one  another,  in  supplying 
the  wants  and  fortifying  the  weaknesses  of  our  schools.  I  am  convinced 
that  this  step  taken  by  the  directors  would  be  productive  of  incalculable 
good. 

School  houses  were  built  and  supplied  during  the  year  as  follows  : 
Jackson  township  erected  a  commodious,  attractive,  substantial  brick  build- 
ing of  two  rooms,  and  furnished  it  with  the  latest  improved  furniture. 
Bethel  erected  a  neat  frame  building  which  is  also  supplied  with  improved 
furniture.  South  Lebanon  remodeled  some  of  its  buildings  and  furnished 
them  with  patent  furniture.  North  Annville  furnished  one  room  with  new 
patent  furniture,  and  three  with  elate  blackboard.  Londonderry  organized 
an  additional  school  in  Palmyra  and  supplied  the  room  previously  vacant 
with  new  patent  furniture  and  slate  blackboard. 

Prof.  Bodenhorn  examined  two  hundred  and  ten  applicants,  of  whom 
seven  received  professional,  one  hundred  and  sixty-three  provisional  cer- 
tificates and  forty  were  rejected.  This  fact  shows  that  too  many  persons 
apply  for  license  to  teach  who  are  not  qiiallified. 

My  predecessor  made  four  official  visits  of  which  I  have  a  record.  Since 
a  number  of  the  schools  were  closed  and  many  about  being  closed  when 
I  received  the  appointment,  the  fact  remains  that  comparatively  few 
schools  were  visited  during  the  past  year.  We  visited  fifty-four  schools, 
seventeen  of  these  twice. 

AVith  a  few  exceptions  we  found  these  in  an  excellent  condition.  Corn- 
wall district  has  the  most  thoroughly  graded  system  in  the  county.  Since 
the  organization  of  the  Central  High  School,  which  was  organized  during 
the  past  year,  all  pupils  of  the  township  possessing  the  requisite  qualifi- 
cations have  the  privilege  to  attend  this  school  and  pursue  some  of  the 
higher  branches.  Twenty-two  applicants  were  examined  and  recom- 
mended by  the  superintendent  for  admission.  We  sincerely  hope  that 
before  long  many  more  districts  will  offer  these  same  advantages. 

Since  brevity  is  desired  we  conclude  by  saying  that  the  indications  for 
the  future  are  hopeful  ;  that  with  the  efficient  corps  of  teachers  we  have 
in  most  districts,  and  the  aid  we  can  expect  from  our  intelligent  directors 
and  warm  friends  of  the  public  schools,  we  can  bespeak  a  year  of  growth 
and  progress. 

My  heartfelt  thanks  are  due  to  directors  and  teachers,  for  the  encourage- 
ment and  cooperation  they  have  given  me  during  the  short  period  of  my 
supervision.  I  also  gratefully  acdnowledge  the  many  favors  of  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Instruction.

LEHIGH  COUNTY— J,  O.  Knauss. 

Houses. 

Nine  substantial  and  well-arranged  school  houses  were  built  during  the 
year,  viz  :  Hanover  and  Lynn  townships,  each  a  one-story  with  two  rooms; 
Salisbury,  a  two-story,  with  two  rooms;  Heidelberg  and  Lowhill  townships, 
one  jointly;  Upper  Milford,  one;  Weisenberg,  one;  North  White  Hall, 
two,  and  Upper  Saucon  an  additional  room  to  the  school  house  near  Fried - 
ensville/  The  one  in  Upper  Milford  is  of  stone,  the  others  are  of  brick. 
Id  all  cases  where  the  old  sites  were  used,  the  grounds  were  enlarged. 
Where  new  sites  were  chosen,  without  exception,  the  most  suitable  and 
available  location  on  high  ground  was  selected.  Each  of  the  new  build- 
ings is  capped  with  a  neat  steeple,  supplied  with  a  bell.  This  necessary 
ornament  is  the  generous  gift  of  the  neighborhoods  in  which  the  buildings 
are  located.  All  the  new  rooms  and  six  others  were  furnished  with  patent 
furniture.  Natural  slate  for  blackboard  use  was  placed  in  the  new  rooms 
and  in  a  large  number  of  the  old  ones.  Very  few  boards  are  being  re- 
paired but  as  they  become  worn  are  replaced  by  natural  slate. 

Educational  Meetings. 

I  held  the  usual  number  of  meetings  of  teachers  and  directors,  one  for 
each  township,  previous  to  the  opening  of  the  schools. 

A  successful  local  institute  was  held  at  each  of  the  following  places  : 
West  Bethlehem,  Seiberlingsville,  South  Allentown,  Fogelsville,  Slating- 
tcui  and  South  Bethlehem.     The  last  two  were  joint  institutes. 

The  county  institute  was  held  at  Allentown  during  October,  and  again 
was  divided  into  three  sections  for  the  forenoon  sessions.  Every  teacher 
engaged  in  teaching  in  the  public  schools  of  the  county  was  present.  The 
meeting  proved  eminently  successful.  The  instructors  were  Miss  Lelia 
E.  Patridge,  Profs.  Alex.  E.  Frye,  J.  W.  Redway,  C.  C.  Boyer,  M.  P.  Reagle, 
Mrs.  S.  J.  Brobst,  Drs.  N.  C.  SheafPer,  E.  O.  Lyte,  G.  M.  Philips,  G.  F. 
Spieker,  M.  H.  Richards  and  R.  K.  Buehrle.  Prof.  C.  A.  Maiks  had 
charge  of  the  music  during  th4  week.  Evening  lectures  were  delivered  by 
Mrs.  Belva  A.  Lockwood,  Rev.  A  Krecker,  and  two  by  Dr.  James  Hedley. 

The  system  of  recording  and  reporting  the  attendance  of  teachers,  in- 
troduced at  our  previous  meeting,  Avas  continued  this  year  and  gave  gen- 
eral satisfaction  to  teachers  and  school  boards. 

The  directors  held  a  very  interesting  session  on  "Directors'  Day,"  and 
discussed  a  few  vital  school  topics. 

Teachers'  meetings  are  held  regularly  in  our  towns,  and  under  tha 
guidance  of  the  principal  prove  very  beneficial. 

There  is  a  growing  demand  for  teachers  who  have  had  special  training 
for  their  work,  and  for  those  who  have  acquired  skill  by  study  and  expe- 
rience. Never  w»s  there  manifested  among  our  teachers  more  of  a  desire 
5  School  Rhport. 
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to  know  the  best  methods,  based  on  philosophical  principles,  than  during 
the  past  year,  and  this  progressive  spirit  showed  itself  in  the  superior 
work  done  by  this  growing  class  of  teachers.  I  wish  this  could  be  said 
of  all  of  our  teachers.  A  few  are  indifferent.  We  hope  to  be  able  to  ex- 
cuse these  soon.  Some  of  our  teachers  visited,  usually  under  direction,  other 
schools  in  the  county  and  outside  of  it,  to  s:^e  in  actual  practice,  methods 
applicable  to  their  own  schools.      These  visits  proved  highly  beneficial. 

A  larger  number  of  our  young  people,  who  have  teaching  in  view,  are 
in  attendance  at  normal  and  other  training  schools  than  during  any  pre- 
vious year.  More  stay  to  complete  the  course  than  formerly.  The  educa- 
tional outlook  for  the  future  is  fair. 

The  high  school  at  Cata?anqua  added  several  articles  to  its  philosophical 
apparatus,  purchased  from  funds  raised  at  entertainments  and  admission 
fees  charged  at  commencement  exercises.  Seven  pencil  sharpeners,  one  to 
supply  two  rooms,  were  also  purchased  from  the  same  funds.  The  school 
boards  of  this  borough  and  of  Hokendanqua,  su[)plied  their  schools  with 
scales  and  weights,  with  measures,  both  dry  and  liquid,  and  for  the  more 
primary  grades  appliances  for  "busy  work  and  object  lessons."  The  most 
progressive  of  our  primary  teachers  devised  and  made  charts  and  other 
needed  apparatus  for  busy,  language  and  number  work.  Most  of  the 
schools  taught  by  these  teachers  have  tables  ari'anged  specially  for  work 
adapted  to  their  grades. 

Upper  Milford  supplied  each  of  its  schools  with  a  full  set  of  outline 
maps.  A  map  of  Pennsylvania  was  ])laced  in  each  of  the  schools  of  West 
Bethlehem,  Salisbury  and  South  Whitehall  and  into  each  of  eight  schools  of 
AVhitehall. 

Coopersburg  borough  extended  its  term  from  seven  and  a  half  months 
to  eight  months,  and  Hanover  township  from  seven  months  to  eight 
months. 

SUOGESTIONS. 

To  whom  it  may  concern : 

\.  Take  advantage  of  Arbor  Day  and  plant  trees  and  shrubs  on  the 
school  grounds. 

2.  Ornament  your  school  rooms  and  give  them  a  tasteful  and  homelike 
appearance. 

8.  If  properly  improved,  hold  your  teachers  responsible  for  the  condi- 
tion of  the  school  premises  and  out-buildings. 

4.  All  windows  should  be  provided  with  shades. 

5.  Directors  should  visit  their  schools  more  regularly  and  systematicaily 
and  parents  should  visit  more  frequently. 

6.  Grade  the  salaries  of  teachers  according  to  qualifications  and  success- 
ful experience  in  teaching. 

7.  Introduce  the  free  text  book  system  gradually. 

8.  Require  an  examination  to  be  held  in  each  school  at  or  near  the 
close  of  the  term. 
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LUZERNE  COUNTY— James  M.  Codghlin. 

I  take  pleasure  in  reporting  to  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction 
and  to  the  patrons  of  Luzerne  county,  thq,t  the  public  schools  have  been 
kept  in  the  line  of  progress  during  the  school  year  ending  June,  1889. 

There  has  been  marked  improvement  in  some  localities  and  a  general 
tendency  in  the  right  direction  in  every  department  of  our  educational 
woi'k.  There  is  no  one  thing  that  gives  me  greater  satisfaction,  when  I 
study  educational  progress,  than  to  note  a  growth  of  popular  sentiment 
fovorable  to  the  support  of  first-class  schools.  Such  growth,  in  connection 
with  the  schools  of  this  county  and  their  proper  maintenance,  is  apparent 
to  any  one  who  gives  the  subject  attention.  It  is  seen  in  the  improvements 
made  each  year  iri  school  buildings  ;  in  the  efforts  made  to  secure  the  best 
means  of  heating  and  ventilation  ;  in  the  apparatiis  supplied  to  facilitate 
instruction  ;  in  the  effort  put  forth  to  make  school  rooms  home- like,  through 
tasty  decoration  and  improvements  of  grounds  ;  in  the  attention  given  to 
courses  of  study,  and  in  the  disposition  of  directors  to  employ  skilful 
teachers.  Id  each  of  these  particulars  we  have  been  moving  forward 
without  an  opposition  worth  noticing. 

Ross  township  refurnished  all  her  schools.  Dallas  township  commenced 
the  general  repair  of  her  houses  by  rebuilding  the  Goss  school  house. 
Dorrance  township  built  a  new  house  and  opened  an  additional  school. 
Dorranceton  borough,  a  new  district,  made  an  excellent  beginning  educa- 
tionally by  building  a  four-room  brick  building,  a  model  of  convenience 
and  comfort.  Plains  built  two  houses,  Kingston  township  three,  one  graded 
school  building  and  two  single-room  buildings.  Butler  added  one  room 
and  graded  the  school  in  the  village  at  Drum's. 

Pittston  borough  erected  a  high  school  building  at  a  cost  of  forty  thous- 
and dollars,  with  a  seating  capacity  for  six  hundred  pupils.  No  effort  has 
been  spared  to  make  it  a  first  class  building.'  All  modern  improvements 
are  supplied,  and  light,  heat  and  ventilation  are  as  perfect  as  money, 
modern  means  and  skill  can  make  them. 

Shickshinny  arranged  and  adopted  a  practical  course  of  study.  West 
Pittston  revised  the  course  of  study  and  added  one  more  school.  The  Third 
district  of  Wilkes  Barre  introduced  industrial  education  and  established  a 
manual  training  department.  Steps  have  been  taken,  and  the  work  is  now 
well  under  way,  to  put  up  buildings  in  Edwardsville,  Hanover,  Newport, 
Pittston  township,  Wyoming  and  Wilkes-Barre.  The  erection  of  these 
buildings  will  cost  ninety-three  thousand  dollars.  When  we  consider  the 
improvements  made  annually  in  school  property,  and  that  the  people  do 
not  complain  at  such  outlay  of  money,  but  rather  take  pride  in  these 
improvements  for  the  education  of  the  children,  we  have  a  right  to  claim 
a  growth  of  educational  sentiment  that  will  sustain  the  directors  in  pro- 
viding the  best  accommodations  and  furnishing  the  highest  means  of  edu- 
cation the  country  contains. 

Our  teaching  force  is  being  steadily  improved  year  by  year.     One  hun- 
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dred  and  thirty-nine  teachers  employed  the  past  year  were  graduates  of 
the  State  normal  schools,  lifty-three  hold  professional  certificates,  and  fifty 
permanent  certificates.  Only  a  little  over  one  half  of  the  number  employed 
in  the  county  hold  provisional  certificates,  and  these  have  generally  received 
special  instruction  in  theory  and  practice  of  teaching  at  Wyoming  Seminary 
Dallas  High  School,  Pleasant  Hill  Academy,  Huntington  Mills  Academy 
and  in  the  graded  schools  of  the  county. 

Three  hundred  and  fifty-six  schools  that  came  under  my  supervision  are 
graded.  Twelve  districts  maintain  first  class  grammar  schools,  and  eight 
districts  maintain  a  complete  high  school  course  and  graduate  classes  each 
year. 

Some  improvement  should  be  made  in  our  high  school  courses  to  meet 
the  popular  demand  for  special  preparation  for  the  business  and  practical 
work  of  life.  No  effort  has  been  made  to  give  specific  direction  to  the 
studies  and  work  of  the  high  school.  The  aim  has  been  to  give  the  pupils 
a  good  English  education,  and  to  add  to  this  algebra,  geometry,  general 
history,  English  literature,  rhetoric  and  Latin,  completing  the  course  from 
the  primary  grade  through  the  high  school  in  eleven  years.  The  grammar 
school  course  should  be  made  more  thorough  and  should  be  completed  the 
ninth  year.  An  additional  year  should  be  taken  to  complete  the  entire 
course,  giving  throe  years  to  the  high  school,  and  the  high  school  work 
should  have  specific  reference,  both  in  its  scheme  and  in  the  character  of 
the  instruction,  to  what  the  pupil  is  to  do  after  completing  his  course  of 
instruction. 

All  school  work  should  be  both  practical  and  disciplinary.  Always 
practical  as  to  the  selection  of  means,  and  disciplinary  when  considered 
with  reference  to  effect  on  the  learner.  The  character  of  the  work,  and 
the  instruction  through  all  the  elementary  grades  and  through  the  grammar 
school,  is  largely  disciplinary  and  has  reference  to  the  development  of  the 
mind,  the  formation  of  correct  habits  of  thought  and  action  and  the  growth 
of  character,  a  necessary  preparation  on  which  to  build  a  technical  educa- 
tion, but  the  high  school  work  should  be  more  practical,  it  should  give 
greater  attention  to  the  utility  side  of  education  ;  it  should  have  direct 
reference  to  what  the  pupil  is  to  do  when  the  course  is  completed.  If  a 
college  course  is  to  follow  the  high  school  course,  then  the  high  school 
coiirse  should  be  a  college  preparatory  course.  If  the  pupil  wishes  to 
become  a  teacher,  his  high  school  course  should  be  outlined  accordingly. 
If  the  purpose  is  to  enter  the  trades,  business  or  general  industry  that  is 
followed  in  the  community,  the  pupil  should  receive  a  practical  business 
education,  including  bookkeeping,  natural  science  and  manual  training.  I 
have  therefore  suggested  a  revision  of  the  high  t-chool  course  with  a  view 
to  making  it  more  practical  and  specific.  I  favor  three  courses,  a  college 
preparatory  course,  a  teachers'  preparatory  course  and  a  manual  training 
course.  The  pupil  when  he  enters  the  high  school  will  choose  the  course 
he  wishes  to  pursue.  This  choice,  having  been  made  with  reference  to 
what  he  proposes  to  do  with  his  education  when  his  course  is  completed, 
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will  add  new  life  and  interest  to  his  work  and  give  a  practical  turn  to  his 
education. 

Twenty-three  local  institutes  were  held  during  the  year.  These  meet- 
ings were  well  attended.  The  county  institute  was  a  very  successful 
meeting.  The  Tonic  Sol-fa  system  of  vocal  music,  manual  training  and 
objective  drawing  received  special  attention. 

The  interest  created  in  the  subject  of  vocal  music  at  the  county  institute 
led  to  its  general  introduction  in  the  schools  of  the  county,  and  I  am  able 
to  report  that  it  was  more  carefully  and  systematically  taught  than  ever 
before,  with  promise  of  excellent  results  in  the  future. 

With  this  brief  retrospect  of  the  year's  work  just  closed,  and  the  con. 
sideration  of  what  the  year  promises  upon  which  we  are  now  entering,  I 
feel  encouraged  to  take  up  the  work  with  renewed  energy  and  ask  all  who 
are  associated  with  me  in  this  great  work,  to  subordinate  all  personal  interests 
to  the  welfare  of  the  children  and  success  of  the  schools. 


LYCOMING  COUNTY— Chas.  Lose. 

The  educational  work  done  during  the  last  year  differs  only  in  amount, 
and  in  minor  details  from  that  done  the  previous  year.  The  winter  being 
so  very  favorable  for  traveling  a  greater  number  of  visits  to  schools  was 
made  and  more  educational  meetings  were  held  than  ever  before  in  the 
history  of  the  county,  and  this  increased  activity  in  the  work  naturally 
caused  a  corresponding  increase  in  good  results  from  the  schools. 

In  visiting  the  schools  great  pains  was  taken  to  secure  the  company  of 
all  the  directors,  to  make  the  stay  at  each  school  just  as  long  as  possible, 
and  to  visit  all  the  schools  of  a  district  before  leaving  it  so  that  a  compre- 
hensive knowledge  of  the  work  and  standing  of  the  district  might  be  ob- 
tained. Quite  a  number  of  the  three-hundred  and  thirty-four  visits  made 
lasted  half  a  day,  and  very  few  schools  were  visited  unaccompanied  by 
directors. 

The  territory  over  which  the  schools  of  our  county  are  scattered,  is  so 
large  that  the  combined  local  institute  is  an  impossibility  in  all  but  a  few 
sections.  This  makes  it  advisable  to  hold  a  greater  number  of  local  insti- 
tutes, to  shorten  the  time  of  each  to  a  day  and  an  evening,  and  to  confine 
the  programme  in  most  cases  to  the  schools  and  teachers  of  a  single  dis- 
trict. Such  local  institutes  have  some  advantages;  they  are  of  greater 
local  interest  to  the  people  who  see  in  them  the  work  cf  their  own  children 
and  teachers,  and  they  afford  the  superintendent  the  opportunity  to  make 
his  work  with  the  schools  and  people  more  specific,  and  consequently  more 
effective,  than  where  several  districts  are  included.  More  than  six  thou- 
sand people  attended  the  twenty- one  local  institutes  held  throughout  the 
county,  and  two-thousand  pupils  and  two-thirds  of  the  teachers  of  the 
county  took  part  in  the  exercises. 
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Continued  and  persistent  efforts  were  made  during  the  year  to  increase 
the  interest  of  teachers,  pupils  and  patrons  in  general  reading.  At  all  the 
examinations  candidates  for  certificates  were  asked  to  name  the  books  they 
had  read  since  their  last  examination;  a  list  of  "  Good  Books  for  Teachers 
to  Read  "  was  prepared  and  circulated  by  a  committee  appointed  by  the 
Teachers'  Exchange  which  also  bought  and  placed  in  the  exchange  library 
the  books  contained  on  this  list;  and  plans  for  the  formation  of  district 
libraries  were  discussed  all  over  the  county.  In  addition  to  the  exchange 
library  devoted  solely  to  the  teachers,  we  now  have  twelve  good  district 
libraries  established,  and  several  more  in  the  first  stages  of  organization. 
The  results  from  this  increased  attention  to  the  reading  of  good  books 
have  been  very  satisfactory,  and  the  work  in  the  future  should  be  liberally 
supported  by  all  who  desire  to  see  the  scholarship  of  our  teachers  broad- 
ened and  the  lives  of  our  pupils  ennobled. 

Each  year  our  schools  boards  seem  to  realize  more  fully  the  wisdom  of 
asking  the  advice  of  the  superintendent  in  the  selection  of  teachers.  This 
feeling  has  always  been  encouraged.  The  superintendent  is  the  only 
person  who,  in  all  cases,  knows  both  the  teacher  and  the  school,  and  only 
when  the  teachers  are  well  placed  can  the  best  results  be  expected.  If  all 
the  teachers  whose  work  is  entirely  satisfactory  were  retained  in  the  same 
school  year  after  year,  and  all  the  new  teachers  were  placed  as  nearly  as 
possible  where  they  belong,  we  should  soon  notice  a  great  improvement  in 
our  schools.  More  than  half  the  new  teachers  of  the  county  were  selected 
last  year  on  the  superintendent's  recommendation. 

The  newspapers  of  the  county  have  shown  a  great  interest  in  all  our 
educational  movements,  the  people  have  been  exceedingly  hospitable,  the 
directors  and  teachers  have  given  the  heartiest  cooperation,  and  the  De- 
partment has  kindly  assisted  with  much  help  and  advice,  for  all  of  which 
I  am  very  sincerely  grateful. 


McKEAN  COUNTY— W.  P.  Eckels. 

We  refer  with  pride  to  the  fact  that,  so  far  as  wo  know,  every  school 
board  in  the  county  has  made  addition  to  the  school  apparatus. 

As  a  rule  our  directors  have  been  alive  to  the  fact  that  something  must 
be  done  besides  hiring  the  teachers. 

The  Hamlin  township  school  board  passed  a  resolution  to  enclose  their 
school  grounds,  and  the  people  have  taken  the  matter  of  grading  the  lots 
upon  themselves.  Port  Allegany  has  built  a  very  fine  brick  building  to  re- 
place the  oid  one  destroyed  by  fire.  Smethport  has  thoroughly  repaired 
and  greatly  enlarged  their  building.  Both  of  these  buildings  are  heated 
and  ventilated  according  to  approved  plans.  Most  of  the  school  boards 
have  shown  commendable  zeal  in  their  work,  but  some  there  are  who  seem 
to  be  alive  but  sleeping.     The  grade  of  our  teachers'  certificates  has  mate- 
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rially  advanced.  We  are  making  an  efiort  to  retain  only  those  who  are 
worthy. 

We  still  have  some  townships  where  the  "  three  months  summer  and 
three  months  winter  "  schools  are  held.  We  are  glad  to  state,  however, 
that  in  some  of  them  this  old  way  is  doomed,  and  the  better  "  long  term  " 
will  be  adopted. 

Several  of  our  townships  furnish  all  the  school  books  free  to  the  pupils, 
and  report  themselves  well  satisfied  with  the  plan. 

One  township  (Norwich)  has  elected  two  ladies  to  positions  on  her 
school  board.     They  make  most  efficient,  wideawake  school  officers. 

Our  county  institute  was  the  largest  ever  held  in  this  county  and  we 
think,  in  the  interest  manifested,  it  was  equal,  at  least,  to  any  that  have 
gone  before. 

Our  Teachers'  Association  met  at  Ouster  City  in  February  and,  in  spite  of 
the  fact  that  the  thermometer  showed  as  low  as  twenty-seven  degrees 
below  zero,  the  attendance  was  large.  The  sessions  lasted  through  three 
days,  and  a  great  deal  of  good  work  was  done. 

Local  institutes  were  held  in  several  townships,  but,  we  are  sorry  to  say, 
they  did  nut  accomplish  what  they  might.  We  hope  to  see  them  con- 
tinued through  the  coming  year  with  greater  enthusiasm  on  the  part  of 
the  teachers. 

In  the  townships  where  the  schools  are  opened  at  the  same  lime  I  have 
visited  all  but  one,  and  that  school  is  twenty  two  miles,  by  road,  from 
the  nearest  school  in  the  same  township.  In  some  of  our  townships  the 
teachers  are  allowed  to  open  the  schools  at  their  own  convenience.  There- 
fore, some  have  not  been  in  session  when  we  were  visiting  schools  in  their 
neighborhood. 

The  outlook  is  encouraging  for  a  prosperous  year. 


MERCER  COUNTY— S.  H.  McCleeey. 

The  work  has  been  fairly  prosperous.  The  facts  bear  evidence  of  pro- 
gress and  fully  justify  an  encouraging  report. 

The  teaching  force  is  being  steadily  strengthened.  Better  preparation 
is  lequired.  The  number  of  those  who  expect  to  remain  in  the  profession 
is  increasing. 

More  than  ever  before  do  teachers  strive  to  increase  their  power  by  at- 
tending normal  schools  and  colleges.  Educational  literature  has  never 
been  so  generally  read  as  now.  It  is  but  just  to  say  that  our  teachers  are 
earnest,  conscientious  and  progressive,  and  with  favorable  public  sentiment 
they  could  work  many  improvements.  It  is  very  much  to  be  regretted  that 
the  people  do  not  keep  pace  with  the  teachers  in  educational  wisdom. 

The  raothods  employed  in  teaching  reading,  writing  and  language  have 
been  very  much  improved.     Teachers  now  recognize  the  fact  that  "  thought 
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getting  "  is  the  main  purpose  of  reading,  and  shape  their  instruction  to 
secure  that  end.  Better  work  in  the  reading  class  will  be  followed  by 
more  intelligent  work  in  other  branches.  It  is  found  that  clever  expres- 
sion is  not  attained  by  the  study  of  grammar  alone.  But  proficiency  in 
the  art  of  speaking  and  writing  can  only  be  attained  by  practice.  To 
direct  his  pupils  in  the  proper  and  eflPective  expression  of  thought  is  one 
of  the  most  important  duties  of  the  teacher,  and  is  by  no  means  an  easy 
duty  to  perform.  So  easy  is  it  for  the  teacher  to  assign  definitions  and 
rules,  and  to  have  the  pupils  repeat  them,  though  the  competent  teacher 
cannot  fail  to  see  that  such  things  are  unintelligible  to  the  average  child, 
and  cannot  fail  to  disgust  most  children,  that  teachers  have  too  long  lent 
their  assistance  in  making  language  an  unpopular  study,  and  for  the  masses 
an  unprofitable  one. 

How  to  induce  parents  in  the  rural  districts  to  provide  sufficient  writing 
material.  How  to  find  time  to  practice  the  pupils  in  oral  expression,  in 
all  crowded  schools  where  written  work  seems  to  be  carried  to  excess  and 
to  the  exclusion  of  oral  exercises.  How  to  procure  suitable  supplementary 
reading  matter.  These  are  questions  now  receiving  the  attention  of  our 
best  teachers.  Directors  refuse  to  furnish  these  supplies,  and  parents 
neglect  this  duty.  A  few  teachers  have  been  successful  in  supplying  these 
necessaries  by  giving  entertainments.  Others  have  procured  money  in  this 
way  and  used  it  for  decorating  their  rooms. 

School  decoration  is  receiving  some  attention,  but  not  as  much  as  its 
importance  demands.  A  number  of  teachers  have  exhibited  taste  in  this 
direction  that  is  highly  creditable.  Ir  has  not  happened  in  our  experience 
to  find  slack  discipline  or  careless  work  in  a  tastefully  decorated  school 
room.  Let  those  who  wish  draw  their  own  inferences. 
'  A  poor  school  house  is  a  rare  thing,  and  those  not  provided  with  good 
furniture  are  also  rare.  Grounds  are  generally  large  enough  and  in  health- 
ful locations.  A  few  are  neatly  fenced.  A  large  number  have  sufficient 
shade.  Many  out-houses  are  in  a  bad  condition,  although  improvement  in 
this  direction  is  noted. 

Special  commendation  is  due  the  board  of  West  Salem  for  the  four  new- 
brick  houses,  and  that  of  Grove  City  for  the  neat  two-room  addition  to 
their  building.  All  but  two  of  the  new  houses  are  brick,  and  all  provided 
with  excellent  furniture.  Greenville,  Mercer  and  Sharpsville  heat  by 
steam.  Be  it  said  to  the  credit  of  the  various  school  boards  that  there  is 
no  disposition  to  shirk  duty  in  providing  comfortable  buildings.  Direc- 
tors as  a  rule  use  their  best  judgment  in  the  selection  of  teachers,  favor- 
itism does  not  prevail,  politics  does  not  interfere  with  school  matters. 

Religious  qualifications  are  not  required  but  most  directors  desire  that 
their  teachers  be  consistent  church  members.  The  moral  standing  of  the 
teacher  is  seldom  overlooked.  Permanence  in  the  profession  is  gaining 
ground  with  the  ladies,  but  not  with  the  gentlemen. 

The  law  permitting  the  employment  of  teachers  for  two  or  three  years 
according  to  kind  of  certificate,  has  in  no  instance  gone  into  efiect.      The

same  can  be  said  of  the  free  text  book  law.  It  is  probably  wise  that  these 
laws  were  made  permissible,  but  to  be  useful  in  Mercer  county  it  seems 
necessary  for  laws  to  be  mandatory. 

Conclusion. 

In  closing  this  report  we  cannot  refrain  from  commending  his  Excellency 
Governor  Beaver  for  the  encouragement  and  support  he  is  ever  giving  the 
cause  of  education,  and  for  the  wisdom  he  has  shown  in  retaining  for  an- 
other four  years  that  worthy  and  very  efficient  Superintendent,  Dr.  Higbee. 
A  proper  and  just  recognition  of  the  wise  and  able  administration  of  the 
past  eight  years.  The  liberality  of  the  present  Legislature  is  also  com- 
mendable. 


JNHFFLIN  COUNTY— J.  A.  Myers. 

In  submitting  out  second  annual  report  we  are  glad  to  be  able  to  note 
the  marked  increase  of  interest  in  the  educational  work  during  the  past 
year.  No  one  factor,  in  bringing  this  about  has  been  more  potent  than  the 
two  very  successful  directors'  conventions  held  during  the  year,  at  which 
over  one  half  of  all  the  directors  of  the  county  were  present.  At  these 
meetings  were  discussed  many  questions  of  importance,  which  has  awak- 
ened an  interest  on  the  part  of  directors  never  before  shown  in  our  county. 
Nor  have  these  meetings  been  without  practical  results.  Old  and  injurious 
furniture  is  rapidly  being  replaced  by  new  and  improved.  Stone  slating 
takes  the  place  of  the  badly-cracked,  hole-punched  plastering,  which 
answered  for  a  black-board.  Grounds  and  buildings  are  being  better  pro- 
tected; more  improvements  in  outbuildings  have  been  made  the  past  year 
than  any  previous  year  since  my  connection  with  school  work.  This  has 
been  directly  the  result  of  our  directors'  convention.  In  our  last  report 
we  suggested  the  advisability  of  such  legislation  as  would  allow  directors 
to  appropriate  such  funds  as  would  defray  the  expenses  in  attending  such 
conventions;  and,  while  our  directors  are  opposed  to  salaries,  yet  it  were 
no  more  than  right  they  be  paid  for  their  actual  outlay,  and  we  are  more 
than  convinced  that  no  part  of  the  school  fund  would  pay  a  larger  return, 
if  it  were  to  be  the  means  of  making  directors'  conventions  as  general  as 
teachers'  conventions. 

Three  new  houses  were  built  during  the  year,  and  contracts  for  several 
more  are  given.  Considerable  contemplated  improvement  will  bo  put  off 
this  year  owing  to  the  heavy  losses  in  the  county  occasioned  by  the  recent 
disastrous  floods. 

There  is  a  growing  sentiment  for  graded  district  schools.  Instead  of 
dividing  the  district  when  the  school  gets  large,  they  are  organized  into 
two  schools  and  graded.  So  far  as  tried  it  has  proven  very  satisfactory, 
and  several  are  now  under  contemplation. 

Our  teachers  have  not  lacked  in  zeal  in  their  work  during  the  past  year. 
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We  recognize  the  fact  that  some  drones  will  succeed  in  getting  schools; 
but  the  growing  demand  on  the  part  of  directors  for  good  teachers  and 
good  teaching  is  so  strong  they  must  keep  up  to  the  average  or  be  dropped 
forever. 

A  very  important  move  is  being  made  in  the  matter  of  public  school  li- 
braries. Knowing  that,  in  many  homes,  the  children  have  access  to  a 
very  limited  supply  of  literature,  wo  have  repeatedly  urged  the  establish- 
ing of  such  libraa'ies  as  would  awaken  an  interest  in  pupils  for  good  read- 
ing. A  good  library  in  a  school,  properly  used,  becomes  one  of  the  strong- 
est educational  forces.  We  are  glad  to  report  the  movement  meeting  with 
fair  progress.  Three  were  organized  last  winter,  with  from  fifty  to  one 
hundred  volumes,  including  history,  biography,  literature  and  travel,  and 
a  goodly  number  more  will  follow  the  coming  winter.  We  hope  for  the 
time  when  every  school  in  Mifflin  county  will  have  its  own  libi'ary. 

Our  institute  was  well  attended  and  quite  successful.  On  the  whole,  the 
year's  work  was  one  of  unusual  interest  and  earnestness  on  the  part  of  all. 
Good  feeling  and  hearty  cooperation  were  the  ruling  spirit,  and  I  cez-- 
tainly  feel  grateful  to  teachers,  directors  and  the  public  ia  general  for 
their  kindness  shown  me  during  the  past  year. 


MONROE  COUNTY— J.  W\  Paul. 

The  support  given  our  schools  during  the  year  has  been  in  most  cases 
more  liberal  than  in  the  past.  Directors  are  more  careful  in  the  selection 
of  teachers,  and  are  endeavoring  to  procure  the  best  talent  that  can  be 
secured  for  the  wages  paid.  Considerable  improvement  has  been  made  in 
school  property  by  clearing  of  rubbish,  grading  and  fencing  school  grounds; 
and  we  hope  to  see  this  work  continued  till  every  ground  in  the  county  is 
properly  graded,  and  neatly  fenced. 

Two  new  houses  were  built — one  each  in  Barrett  and  Smithfield — and 
KJne  rebuilt  in  Chestnut  Hill. 

Houses  have  been  reseated  with  first-class  modern  furniture,  as  fol- 
lows:— Barrett,  four;  Hamilton,  two;  Polk,  three;  Middle  Smithfield,  one; 
Smithfield,  one;  Union,  one.  A  number  of  houses  have  undergone  more 
or  less  repairs  as  the  funds  of  the  several  districts  seemed  to  warrant. 

Primarily  the  school-room  should  be  a  work-room,  but  there  is  no  good 
reason  that  it  should  not  be,  at  the  same  time,  attractive  and  cheerful.  We 
are  pleased  to  note  that  a  general  desire  has  been  evinced  bj'  the  directors, 
teachers  and  parents,  to  make  the  rooms  more  homelike  in  appearance  by 
the  use  of  flowers,  mottoes,  pictures,  etc.  The  influences  of  these  silent 
factors  toward  leading  the  young  minds  to  love,  enjoy  and  appreciate  the 
true,  the  beautiful,  and  the  good,  will  tell  in  their  future  lives,  and  are  be- 
yond all  human  estimate. 

Our  teachers,  generally,  are  an  industrious  and  hard-working  class  who 
are  endeavoring  to  improve  themselves,  and  thereby  the  efficiency  of  our 
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schools,  by  acquiring  new  methods,  by  reading  school  journals,  visiting 
other  schools,  and  by  attending,  either  our  home  academies,  or  a  stato 
normal  school  during  the  spring  seasons.  We  still  have  a  tew  teachers 
whose  chief  ambition  seems  to  be  a  cerlificate,  a  school,  and  the  salary^ 
The  sooner  we  can  get  rid  of  these,  the  better  it  will  be  for  our  educational 
interests. 

One  hindrance  to  the  general  progress  of  our  schools  is  irregular  attend- 
ance. Some  parents  do  not  seem  to  comprehend  the  importance  of  regular 
attendance,  and  on  the  slightest  pretext,  allow  their  children  to  remain  out 
of  school  for  days  at  a  time,  thus  permitting  them  to  drift  into  careless 
habits,  and  depriving  them  of  that  steady  mental  growth  and  discipline 
"which  regular  attendance  insures. 

It  is  also  a  sad  fact  that,  particularly  in  our  villages,  many  children  are 
growing  up  in  ignorance  under  the  very  shadow  of  our  school  houses. 
While  the  people,  as  a  rule,  take  a  warm  interest  in  educational  matters,  it 
is  too  often  the  case,  that  individual  parents,  either  from  want  of  interest 
or  in  view  of  the  compensation  thiit  their  children's  labor  brings,  keep 
them  from  school,  and  put  them  to  work  in  the  mills  and  factories — indus- 
tries which  have  lately  been  introduced  into  this  county,  and  which  furnish 
employment  to  hundreds  of  children,  many  of  whom  should  be  in  school. 
It  is  important  that  young  people  learn  some  trade  or  occupation;  but  it  is 
certainly  more  important  that  during  the  period  of  childhood,  they  should 
acquire  some  fundamental  education  to  enable  them  to  become  happy  and 
useful  members  of  society. 

Our  county  institute  was  pronounced  a  most  profitable  and  successful 
educational  meeting.  The  court  house  in  which  it  was  held  is  entirely  loo 
small  to  accommodate  the  people,  and  many  were  turned  away  for  want  of 
room.  We  are,  however,  looking  forward  to  a  larger  and  better  room, 
which  will  be  afforded  bv  the  new  court  house  now  being  built.  Our  in 
stitute  instructors  were  Prof.  F.  V.  Irish,  Dr.  Samuel  A.  Baer,  Dr.  A.  R. 
Home  and  Prof.  A.  Thomas  Smith.  These  gentlemen  were  ably  assisted 
by  our  home  teachers,  and  gave  ns  practical  instructitjn.  Our  institutes 
are  becoming  a  potent  factor  in  the  educational  work  of  the  county.  Public 
sentiment  is  being  cultivated  in  the  right  direction,  and  the  good  influence 
of  the  institute  is  felt  in  every  part  of  the  county. 

In  conclusion  I  return  my  sinciere  thanks  to  the  press  for  favors  con- 
ferred, to  directors,  teachers,  patrons  and  friends  of  education  for  their 
hospitality,  encouragement  and  cooperation. 


MONTGOMERY  COUNTY— R.  F.  Hcffecker. 

In  our  constant  endeavor  to  exalt  the  profession  of  teaching  and  to  give 
the  greatest  possible  advantages  to  the  children  in  the  county,  we  often 
meet  with  great  discouragements,  but  above  and  beyond  them  all,  there  is 
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much  for  congratulation.     Marks  of  progress  are  noticeable,  and  on  these 
we  base  our  report. 

Teachers. 

Live,  progressive,  conscientious  and  enthusiastic  teachers  make  the  basis 
of  school  prosperity.  We  have  a  very  fair  representation  of  these  in  the 
county  and  thelir  influence  spreads. 

Among  the  indications  of  growth,  we  note,  that  young  teachers  begin 
their  work  much  better  prepared  than  formerly.  At  one  time  there  we're 
bnt  few  teachers  who  had  more  than  what  was  required  by  law  on  their 
cprtiticates.  Now  many  have  algebra,  geometry,  literature  and  other  higher 
branches.  Teachers  are  demanding  and  using  more  apparatus  to  interest 
and  instruct  their  pupils. 

Some  teachers  of  primary  grades,  instead  of  crushing  the  activities  of 
the  child,  are  making  use  of  them  through  the  observing  and  doing  powers. 

Teachers,  in  general,  seem  wide  awake  to  the  importance  of  observing 
Arbor  Days,  and  the  anniversaries  of  important  events  and  occasions,  by 
appropriate  exercises,  which  are  productive  of  good  results. 

Many  teachers  feeling  the  need  of  libraries,  not  only  for  books  of  reference, 
but  to  counteract  the  taste  for  pernicious  reading,  have  given  public  enter- 
tainments and  in  other  ways  prociared  funds  to  purchase  books. 

Very  few  teachers  neglect  periodical  reviews  and  stated  examinations. 
Teachers  in  graded  districts  have  given  themselves  unsparingly  to  help 
forward  the  course,  and  have  worked  with  a  will  to  prepare  pupils  for  the 
test  examination  and  commencement  exercises. 

The  Graded  Course. 

The  introduction  of  the  graded  course  of  study  and  the  awarding  of 
township  diplomas  bid  fair  to  accomplish  much  good  in  rural  districts.  It 
is  now  adopted  by  nearly  one-half  of  the  districts.  It  is  weeding  out  poor 
and  inefficient  teachers.  An  indolent  teacher  cannot  exist  long  where  the 
higher  pupils  of  a  tovvnship  are  annually  brought  together  and  examined 
by  the  county  superintendent  or  a  committee  appointed  for  the  purpose. 
Only  teachers  willing  to  work  hard  will  seek  employment  where  the  graded 
coui'se  is  in  operation.  It  is  giving  pupils  a  definite  object  to  reach,  and 
already  many  are  remaining  longer  in  the  schools  in  order  to  reach  it.  It 
is  also  giving  a  good  healthy  impetus  to  study.  The  majority  of  the 
students  who  receive  a  township  diploma  seek  higher  seminaries  of  learn- 
ing, colleges  or  normal  schools.  One  township  has  ten  graduates  in  normal 
scIr)o1s. 

We  are  looking  anxiously  forward  to  the  time  when  the  entire  county 
will  be  a  unit  in  this  plan. 

Educational  Agencies. 

Among  our  best  levers  for  raising  the  educational  interests  of  the  county, 
are  institutes.  The  county  institute  convened  in  Norristown,  October  29 
1888.      Every  teacher  was  presptit.  a  circumstance  which   never  happened 
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since  its  organization.  Five  local  institutes  were  held.  These  meetings 
still  continue  in  high  favor  with  the  people.  They  bring  more  people 
together,  discuss  more  practical  questions  and  create  more  interest  and 
enthusiasm  than  the  county  institute  did  in  its  earlier  days.  The  reading 
circle  moves  forward  very  slowly.  Only  two  teachers  pr'^canted  themselves 
at  the  last  examination.  However,  it  has  a  large  number  of  teachers 
pledged  for  professional  reading. 

The  teachers'  professional  society  continues  to  hold  regular  quarterly 
meetings. 

The  Outlook. 

From  our  standpoint,  encouragements  face  us  on  many  sides.  The 
increased  appropriation  has  encouraged  directors  and  shown  them  the 
inestimable  value  put  upon  public  schools.  Directors  seem  to  realize  more 
fully  the  difference  in  the  qualilications  of  teachers,  and  it  is  easier  for 
earnest  and  experienced  teachers  to  obtain  recognition  and  harder  for 
routine  and  untrained  teachers  to  secure  good  positions.  Directors  easily 
fall  into  line  with  the  graded  course  of  study,  and  at  almost  every  com- 
mencement some  member  of  the  school  board  confers  the  diplomas  and 
speaks  on  behalf  of  the  schools. 

The  adoption  of  free  text  books  is  still  on  the  increase. 

The  election  of  a  borough  superintendent  in  Pottstown  has  relieved  us 
of  the  supervision  of  forty  schools  and  has  given  us  more  time  for  visiting 
in  short-term  country  districts.  Many  of  these  districts  are  making  rapid 
progress. 

Conclusion. 

We  once  more  tender  our  hearty  thanks  to  the  School  Department,  direc- 
tors, teachers,  patrons  and  the  press  of  the  county  for  efficient  services 
rendered. 


MONTOUR  COUNTY— W.  D.  Steinbach. 

One  new  house  was  built,  several  were  repaired  and  a  number  were  sup- 
plied with  State  maps  during  the  year.  Many  of  our  schools  are  well 
supplied  with  apparatus,  but  in  many  instances  the  teachers  do  not  use 
it  to  the  extent  that  it  should  be  used.  We  would  insist  that  boards 
of  directors  see  that  this  matter  is  not  neglected,  as  by  a  proper  use,  in  the 
hands  of  skilful  teachers,  maps,  globes,  etc.,  can  be  made  very  interesting 
and  instructive. 

During  the  year  there  were  no  entire  failures,  3'et  a  few  teachers  did 
not  meet  our  expectations.     A  large  majority  did  very  excellent  work. 

Boards  of  directors  are  beginning  more  and  more  to  realize  that  to  have 
efficient  schools  we  must  have  efficient  teachers,  and  the  old  idea,  that  if  a 
teacher  knows  enough  to  teach  a  particular  grade  or  school  is  all  that  is 
required,  is  rapidly  beginning  to  wane,  and  people  are  beginning  to  fore- 
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see  that  the  better  the  qualifications  of  the  teacher  the  better   work   he 
can  do  in  any  grade  or  school. 

It  was  our  observation  during  the  year  that  those  teachers  who  had 
attended  normal  schools  did  better  work,  far  better  work,  than  those  who 
have  been  educated  in  the  common  schools.  Again,  we  have  observed  that 
where  teachers  have  reached  the  age  of  twenty  and  more  years,  the  schools 
were  better  taught  and  better  disciplined  than  those  schools  where  younger 
teachers  were  employed.  However,  there  were  a  very  few  exceptions  to 
tbis,  and  some  teachers,  not  more  than  seventeen,  did  excellent  work  in 
teaching  and  governing. 

Directors  should  be  very  careful  in  the  selection  of  teachers.  Teachers 
with  low  grade  certificates  should  not  be  employed  when  there  are  others 
with  better  qualifications.  This  would  give  teachers  to  understand  that 
they  must  make  special  preparation  for  the  great  work  of  teaching. 

To  pay  teachers  according  to  the  grade  of  their  certificates  is  an  admi- 
rable idea.  This  will  encourage  the  good,  faithful  teacher,  and  stimulate 
those  with  poor  certificates  to  brighten  up  f.-r  the  noble  profession.  This 
r>lan  was  tried,  with  e.xcellent  results,  in  Limestone  district.  This  ques- 
tion will  admit  of  argument  pro  and  con,  and  we  cannot  here  enter  into 
discussion. 

We  have  visited  all  the  schools  iwice,  a  large  number  three  and  a  few 
four  times.  In  nearly  every  instance  we  have  tried  to  encourage  both 
teacher  and  pupils  by  encouraging  words  and  pointing  out  to  them  the 
great,  work  of  the  future.  We  wore,  in  many  of  our  visits,  accompanied  by 
one  or  more  of  the  directors,  who  always  spoke  encouragingly  to  the  schools. 

A  few  changes,  in  our  teaching  force,  were  made  during  the  term,  two  of 
our  ablest  and  best  teachers  having  resigned,  to  enter,  we  trust,  upon  some 
more  useful  avocation.  Some  of  our  primary  teachers  were  promoted  to 
fill  these  vacancies.  Few  teachers  are  adapted  to  primary  work,  and  \vhen 
such  are  found  they  should,  by  all  means,  bo  retained  and  their  salary  in- 
creased, instead  of  promoting  in  grades  for  a  higher  salary. 

Arbor  Day  has,  in  the  past,  been  very  well  ounorved.  Many  of  our  school 
grounds  have  been  well  planted  with  trees,  and  a  very  large  number  are 
growing  very  nicely.  We  hope  the  subject  of  Arbor  Day  will  receive  the 
attention  of  every  director  in  the  county. 

Cur  county  institute  was  very  well  attended.  Nearly  all  the  teachers  in 
tlie  county  were  in  regular  attendance.  The  exercises  during  the  week 
M'ere  of  a  very  highly  interesting  and  beneficial  character.  Our  evening 
lectures  were  excellent,  and,  taking  all  in  all,  our  entire  course  during  the 
whole  week  was  pronounced  a  decided  success.  Every  teacher  ought  to 
aim  to  be  at  every  session  of  the  county  institute. 

Twenty-four  pupils — seventeen  ladies  and  seven  gentlemen  (one  of 
whom  was  a  colored  gentleman) — graduated  from  the  Danville  high 
school.  The  comLnencemeut  exercises  were  held  in  the  opera  house,  which 
was  filled  to  its  utmost  capacity.  The  exercises  were  tine,  and  all  ac- 
quitted themselves  well. 
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Having  already  written  more  than  allowed  by  the  department,  I  close 
with  hearty  thanks  to  the  teachers  for  aid  in  making  my  labors  pleasant; 
to  the  dear  children  who  have  always  been  courteous  and  obliging;  to  the 
directors  for  their  faithful  efforts  in  promoting  educational  interests,  and 
to  the  Honorable  State  Superintendent  and  his  worthy  deputies  for  ready 
advice  and  assistance. 


NORTHAMPTON  COUNTY— Joseph  H.  Werner. 

There  has  been  no  cessation  in  the  prosperity  and  onward  march  of  th© 
schools  of  this  county.  Four  new  buildings  have  been  erected,  and  there 
are  now  under  my  supervision,  one  hundred  and  ninety-eight  buildings 
with  two  hundred  and  forty- four  rooms.  Of  these  there  are  one  hundred 
and  seventy-six  good  buildings.  In  a  number  of  townships,  and  ia  one 
borough,  new  buildings  will  be  buiit  to  meet  the  demand  for  more  and 
betier  facilities.  It  is  a  satisfaction  to  note  that  each  year  seems  to  in- 
crease the  desire  of  our  people  for  the  general  diffusion  of  knowledge. 
Our  citizens  are  more  interested  in  the  success  and  prosperity  of  our  edu- 
cational system.  There  is  a  demand  for  experienced  and  well-trained 
teachers,  and  in  consequence  the  teachers  are  making  determined  and  suc- 
cessful efforts  to  better  qualify  themselves  for  the  work.  And  now  it  only 
remains  to  keep  up  this  growth  and  to  stimulate  it  so  that  it  may  continue 
natural  and  progressive. 

During  the  year  I  made  five  hundred  and  fifty-four  visits;  visiting  nearly 
all  the  schools  twice,  and  some  three  times,  and  others  more  than  thrice. 
During  these  visits  such  private  advice  and  suggestions  were  given  as  were 
thought  necessary. 

Onr  county  institute  was  held  in  Able  Opera  House,  Easton,  Pa.,  and 
was  the  best  one  ever  held  in  the  county.  Among  the  instructors  were 
Superintendent  Conghlin,  J.  W.  Redway.  Lelia  E.  Patridge,  Ex-Governor 
Will  Cumback,  Prof.  Young,  Hon.  E.  E.  Higbee  and  others. 

Those  powerful  factors,  the  local  institutes,  have  been  kept  up  during 
the  past  year  and  were,  without  an  exception,  a  success,  and  a  source  from 
which  many  new  ideas  were  gathered  by  the  teachers,  as  well  as  directors 
and  patrons. 

The  teachers  and  directors,  in  many  places,  recognizing  reading  to  be 
one  of  the  chief  sources  of  knowledge,  have  established  good  libraries  and 
are  addit  g  thereto  during  the  coming  year. 

Nineteen  public  examinations  were  held  and  one  hundred  and  thirty-two 
provisional  certificates  were  granted.  Many  made  notable  improvement. 
Considerable  stress  was  placed  upon  the  theory  of  teaching  and  manage- 
ment of  schools.  It  is  not  always  the  applicant  who  understands  well  the 
branches  taught  in  the  public  schools,  that  makes  the  best  teacher;  there- 
fore a  fair  knowledge  of  the  principles  aind  practice  of  teaching  should  be 
taken  into  consideration. 
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The  outlook  of  Northampton's  schools  and  general  educational  interests 
is  cheerful  and  encouraging.  With  our  one  thousand  and  sixty-four 
(1,064)  pupils,  two  hundred  and  forty-four  (244)  teachers  and  one  hun- 
dred and  sixty-eight  (1G8)  directors  we  form  one  united  army  of  progress, 
whose  watchwords  are  onurird  and  upivards. 

In  conclusion  I  would  extend  sincere  thanks  to  the  Department  of  Public 
Instruction  for  counsel  and  courtesies;  to  the  editors  of  the  county  news- 
paiers  for  their  kindness  in  publishing  our  reports  of  the  many  educational 
meetings  and  their  general  infltience  in  the  line  of  education;  to  the  faith- 
ful and  conscientious  teachers  who  have  labored  honestly  and  cooperated 
with  me  in  my  work;  to  the  school  directors  and  citizens  for  their  kind- 
ness, aid  and  hospitality,  and  "  last  but  not  least "  to  the  pupils  for  their 
respect,  glad  welcomes  and  confidence. 


NORTHUMBERLAND  COUNTY— W.  E.  Bloom. 

Since  my  last  report  nothing  remarkable  in  school  matters  has  occurred, 
yet  my  observations  have  convinced  me  that  the  schools  of  the  county  are 
moving  steadily  in  the  line  of  progress. 

During  the  year  each  of  the  following  districts  erected  one  new  school 
hoiise  :  Lower  Augusta,  Upper  Augusta,  Cameron.  Coal,  Delaware  and 
Upper  Mahanoy.  Steam  heating  apparatus  was  put  into  the  high  school 
building  in  Upper  Augustai  All  the  new  buildings  were  supplied  with 
slate  blackboards  and  with  the  most  approved  patent  seats  and  desks.  In 
addition  to  the  erection  of  new  houses  before  named,  a  number  of  districts 
have  remodeled  and  otherwise  improved  many  of  their  old  buildings. 

In  the  improvement  and  purchase  of  grounds  commendable  progress 
was  made  ;  some  were  fenced  and  planted  with  shade  trees,  and  where 
new  houses  were  built,  larger  grounds  than  heretofore  were  purchased. 

The  utility  of  supplementary  reading  being  generally  recognized,  every 
school  should  have  a  supply  of  it.  Some  schools  have  already  introduced 
it,  and  all  the  others  should,  as  soon  as  possible,  do  the  same.  Libraries  of 
works  of  reference  and  information  should  receive  much  more  attention  at 
the  hands  of  the  people  and  the  school  authorities  than  has  been  accorded 
them  in  the  past. 

The  teachers  of  the  county  and  of  Shamokin  borough  convened  in  a 
joint  institute  at  Sunbury.  The  unusually  large  attendance  at  both  day 
and  evening  sessions  attested  the  interest  taken  in  the  institute  by  teach- 
ers and  citizens.  The  day  sessions  were  devoted  to  practical  school  room 
work  and  those  of  the  evening  to  popular  lectures.  The  instructors  were 
Dr.  E.  E.  Higbee,  Prof.  Wm.  Noetling,  Dr.  A.  N.  Raub,  Rev.  D.  J.  Waller, 
Ji-.,  Dr.  G.  M.  Philips,  Dr.  G.  G.  Groff.  The  evening  lecturers  were  Dr. 
E.  E.  Higbee,  Col.  Geo.  \\.  Bain.  Rev.  Waldo  Messaros  and  Rev.  Russell 
Conwell.  The  exercises  were  interspersed  with  music,  led  by  Prof.  Wm. 
B.  Hall.     Solos  were  sung  by  Prof.  Hall  and  Dr.  Mary  McCay. 
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It  would  be  unjust  to  omit  the  recognition  of  the  valuable  assistance 
rendered  during  the  sessions  of  the  institute  by  Superintendent  W.  F. 
Harpel,  of  Shamokin. 

A  number  of  local  institutes  were  held  ;  all  of  them  were  well  attended, 
and  the  exercises  were  participated  in  by  teachers  and  citizens.  In  my 
opinion  there  is  no  better  way  of  enlisting  the  cooperatioQ  of  the  patroas 
of  the  schools  than  by  meetings  of  this  kind,  and,  would  time  permit, 
aside  from  other  prescribed  work,  a  meeting  for  the  discussion  of  general 
school  affairs,  in  which  patrons,  directors  and  teachers  would  take  part, 
should  annually  be  held  in  every  district. 

About  three  hundred  visits  were  made  to  the  schools.  All  the  schools 
were  visited  once  and  some  twice.  In  this  work  I  pursued  the  same  plan  as 
stated  in  my  last  report,  namely,  gave  special  attention  to  management  and 
methods  of  instruction,  and  gave  such  suggestions  as  I  deemed  necessary. 

In  my  last  year's  report  I  spoke  of  the  necessity  of  teachers  keeping 
themselves  abreast  of  the  times,  by  means  of  the  reading  of  educational 
journals,  and  I  cannot  forbear  again  calling  attention  to  the  matter.  While 
it  is  true  that  during  the  past  year  a  large  number  of  our  teachers  were 
readers  of  educational  literature,  it  is  no  less  true  that  there  were  others 
who  might  have  done  more  than  they  did  in  this  direction. 

I  desire  in  this  report  to  acknowledge  my  appreciation  of  the  assistance 
of  the  teachers  and  directors  in  the  performance  of  my  official  duties.  My 
thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  for  many 
kindnesses  shown. 


PERRY  COUNTY— Emmett  U.  Aumiller. 

The  efforts  of  another  year  have  been  added  to  the  past.  We  can  tell 
•what  has  been  done,  but  who,  beside  the  Omniscient  One,  can  fully  esti- 
mate or  calculate  the  moral  and  intellectual  results  of  a  year's  work  in  one 
hundred  and  eighty-seven  schools?  I  am  certain  that  we  have  held  our 
ground  and  made  some  advancement.  W^e  have  not  the  means  to  sustain 
schools  so  ably  as  is  done  in  some  other  counties,  but  we  have  a  desire  to 
educate,  and  that  is  of  greater  value  than  material  wealth.  The  boys  and 
girls  of  our  county  are  not  without  illustrious  examples  to  stimulate  their 
energies;  for  Perry  county  has  been  represented  on  the  Supreme  Bench  of 
the  State,  it  has  supplied  the  Commonwealth  with  two  governors,  of  whom 
His  Excellency  Gen.  James  A.  Beaver  is  one.  Governor  Bigler  the  other, 
and  till  another  of  its  sons  was  elected  Governor  of  California  in  1851. 
Many  are  the  doctors,  lawyers,  teachers  and  ministers  that  have  gone  out 
from  our  county  to  reflect  honor  and  credit  upon  the  place  of  their  birth. 
These  facts  are  mentioned  not  in  a  spirit  of  boastfulness,  but  as  evidence 
of  the  fact  that  our  youth  are  inspired  by  an  ambition  that  is  turned  to 
good  account  in  the  public  schools. 
6  School  Report. 
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Examinations. 

Nineteen  public  examinations  were  held;  two  hundred  and  two  (202) 
provisional  and  three  (3)  professional  certificates  were  granted.  The  ex- 
amination for  professional  certificate  is  held  near  the  close  of  the  school 
year.  Rigid  requirements  are  maintained  in  regard  to  previous  success, 
ful  experience,  scholarship  and  character.  The  applicant  must  also  be 
able  to  pass  a  successful  examination  in  physical  geography,  algebra,  and 
mental  philosophy,  with  the  privilege  of  adding  any  other  branches  of  the 
elementary  normal  course  in  which  he  may  be  found  proficient.  The 
superintendent's  duties  in  holding  the  examinations  are,  indeed,  onerous. 
This  is  owing  to  the  large  number  of  young  persons  who  present  them- 
selves for  examination,  and  the  fact  that  only  about  one-sixth  {^)  of  our 
teachers  hold  higher  grade  certificates. 

Institutes. 

Only  nine  teachers  were  absent  from  the  county  institute,  of  whom  all 
but  two  gave  resonable  excuses.  The  instructors  were  Dr.  E.  O.  Lyte, 
principal  of  Millersville  normal;  Prof.  C.  H.  Albert,  Bloomsburg  normal; 
Superintendent  J.  A.  Myers,  Mifflin  County ;  Superintendent  A.  J.  Beitzel, 
Cumberland  County;  Superintendent  B.  R.  Johnson,  Union  County;  Mrs. 
Lorah  Vandegrift,  Kennett  Square,  Pa.,  elocutionist,  and  Hon.  Henry 
Houck.  Twenty-one  different  teachers  read  papers  or  discussed  some 
special  feature  of  school  work.  The  evening  lectures  were  delivered  by 
Prof.  Geo.  P.  Bible,  Lock  Haven  State  normal;  Rev.  Waldo  Messaros,  New 
York  city;  Mrs.  Belva  Ann  Lockwood,  Washington,  D.  C,  and  Rev.  A.  A. 
Willets,  Louisville,  Ky.  Altogether  it  was  an  unique  success.  District  in- 
stitutes were  held  at  seven  different  places  in  the  county.  They  were 
more  enthusiastic  in  character,  and  better  attended  than  ever  before.  This 
educational  feature,  instituted  by  Superintendent  Fahnestock,  and  sus- 
tained by  my  predecessor,  Superintendent  Flickinger,  has  now  fully  devel- 
oped into  a  potent  element  for  good. 

Visitations. 

During  the  year  I  made  two  hundred  and  twenty-two  visits,  seeing  all 
the  schools  once  and  a  considerable  number  of  them  twice.  In  fact  I  have 
not  missed  a  single  school  (with  the  exception  of  one  or  two  that  were 
closed)  during  the  five  years  of  my  incumbency. 

Improvements. 

Houses  were  built  in  the  following  districts:  Centre,  two  frame  build- 
ings, one  near  Mannsville,  and  the  other  near  the  former  site  of  Markel's. 
The  locations  of  both  buildings  were  changed  so  as  to  accommodate  the 
pupils  from  Cozier's,  whose  house  was  burned  last  year;  Juniata,  a  brick 
building  erected  some  distance  from  the  former  site  of  Middle  Ridge; 
Liverpool  township,  a  brick  building  to  take  the  place  of  the  old  weather- 
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boarded  log  school-house  at  Earner's;  Spring,  a  brick  house  to  take  the 
place  of  St.  Peters,  the  new  building  having  a  more  favorable  location; 
Toboyne,  a  frame  house  near  the  site  of  old  Fair  View  which  was  burned; 
Tuscarora,  a  brick  house  upon  what  is  known  as  the  "River"  site;  Ty- 
rone, a  frame  house  at  a  new  location  to  be  known  as  Cherry  Hill.  All 
these  buildings  are  neat  and  substantial,  furnished  with  the  most  improved 
patent  seats,  and  a  fair  amount  of  black-board  surface.  Seven  of  the  eight 
have  grounds  of  sufficient  size,  and  are  well  located. 

Schools.    * 

There  are  now  fifty  (50)  graded  and  one  hundred  and  thirty-seven  (137) 
ungradec'  schools.  Of  course  the  best  work  is  done  in  the  graded  schools. 
They  pay  better  salaries,  do  not  employ  so  many  inexperienced  teachers, 
have  longer  terms,  better  equipments,  and  more  thorough  classification;  but 
while  this  is  true,  I  feel  safe  in  asserting  that  the  pupils  in  the  ungraded 
schools,  considering  their  opportunities,  accomplish  proportionately,  the 
greater  amount  of  good. 

Teachers. 

Of  the  teachers  employed,  forty-two  (42)  had  no  previous  experience, 
seventy-seven  (77)  had  taught  from  one  to  five  years,  and  sixty-eight  (68) 
had  five  or  more  years  of  experience.  It  will  be  seen  from  this  that  more 
than  one-fifth  (^)  of  our  teachers  were  beginners,  and  that  they  took  the 
places  of  a  like  number  of  teachers  with  greater  or  less  experience.  There 
is  a  yearly  exodus  of  trained  teachers,  and  I  have  come  to  think  that  school 
teachers  constitute  a  product  indigenous  to  Perry  county.  But  since  the 
supply  is  generous  our  choice  is  not  much  limited,  and  we  have,  consider- 
ing them  as  a  whole,  an  intelligent,  industrious  and  enthusiastic  body  of 
teachers. 

The  People. 

If  you  desire  to  form  a  correct  opinion  of  the  character  and  intelligence 
of  a  community,  visit  the  school  and  you  will  find  it  unerringly  represented. 
Most  of  the  troubles  and  perplexities  of  the  school  are  engrafted  upon  the 
children  in  the  home.  The  subtle  influences  and  prejudices  which  con- 
center at  the  school  house  must  be  analyzed  and  understood  by  the  teacher 
to  insure  him  a  mastery  of  the  situation. 

No  other  institution  is  more  truly  representative  in  its  practical  applica- 
tion than  the  common  school  system  of  our  State.  While  the  people  con- 
form to  the  letter  of  the  law,  they  carry  into  its  execution  the  greatest 
diversity  of  sentiment  and  prejudice.  Hence,  I  assert  that  the  people,  who 
are  sovereign,  must  be  educated  to  a  proper  standard  ere  we  can  realize  the 
fruition  of  a  good  system,  well  conducted.  The  ideas  of  the  people  are 
embodied  in  the  men  whom  they  select  to  constitute  the  board  of  direc'.ors, 
and  I  am  glad  to  state  that  in  our  county  the  office  of  director  is  generally 
looked  upon  as  being  one  that  requires  in  its  holder  the  elements  of  good 
judgment,  honesty  and  intelligence.      The  county  and  district  institutes 
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have  done  much  to  enlarge  and  rectify  the  views  of  the  people;  in  these 
meetings  there  has  been  much  discussion,  and  some  criticism  of  schools, 
teachers,  directors  and  superintendent,  the  result  of  which  is,  that  the 
people  in  more  fully  comprehending  their  oivn  power  and  responsibility, 
have  learned  more  earnestly  to  love  and  sustain  the  schools. 

May  the  day  soon  come  when  all  shall  feel  the  force  of  Whittier's  lines: 

The  riches  of  the  Commonwealth 

Are  free,  strong  minds,  and  hearts  of  health; 

And  more  to  her  than  gold  or  grain, 

The  cunning  hand  and  cultured  brain. 


PIKE  COUNTY— J.  A.  Kipp. 

My  eleventh  year  of  the  superintendency  of  Pike  county,  has  brought 
but  few  changes  since  my  last  report.  Blooming  Grove  and  Palmyra 
districts  have  placed  slate  blackboards  in  their  schools,  and  it  is  a  step 
in  the  right  direction,  it  adds  greatly  to  the  convenience  of  teacher  and 
pupils. 

The  State  appropriation  and  the  limitation  of  mills  on  the  dollar  to  be 
levied  for  school  purposes,  should  be  considered  by  directors  for  the 
increasing  of  apparatus  and  hiring  of  teachers,  as  a  means  from  the  State 
and  people  towards  bettering  the  condition  and  standard  of  our  schools. 
This  means,  by  its  judicial  expenditure,  should  cause  an  increase  of  appa- 
ratus, a  longer  term,  with  better  wages  to  teachers,  the  result  of  which 
would  be  a  higher  standard  of  education. 

Teachers  in  general,  with  but  few  exceptions,  are  industrious  and  endeavor 
to  perform  such  duties  as  are  required  of  them,  and  in  the  main  they  are 
doing  good  work. 

I  The  last  county  institute  was  well  attended  by  teachers  and  citizens. 
The  able  instruction  given  was  a  mental  food  which  we  found  of  great 
value  to  teachers  in  our  visitations  of  schools. 

In  concluding  my  report,  I  must  say  that  during  the  year  I  have  had  the 
encouragement  of  teachers,  directors,  parents,  the  press  and  friends  of 
education  generally,  and  valuable  assistance  from  the  School  Department, 
for  all  which  I  desire  to  express  my  sincere  thanks. 


POTTER  COUNTY— H.  H.  Kies. 

Considerable  improvement  has  been  made  in  building  during  the  past 
year.  Eight  new  houses  have  been  built  and  three  old  ones  remodeled  and 
made  as  good  as  new,  making  eleven  in  all ;  one  each  in  Abbott,  Eulalia, 
Harrison,  Hector,  Hanover,  Pleasant  Valley,  Eoulet,  Summit,  Portage, 
Sylvania  and  Wharton.     All  but  the  one  in  Hector  are  supplied  with  patent 
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furniture.  The  one  in  Portage,  belonging  to  what  is  now  Austin  borough, 
is  a  two  story  building  with  four  rooms,  designed  for  a  graded  school.  The 
one  in  Sylvania  is  a  t\vo- roomed  building,  designed  for  a  graded  school. 
Those  in  Abbott,  Homer,  Koulet,  Summit  and  Wharton  are  first  class  in 
every  respect  and  a  credit  to  the  directors  and  citizens. 

The  principal  faults  of  our  school  buildings  are  the  lack  of  means  of 
ventilation  and  filling  every  part  with  windows.  One  end  of  every  build- 
ing should  be  left  exclusively  for  a  blackboard. 

Some  districts  have  supplied  all  their  houses  with  patent  furniture  ; 
others  are  supplying  one  or  more  each  year.  This  is  a  good  plan  and  should 
be  speedily  followed  by  each  district.  In  some  districts  no  effort  is  made 
in  this  direction,  and  as  a  result  not  a  house  in  the  district  is  suitably 
seated.  Every  school  should  be  provided  with  at  least  three  chairs.  It  is 
somewhat  embarrassing  to  a  teacher  not  to  have  a  chair  to  offer  a  visitor, 
not  to  mention  his  own  comfort.  Allow  me  here  to  beg  the  patrons  to 
make  the  school  a  visit  when  their  children  wish  to  remain  at  home  and 
notice  whether  the  school  room  is  as  pleasant  as  their  own  homes,  or  if 
the  board  bench  is  as  inviting  as  an  easy  chair.  Children,  as  well  as  older 
people,  desire  comfort  and  are  attracted  by  pleasant  environments.  If  these 
are  not  found  at  school,  they  will  be  sought  elsewhere. 

Homer  and  West  Branch  have  placed  unabridged  dictionaries  in  all 
their  schools,  and  Bingham,  counting-house  dictionaries  in  its  schools. 
Besides  these,  more  than  half  the  schools  in  the  county  have  been  supplied 
during  the  year  with  one  or  more  of  the  following :  Complete  school  charts, 
wall  maps  and  Yaggy's  Physiological  Charts.  More  apparatus  has  been 
placed  in  the  schools  this  year  than  during  any  five  previous  years. 
Teachers  will  do  well  to  encourage  the  good  beginning  by  putting  to  right 
use  and  properly  caring  for  the  apparatus  already  furnished. 

I  hope  more  interest  will  be  shown  during  the  coming  year  by  some  of 
the  directors  in  educational  meetings,  and  especially  in  school  visitation. 
It  will  be  a  satisfaction  to  yourselves  and  an  encouragement  to  both  teacher 
and  pupils.  Besides,  the  law  requires  that  the  schools  shall  be  visited 
monthly  by  one  or  more  directors.     Many  schools  are  indifferently  visited. 

Teachers,  as  a  rule,  have  been  successful.  Some  beginners  have  taught 
very  good  schools.  Only  teachers  who  were  prepared  in  theory  of  teaching 
were  given  certificates.  This  step  has  produced  better  methods,  especially 
among  beginners.  Many  teachers  have  found  that  it  pays  to  decorate  the 
school  room  with  drawings,  pictures,  mottoes  and  flowers,  for  it  creates  in 
the  pupils  a  love  for  the  beautiful,  a  love  for  order  and  a  love  for  their 
school.  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  most  of  our  teachers  are  subscribers  for 
and  readers  of  educational  journals. 

The  county  institute  was  held  at  Ulysses,  October  15-19.  Special  com- 
ment is  due  each  instructor  for  valuable  help  offered  the  teachers,  but  space 
does  not  allow  it. 

The  two  semi-annual  meetings  of  the  Teachers'  Association  were  held  at 
Hebron  and  Eleven  Mile. 
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Local  institutes  were  held  at  Ayers'  Hill,  Costello  and  Austin. 

A.  J.  Evans,  editor  of  the  Ulysses  Sentinel,  graciously  opened  his  paper 
to  the  educational  interests  of  the  county,  and  has  personally  conducted 
an  educational  column  each  week,  receiving  contributions  from  the  leading 
teachers  of  the  county. 

I  feel  it  again  necessary  to  call  attention  to  the  great  disadvantages 
arising  from  the  two-term  plan  •utill  common  to  our  country  schools.  It 
deprives  the  majority  of  pupi-s  over  twelve  of  a  half  term's  schooling. 
Non-attendance  of  the  older  pupils  in  summer  may  oEten  result  from  care- 
lessness on  the  part  of  parents,  but  the  divided  term  is  forever  encouraging 
it.  It  leads  to  a  continual  cbange  of  teachers,  a  poorer  one  usually  being 
employed  during  the  summer.  As  a  result,  half  the  pupils  desert  the 
school  and  the  remainder  go  blundering  in  darkness.  Is  it  right  to  com- 
pel the  payment  of  taxes  to  support  a  free  school  system,  yet  have  the 
term  so  arranged  as  to  shut  off,  on  an  average,  nearly  one-third  of  the 
pupils  from  attending  ? 

Open  the  school  about  the  last  week  in  August,  arranging  for  a  week's 
vacation  during  the  institute  and  another  during  the  holidays.  This  will 
give  the  small  pupils  nearly  as  much  pleasant  wepther  for  school  in  fall — 
the  best  season  in  the  year  for  study — as  they  now  have  in  summer,  besides 
leaving  the  large  boys  and  girls  free  to  help  at  home  during  the  busiest 
season  of  the  year.  Then  let  it  be  the  custom  for  all  to  attend  the  entire 
school  term.  I  earnestly  urge  teachers,  directors  and  parents  to  properly 
consider  this  matter.  This  year  will  show  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
schools  having  the  continuous  term. 


SCHUYLKILL  COUNTY— G.  W.  Weiss. 

It  affords  me  pleasure  to  report  a  steady  advance  in  the  efficiency  and 
success  of  every  department.  Our  directors  are  among  the  most  intelli- 
gent and  public-spirited  citizens  of  the  county.  They  are  deeply  interested 
in  our  educational  affairs.  In  the  majority  of  districts  all  that  public  sen- 
timent would  allow  has  been  done  in  behalf  of  our  public  schools. 

As  a  class  our  teachers  have  been  honorable,  faithful  and  efficient,  and 
have  labored  earnestly,  intelligently  and  successfully.  They  recognize  the 
importance  of  receiving  professsonal  training.  The  number  who  avail 
themselves  of  taking  a  course  at  a  State  normal  school  is  annually  increas- 
ing. One  hundred  and  fifty  of  our  best  and  most  progressive  teachers  of 
the  county  took  a  three  weeks'  course  at  the  Pennsylvania  Summer  School 
of  Methods,  held  at  Schuylkill  Haven  during  August  of  1888. 

The  more  intelligent  and  skilful  prosecution  of  their  work,  and  their 
advanced  methods  of  teaching  have  given  renewed  impetus  to  the  educa- 
tional affairs  of  our  county. 
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DiKECTORs'   Association. 

The  Directors'  Association,  which  was  organized  in  our  county  during 
my  administration,  eight  years  ago,  mainly  through  the  influence  of  R.  A. 
Wilder,  Esq.,  of  Cressona,  as  the  first  organization  of  this  kind  in  the 
State,  has  been  a  most  potent  factor  in  the  interest  of  better  schools  and 
equipments.  The  following  is  an  extract  of  the  proceedings  of  the  last 
annual  meeting  : 

"  The  eighth  annual  convention  of  the  Directors'  Association  of  Schuyl- 
kill county  was  held  in  the  court  room  at  Potts ville,  on  November  14,  1S88. 
"  Dr  George  W.  Kennedy,  president  of  the  association,  read  an  able  ad- 
dress on  educational  topics  on  opening  the  covention. 

"The  executive  committee  reported  a  bill,  as  instructed  by  the  preced- 
ing convention,  to  pay  directors  for  attendance  upon  conventions  required 
by  law.     The  report  was  adopted. 

"  Hon.  E.  E.  Higbee,  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  was 
introduced  and  delivered  a  very  able  address  on  school  work  in  the  State 
and  the  duty  of  directors,  embracing  valuable  statistics  of  the  schools  in 
Schuylkill  county.  At  the  close  a  vote  of  thanks  was  tendered  him  by  the 
convention. 

"  An  election  of  officers  to  serve  the  ensuing  year  resulted  in  the  re- 
election of  Dr.  Geo.  W.  Kennedy  as  president.  Capt.  W.  H.  Holmes  was 
elected  vice  president,  R.  A.  AVilder  was  re-elected  secretary  and  P.  J. 
Ferguson  was  elected  treasurer. 

"  The  following  gentlemen  were  elected  the  executive  committee:  E.G. 
Wagner,  Esq.,  chairman,  Dr.  C;  Lenker,  J.  A.  Sullivan,  Esq.,  Hon.  John 
Horn  and  Wm.  Wood,  Esq.  On  motion  the  president  and  secretary  were 
made  ex-officio  members  of  the  executive  committee. 

"  Dr.  C.  Lenker  then  read  his  paper  on  '  The  Employment  of  the  Best 
Teachers  for  the  Primary  Schools.'  This  paper  was  thoroughly  discussed 
by  members,  and  a  large  majority  favored  the  views  of  the  author. 

"At  the  session  in  the  afternoon  R.  A.  Wilder  read  a  paper  on  'The  Re- 
lation  of  Parents  and  Teachers  to  the  Public  Schools.'  The  president  was 
directed  to  have  both  papers  published. 

"  The  number  of  directors  present  at  this  convention  was  greater  than 
had  been  anticipated,  and  the  interest  manifested  in  all  the  proceedings 
indicates  that  directors'  associations  will  long  continue  to  be  a  healthful 
influence  in  promoting  the  cause  of  public  education  in  the  Commonwealth. 
In  the  eight  years  of  its  existence  in  this  county  the  advantages  resulting 
from  the  assemblage  of  directors  to  consider  and  compare  methods  of  in- 
struction and  disoipline  are  very  apparent,  and  the  county  superintendent 
has  received  evidence  of  increased  interest  in  his  visitations,  and  the  very 
marked  improvemenis  about  the  buildings  and  grounds  of  many  districts. 
What  appears  to  be  much  needed  to  forward  the  work  is  legal  authority  to 
cover  the  expense  of  attendanno  upon  the  conventions  out  of  the  district 
treasury.     It  seems  anomalous    rhat  a  director  is   expected  to   pay  all  ex- 
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penses  out  of  his  own  pocket  and  receive  no  compensation  for  service  whea 
every  other  official  in  the  State  is  paid  for  service  and  expenditures. 

Houses. 

Nine  new  school-houses  have  been  erected  during  the  past  year — one  in 
each  of  the  following  districts:  Branch,  Butler,  Eldred,  Hubley,  Kline, 
West  Mahanoy,  North  Manheim,  East  Norwegian  and  Reilly.  Space  for- 
bids to  give  details  of  each  building.  All  are  frame  structures,  pleasantly 
situated,  substantial,  well-ventilated,  and  furnished  with  patent  desks  of 
approved  style,  generally  supplied  with  ample  slate  blackboard  surface, 
and  wainscoted. 

West  Mahanoy  school  directors  erected  an  elegant  two-story  frame 
building,  containing  four  rooms,  an  entrance  hall,  a  recitation  room,  and  a 
basemeut  hall.  Coat  and  apparatus  rooms  are  connected  with  each  room. 
The  inside  of  the  building  is  wainscoted.  All  the  rooms  are  furnished 
with  single  patent  desks,  and  supplied  with  plenty  of  slate  surface.  The 
building  is  heated  with  steam. 

Eldred  erected  a  finely  finished  one-story  frame  building,  twenty- four 
by  thirty -six  feet,  ceiling  twelve  feet.  It  contains  one  main  room,  two 
cloak-rooms  six  by  sixteen  feet,  and  entry  three  by  six  feet.  All  are  wains- 
coted, supplied  with  patent  desks,  and  140  square  feet  of  slate  surface. 

Hubley  built  a  first  class  one-story  frame  building,  twenty-eight  by 
thirty  feet,  ceiling  fourteen  feet.  It  is  wainscoted  with  white  pine,  fur- 
nished with  patent  desks,  and  supplied  with  110  square  feet  of  slate  sur- 
face. 

Branch  directors  constructed  a  one-story  frame  building,  furnished  with 
patent  desks  and  wainscoted.     Entire  cost  $1,000. 

Kline  erected  a  spacious  one-story  frame  building,  thirty  by  forty-two 
feet,  supplied  with  ninety  square  feet  of  slate  surface,  and  furnished  with 
patent  desks. 

Butler  constructed  a  frame  one-room  building,  thirty  by  forty  feet,  fur- 
nished with  patent  desks  and  plenty  of  slate  surface. 

North  Manheim  school  board  erected  a  tine  one-room  building,  thirty  by 
thirty  feet,  ceiling  twelve  feet,  wainscoted,  supplied  with  patent  desks,  and 
ninety  square  feet  of  slate  surface. 

The  directors  under  whose  supervision  the  new  buildings  have  beerk 
erected,  deserve  the  respect  and  thanks  of  their  constituents.  The  good 
work  is  still  continuing.  The  directors  of  Orwigsburg,  Frailey,  Rahn, 
Union,  East  Mahanoy  and  Ryan  districts  are  now  erecting  elegant  school 
buildings.     A  full  account  of  them  will  be  given  in  our  next  annual  report. 

Twenty-two  school  houses  havn  been  refurnished  with  improved  patent 
desks,  in  the  following  districts:  Branch,  Butler,  Eldred,  Hegins,  Hubley, 
Kline,  McKeansburg,  West  Mahanoy,  North  Manheim,  New  Philadelphia, 
Pine  Grove  township,  Reilly  and  Ryan. 

North  Manheim,  Eldred,  Hegins,  Kline,  West  Mahanoy  and  New  Phila- 
delphia districts  have  furnished  all  their  rooms  with  patent  desks. 
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The  directors  of  North  Manheim  have  done  considerable  work  in  re- 
painting their  school  houses  and  improving  their  school  properties. 

Arbor  Day  has  been  generally  observed  throughout  the  county.  Cres- 
sona,  Tremont,  Girardville  and  several  other  districts  had  very  interesting 
exercises,  consisting  of  addresses,  recitations,  music,  etc.,  participated  ia 
by  pupils,  teachers  and  directors,  in  connection  with  the  tree-planting. 

Apparatus. 

Increase  of  apparatus  was  made  in  the  following  districts:  Butler  and 
Eldred,  each,  supplied  one  room  with  slate  surface;  Frackville  purchased 
outline  maps,  anatomical  and  reading  charts;  Gilberton  added  thermome- 
ters; Girardville  four  anatomical  charts  and  Webster's  unabridged  dic- 
tionaries; Norwegian  supplied  each  room  with  sixty-six  square  feet  addi- 
tional slate  surface,  complete  chart,  map  of  Pennsylvania,  barometer  and 
thermometer  and  globe,  and  twenty  sets  of  Appleton's  natural  history  read- 
ers for  supplementary  reading.  New  Philadelphia,  West  Mahanoy  and 
North  Manheim  districts  supplied  slate  surface;   Branch,  molding-pans. 

Hegins'  schools  were  supplied  with  five  physiological  charts.  Hubley 
supplied  one  school  with  slate  surface,  large  outline  maps,  map  of  Penn- 
sylvania, Appleton's  reading  charts  and  numeral  frame;  the  school  of 
Kessler  district  was  supplied  with  one  set  of  physiological  charts;  Land- 
ingville  added  Appleton's  reading  charts;  Kline,  supplementary  readers, 
reading  charts,  boxes  of  forms,  material  for  busy-work,  slate  surface  and 
numeral  frame;  Minersville  schools  received  materials  for  busy- work  and 
books  for  supplementary  reading;  the  high  school  purchased  an  organ  and 
books  for  their  public  school  library;  Pine  Grove  schools  received  outline 
maps  and  slate  surface;  Port  Carbon, three  unabridged  dictionaries  and 
holders;  Porter,  six  unabridged  dictionaries,  five  manikins,  four  hundred 
and  twenty-four  (424)  Johonnot's  supplementary  readers,  and  blinds  for 
all  the  windows;  Rahn,  new  supply  of  free  text  books;  Reilly,  reading 
charts,  thermometers  and  slate  surface;  Rush,  six  sets  of  Bradley's  ana- 
tomical charts;  Schuylkill  Haven,  material  for  busy-work,  supplementary 
books  and  thermometers;  Ry^n,  four  sets  of  anatomical  charts  and  four 
maps  of  Pennsylvania;  Tremont  purchased  Yaggy's  manikin;  Union,  six 
sets  of  anatomical  charts  and  slate  surface;  East  Union,  four  sets  of  ana- 
tomical charts  and  slate  surface  for  all  the  schools — 320|-  square  feet; 
Wayne  supplied  its  schools  with  twelve  (12)  sets  of  physiological  charts; 
Orwigsburg  added  sixty  volumes  to  its  public  school  library,  which  now 
contains  three  hundred  and  sixteen  (316)  volumes.  Daniel  R.  Miller,  Esq., 
school  director  of  Pine  Grove  borough,  presented  the  high  school  with  a 
set  of  outline  maps.     Their  public  school  library  contains  800  volumes. 

More  slate  surface  is  needed  in  many  of  the  schools.  It  is  the  most  essen- 
tial apparatus  to  successful  teaching. 

Institutes. 

The  annual  County  Teachers'  Institute,  which  was  held  in  the  Academy 
of  Music,  Pottsville,  commencing  November  12,  was  one  of  the  largest  and 
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most  interesting  educational  meetings  ever  held  in  the  county.  Of  the  six 
hundred  and  twenty-one  teachers  in  the  county,  six  hundred  and  twenty 
were  present  and  enrolled.  During  the  forenoon  sessions  the  institute  was 
divided  into  four  sections.  The  primary  and  advanced  primary  teachers 
formed  the  first  section;  the  secondary  sub  grammar  school  teachers 
formed  the  second  section;  the  ungraded  school  teachers  formed  the  third 
section;  the  superintendents,  principals  and  high  school  teachers  formed 
the  fourth  section.  Much  that  was  taught  has  already  borne  fruit  in  its 
application  to  the  every-day  work  of  the  school  room.  This  is  the  most 
gratifying  feature  of  the  work  of  the  institute,  and  the  best  measure  of  its 
success. 

One  of  the  most  popular  features  of  our  public  school  work  has  been 
the  holding  of  local  institutes  throughout  the  county.  They  were  inaugu- 
rated in  our  county  seven  years  ago,  and  have  been  of  inestimable  value, 
rendering  special  service  in  educating  public  sentiment  and  arousing  in- 
terest in  public  schools  and  general  education.  Five  such  institutes  were 
held  at  Reedsville,  Sacramento,  Ringtown,  Donaldson  and  Girardville 
during  the  past  year,  with  the  most  favorable  results.  The  exercises  were 
of  a  highly  interesting  and  instructive  character.  The  excellent  class  drills 
of  the  various  teachers  were  well  received,  and  the  essays  and  addresses  of 
teachers,  directors  and  citizens  evinced  careful  preparation.  Hon.  Henry 
Houck,  Dr.  N.  C  Schaeffer,  Dr.  A.  R.  Home  delivered  evening  lectures 
and  gave  instructions  on  methods  of  teaching,  and  Hon.  S.  C.  Kirk  gave 
elocutionary  entertainments.  These  meetings  were  very  largely  attended 
at  the  various  places,  the  spacious  halls  and  churches  were  crowded,  and 
at  Donaldson  and  Girardville  many  people  had  to  be  turned  away  for  want 
of  even  standing  room. 

Exhibits  of  School  Work. 

The  exhibit  of  school  work  of  the  pupils  in  number,  language,  geogra- 
phy, drawing,  writing,  clay  modeling,  etc.,  has  been  a  new  feature  in  con- 
nection with  the  local  institute. 

The  schools  of  Schuylkill  Haven,  Frackville  and  Minersville  appointed 
special  days  for  exhibition  of  work,  inviting  patrons  and  directors  to  in- 
spect it.  The  exhibition  of  work  at  the  local  institutes  and  in  the  above- 
mentioned  boroughs  proved  most  creditable  to  both  teachers  and  scholars, 
and  greatly  exceeded  the  expectations  of  the  patrons. 

Personal  Work. 

I  held  forty-two  public  examinations,  examined  four  hundred  and  eighty- 
eight  (488)  applicants,  of  whom  I  rejected  eighty-six  (86),  and  granted 
certificates  to  four  hundred  and  two  (402).  I  held  one  county  institute, 
five  local  institutes,  attended  the  State  Teachers'  Association  and  the  final 
examination  at  the  Keystone  State  normal  school.  I  visited  all  the  schools 
of  the  county  once,  and  many  of  them  twice.     The  whole  number  of  visits 
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amounted  to  (684)  six  hundred  and  eighty-four.     The  average  time  de- 
voted to  each  visit  was  one  hour  and  thirty  minutes. 

Conclusion. 

Finally,  1  desire  to  make  public  acknowledgment  of  my  indebtedness  to 
directors,  teachers  and  friends  of  education  for  their  many  courtesies  and 
valuable  cooperation.  My  thanks  are  also  due  and  hereby  tendered  to  the 
Department  of  Public  Instruction  for  prompt  counsel  and  favors  received, 
and  to  the  public  press  of  the  county  for  the  interest  manifested  in  popular 
education  by  the  gratuitous  publication  of  items  concerning  the  schools 
and  publishing  reports  of  institutes. 


SNYDEK  COUNTY— Chas.  W.  Hermann. 

No  marked  changes  have  occurred  in  educational  lines  during  the  year. 
In  reviewing  the  year's  work,  we  are  conscious  of  having  grown.  So  long  as 
there  is  growth,  there  is  hope  of  reaching  a  development  in  proportion  to 
the  conditions  of  growth. 

The  efficiency  of  the  public  schools  depends  in  a  large  measure  on  pub- 
lic sentiment;  and  unless  there  is  a  vigorous,  progressive  sentiment  in  favor 
of  efficient  school  facilities,  we  are  not  giving  the  children  of  the  Common- 
wealth the  preparation  for  life  that  is  due  them. 

Directors. 

The  majority  of  our  directors  are  working  earnestly  to  promote  the  use- 
fulness of  the  schools  of  their  district.  The  director  is  an  important  factor 
in  school  work,  and  upon  him  rests  a  large  share  of  the  success  or  failure 
of  the  schools.  An  occasional  visit  shows  interest  in  the  work  and  gives 
encouragement  to  both  teacher  and  pupils. 

The  Teacher 

is  the  most  important  factor  in  school  work.  And  because  of  this  import- 
ance this  question  should  repeatedly  be  asked  and  acted  upon — What 
manner  of  man  should  he  be,  what  manner  of  woman  should  she  be,  whose 
life  is  to  influence  the  lives  of  so  many  boys  and  girls? 

Cheerfulness,  sympathy,  self-control,  quickness  of  perception,  and  right 
motives  combined  with  an  intelligent  insight  into  principles  and  methods 
of  teaching  and  a  true  conception  of  the  ends  and  object  of  education  are 
some  of  the  qualifications  of  those  who  shape  the  destiny  of  the  Republic. 

Directors  should  reward  as  well  as  appreciate  the  work  of  the  true 
teacher.  Many  of  the  best  ones  le^ave  the  county  on  account  of  the  low 
salary,  and  we  cannot  afford  to  lose  them. 

Houses,  Furniture  and  Grounds. 
West  Beaver  township  built  the  only  house  during  the  year.     The  school 
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board  did  not  only  furnish  the  new  house  with  improved  fiirniture,  but  six 
others  in  addition.  The  directors  deserve  a  great  deal  of  credit  for  sup- 
plying these  long-needed  articles. 

Three  new  houses  will  be  built  next  year.  Middleburgh  improved  the 
school  property  by  giving  the  building  a  coat  of  paint,  building  new  out- 
houses, etc.  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  there  are  a  few  houses  that  have  no 
out-buildings  at  all,  and  others  that  have  very  poor  ones  in  bad  condition. 

Out-buildings  should  be  kept  in  good  repair,  and  above  everything  they 
should  be  kept  clean. 

Grounds  are  not  fenced  as  a  general  thing,  and  unless  they  are  they  can 
not  be  improved  to  any  extent. 

A  number  of  trees  were  planted  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  most- 
school  grounds  are  commons. 

The  County  Institute 

was  held  at  Middleburgh,  November  26  to  December  1.  The  attendance  was 
large  the  entire  week.  The  county  institute  is  yearly  becoming  more  pop- 
ular.    All  but  two  teachers  were  in  attendance. 

The  exercises  and  instructions  were  very  interesting  and  thoroughly 
practical.  Instruction  was  given  by  Hon.  Henry  Houck,  Dr.  A.  R.  Horne^ 
Dr.  G.  G.  Groff,  Profs.  Wm.  Noetling,  C.  K  Albert  and  Superintendent 
R.  R.  Johnson. 

Evening  lectures  were  delivered  by  Dr.  E.  E.  Everett,  Hon.  Henry 
Houck,  Rev.  G.  M.  Klepfer  and  Superintendent  B.  R.  Johnson.  Local 
institutes  were  held  in  most  of  the  townships.  These  local  meetings  of 
teachers,  parents  and  children  stimulate  school  activities  very  much.  The 
resources  of  the  county  institute  are  very  limited  and  as  a  necessity  the 
money  to  defray  the  expenses  must  come  from  the  county  treasury. 

Visitations. 

I  made  the  usual  number  of  visits.  I  spent  a  half  day  in  all  the  schools 
the  last  visit,  and  in  a  number  of  schools  the  first  visit.  Many  directors 
visited  with  me.     I  found  but  few  parents  in  the  schools. 

In  Memoriam. 

Death  removed  one  of  our  most  devoted  directors,  Mr.  A.  H.  Trexler,  of 
Monroe  township.  He  was  an  excellent  school  man.  He  is  dead,  but  his 
example  still  lives. 

Professional  Reading. 

No  teacher  can  live  completely,  educationally,  without  professional  study. 
Journals  must  not  only  be  read,  but  what  is  valuable  must  be  digested  and 
assimilated.  Journals  are  great  helps  if  properly  used.  I  am  glad  to  say 
that  a  large  majority  of  our  teachers  read  professional  literature. 

Conclusion. 

In  some  districts  six  months  appear  to  be  too  long  judging  from  the  at- 
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tendance.     Parents    should  see  that  in  order  to  reap  the  benefit  of  the 
school  the  children  must  attend. 

Several  schools  were  very  much  crippled  by  epidemic  diseases.  I  extend 
my  sincere  thanks  to  directors  and  teachers  for  their  numberless  courtesies 
and  hearty  cooperation,  to  the  public  press  of  the  county  for  the  interest 
manifested  in  behalf  of  our  schools,  and  to  the  Department  of  Public  Iq- 
struction  for  assistance.  With  the  hope  that  the  coming  year  will  bring 
richer  and  nobler  results  I  submit  this  report. 


SOMERSET  COUNTY— J.  M.  Berkey. 

The  school  work  of  our  county  during  the  past  year  has  moved  along 
quietly,  yet  in  many  respects  effectively.  Seven  new  scliool  houses  were 
built,  eleven  rooms  supplied  with  patent  furniture  and  quite  a  large  num- 
ber of  schools  furnished  with  needed  apparatus.  Three  districts,  Myers- 
dale,  Rockwood  and  Berlin,  adopted  courses  of  study,  and  now  have,  with 
Somerset,  thoroughly  graded  schools. 

The  adoption  of  graded  courses  of  study  by  a  number  of  our  borough 
districts  has  been  the  most  decided  step  in  the  educational  progress  of 
recent  years.  In  each  case,  the  effect  upon  the  schools  has  been  most 
marked  and  satisfactory,  and  the  results  have  been  more  regular  attendance 
and  better  work  on  the  part  of  pupils,  increased  interest  in  the  community 
and  more  united  and  intelligent  cooperation  of  all  the  school  forces  in  the 
advancement  of  the  schools.  The  application  of  the  graded  system  to  the 
schools  of  Somerset  county  is  no  longer  a  doubtful  experiment,  but  a  de- 
cided success,  and  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  this  line  of  school  manage- 
ment will  continue  until  every  school  in  the  county  will  be  regulated  by  a 
course  of  study,  and  every  pupil  in  them  encouraged  and  directed  by  a 
well-adapted  and  progressive  line  of  school  work.  To  make  the  system 
effective  in  the  rural  districts,  however,  the  townships  will  need  just  what 
the  larger  boroughs  have — a  principal  or  district  superintendent  to  regu- 
late the  schools  of  the  entire  district  and  to  assist  in  uniting  and  stimu- 
lating the  educational  agencies  in  each  school.  This,  as  a  matter  of  course, 
would  involve  additional  expense;  nevertheless,  I  believe  it  would  be  real 
economy  for  one,  or  several  districts  combined,  to  have  a  local  superin- 
tendent. It  is  the  lack  of  efficient  local  supervision,  that  is  to-day  the 
most  prominent  weakness  in  our  country  schools. 

The  county  institute  was  held  during  the  first  week  of  January,  and 
was  pronounced  by  all  one  of  the  most  enthusiastic  and  successful  meet- 
ings of  recent  years.  The  instructors  were  Hon.  Henry  Houck,  Dr.  S.  A. 
Baer,  Prof.  S.  S.  Neflf,  Dr.  T.  B.  Noss,  Mrs.  Mary  L.  Hunt  and  Prof.  C.  C. 
Case.  Evening  lectures  were  delivered  by  Dr.  Geo.  T.  Dowling,  Rev. 
Robert  Nourse,  Hon.  Daniel  Dougherty  and  Hon.  R.  G.  Horr. 

Quite  a  large  number  of  local  institutes  and  educational  meetings  were 
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held  throughout  the  county  during  the  year.  At  the  opening  of  the  school 
term  the  county  was  divided  into  eleven  sections  or  districts,  and  a  com- 
mittee of  teachers  appointed  to  prepare  a  programme  and  arrange  for  an  in- 
stitute in  each  section,  the  dates  having  been  fixed  in  advance.  All  the 
meetings  were  well  attended,  not  only  by  teachers  and  directors,  but  by 
the  public  generally,  and  were  doubtless  productive  of  much  good.  The 
same  plan  will  be  continued  through  the  next  term. 

The  salaries  of  teachers  were  slightly  advanced  in  a  majority  of  the 
districts;  but  it  is  evident  that  they  are  yet  much  below  the  standard  of 
true  economy  for  our  schools.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  State  is  ex- 
tending more  liberal  aid,  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  the  advance  will  be 
much  more  decided  in  the  future. 

The  greatest  hindrance  to  the  general  progress  of  our  schools  is  irregu- 
lar attendance.  The  cause  for  this  is  not  so  much  lack  of  interest  on  the 
part  of  pupils  or  inefficiency  of  teachers,  as  a  lack  of  educational  interest 
on  the  part  of  parents.  It  is  evident  that  the  laboring  people,  as  a  class, 
do  not  yet  fully  appreciate  the  use  and  value  of  a  common  school  training 
in  the  practical  pursuits  of  life.  The  prevailing  idea  is  the  farm  or  work- 
shop first  and  the  school  only  after  the  work  is  done.  When  once  the 
sons  and  daughters  of  toil  realize  fully  that  they  will  prosper  in  life  just 
in  proportion  as  they  mix  brain  with  muscle,  mind  with  body,  thought  with 
labor,  then,  and  not  till  then,  will  the  public  schools  receive  from  them 
proper  recognition  and  support. 

There  are  many,  too  many,  in  our  land  to-day  who  can  do  nothing  else 
than  work  with  their  hands,  and  they  are  to  be  pitied — not  because  they 
are  toilers,  for  to  labor  is  duty,  the  common  lot  of  all  and  a  blessing  to 
humanity — but  because  they  lack  the  mental  and  moral  power  to  control 
and  direct  the  forces  about  them;  they  lack  the  ability  to  manage,  to 
economize  and  to  improve  their  condition  as  they  have  opportunity.  We 
need,  therefore,  as  leaders  and  workers  in  the  cause  of  popular  education, 
to  develop  in  every  community  a  sentiment  in  favor  of  a  common  school 
training  that  will  clearly  establish  the  fact  that  a  well-disciplined  brain,  a 
vr ell  stored  mind  is  of  more  real  value  in  any  sphere  of  life  than  the  few 
dollars  that  may  be  gained  at  the  expense  of  such  training.  If  we  would 
make  substantial  progress  in  our  schools  we  must  have  the  support  of  an 
intelligent  public  sentiment  to  sustain  our  advancing  steps;  we  must  work 
not  only  for  but  with  the  people  in  the  building  up  of  better  schools.  To 
this  end  we  need  to  have  not  only  good  workers  and  good  work  in  the 
school  room,  but  we  must  take  active  measures  to  have  that  work  recog- 
nized and  appreciated  by  those  who  support  and  patronize  the  schools. 
We  will  continue,  therefore,  to  encourage  ail  proper  means  to  reach  the 
public  mind,  to  touch  the  public  conscience,  to  open  the  public  purse. 

In  conclusion  let  me  say  that  while  the  educational  progress  of  the  year 
has  not  been  so  decisive  as  it  might  have  been,  yet  I  believe  sufficient  ad- 
vancement has  been  made  to  encourage  the  educational  forces  of  our 
county  to  work  for  still  better  results  during  the  coming  year. 
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SULLIVAN  COUNTY— Moses  R.  Black. 

Although  some  of  our  schools  did  not  do  the  work  we  expected,  yet  the 
general  average  is  good,  and  we  feel  safe  in  saying  that  the  public  schools 
of  the  county  were  never  on  better  footing  than  they  are  to-day. 

Two  new  houses  were  built  during  the  year,  one  in  Elkland  and  one  in 
Shrewsbury.  Several  old  houses  were  repaired  and  supplied  with  new 
patent  furniture. 

While  there  is  a  lack  of  apparatus  in  all  the  schools,  that  want  is  begin- 
ning to  be  supplied,  as  seven  districts  supplied  their  houses — lifty-one  in 
all — with  physiological  charts,  at  a  cost  of  thirty  dollars  each,  which  will  be 
a  very  valuable  assistant  to  the  live  and  earnest  teacher. 

A  great  difficulty  attending  the  successful  management  of  the  schools  is 
the  matter  of  wages.  There  is  not  a  position  in  the  public  schools  of  this 
county  in  which  the  teacher  gets  a  sufficient  salary  to  maintain  a  small 
family  :  and  the  result  is  the  teacher  makes  it  either  a  secondary  employ- 
ment or  uses  it  as  an  assistant  to  something  more  permanent  or  remunera- 
tive. While  it  is  true  that  taxes  do  seem  burdensome  to  many,  yet  until 
teachers  are  employed  for  a  longer  term  and  at  more  remuneratives  wages, 
the  schools  of  the  county  will  never  reach  that  degree  of  siiccess  which  is 
to  be  desired. 

In  many  of  our  schools  a  different  teacher  is  employed  each  year,  and 
sometimes  the  term  is  divided,  and  a  new  teacher  for  each  term  employed. 
/This  is  not  as  it  should  be  ;  where  a  teacher  has  been  reasonably  success- 
ful, it  would  be  better  to  retain  him  two  or  more  terms  in  the  same  school. 

Another  difficulty  is  irregular  attendance.  Some  parents  do  not  com- 
prehend the  importance  of  regular  attendance,  and,  upon  the  slightest 
pretext,  keep  their  childi'en  out  of  school  for  days  at  a  time,  thus  causing 
them  to  lose  much  of  the  instruction  of  the  term,  and  also  to  act  as  a  hin- 
drance to  the  general  progress  and  success  of  the  school. 

Nearly  all  the  schools  were  visited  twice,  and  a  large  number  of  them 
three  times.  In  many  of  these  visits  I  was  accompanied  by  one  or  more 
directors  of  the  district. 

The  annual  county  institute  convened  in  Gray's  Hall,  at  Dushore,  and 
remained  in  session  five  days.  In  many  respects  it  was  one  of  the  most 
successful  conventions  ever  held.  The  fact  that  the  attendance  of  teachers 
was  fully  equal  to  that  of  former  years,  speaks  well  for  the  degree  of 
appreciation  in  which  this  work  is  held  by  them.  The  topics  discussed 
were  comprehensive  and  practical,  and  the  benefits  of  the  institute  were 
plainly  apparent  in  my  subsequent  visits  to  the  schools. 

Local  institutes  were  held  in  different  parts  of  the  county.  They  were 
reasonably  well  attended. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  teachers  for 
their  uniform  good  will ;  to  the  school  directors  for  their  faithful  support 
and  generous  hospitality ;  to  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  for 
courtesy  and  counsel,  and  to  the  newspapers  of  the  county  for  the  kindness 
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they  have  shown  me,  as  well  as  for  the  influence  they  exert  in  behalf  of  the 
educational  interests  of  the  county. 


SUSQUEHANNA  COUNTY— U.  B.  Gillet. 

It  is  perhaps  too  early  to  estimate  satisfactorily  the  expected  beneficial 
result  of  the  increased  State  appropriation.  The  financial  reports  of  many 
districts  last  year  indicated  debt  balances,  and  the  temptation  to  get  out 
of  debt  has  doubtless  delayed  the  expected  use  of  this  money.  There  is 
no  district,  however,  in  which  the  tax  rate  has  been  diminished  in  antici- 
pation of  the  increased  appropriation,  and  the  reports  are  this  year  more 
prolific  in  credit  balances. 

In  a  few  districts  the  length  of  the  school  term  has  been  increased,  and 
in  more  a  small  increase  of  teachers'  salaries  has  been  reported,  also  quite 
an  amount  has  been  expended  for  needed  maps,  charts,  etc.  Taking  into 
consideration  all  of  the  evidence  received,  it  would  seem  to  be  safe  to 
promise  that  Susquehanna  county  will  at  any  time  be  able  to  give  a 
creditable  account  of  all  the  money  received  through  the  generosity  of  the 
State. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  the  constantly  increasing  zeal  shown  by  those 
who  are  preparing  to  teach.  Unusually  large  numbers  have,  during  the 
past  year,  been  in  attendance  at  normal  and  academic  schools  ;  also,  many 
of  our  graded  schools  are  doing  commendable  work  by  organizing  teachers' 
classes,  to  which  special  instruction  is  given.  But  few  attempt  to  enter 
the  teachers'  ranks  who  have  not  had  more  or  less  special  training  for  the 
work,  take  educational  papers,  read  some  standard  book  upon  school 
management,  attend  institutes  and  try  to  get  in  line  with  the  spirit  of  the 
times. 

Our  graded  schools  are  doing  much  to  elevate  public  sentiment.  The 
thorough  and  systematic  work  they  are  enabled  to  do  attracts  many  pupils 
from  surrounding  districts,  and  the  graduating  exercises  held  by  many  of 
them  add  an  incentive  to  longer  continuance  in  school  and  more  persistent 
study  than  would  otherwise  bo  obtained. 

Why  may  not  the  district  schools  systematize  their  work  so  as  to  have 
"grades"  to  aspire  to,  and  a  definite  course  of  study  to  be  completed, 
which  should  entitle  the  pupil  to  some  testimonial  signed  by  teacher  and 
directors  ? 

Some  progress  is  being  made  in  the  way  of  grading  teachers'  salaries, 
taking  scholarship,  theory  and  successful  practice  as  a  basis.  No  marked 
improvement  in  teachers  as  a  class  need  be  expected  until  the  best  teaching 
is  rewarded  by  better  pay  than  the  poorest. 

Our  .institute  could  not  \^eil  be  otherwise  than  successful  with  our  excel- 
lent corps  of  instructors  :  Dr.  Edward  Brooks,  Professors  Alex.  E.  Frye 
and  S.  S.  Neff,  together  with  ex  Superintentent  B.  E.  James,  Principals 
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Thorp,  Thomas,  Cargill,  Cook,  Replogle,  Fessenden  and  others.  Lectures 
by  Mr.  F.  M.  Davenport,  Rev.  Robert  Nourse  and  Col.  Con  well.  Enrol- 
ment, 3G9. 

About  thirty  local  institutes  vi^ere  held  in  the  county  during  last  winter. 
Teachers,  directors  and  patrons  united  in  their  efforts  to  make  them  sources 
of  power,  and  especially  is  much  ci'edit  dne  to  the  older  teachers  and 
principals  of  graded  schools  for  their  untiring  and  intelligent  efforts  to 
make  these  meetings  a  success. 

The  Soldiers'  Orphan  School  at  Harford  is  evidently  still  doing  excellent 
work,  as  was  clearly  shc^n  at  their  annual  examination.  The  pupils  looked 
to  be  healthy  and  happy,  and  their  deportment  gave  abundant  proof  of 
good  discipline. 

On  the  whole,  the  history  of  the  educational  interests  of  our  county 
during  the  past  year  indicates  steady  advancement,  and  suggests  improve- 
ments to  be  hoped  for,  but  which,  the  "600- word  limit"  will  not  allow  to 
be  discussed  in  this  report. 


TIOGA  COUNTY— M.  F.  Cass. 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  be  able  to  state,  in  submitting  this  annual 
report,  that  the  educational  work  of  this  county  is  growing  in  usefulness. 
Many  who  have  heretofore  seemed  lukewarm  have  become  awakened  and 
are  exerting  themselves  for  the  improvement  of  the  schools. 

The  work  of  rightly  training  the  youth  of  our  land  is  the  great  mission 
of  our  people.  Many  are  beginning  to  realize  this.  The  work  grows  in 
importance  and  usefulness  as  the  people  come  to  engage  more  and  more 
in  it. 

There  is  in  Tioga  county  a  general  demand  for  more  and  better  schools. 
With  the  exception  of  those  districts  where  the  authorities  are  controlled 
by  a  few  selfish  persons  who  have  money,  hence  influence,  and  no  children, 
and  who  are  too  short-sighted  to  see  the  benefit  derived  fi'om  the  f=chool  to 
the  community,  there  is  a  disposition  to  give  the  boys  and  girls  at  least 
nine  months  school  per  year. 

We  have  one  graded  school  which  is  open  six  months  of  the  year,  while 
most  of  the  district  schools  are  open  from  seven  to  ten.  Any  board  of 
directors  should  give  the  matter  conscientious  thought  before  deciding  to 
fix  the  term  less  than  nine  months.  No  board  does  its  full  duty  to  the 
rising  generation  which  does  not  furnish  school  more  than  one  hundred 
and  twenty  of  the  three  hundred  and  sixty-five  days  of  the  year — less  than 
one  third  of  the  time  ;  twice  as  much  time  in  which  to  forget   as  to  learn. 

Much  credit  is  due  tnany  of  our  officers  for  the  zeal  manifested  in  fur- 
nishing our  school  rooms  with  apparatus  for  the  aid  of  the  teacher.  This 
is  a  very  encouraging  feature  ;  but  pardon  a  caution  or  suggestion  in 
7  School  Report. 
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regard  to  the  selection  and  purchase  of  helps.  Many  of  our  houses  are 
furnished  with  "White's  Manikin"  or  " Yaggy's  Anatomical  Study,"  or 
some  such  article,  where  a  Webster's  dictionary  and  a  good  blackboard  are 
strangers. 

Give  us  such  apparatus  as  is  most  needed  and  useful,  such  as  can  be 
furnished  at  reasonable  prices,  and  give  those  agents  who  corae  and  ask 
four  or  five  hundred  per  cent,  profit  for  an  article,  the  slip.  I  have  been 
compelled  to  say  to  some  of  my  own  teachers,  who  have  been  prevailed 
upon  to  become  agents,  that  the  article  they  are  trying  to  get  me  to  recom- 
mend is  not  worth  one -fifth  of  what  they  ask  for  it.  Would  it  not  be  well 
for  each  board  to  appropriate  such  a  sum  as  it  could  afford  for  the  pur- 
chase of  apparatiis  and  then  have  a  meeting  of  the  directors  and  teachers 
for  the  purpose  of  making  the  selection,  no  agent  being  allowed  to  attend 
such  meeting. 

In  some  localities  patrons  have  aided  directors  in  making  the  school  the 
center  of  interest  to  that  degree  that  it  has  become  the  controlling  power 
in  the  community.  Farmers,  merchants,  mechanics,  ministers,  in  fact  all, 
have  interested  themselves  in  planting  trees,  beautifying  the  house  outside 
and  inside  until  everybody  is  proud  to  invite  those  from  abroad  to  come 
and  visit  our  school.     Thus  the  good  work  goes  on. 

But  few  houses  have  been  built  during  the  year,  but  all  have  been  well 
arranged  for  the  district  in  which  they  are  located.  Could  there  be  some 
way  by  which  the  work  of  teaching  might  become  more  lucrative  and  per- 
manent, less  superficial  teaching  would  be  done.  A  six  months'  school 
year  divided  into  two  terms,  and  a  teacher  not  certain  of  only  one  of  these, 
with  fifteen  dollars  per  month  and  board  around,  is  not  a  very  encouraging 
outlook  for  an  enterprising  young  man  or  woman. 

Our  county  institute  is  well  supported  by  teachers  and  people.  I  hope 
the  directors  of  the  county  will  take  more  interest  in  the  matter  and  feel 
it  their  duty  to  attend  and  heartily  support  the  same.  All  but  twelve  of 
our  teachers  were  present  at  the  last  institute,  and  we  are  expecting  them 
all  next  time. 

The  Mansfield  agricultural  fair  has  instituted  an  educational  depart- 
ment. Last  year  we  witnessed  the  first  display,  which,  though  hurriedly 
arranged,  met  with  great  favor.  We  apprehend  that  this  feature  of  the 
fair  will  result  in  much  benefit  to  the  work  of  the  schools. 

I  have  made  four  hundred  and  fifty-one  visits  to  schools,  held  twenty- 
nine  public  examinations,  attended  fourteen  local  institutes,  one  county 
institute,  the  final  examinations  at  the  Mansfield  State  normal  school 
and  Soldiers'  Orphan  School,  besides  doing  office  work,  during  the  past  year. 

The  normal  school,  the  soldiers'  orphan  school  and  the  Wellsboro'  high 
school  has  each  accomplished  a  good  year's  wcrkof  teaching  and  studying. 
The  work  of  teachers  and  pupils  is  worthy  of  special  mention. 

Allow  me  to  extend  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  many  loyal  teachers,  direc- 
tors and  patrons  who  have  so  nobly  aided  in  carrying  out  reforms,  and  for 
their  friendly  acts  and  encouraging  woids;  to  the  twelve  thousand  bright, 
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healthy  boys  and  girls  for  their  kindly  greetings  and  courteons  treatment, 
and  to  the  Department  for  the  readiness  with  which  it  has  responded  to 
every  request. 


UNION  COUNTY— B.  R.  Johnson. 

In  submitting  to  the  public  my  sixth  annual  report,  I  am  pleased  to  note 
that  no  backward  steps  -have  been  taken  by  those  having  charge  of  the 
school  interests  of  this  county.  Every  citizen  of  this  great  Commonwealth 
will  be  directly  benefited  by  the  recent  act  which  increases  the  appropria- 
tion from  one  and  a  half  millions  to  two  millions  of  dollars.  May  the  hope 
be  realized,  that  better  teachers,  better  schools  and  longer  terms  may  re- 
sult from  such  munificent  legislation. 

Since  June  1,  1888,  the  schools  of  Cowan  and  New  Columbia  have  been 
graded;  also  the  course  of  study  for  the  Mifflinburg  schools  has  been  re- 
vised. 

During  the  year  twenty- three  young  ladies  and  gentlemen  have  gradu- 
ated from  the  schools  of  Lewisburg,  Mifflinburg,  Hartleton,  Cowan,  New 
Columbia  and  Laurelton.  Under  the  management  of  Messrs.  D.  P.  Sta- 
pleton,  Edwin  Paul,  M.  E.  Shaughnessy,  H.  F.  Derk,  Pharos  F.  Eauck  and 
Miss  Sailie  C.  Guss,  these  schools  have  done  commendable  work. 

Many  of  our  teachers  being  fully  alive  to  the  interests  committed  to 
them,  realize  that  teaching  implies  more  than  hearing  recitations,  and,  as 
a  consequence,  have  been  quick  to  discern  their  special  needs;  hence,  con- 
siderable attention  has  been  given  to  the  study  of  music,  science  of  govern- 
ment, English  literature,  political  economy  and  mind  culture. 

A  summary  of  the  year's  work  is  herewith  presented  for  the  benefit  of 
the  public:  Number  of  public  examinations  held,  fifteen;  number  of  spe- 
cial examinations,  four;  number  of  teachers  receiving  certificates,  eighty- 
one;  number  of  visits  made  to  schools,  226;  number  of  directors  accom- 
patiying  superintendent,  sixty-seven;  number  of  official  letters  written, 
600;  number  of  educational  meetings  attended,  forty-seven;  number  of 
days  spent  in  office  work,  seventy-seven;  number  of  days  spent  in  official 
duties,  254. 

I  have  been  greatly  aided  and  encouraged  by  the  hearty  cooperation  of 
teachers,  directors,  the  willing  help  afforded  by  the  county  papers,  and  the 
kind  hospitality  of  the  people. 

M;iy  the  four  thousand  girls  and  boys  whom  I  have  met  in  the  various 
schools  be  true  to  themselves,  loyal  to  their  teachers,  obedient  to  their 
parents  and  faithful  to  God. 

Since  our  magnificent  system  of  public  education  is  so  interwoven  with 
our  country's  "  weal  or  woe  "  as  to  be  a  part  of  its  very  fiber,  it  seems  to 
me  that  any  misgivings  or  forebodings  touching  its  present  utility  or 
future  welfare,  are  met  and  put  to  rest  by  the  spirit  of  faith  and  trust  so 
aptly  set  forth  in  the  appended  quotation: 
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"  Fear  not  each  sudden  sound  and  shock; 
'Tis  of  the  wave,  and  not  the  rock; 
'Tis  but  the  flapping  of  the  sail, 
And  not  a  rent  made  by  the  gale. 
In  spite  of  rock  and  tempest  roar, 
In  spite  of  false  lights  on  the  shore, 
Sail  on,  nor  fear  to  breast  the  sea, 
Our  hearts,  our  hopes,  are  all  with  thee." 


VENANGO  COIJNTY— Geo.  B.  Lord. 

It  affords  me  much  pleasure  in  this  report  to  speak  of  the  continued 
progress  and  well  being  of  our  schools. 

The  increase  in  the  State  appropriation  has  been  generally  expended  in 
either  lengthening  the  term  or  in  purchasing  suitable  apparatus  for  the 
use  of  the  schools. 

In  no  case  has  the  local  taxation  been  lessened,  but  on  the  contrary  the 
extra  aid  seems  to  have  been  a  stimulus  to  both  directors  and  people  to 
make  their  schools  more  worthy  of  support. 

During  the  year  seventy-two  copies  of  the  "  Complete  Chart "  have  been 
put  in  use  in  different  districts,  and  in  every  case  they  have  received  the 
highest  commendation  from  both  teachers  and  directors.  Several  other 
districts  have  expressed  their  intention  to  purchase  the  same  charts  in 
time  for  the  opening  of  the  fall  terms. 

Other  apparatus  and  furniture  have  been  purchased  more  liberally  than 
usual  throughout  the  county,  and  the  different  school  libraries  have  been 
largely  increased  during  the  year. 

Institutes. 

Our  county  institute  was  once  more  a  decided  success  in  every  way,  but 
four  teachers  being  absent,  and  nearly  the  entire  force  present  at  the  open- 
ing and  remaining  until  the  closing  session. 

The  instruction  was  earnest  and  practical,  the  attention  of  the  very  best 
and  the  good  fruit  it  has  produced  is  plainly  seen  in  nearly  every  school  in 
the  county. 

The  only  trouble  we  experienced  was  in  the  outside  attendance  being  so 
large  that  we  could  not  properly  accommodate  all  in  our  court  house, 
sometimes  two  or  three  hundred  people  being  compelled  to  stand  nearly 
the  whole  afternoons. 

A  series  of  local  institutes  was  organized  at  this  time  which  were  con- 
ducive of  great  good  in  the  different  sections  of  the  county. 

All  were  largely  attended  by  teachers,  directors  and  citizens,  and  in 
every  way  they  were  enthusiastic,  profitable  meetings. 

School  Houses. 

Three  new  houses  were  erected  in  Pine  Grove  township,  two  in  Presi- 
dent, two  in  Cornplanter  and  one  each  in  Plum  and  Jackson.

All  are  good  commodious  buildings,  well  lighted  and  well  ventilated, 
with  good  blackboards  and  first-class  patent  furniture. 

Several  others  will  be  erected  this  coming  summer,  and  at  this  writing 
the  last  house  marked  "  unfit  for  use  "  has  disappeared,  and  in  its  place  we 
will  have  one  of  the  best  country  school  houses  ever  built  in  the  county. 

Attendance. 

Our  schools  have  generally  sustained  their  high  average  and  percentage 
of  attendance,  but  in  two  localities  serious  epidemics  of  scarlet  fever  and 
diphtheria  compelled  the  closing  of  the  schools  from  two  to  six  weeks,  and 
on  reopening  the  attendance  was  much  decreased  and  very  irregular. 

During  the  year  I  have  visited  every  school  in  the  county  once,  except- 
ing two  which  were  closed  temporarily,  and  a  large  number  have  had  a 
second  visit. 

Where  beginners  are  employed  I  try  to  call  upon  them  as  early  in  the 
term  as  possible,  give  all  the  aid  I  can  and  then  make  a  second  visit  to- 
ward the  close  of  the  term,  observing  carefully  if  improvement  has  been 
made.  A  large  number  of  our  young  people  have  been  in  attendance  at 
the  normal  schools,  colleges  and  academies  of  this  section,  and  four  vex'y 
good  schools  for  teachers  have  been  in  session  for  ten  and  twelve  week 
terms  in  different  portions  of  the  county. 

At  my  last  examination,  held  June  29,  fifteen  out  of  [a  class  of  twenty- 
seven  were  fresh  from  normal  school  or  college,  Edinboro',  Clarion  and 
Grove  City  being  represented  while  most  of  the  remainder  were  students 
from  the  different  county  normals. 

On  the  whole  the  outlook  for  the  coming  year  seems  full  of  promise  for 
more  and  better  work  than  ever  before. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  return  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  State  Depart- 
ment for  uniform  courtesy  and  kindness,  to  the  directors  and  citizens  for 
their  cordial  aid  and  friendly  hospitality  and  to  the  tetichers  of  the  county 
who  have  striven  so  earnestly  to  make  of  themselves  and  their  schools  the 
very  best  possible.. 


WARREN  COUNTY— H.  M.  Putnam. 

In  submitting  this  report  I  labor  under  a  disadvantage,  from  the  fact 
that  I  have  held  the  ofiice  but  a  short  time,  and  must  necessarily  base  my 
report  on  data  furnished  by  others.  To  the  retiring  superintendent,  Mr. 
Arird,  my  thanks  are  due  for  the  aid  he  has  given  me  in  this  and  many 
other  duties. 

The  schools  of  the  county  are  in  excellent  condition  generally.  The  sen- 
timent of  teachers,  directors  and  patrons  seems  to  be  toward  improving 
school  property  and  generally  advancing  school  work.  The  length  of  term 
has  been  increased,  salaries  of  teachers  raised  and  a  better  class  of  teach- 
ers secured.     The  work  and  manifest  interest  of  our  teachers  convince  me 
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that  our  schools  are  advancing,  and  that  Warren  county  will  ere  long  be 
able  to  boast  as  good  schools  as  any  of  her  sister  counties.  To  this  end  it 
is  hoped  that  directors  will  look  to  the  marking  of  certificates  in  hiring 
teachers,  especially  in  engaging  those  with  whom  they  are  not  acquainted. 
It  is  one  test,  at  least,  and  a  teacher  that  lacks  ambition  to  make  a  certifi- 
cate better,  usually  lacks  energy  to  make  a  successful  school. 

Improvements. 

During  the  year  the  following  districts  have  erected  new  buildings: 
Conewango,  one;  Columbus  township,  one;  Cory  don,  one;  Deerfield,  one; 
Glade,  two;  Spring  Creek,  two.  Spring  Creek  has  also  erected  new  wood- 
sheds at  all  buildings  and  otherwise  improved  school  property.  All  build- 
ings erected  are  siabstantial  structures  and  well  adapted  to  their  purpose. 
The  large  number  of  school  rooms  that  are  papered  and  furnished  with  im- 
proved furniture  surprised  me.  It  is  one  of  the  most  encouraging  features 
of  the  year's  work  to  see  that  school  boards  are  taking  pains  to  make  our 
school  rooms  pleasant  and  attractive.  During  the  year  some  one  hundred 
and  twenty  improved  school  charts  have  been  put  in  the  schools,  at  a  cost 
of  $1,800.  Yaggy's  anatomical  charts  have  been  purchased  in  "Watson, 
l^iozua.  Glade  and  other  districts. 

Arbor  Day  was  observed  in  many  places,  and  much  has  been  done  in  the 
way  of  improving  yards,  etc.  There  is  still  room  for  much  work,  and  I 
earnestly  request  teachers  to  bring  this  to  the  attention  of  directors  and 
patrons,  and  endeavor  to  make  our  school  grounds  as  they  should  be, 
pleasant  and  inviting. 

The  industrial  work  in  the  Tidioute  school  has  made  rapid  progress 
during  the  year,  and  much  has  been  done  to  prove  the  value  and  demon- 
strate the  feasibility  of  introducing  manual  training  in  our  schools.  Dur- 
ing the  winter  their  school  building  was  damaged  by  fire.  The  repairs 
and  changes  that  followed  were  made  by  the  industrial  department,  the 
boys  of  the  school  doing  most  of  the  work.  Much  praise  is  due  those  citi- 
zens of  Tidioute  who  furnish  financial  aid  for  this  work. 

The  Warren  schools  made  a  good  record  during  the  year.  Among  other 
things  they  have  introduced  Prang's  system  of  drawing.  A  very  credit- 
able display  of  the  work  accomplished  in  this  department  was  made  last 
fall. 

The  county  institute  was  held  in  Warren  November  19-24,  and  was  well 
attended  by  a  class  of  en'ergetic  teachers.  Some  250  were  enrolled,  and  all 
seemed  alive  to  the  fact  that  it  was  a  week  of  work.  Dr.  Mary  Allen,  Profs. 
Miller  and  Crawford,  Mrs.  Hawkins,  Miss  McConkey  and  others  did  excel- 
lent work  as  instructors.  The  teachers  that  presented  papers  showed  by 
their  work  that  they  are  abreast  of  the  times  in  their  vocation.  Dr.  Hig- 
bee  was  with  us,  and  lent  valuable  aid  in  answering  questions  and  address- 
ing the  institute.  The  evening  lecturers  were  Dr.  Higbee,  Rev.  R.  S. 
Holmes,  Belva  Lockwood  and  Dr.  Mary  Allen.  The  lectures  were  well 
attended. 
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The  Indian  school  was  in  session  eight  months,  with  Bennie  Huff  as 
teacher.  The  work  seemed  to  be  fair,  the  greatest  trouble  being  to  secure 
regular  attendance. 

In  conclusion,  I  am  glad  to  state  that  the  school  directors  of  the  several 
districts  in  most  instances  are  selected  from  the  most  intelligent  men  of 
the  district.  It  seems  that  citizens  are  becoming  aware  of  the  importance 
of  the  position,  and  are  placing  their  best  men  in  charge.  My  thanks  are 
due  to  the  Department  for  favors,  to  the  directors,  patrons  and  teachers, 
and  to  all  who  have  in  any  way  contributed  to  the  success  of  our  schools. 


WASHINGTON  COUNTY— George  A.  Spindleb. 

During  the  past  year  the  schools  of  this  county,  with  few  exceptions, 
have  been  in  the  hands  of  earnest,  efficient  teachers,  and  as  a  natural  con- 
sequence they  have  prospered. 

As  a  rule,  a  school  will  advance  with  its  teacher,  and  it  is  gratifying  to 
know  that  our  teachers  are  working  themselves  up  to  a  higher  plane  of 
faithfulness  and  efficiency  in  their  profession. 

Our  college,  seminary,  normal  school  and  academies  were  never  more 
prosperous  than  they  have  been  during  the  past  year. 

Taking  everything  into  consideration,  I  think  the  cause  of  education  is 
advancing  all  along  the  line  in  Washington  county. 


WAYNE  COUNTY— J.  H.  Kennedy. 

Our  schools  show  the  usual  annual  progress.  No  marked  changes  have 
been  made  and  there  is  little  that  is  new  to  report.  A  steady  and  healthful 
growth  in  educational  interests  is  everywhere  manifested.  Teachers  are 
earnest  in  their  work  and  anxious  to  be  found  in  the  front  rank  in  qualify- 
ing for  it.  They  are  giving  more  attention  to  professional  study  than  in 
previous  years,  and  are  steadily  improving  in  their  knowledge  of  methods 
of  teaching.  In  our  associations  with  teachers  and  pupils,  we  have 
earnestly  pushed  to  the  front  the  truth  that  to  form  character  is  the  end  of 
all  true  teaching.  The  objects  of  study  and  the  methods  leading  to  their 
accomplishment  are  becoming  better  understood.  Much  credit  is  due  the 
great  body  of  our  teachers  for  their  advancement  in  professional  knowledge. 
As  in  former  years,  most  of  the  teachers  depend  upon  the  various  higher 
schools  of  the  county  for  their  training,  although  the  number  of  those 
attending  the  State  normal  schools  is  increasing.  The  schools  of  Hones- 
dale,  Waymart,  Hawley  and  the  Pleasant  Mount  Academy  do  much  toward 
training  the  teaching  force  of  this  county. 

A  brick  building,  containing   four  fine   school  rooms,  was   erected   ia 
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Honesdale.     It  is  well  planned,  well  finished,  well  ventilated,  well  heated 
and  well  furnished,  and  adds  much  to  the  school  facilities  of  Honesdale. 

One  new  school  house  was  built  in  Preston,  one  in  Damascus,  one  in 
Lake,  one  in  Scott,  one  in  Dreher  and  one  in  Paupack.  All  are  well  built 
and  supplied  with  patent  furniture. 

The  Seeleysville  building  was  greatly  improved. 

Many  trees  were  planted  on  school  grounds  throughout  the  county.  At 
Hawley  appropriate  exercises  were  held  on  Arbor  Day,  and  the  school 
grounds  graded  and  improved. 

The  annual  institute  is  steadily  increasing  in  usefulness.  It  does  much 
in  determining  the  trend  of  educational  effort.  At  the  Teachers'  Institute 
held  at  Honesdale  during  the  week  commencing  October  29,  1888,  the 
instruction  was  well  calculated  to  lead  to  a  higher  conception  of  the 
teacher's  work,  and  also  such  as  to  aid  the  teachers  largely  in  fitting  them- 
selves for  the  discharge  of  their  duties  and  responsibilies.  Our  instructors 
and  lecturers  were:  Dr.  E.  E.  Higbee,  Dr.  Edward  Brooks,  ex  Governor 
Will  Ciimback,  Superintendent  J.  M.  Coughlin,  Professors  G.  W.  Twit- 
myer,  J.  ¥.  Dooley,  M.  J.  Hanlan,  Kimber  Cleaver  and  J.  W.  Hayman. 

District  institutes  were  maintained  by  the  teachers  of  both  Honesdale 
and  Hawley. 

Local  institutes  were  regularly  held  by  the  teachers  of  Sterling  and 
Dreher  townships,  the  afternoon  session  being  occupied  by  the  teachers  in 
discussing  practical  school  work,  with  a  popular  lecture  by  a  leading 
educator  in  the  evening.  These  institutes  are  very  important  aids  to 
educational  growth.  They  educate  public  sentiment  and  stimulate  to 
greater  effort  in  school  work. 

Nearly  all  the  schools  were  visited  once,  many  twice  and  some  three 
times.  Upwards  of  two  hundred  and  eighty  visits  were  made  during  the 
year.  Nearly  all  the  schools  were  found  in  good  working  order,  only  two 
being  regarded  as  failures. 

In  some  few  of  tbe  townships,  books  are  provided  by  the  directors  at  the 
expense  of  the  dictrict.  Where  this  has  been  done,  the  variety  of  text 
books  has  given  way  to  uniformity.  One  of  the  greatest  hindrances  to 
successful  school  work  being  thus  removed.  The  directors  of  most  of  the 
districts  are  discussing  the  propriety  of  furnishing  the  books,  and  a  senti- 
ment in  favor  of  so  doing  is  growing. 

I  avail  myself  of  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Department  of  Public 
Instruction  for  valuable  aid  at  our  county  institute  and  for  many  favors 
during  the  year.  I  wish  to  acknowledge  my  indebtedness  to  directors  and 
teachers  for  their  cooperation  and  sitpport,  to  thank  the  people  of  Wayne 
county  for  their  hospitality  and  their  many  acts  of  kindness  to  me  while 
visiting  schools  and  holding  examination?.  I  am  also  under  great  obliga- 
tions to  the  editors  of  the  county  papers  for  cheerfully  publishing  matter 
pertaining  to  the  educational  interests  of  the  county. 
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WESTMORELAND  COUNTY— G.  H.  Hugus. 

The  statistical  report  aceompanyiag  this  contains  a  very  full  statement 
showing  the  condition  of  our  schools  at  the  present  time,  and  as  the  pur- 
pose of  this  report  is  to  present  subjects  not  discussed  in  the  statistical 
report,  only  a  few  remarks  are  necessary. 

The  past  year  has  certainly  been  one  of  unusual  prosperity  in  our  in- 
dustrial interests,  and  it  gives  me  pleasure  to  state  that  our  educational 
growth  has  kept  pace  with  our  financial  interests.  Undoubtedly,  there  has 
developed  among  our  teachers  an  earnest  desire  to  know  the  true,  funda- 
mental principles  of  the  science  of  education.  A  familiarity  with  the 
boyhood  lives  of  many  eminent  men,  a  study  of  the  aphorisims  of  many 
leading  educators,  and  knowledge  gained  from  the  science  of  pedagogy 
have  impressed  upon  the  minds  of  our  teachers  the  substantial  aims 
and  methods  in  education.  While  we  do  not  throw  ourselves  on  the 
crest  of  every  wave  of  popular  clamor,  we  denounce,  in  unmeasured  terms, 
all  machine-like  processes  that  must  tend  to  hinder  true  intellectual 
growth.  Many  subjects,  usually  studied  for  purely  practical  purposes, 
have  excellent  disciplinary  value,  if  presented  by  such  methods  as  will 
lead  the  pupil  to  discover  the  fundamental  principles  of  that  subject.  This 
is  the  real  and  the  true  in  education,  and  I  feel  grateful  to  the  progressive 
teachers  of  this  county  for  their  hearty  cooperation  in  bringing  about  this 
desirable  change. 

The  changing  of  the  time  of  holding  our  county  institute,  from  Decem- 
ber to  September,  the  beginning  of  the  school  term,  has  been  beneficial  in 
many  respects.  To  inspire  the  younger  and  rekindle  the  zeal  of  the  older 
teachers  are  among  the  best  results  of  these  conventions,  and,  by  this 
change,  our  teachers,  with  renewed  energies,  stimulated  by  nobler  pur- 
poses, opened  their  schools  better  prepared  to  win  the  esteem  and  good- 
will of  their  pupils  at  the  very  beginning  of  their  work. 

In  my  last  report  I  spoke  of  the  inauguration  of  "  Reception  Day  "  in 
our  schools.  This  feature  has  been  continued  during  the  past  year  and 
has  proved  a  source  of  much  pleasure  as  well  as  profit  to  all  concerned. 
Let  me  say,  in  conclusion,  that,  after  having  made  four  hundred  and  sixty- 
one  visits  to  the  schools  of  this  county,  during  the  past  year,  I  found  them, 
with  but  few  exceptions,  in  excellent  condition. 


WYOMING  COUNTY— Asa  S.  Keeler. 

In  compliance  with  the  request  of  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction 
for  brevity  in  the  annual  written  report  I  would  respectfully  submit  the 
following  brief  report. 

During  the  year  Centremoreland  (Ind. ),  district,  Tunkhannock  town- 
ship and  Washington  township  each  built  a  new  school  house.     Clinton 
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township,  Factoryville  borough,  Nicholson  township  and  Meshoppen  town- 
sliip  have  supplied  their  schools  with  the  improved  seats.  Falls  township, 
Monroe  township,  Nicholson  township,  Overfield  township,  Tunkhannock 
township  and  Washington  township  have  furnished  all  their  schools  with 
anatomical  charts  and  maps. 

The  number  of  teachers  who  have  attended  academies  and  normal 
schools  is  increasing  every  year.  At  the  last  county  institute  fourteen 
teachers  were  eligible  to  the  committee  on  permanent  certiMcates. 

The  annual  county  institute  which  was  held  in  the  court  house  at  Tunk- 
hannock, December  17-21,  was  well  attended  by  teachers,  directors  and 
citizens.  At  the  time  of  holding  the  institute  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
three  teachers  were  engaged  in  teaching,  and  only  seven  were  absent.  The 
evening  lectures  were  delivered  by  Dr.  James  Hedley,  of  Cleveland,  Ohio, 
Kev.  Geo.  Thos.  Dowling,  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  and  Rev.  Madison  C.  Petars, 
of  Philadelphia.  The  instructors  were  Prof.  Elmer  B.  McKee,  of  Towanda, 
Prof.  F.  E.  Wood,  of  Wood's  Business  College,  Scrantoo,  Pa.,  Prof.  Chas. 
H.  Verrill,  Franklin,  N.  Y.,  and  Prof.  Dean  and  Dr.  Sprague,  of  Wyoming 
Seminary,  Kingston,  Pa. 

Local  institutes  were  held  during  the  winter  in  all  the  villages. 

Last  fall  I  requested  the  teachers  iu  all  the  schools  to  make  out  monthly 
reports  for  all  scholars  in  both  township  and  village  schools.  The  request 
was  complied  with  iu  every  school.  The  result  of  these  monthly  report 
cards  was  an  increased  attendarce  and  the  awakening  of  the  interest  in 
education  in  every  school. 

During  the  coming  year  Forkston  township  will  build  a  two-story  school 
house  at  Forkston  village;  Exeter  township  will  also  build  a  new  school 
house. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  tender  my  thanks  to  the  Department  of  Public 
Instruction,  teachers,  directors  and  friends  of  education. 


YORK  COUNTY— H.  C.  Bbenneman. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  the  year's  work  generally  has  been  satis- 
factory. While  the  schools  in  our  county  are  by  no  means  what  they 
ought  to  be,  yet  I  think  we  are  making  some  advancement. 

One  of  the  hindrances  to  good  work  constantly  staring  us  in  the  face  is 
the  employment  of  a  low  grade  of  teachers,  resulting  from  a  failure  to  pay 
wages  that  will  justify  the  preparation  that  ought  to  be  demanded  from 
those  entering  the  teaching  profession.  A  false  economy  seems  to  have 
fastened  itself  upon  our  people,  in  that  they  imagine  that  good  enough 
teaching  cau  be  secured  for  $25  and  $30  per  month.  Only  three  of  the 
thirty-four  townships  in  the  county  pay  as  high  a  rate  of  taxation  for 
school  purposes  as  they  do  for  county  purposes;  thus  regarding  it  better 
economy  to  provide  for  the  punishment  of  the  criminal,  than  to  decrease 
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crime  by  properly  educating  the  youth.  Our  teachers  ought  to  be  men 
and  women  of  mature  age,  possessing  a  large  fund  of  general  information 
and  having  a  proper  appreciation  of  the  responsibilities  of  the  teacher's 
work      Such  teachers  cannot  be  secured  for  a  mere  pittance. 

Our  county  institute  was  a  decided  success.  Never  before  in  its  history 
was  there  such  a  spirit  of  interest  and  devotion  to  the  work  manifested. 
Thorough  and  practical  work  was  done,  and  the  results  were  clearly  visi- 
ble in  the  subsequent  visits  to  the  schools. 

On  directors'  day  a  permanent  organization  of  the  school  directors  of 
the  county  was  effected.  This  organization  is  known  as  the  School  Direc- 
tors' Association  of  York  County.  The  association  meets  twice  a  year,  and 
considers  questions  and  matters  pertaining  to  the  general  management  of 
the  schools.  We  believe  that  it  will  prove  to  be  an  agency  through  which 
much  good  will  be  accomplished. 

A  series  of  local  institutes  was  held  in  the  county  during  the  year. 
These  were  under  the  direction  and  general  management  of  the  county 
superintendent.  The  institutes  were  largely  attended  by  teachers,  direc- 
tors and  patrons  of  the  schools.  Much  interest  was  manifested  in  these 
meetings,  and  the  discussion  of  various  topics  bearing  upon  general  school 
work  showed  that  a  sentiment  for  better  schools  is  rapidly  developing. 

In  many  of  the  districts  the  teachers  organized  institutes  which  met 
monthly  or  semi-monthly;  in  two  of  the  districts  the  organization  was  kept 
up  during  vacation.  This  is  an  earnest  of  the  faithful  effort  the  teachers 
are  making  to  fit  themselves  for  good  work  in  the  schools,  and  they  should 
be  encouraged  by  a  due  appreciation  of  their  efforts,  and  a  proper  compen- 
sation for  their  work. 

Aside  from  the  work  done  in  institutes,  most  of  our  teachers  are  pursu- 
ing a  course  in  general  reading,  and  every  teacher  in  the  county  has,  dur- 
ing the  year,  been  a  reader  of  a  school  journal.  Thus,  our  teachers  are 
doing  their  part. 

The  one  thing  needful  under  the  present  status  of  affairs  is  a  well- 
devised  plan  of  district  supervision  carried  into  effect  in  our  rural  districts. 
When  this  is  done  our  country  schools  are  ready  to  measure  up  to  our  city 
and  borough  schools  anywhere;  for  then  they  will  have,  in  a  measure,  the 
same  advantages. 

Another  needed  step  in  school  legislation  is  that  of  compulsory  attend- 
ance. AVith  compulsory  attendance,  careful  district  supervision  and  a 
practical  course  of  study,  we  may  look  for  a  more  rapid  advancement  in 
our  common  schools  than  has  yet  been  attained. 

A  number  of  excellent  school  houses  have  been  built  during  the  year, 
and  many  of  the  old  houses  have  been  repaired  and  better  provided  with 
apparatus  and  furniture. 
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City  and  Borough  Superintendents. 


ALLEGHENY  CITY— John  Morrow. 
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Our  schools  have  concluded  a  prosperous  year's  work.  Nothing  of  note 
transpired  to  mar  their  happiness  or  baffle  their  progress.  We  closed 
our  year's  labors  with  two  hundred  and  seventy  teachers  and  a  total  enrol- 
ment of  more  than  fifteen  thousand  pupils.  Our  new  high  school  building, 
located  on  Sherman  avenue,  facing  the  West  Park,  has  been  completed. 
It  is  convenient  in  plan,  elegant  in  linish,  and  is  one  of  the  most  beauti- 
fully located  schtol  edifices  in  the  United  States.  The  building  embraces 
twelve  school  rooms,  a  large  audience  hall  and  offices  for  the  city  superin- 
tendent, secretary  for  the  board  of  controllers  and  principal's  office.  The 
total  cost  of  ground,  building,  heating,  furnishing  and  incidentals  is  about 
$150,000.  Some  of  our  schools  are  crowded  to  overflowing.  Additional 
accommodations  must  be  provided  in  the  very  near  future  if  our  work  is  to 
keep  pace  with  the  growing  population  of  oar  city.  School  libraries  have 
been  started  in  most  of  the  wards,  where  books  of  reference  and  supple- 
mentary reading  matter  can  be  kept  convenient  to  the  pupils.  Our  schools 
are  increasing  in  numbers,  and,  I  trust,  in  popularity  and  efficiency. 


ALLENTOWN— L.  B.  Landis. 

Our  schools  have  completed  another  year  of  faithful  and  successful  work. 
There  has  been  a  steady  improvement  in  methods  of  instruction  and  disci- 
pline. The  forty-five  primary  schools  have  been  supplied  with  supplemen- 
tary readers,  and  all  the  secondary  and  grammar  schools  with  Mitchell's 
large  series  of  outline  maps. 

New  Buildings. 
At  a  cost  of  $20,000  our  board  erected  a  six- room  building  which  is  pro- 
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nounced  by  all  as  the  neatest  and  best  arranged  school  lionse  in  the  city. 
It  is  a  two-story  brick  building  wiih  stone  base.  Its  shape  is  that  of  a 
cross.  The  rooms  are  large,  well- lighted  and  furnished  with  single  desks 
and  slate  black-boards.  By  the  use  of  the  Rattan- Smead  system  we  have 
perfect  heating  during  all  kinds  of  weather,  perfect  ventilation,  and  a  plan 
of  dry  closets  that  gives  excellent  satisfaction.  Increased  accommodations 
are  greatly  needed  in  the  northern  part  of  the  city.  A  suitable  lot  has 
already  been  purchased,  and  it  is  the  intention  of  the  board  to  begin  the 
erection  of  a  new  building  early  next  spring. 

Employment  of  Children. 

For  the  past  two  years  we  have  been  trying  to  solve  the  difficulties  con- 
nected with  the  enforcement  of  the  laws  relating  to  the  employment  of 
children  in  mills  and  factories.  Though  the  act  of  1849  is  not  repealed, 
we  soon  realized  that  there  would  be  difficulty  in  enforcing  it  on  account 
of  the  act  of  1887.     We  now  enforce  only  the  latter  act. 

On  the  first  day  of  the  year  each  pupil  is  handed  a  blank  enrolment 
card  to  be  tilled  out  by  the  parent.  This  calls  for  the  exact  age  of  the 
child.  "Whenever  a  pupil  under  twelve  goes  to  work,  the  teacher  im- 
mediately reports  the  facts  to  the  superintendent,  whose  duty  it  is  to  notify 
the  employer.  A  record  is  kept  of  all  the  children  under  twelve  who  leave 
school  for  any  purpose  whatever,  and  by  inquiries  at  regular  intervals,  the 
teacher  keeps  informed  in  regard  to  each  child  until  the  required  age  ia 
attained.  All  are  thus  reported  whether  they  pi'ocure  employment  im- 
mediately upon  leaving  school  or  a  year  or  two  afterwards. 

We  have  now  the  hearty  cooperation  of  employers.  Discharges  are  made 
promptly  and  dissatisfied'  parents  are  referred  to  the  proper  school 
authority. 

CiTV  Institute. 

The  propriety  of  holding  an  annual  city  institute  separate  from  that  of 
the  county  has  been  a  subject  of  considerable  discussion  with  us  during 
the  year.  It  is  now,  however,  very  generally  conceded  that  the  funds  at 
our  command  would  be  insufficient  to  hold  a  first-class  institute,  and  that 
as  long  as  the  county  institute  is  held  in  the  city,  and  its  present  efficiency 
continued,  nothing  can  be  gained  by  taking  such  a  step. 

Permanent  Certificates. 

The  present  mode  of  inserting  additional  branches  in  permanent  certifi- 
cates appears  to  me  objectionable.  Until  recently  the  applicant  was  re- 
quired to  present  the  committee  a  professional  certificate  including  the 
additional  branches.  The  committee  may  now  act  without  reference  to 
certificate  or  superintendent.  The  department  virtually  says  to  the  county 
and  city  superintendents  of  the  State;  "Hereafter  you  are  permitted  to 
examine  in  the  common  branches  only.  The  committee  on  permanent 
certificates  has  the  sole  right  to  examine  in  the  higher  branches."     Is  there 
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any  good  reason  for  thus  limiting  the  powers  of  superintendents?  What 
is  there  to  prevent  favoritism  on  the  part  of  the  committee  or  some  of  its 
members?  The  examination  may  have  an  inner  history,  and  yet  the  ques- 
tions and  answers  submitted  to  the  department  show  nothing  of  it.  It 
would  seem  that  this  part  of  the  permanent  certificate  should  have  even 
greater  safeguards  than  that  relating  to  the  lower  branches.  "Why  not, 
therefore,  let  the  power  remain,  as  fonuerly,  in  the  hands  of  the  superin- 
tendents? Being  sworn  officers,  and  knowing  that  the  holders  of  such 
certificates  may  be  elected  to  the  highest  grade  schools  under  their  super- 
vision they  are  not  likely  to  insert  a  branch  in  the  professional  certificate 
except  for  merit.  The  committee's  examination  should  be  a  supplement 
to  and  not  a  substitute  for  the  superintendent's  examination. 


ALTOONA— D.  S.  Keith. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  the  most  prosperous  in  the  history  of  our 
schools. 

The  new  house  erected  on  the  corner  of  Fourth  avenue  and  Second 
street  was  completed  in  time  for  occupancy  at  the  beginning  of  the  term. 
It  is  one  of  our  best  buildings  ;  its  system  of  heating  and  ventilation 
proved  quite  satisfactory.  Two  of  the  old  frame  buildings,  each  contain- 
ing one  room,  situate  on  the  corner  of  Sixth  avenue  and  Seventh  street, 
were  removed  and  an  addition  of  two  rooms  was  made  to  the  brick  build- 
ing located  on  the  same  grounds.  Work  was  begun  so  late  that  the  rooms 
were  not  ready  to  be  occupied  for  two  months  after  the  opening  of  the 
schools.  There  is  yet  one  old  frame  building  containing  two  rooms  on 
these  grounds,  which,  owing  to  the  great  number  of  school  children,  was 
used  for  school  purposes.  This  building  and  one  in  the  Fourth  ward  are 
the  only  frame  houses  remaining  ;  it  is  hoped  they  will  soon  give  place 
to  more  suitable  and  comfortable  buildings.  The  demand  for  increased 
school  accommodations  being  so  urgent,  two  new  sites  were  selected,  one  in 
the  Eighth  ward,  on  which  it  is  intended  to  erect  a  building  of  ten  rooms 
next  year,  and  one  in  the  Third  ward.  An  addition  of  four  rooms  to  the 
Sixth  ward  building  was  commenced  early  in  the  spring  of  1888,  and  com- 
pleted shortly  after  the  opening  of  the  schools  in  September.  This  house 
now  contains  twelve  rooms.  The  Fifth  ward  has  one  building  containing 
four  rooms,  to  which  an  addition  of  eight  rooms  is  now  in  course  of  erec- 
tion. ' 

Great  improvements  have  been  made  in  renovating  houses,  surrounding 
the  grounds  with  neat  iron  fences  and  retaining  walls,  putting  down  me- 
talithic  and  Ohio  stone  pavements,  and  making  the  grounds  attractive  and 
pleasing  with  beautiful  lawns.  The  Third  ward  grounds  deserve  special 
mention  because  of  this  last  improvement. 

Work  for  exhibition  at  the  State  Teachers'  Association  was   prepared  in 
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all  the  grades.  Great  enthusiasm  on  the  part  of  teachers  and  pupils  was 
manifested  in  its  preparation  and  the  results  were  gratifying. 

Our  teachers  as  a  body  manifested  great  earnestness  in  the  work  of  the 
school  room  and  in  improving  their  scholastic  attainments.  Something 
was  done  to  acquaint  the  younger  teachers  with  the  laws  and  principles 
upon  which  rest  proper  methods  of  instruction,  but  the  time  was  too 
limited  to  give  them  the  training  needed.  If  the  new  teachers  are  for  the 
most  part  to  be  selected  from  our  high  school  graduates,  something  must 
be  done  to  fit  them  for  their  work.  If  they  do  not  attend  State  normal 
schools  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  the  proper  training,  I  know  of  no 
better  way  than  to  establish  a  training  department  and  require  all  inex- 
perienced applicants  to  spend  sufficient  time  in  professional  study  to  pre- 
pare them  for  teaching. 

One  of  our  great  needs  now  is  a  high  school  building.  Our  present 
accommodations  are  entirely  too  limited.  Such  a  building  should  contain 
a  hall  suitable  for  holding  teachers'  meetings,  and  requisite  rooms  for  a 
training  department.  It  is  hoped  an  effort  will  soon  be  made  in  the  proper 
direction. 

Our  annual  institute  was  well  attended  by  the  teachers.  Prof.  E.  L. 
Kemp,  of  the  Kutztown  State  Normal  School,  and  Prof.  A.  E.  Maltby,  of 
the  Indiana  State  Normal  School,  were  present  and  gave  very  valuable  in- 
struction. Col.  Geo.  W.  Bain  and  Dr.  James  Hedley  delivered  evening 
lectures  which  were  very  entertaining  and  suggestive  in  thought. 

In  conclusion  I  desire  to  thank  the  board  of  directors  for  the  great  in- 
terest they  manifested  in  the  advancement  of  the  schools  and  for  their  con- 
stant support  in  all  my  official  work.  We  hope  with  continued  interest 
and  with  a  corps  of  enthusiastic  teachers  to  do  still  more  efficient  work. 


ASHLAND— Wm.  C.  Estlee. 

On  the  22d  of  February  last  the  P.  O.  S.  of  A.,  of  town,  placed  two 
nandsome  silk  flags  in  each  of  our  sixteen  school  rooms.  Each  teacher 
prepared  an  address,  the  pupils  songs  and  recitations  appropriate  for  the 
occasion. 

In  May  a  fine  Burdett-sackbut  organ  was  purchased  for  our  high 
school  room  out  of  the  library  fund. 

Writing  was  introduced  in  the  grade  next  above  the  primary.  The  re- 
sults have  been  satisfactory. 

Our  school  population  is  increasing.  The  over- crowded  condition  of 
the  primary  and  sub-secondary  rooms  necessitates  the  erection  of  a  four 
roomed  building. 

The  high  school  library  now  contains  1,018  volumes.  By  a  resolution 
of  the  board,  last  September,  our  teachers  have  free  use  of  the  library.  It 
is  doing  a  good  and  wholesome  work,  being  well  patronized  by  teachers, 
pupils  and  town  subscribers. 
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On  the  evening  of  June  4tb,  before  a  crowded  and  enthusiastic  audience, 
eighteen  pupils — six  boys  and  twelve  girls — were  graduated  from  our  high 
school.  Apparently,  each  year  there  is  manifested  increased  interest  in 
our  high  school  commencement. 

By  direction  of  our  board  the  teachers  in  the  several  grades,  from  high 
school  to  sub-secondary  schools,  inclusive,  were  required  to  fill  out  and 
give  to  each  pupil  examined  in  their  respective  divisions  at  the  close  of  the 
past  school  term,  an  annual  report  containing  his  or  her  standing  in  exam- 
ination, deportment,  tardiness,  number  of  days  absent,  and  number  of 
days  present.  While  the  teachers'  work  was  largely  augmented,  the 
information  to  our  school  patrons  was  received  with  much  satisfaction. 


BEAVER  FALLS— M.  L.  Knight. 

The  work  done  in  our  schools  the  past  year,  while  not  characterized  by 
any  "  new  departures,"  has  been  along  the  line  of  real  educational  pro* 
gress,  and  the  results  in  almost  every  room  have  been  highly  satisfactory. 

Flag  Presentation. 

One  of  the  red  letter  days  in  the  history  of  the  school,  and  one  long  to 
be  remembered  by  all  who  participated,  is  the  occasion  upon  which  the 
orders  of  Junior  and  Senior  American  Mechanics  presen^^ed  the  schools 
with  three  beautiful  American  flags,  requesting  that  they  be  hoisted  over 
the  respective  school  buildings  every  day  during  the  term,    from   9   a.   m. 

until  4  p.  M. 

Pupils  whose  school  days  are  spent  studying  under  the  shadow  of  the 
stars  and  stripes,  who  are  taught  to  respect,  to  honor  and  to  love  them,  as 
they  should,  will  never  be  content  to  stand  by  unmoved  and  see  that 
emblem  of  liberty  trampled  in  the  dust,  or  sufifer  insult  from  the  red  flag 
of  anarchy,  borne  by  those  whose  hands  are  dyed  crimson  with  the  blood 
of  innocence. 

The  public  schools  are  the  bed-rock  upon  which  our  liberties  are 
founded,  and  upon  which  our  national  superstructure,  honored  and  re- 
spected by  all  nations,  has  been  built,  and  are  the  bulwarks  of  their 
defense  ;  hence  what  could  be  a  more  appropriate  insignia,  or  sight  more 
beautiful  to  behold,  than  the  flag  of  our  country  proudly  floating  over  the 
fortresses  of  our  free  institutions. 

In  this  connection  I  wish  to  impress  the  importance  of  teaching  the 
principles  of  civil  government  in  the  public  schools.  One  of  the  danger- 
ous enemies  to  which  our  republican  form  of  government  is  exposed,  is  the 
election  to  offices  of  trust  and  responsibility,  men  whose  only  qualifica- 
tions for  official  favor  are,  determination  to  get  an  office,  and  their  willing- 
ness to  be  used  by  designing  politicians  to  enhance  selfish  purposes. 

Our  young  people  should  be  taught  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of

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official  position,  as  well  as  the  dangers  arising  from  the  prostitution  of 
a  public  trust,  to  the  service  of  mere  political  demagogues,  in  order  that 
honesty  and  intelligence,  rather  than  intrigue  and  avarice,  may  be  the 
standard  of  qualifications  for  office  demanded  by  the  people. 

The  purpose  of  our  system  of  public  schools  is  not  merely  to  make 
scholars  of  our  boys  and  girls,  but  to  make  educated,  loyal  American  citi- 
zens ;  citizens  who  are  filled  with  a  love  of  country  and  its  institutions, 
and  to  whose  prosperity  and  perpetuity  all  selfish  purposes  should  be  sub- 
ordinate. 

Very  early  in  the  history  of  our  country  the  importance  of  an  educated 
constituency  was  conceded.  Side  by  side  with  the  house  of  worship,  the 
school  house  was  established,  and  the  principles  of  a  free  government,  in 
contrast  with  servile  submission  to  arbitrary  rule,  were  taught.  Those 
brave  patriots  who  dared  to  refuse  submission  to  tyranny,  knew  too  well 
the  price  of  liberty  to  neglect  either  the  education  or  the  cultivation  of  the 
spirit  of  patriotism  in  their  children.  The  fruits  of  their  planting  have 
enabled  us  to  pass  the  first  century  post  of  our  national  existence  in 
safety,  to  solve  the  problem  of  a  government  for  the  people  ;  and  to-day 
we  stand  before  the  world  the  brightest  star  in  the  galaxy  of  nations,  with 
a  magnetism  that  attracts  to  our  fruitful  shores  the  teeming  millions  from 
every  quarter  of  the  globe.  With  natural  resources  almost  unlimited, 
Columbia  stands  with  open  arms  to  welcome  all  whose  mission  is  to  aid 
in  the  development  of  these  resources.  She  also  stands  ready  to  resent 
any  encroachment  upon  the  rights  of  her  citizens,  or  any  effort  at  the 
introduction  of  oriental  or  continental  customs. 

If  we  wish  to  preserve  intact  our  Americanisms,  the  children  of  to-day, 
who  are  to  be  the  citizens  of  to-morrow,  must  be  taught  reverence  for  the 
oonstitution,  and  strict  obedience  to  the  enacted  laws  of  our  country. 

If  these  lessons,  which  are  so  necessary  to  our  national  posterity,  are 
not  taught  in  our  public  schools,  where,  I  ask.  are  they  to  be  learned?  If 
not  learned  by  our  native-born  citizens,  how  can  they  be  taught  to  those 
who  become  citizens  by  naturalization? 


BETHLEHEM— Thomas  Faequhar. 

Allow  me  to  congratulate  you  upon  your  re-appointment  to  the  respon- 
sible position  of  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  in  the  great  State 
of  Pennsylvania.  Let  me  assure  you  of  my  willingness  to  cooperate  with 
you  in  all  measures  you  may  propose,  having  for  their  end  the  permanent 
good  of  the  State  through  the  wise  and  prudent  advancement  of  popular 
education.  I  have  little  to  add  to  the  information  I  have  imparted  from 
month  to  month.  It  is,  it  seems  to  me,  a  proof  of  the  power  of  the  late 
superintendent,  G.  W.  Desh,  as  a  disciplinarian,  that  the  change  of  ad- 
ministration was  made  so  easily  ;  the  schools  have  progressed  in   their 
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wonted  course  since  my  accession  on  January  10,  1889,  without  a  break 
or  any  friction.  Great  praise  is  due  to  the  teachers  who  have  so  willingly 
acceded  to  the  requirements  oi!  the  new  superintendent.  I  will  repeat 
that  the  board  of  control  has  adopted  a  resolution  favoring  the  introduc- 
tion of  manual  training  into  the  school  system.  It  has  taken  an  advanced 
position  with  respect  to  the  number  of  piipils  to  be  taught  by  each  teacher. 
By  increasing  the  number  of  schools  for  the  next  year,  it  is  expected  that 
each  teacher  will  not  be  compelled  to  teach  more  than  thirty-five  or  forty 
pupils,  especially  in  the  primary  department.  The  average  attendance 
and  per  cent,  of  attendance  are  improving  year  by  year.  An  interesting 
class  graduates  from  the  high  school  this  year.  It  is  our  purpose  to  raise 
this  school  to  a  higher  standard  by  requiring  more  work,  and  that  of  a 
more  thorough  character,  to  be  done  in  the  lower  departments.  We  may 
be  wrong,  but  we  think  that  a  course  of  study  from  our  high  school,  in  its 
character  purely  English,  may  be  formed,  which  will  tax  all  the  energies 
of  our  boys  and  girls,  and  afford  such  ample  means  of  mental  discipline 
as  to  lift  the  school  to  an  honorable  position  among  the  high  schools  of 
the  State.     We  covet  the  distinction  of  having  a  good  English  high  school. 


BRISTOL— Matilda  S.  Booz. 

Notwithstanding  the  interruptions  caused  by  sickness  among  pupils,  the 
death  of  one  teacher  and  the  resignation  of  two  others,  our  schools  have 
made  commendable  progress.  There  has  been  a  marked  improvement  along 
the  line.  This  is  especially  noticeable  in  the  teaching  of  arithmetic  and 
language — subjects  much,  but  too  often  poorly,  taught.  But  while  much 
has  been  accomplished,  we  are  conscious  that  room  still  remains  for 
advancement,  and  we  hope  to  report  in  the  future  some  contemplated 
changes  tending  to  this  end. 

We  have  not  found  any  increase  of  interest  in  the  schools  among  the 
general  public,  and  among  the  patrons  of  ihe  schools  there  is  a  class  whose 
interest  is  of  the  most  indifferent  character — their  children  being  allowed 
to  decide  for  themselves  when  they  shall  withdraw  from  the  schools.  The 
simple  "  I  want  to  "  is  considered  a  sufficient  reason  for  ending  their  school 
days.  We  have  great  sympathy  for  the  class  of  children  whom  necessity 
compels  to  take  up  life's  burden  at  an  early  age,  but  none  for  the  "I-don't- 
want-to  go-class."  Let  parents  take  heed  how  they  yield  to  the  immature 
judgments  of  their  children.  Others  fail  to  send  their  children  at  all,  or 
so  irregularly  that  they  become  nuisances.  From  such  spring  our  paupers 
and  criminals,  for  whom  the  state  must  provide  ;  here,  too,  begins  the 
evolution  of  tramp.  In  this  town  there  are,  living  within  a  stone's  throw 
of  churches  and  school  houses,  eight  or  ten  boys  for  whose  future  and  that 
of  the  community  in  which  they  will  be  in  a  few  years,  the  law-makers  (or 
jaw-breakers)  we  tremble.     There  is  a  w  ork  that  only  parents  can  do — 
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that  is,  to  insist  on  prompt,  regular  attendance  at  school  and  obedience  in 
school. 

We  are  glad  to  remember,  however,  that  there  remains  a  number  of 
patrons  who  do  not  hesitate  to  express  their  appreciation  of  the  schools, 
and  to  commend  the  progress  of  the  pupils.  They  speak  words  of  cheer. 
May  their  number  increase! 

A  slight  increase  was  made  in  a  few  of  the  salaries  during  the  year. 
This  should  go  on.  Our  salaries  are  not  what  they  ought  to  be.  The 
majority  of  the  teachers  have  been  patient  on  this  point  and  have  not  with- 
held their  hands  from  good  work  because  of  delay  in  this  matter. 

The  introduction  of  vocal  music  as  a  special  branch  was  considered  by 
the  board,  but  it  was  not  deemed  advisable  to  add  it  to  the  course,  though 
recognizing  its  benefits. 

Quite  a  number  of  books  have  been  added  to  the  library.  Some 
kindergarten  material,  to  be  used  in  connection  with  "  Thompson's  Manual 
Training,"  copies  of  Frye's  "  Geography  and  Sand  Moulding,"  and  Speer's 
"  Lessons  in  Form,"  were  purchased. 

The  board  of  directors  has  done  much  for  the  best  interests  of  the 
schools,  and  with  the  cooperation  of  parents  there  is  no  reason  why  they 
should  not  be  schools  to  be  proud  of. 

The  teachers,  as  a  body,  have  shown  professional  skill,  certainly  they 
do  not  lack  interest  in  their  work.  The  final  examinations  for  the  greater 
part,  reflect  much  credit  upon  them  and  their  pupils. 

There  were  some  changes.  Two  excellent  teachers  of  primary  A 
resigned — one  for  a  needed  rest,  the  other  to  take  a  position  in  a 
neighboring  city.  It  is  with  regret  that  we  record  the  death,  on  January 
29th,  of  Miss  Mary  Brady,  a  teacher  in  the  grammar  school  for  a  num- 
ber of  years.  She  was  an  estimable  lady,  loved  by  her  pupils  and 
fellow  teachers.  In  September  she  was  granted  a  year's  leave  of  absence. 
She  bore  her  sufferings  with  great  fortitude,  hopeful  of  recovery,  until 
convinced  by  rapidly  failing  strength,  how  hopeless  was  the  hope,  when 
she  calmly  committed  herself  into  the  hands  of  Him  who  "  doeth  all 
things  well,"  and  resting  thus,  passed  peacefully  away. 


BRADFORD— Ella  M.  Boyce. 

The  population  of  Bradford  was  assumed  in  our  last  annual  report  to 
have  reached  its  last  maximum  point,  but  time  has  shown  this  to  be  a  seri- 
ous error  of  judgment.  There  has  been  a  total  attendance  of  one  hundred 
pupils  more  tnan  that  of  the  previous  year,  and  the  average  attendance 
shows  more  than  a  similar  increase. 

Notwithstanding  the  crowded  condition  of  our  schools,  there  has  been 
very  satisfactory  progress  in  all  the  grades,  and  our  average  per  cent,  of 
attendance  shows  that  our  pupils  must  be  thoi-oughly  interested  in  their 
work

Two  years  ago  we  introduced  the  study  of  "  Enunciation  and  Articula- 
tion," giving  a  daily  drill  of  ten  minutes  in  this  subject,  result  of  this 
practice  is  very  satisfactory  and  we  trust  the  time  is  approaching  when 
this  important  subject  will  receive  its  full  share  of  attention. 

At  the  beginning  of  this  year,  in  all  the  grades  above  the  second,  we  re- 
sumed the  use  of  text  books  in  the  study  of  grammar,  with  gratifying  re- 
sults. 

The  financial  condition  which  has  so  long  threatened  the  success  of  our 
schools,  is  now  improving,  so  that  we  are  confident  this  district  will  no 
longer  be  "  financially  embarrassed." 

Twenty-one  pupils  of  the  high  school  received  diplomas  last  June. 

The  board  are  now  contemplating  the  erection  of  a  new  school  building 
as  the  crowded  condition  of  our  schools  shows  that  more  room  must  be 
provided. 

We  would  again  humbly  call  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  to  the  abso- 
lute necessity  of  a  compulsory  educational  bill. 


BUTLER— E.  Mackey. 

There  has  been  educational  progress  as  well  as  general  prosperity  in  our 
community  during  the  past  year. 

We  have  extended  our  course  of  study,  and  have  formally  organized  a 
high  school.  The  curriculum  now  includes  a  three-years'  course  in  Latin, 
Greek  and  German,  geometry,  trigonometry,  general  history,  rhetoric,  liter- 
ature, mental  science  and  several  of  the  natural  sciences.  In  our  common 
school  course  \ve  have  retained  all  the  common  branches,  civil  government, 
physiology  and  algebra,  and  we  award  diplomas  to  those  that  complete  it. 

The  educational  facilities  of  our  town  are  increasing  very  rapidly.  Our 
school  board  is  erecting  a  very  handsome  brick  school  building  that  will 
contain  eight  school  rooms  and  three  recitation  rooms,  or  offices,  and  that 
will  have  all  the  modern  conveniences,  and  be  heated  and  ventilated  on 
the  Smead  system. 

St.  Mark's  Catholic  church  has  erected  a  fine  parish  school  building 
containing  eight  school  rooms  and  a  large  hall. 

St.  Peter's  Catholic  church  has  erected  a  school  building  of  four  rooms. 
A  large  academy  building  that  had  long  been  in  disuse,  has  been  pur- 
chased and  fitted  up  for  a  Catholic  seminary  or  college. 

With  so  many  schools  the  number  of  children  of  school  age  out  of 
school  should  be  reduced  to  the  minimum. 

Our  general  teachers'  meetings  were  held  three  times  each  month  on 
Mondays,  from  7  to  9  p.  m.     They  were  well  attended. 

Our  school  board  has  sho%vn  much  zeal.  The  members  have  visited  all 
the  schools  and  encouraged  us  in  our  work.  We  have  been  liberally  sup- 
plied with  books  and  apparatus — every  member  of  the  board  takes  the 
Peymsylvania  School  Journal. 
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The  number  of  directors  is  now  increased  from  nine  to  fifteen.  We  be- 
lieve that  this  in  itself  is  a  disadvantage,  if  not  a  danger. 

However,  with  such  a  body  of  intelligent  men  pledged  to  work  for  the 
cause  of  public  education  and  ready  to  use  all  their  influence  for  the  good 
of  the  schools,  and  with  additional  school  rooms,  teachers,  and  apparatus, 
we  find  our  prospects  brighter  than  ever  before,  and  we  await  the  signal 
gong  for  next  term  with  hopeful  hearts  and  eager  hands. 


CARBONDALE— John  J.  Forbes. 

During  the  last  school  year  no  very  decided  changes  were  introduced 
into  the  management  of  our  schools  or  the  methods  of  instruction,  yet  we 
have,  in  results,  ample  evidence  of  progress,  steady  and  sure.  The  good 
work  done  in  the  primary  grades  for  the  last  five  years  is  developing  a 
spirit  of  progress,  energy  and  emulation  that  is  very  gratifying  to  those 
interested  in  educational  matters.  Though  still  far  from  the  goal  we  are 
steadily  moving  on  towards  perfection.  We  were  obliged  to  part  with  four 
of  our  experienced  teachers  during  the  year,  two  males  and  two  females. 
One  fell  from  grace  and  his  certificate  was  annulled.  One  went  west  ''to 
grow  up  with  the  town,"  and  the  two  ladies  formed  new  domestic  ties  and 
entered  on  important  duties  for  which  they  are  well  fitted.  I  wish  them 
abundant  success,  and  hope  that  when  the  time  comes  for  them  to  commit 
their  charges  to  the  care  of  the  public  school  teacher  that  they  will  not 
forget  to  give  to  the  poor,  tired,  overworked  teacher  that  aid  and  sympathy 
for  which  they  often  yearned  in  vain.  Our  semi-monthly  institutes  were 
kept  up  during  the  year  and  well  attended.  Our  new  high  school  building 
is  nearly  completed,  and  we  will  occupy  it  in  September.  It  is  a  hand- 
some, substantial,  well- arranged  brick  structure  of  seven  rooms,  four  on 
first  floor,  and  three,  including  a  large,  airy,  well-lighted  high  school 
room,  on  the  second  floor.  Besides  these  there  are  three  good  rooms  on 
the  third  floor  which  may  be  utilized  for  ofiices  for  controllers,  recitation 
rooms,  library,  laboratory  or  for  other  purposes.  The  sun-oundings  are 
not  all  we  could  wish,  but  in  course  of  time  they  will  be  improved,  enlarged 
and  beautified  to  correspond  with  the  building.  The  corps  of  teachers  for 
the  coming  term  will  be  augmented  by  the  addition  of  two  or  three  assist- 
ants, and  we  shall  start  off  with  new  and  redoubled  energy  towards  the 
goal  of  harmonious,  moral,  intellectual  and  physical  development.  Pray 
that  we  may  succeed,  aud  work  for  the  success  of  the  prayer. 
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CHAMBERSBURG— W.  H.  Hockenbekky. 

Notwithstanding  a  few  drawbacks  we  have  had  a  year  of  satisfactory 
progress,  the  average  work  done  by  the  teachers  being  in  advance  of  former 
years.  A  desire,  accompanied  by  appropriate  action,  to  improve  them- 
selves in  scholarship  and  to  gain  additional  professional  skill,  has  charac- 
terized many  of  our  teachers.  One  of  the  drawbacks  has  been  an  insufii. 
cient  number  of  teachers  in  the  primary  schools,  a  hindrance  which  we 
hope  to  see  removed  before  long.  The  injurious  school  desks  referred  to 
in  my  last  report  are  being  replaced  by  the  best  that  can  be  had,  and  all 
kinds  of  school  property  is  kept  in  good  order  by  a  very  careful  and  able 
board  of  directors,  who  give  much  of  their  time  to  the  various  departments 
of  school  work.  We  are  striving  to  give  such  training  and  culture  to  the 
boys  and  girls  in  our  schools  as  will  make  them  good  citizens  ;  all  the 
methods  employed  and  all  regular  and  special  subjects  taught  are  made 
contributory  to  this  end. 


CHESTER— Charles  F.  Foster. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  schools  reported  this  year  is  owing,  first, 
to  the  annexation  of  North  Chester  borough  to  the  city  of  Chester,  and, 
secondly,  to  the  opening  of  four  rooms  in  the  new  building  completed  in 
January,  1889. 

The  important  changes  in  the  high  school  are,  first,  the  reduction  in  the 
number  of  classes  by  the  removing  of  one  grade  back  to  the  grammar  de- 
partment ;  second,  the  appointment  of  a  male  principal  with  three  female 
assistants  ;  third,  the  introduction  of  a  better  drill  in  English  composition. 
In  the  closing  exercises  an  effort  was  made  to  check  the  tendency  to  dis- 
play, by  substituting  for  class  essays,  a  programme  consisting  of  vocal  and 
instrumental  music  and  addresses  on  educational  topics,  and  by  banishing 
from  the  platform  the  elaborate  and  showy  designs  of  the  florist  and  the 
show-case  of  costly  gifts  for  the  grac'iiates,  which  have  sometimes  been  the 
chief  attraction  of  the  evening.  The  decorations  were  simple  and  in  good 
taste,  the  costumes  not  extravagant,  and  the  exercises  of  a  suitable  character. 

Some  further  changes  are  contemplated  in  the  curriculum  of  the  high 
school  for  the  coming  year,  as  is  intimated  by  the  following  resolution  of 
the  Board,  viz  :  "That  the  work  in  science  should  involve  less  of  text 
book  study  and  more  of  the  application  of  principles  in  the  way  of  illustra- 
tion and  experiment,  and  that  to  facilitate  this  practical  work,  a  part  of  the 
basement  of  the  high  school  be  furnished  with  benches,  tools  and  materials 
for  the  pupils  to  use  under  the  instruction  and  supervision  of  the  principal." 

I  have  added  to  the  requirements  of  our  teachers  for  examination  in 
"  theory  of  teaching,"  a  certain  amount  of  knowledge  of  psychology,  and 
as  a  preparation  for  this  a  course  of  instruction  in  that  branch  has  been 
given  throughout  the  year  at  the  monthly  institute  by  Mr.  J.  F.  Reigart, 
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principal  of  the  high  school.     A  more  extended  and  thorough  conrse  has 
also  been  pursued  by  the  normal  class  of  the  school. 

My  last  annual  report  mentioned  three  existing  evils  which  seriously 
effect  progress  in  school  work,  viz  :  in-egularity  of  attendance,  crowding  in 
the  rooms,  and  an  inaccurate  standard  of  judging  of  the  scholars'  advance- 
ment. We  hoped  the  first  might  have  been  in  a  measure  corrected  by  the 
passage  of  the  compulsory  law.  But  since  this  has  failed  we  shall  be 
obliged  to  tax  our  own  resources  to  solve  the  difficulty.  The  second  evil 
has  been  removed  for  the  time  by  providing  a  new  building.  The  third  is 
much  reduced  by  a  system  which  has  been  tried  the  past  year  and  which 
gives  promise  of  even  better  results  in  future.  The  making  of  daily  reci- 
tations and  the  test  of  final  examinations  were  abolished  by  us  several 
years  ago.  AVe  have  now  given  up  all  percentages  and  trust  very  much  to 
the  teacher's  judgment  of  the  general  progress  of  the  scholar,  under  the 
supervision  of  the  principal  or  superintendent.  The  marks  on  the  monthly 
reports  to  parents  are  on  a  scale  of  four,  and  indicate,  attendance,  conduct, 
application,  and  progress  in  each  branch.  1,  excellent  ;  2,  good  ;  3,  passable; 
4,  unsatisfactory.  4  in  attendance  or  conduct  necessitates  a  settlement 
between  teacher  or  superintendent  and  the  parent  of  the  offender.  1  in 
attendance,  conduct  and  application  for  a  month  secures  a  certificate  to 
that  effect  signed  by  the  teacher  and  stamped  by  the  superintendent  at  his 
office.  This  brings  the  best  pupils  in  direct  contact  with  the  superintend- 
ent and  is  an  advantage  on  both  sides.  The  office  and  the  official  thus 
appear  in  a  pleasanter  aspect  than  as  a  court  room  and  a  judge  for  the  trial 
of  offenders.  4  in  application  or  progress  necessitates  demotion  or  further 
trial  with  special  tests,  or  a  test  examination  in  deficient  branches  at  the 
close  of  the  term.  By  this  plan  few  that  are  unsuitable  to  remain  with  the 
class  are  found  there  at  the  time  of  promotion  ;  all  or  nearly  all  go  on.  I 
do  not  claim  that  this  plan  is  perfect,  but  I  am  sure  from  the  testimony 
of  teachers  that  much  time  is  gained  and  much  more  effective  teaching  is 
accomplished  by  such  a  system.  It  also  facilitates  the  dropping  of  a  lazy 
or  incompetent  pupil  to  a  lower  class,  or  of  promoting  an  ambitious  and 
studious  one  at  any  point  in  the  term. 


COLrMBIA— S.  H.  Hoffman. 

A  comparison  of  the  work  done  in  our  schools  during  the  year  just 
closed,  with  that  of  the  previous  year  indicates  an  improvement  in  the 
different  departments  that  is  very  encouraging.  We  realize,  however,  that 
much  remains  to  be  done,  and  it  is  our  aim  to  improve  upon  the  work  of 
each  succeeding  year  until  our  schools  shall  be  placed  upon  the  highest 
possible  plane  of  efficiency  and  usefulness. 

In  organizing  our  schools  at  the  beginning  of  the  term  an  additional 
teacher  was  assigned  to  the  grammar  department,  and  one  new   school    of 
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the  secondary  grade  formed;  a  one-room  building  was  purchased  and  fitted 
up  with  improved  furniture.  Our  school  rooms  are  well  supplied  with 
blackboards  of  the  best  slate. 

Arbor  Day  was  observed  with  appropriate  exercises,  but  on  account  of 
unfavorable  weather  fewer  trees  were  planted  than  on  former  occasions. 

The  oral  examinations  of  the  schools  of  the  second  division  of  the 
primary  department  were  well  attended  by  patrons  and  directors;  the  re- 
sults were  very  satisfactory,  indicating  marked  improvement  upon  the 
work  of  the  preceding  term.  The  results  of  the  written  examinations  held 
in  the  higher  grades  were  equally  gratifying,  indicating  interest  and  ap- 
plication on  the  part  of  the  pupils  and  thoroughness  on  the  part  of  the 
teachers. 

The  number  of  pupils  in  our  high  school  continues  to  increase.  Thir- 
teen young  ladies  and  gentlemen,  having  completed  the  required  course  of 
study,  received  their  diplomas  in  the  opera  house  on  the  evening  of  June 
13,  in  the  presence  of  a  very  large  and  appreciative  audience. 

Local  institutes  and  grade  meetings  were  the  means  used  in  promoting 
an  interest  in  professional  study  and  providing  instruction  and  training 
for  the  less  experienced  in  the  art  of  teaching. 

The  county  institute  is  also  a  valuable  aid  in  this  direction.  Our 
teachers,  as  a  class,  are  intelligent  and  zealous  laborers  in  the  educa- 
tional field.  They  realize  the  fact  that  a  mere  knowledge  of  the  branches 
taught  is  not  sufficient;  they  recognize  the  importance  of  a  knowledge  of 
the  mind,  of  the  laws  governing  its  development,  and  of  the  order  in 
which  its  various  powers  are  unfolded;  they  feel  the  necessity  of  a  clear 
understanding  of  the  best  methods  of  instruction  and  of  the  principles 
which  underlie  them. 

An  increased  interest  has  been  awakened  in  the  subject  of  writing; 
pupils  being  required  to  use  the  pen  two  years  earlier  in  the  course  than 
formerly;  this  secures  systematic  training  in  penmanship  to  four  or  five 
hundred  more  pupils  each  year  than  heretofore.  The  spelling-book  found 
its  way  into  our  schools  during  the  year  with  the  unanimous  approval  of 
the  board  as  well  as  that  of  many  of  the  patrons  of  the  schools;  the  in- 
terest which  it  has  aroused  in  the  subject  of  orthography  indicates  that  a 
step  has  been  taken  in  the  right  direction.  Our  board,  appreciating  the 
refining  and  elevating  influences  of  music  as  well  as  its  value  as  an  aid  in 
mental  discipline  and  school  government,  added  vocal  music  as  a  regular 
branch  to  our  course  of  study  by  the  adoption  of  Mason's  National  Music 
Course.  A  thoroughly  competent  musician  was  employed  to  instruct  the 
teachers  in  the  elements  of  music.  The  interest  awakened  in  this  subject 
in  the  schools  and  in  the  community,  and  the  success  with  which  it  is 
taught,  proves  the  wisdom  of  its  introduction. 

The  Shoch  library  received  a  valuable  addition  of  one  thousand  one 
hundred  and  thirty-eight  volumes  by  a  provision  of  the  will  of  the  late 
Col.  Samuel  Shoch,  in  honor  of  whom  the  library  was  named;  we  have  at 
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the  present  upwards  of  three  thousaad  seven   hundred  volumes,  a   most 
valuable  auxiliary  in  our  work. 

In  conclusion  I  desire  to  acknowledge  my  indebtedness  to  the  board  of 
directors  for  earnest  and  intelligent  cooperation  and  support  in  all  measures 
deemed  necessary  to  promote  the  interests  of  the  schools;  to  the  people  of 
Columbia  for  kind  words  of  encouragement,  and  to  the  press  for  many 
courtesies. 


CORRY— A.  D.  CoLEGRovE. 

There  is  not  much  pertaining  to  our  city  schools  that  is  of  sufficient 
importance  to  have  embodied  in  a  published  report.  No  very  marked 
changes  have  been  made  during  the  past  year.  Our  regulations  and 
course  of  study  have  been  revised  with  a  view  to  securing  a  better 
arrangement,  and  printed  in  pamphlet  form  for  the  convenience  of  teach- 
ers and  patrons.  In  the  high  school  more  prominence  has  been  given  to 
English.  Civil  government  and  political  economy  have  been  put  into  the 
regular  course  and  time  has  been  set  apart  for  reviewing  gramma^  and 
arithmetic.

Under  the  head  of  *'  English "  we  aim  to  give  a  thorough  course  in 
composition,  rhetoric  and  literature  preparatory  to  the  critical  study  of 
English  literature  later  in  the  course.  Spelling,  penmanship  and  declama- 
tion extend  through  the  course. 

A  "  German-English  "  course,  the  same  as  the  above,  with  the  excep- 
tion that  three  years  of  German  are  substituted  for  the  Latin,  is  also  pre- 
sented. And  besides  these  two  courses  leading  to  graduation,  we  have  a 
special  two-years'  commercial  course. 
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This  curriculum  is  not  offered  here  as  a  perfect  example,  but  rather  for 
comparison  and  criticism.  Under  our  present  State  school  system,  the 
supervisor  must  collect  what  light  he  can  from  his  co-laborers  for  his  own 
guidance,  and  he  is  in  duty  bound  to  contribute  his  mite  to  the  common 
store  of  experience.  After  all  that  the  success  of  his  efforts  will  depend 
largely  upon  the  soundness  of  his  own  judgment  and  the  support  which 
he  receives  from  his  local  board  of  directors. 

This  leads  me  to  the  query,  if  it  is  not  time  for  Pennsylvania  to  fall 
into  line  with  some  of  her  more  progressive  sisters  and  take  immediate 
steps  toward  the  establishment  of  a  uniform  graded  course  of  study  based 
upon  the  principles  of  educational  science,  under  State  supervision,  and  so 
arranged  that  our  common  schools,  our  high  schools,  and  our  colleges  and 
universities  shall  be  linked  in  one  grand  educational  system.  Eescued 
from  individual  caprice,  its  parts  properly  subordinated  to  the  whole,  the 
work  of  each  grade  and  department  made  definite,  and  its  logical  relation 
understood,  the  work  of  the  teacher  and  the  district  supervisor  would  no 
longer  be  a  blind  groping,  and  our  school  system  would  become  infinitely 
more  useful  to  the  individual  and  to  society. 


DUNMORE— L.  R.  Fowler. 

It  affords  me  pleasure  to  report  another  year's  progress  and  prosperity 
of  our  schools. 

Our  borough  is  increasing  rapidly  in  wealth  and  population,  and  our 
school  board  is  keeping  pace  with  these  conditions  in  the  supply  of  school 
accommodations.  The  board  erected  one  new  building  during  the  year, 
and  contemplate  erecting  another  during  the  coming  year.  We  have  nine 
school  buildings  now  and  all  are  in  very  good  condition. 

A  large  majority  of  our  teachers  manifest  a  deep  interest  in  the  work  in 
which  they  are  engaged,  and  avail  themselves  of  the  means  that  surround 
them  for  improvement  in  matter  and  method,  that  will  aid  them  in  doing 
better  work  in  the  school  room. 

Heretofore  I  have  spent  the  greater  part  of  my  time  in  actual  teaching 
in  the  high  school,  but  during  the  coming  year  I  shall  teach  less  and 
devote  more  time  to  the  schools  as  a  whole. 

We  still  continue  to  hold  monthly  institutes  and  feel  that  they  are 
instrumental  in  doing  much  good. 

Fifteen  pupils  passed  the  required  examination  for  graduation  from 
high  school  and  received  their  diplomas.  The  commencement  exercises 
were  held  in  Ewen  Hall.  A  large  number  patrons  were  present  and  the 
members  of  the  class  did  justice  to  themselves  and  to  their  teachers. 

Night  schools  v/ere  held,  for  three  months  in  all  wards  where  patrons 
petitioned  for  same  ;  the  schools  were  held  during  the  winter  months  and 
the  attendance  was  large  and  quite  regular. 
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By  reference  to  annual  report  of  the  school  board  you  will  observe 
that  the  finances  are  in  a  good  condition,  in  fact  were  never  better  at  the 
close  of  a  school  year. 

In  justice  to  the  past  members  of  the  school  board,  as  "well  as  to  the 
present  members,  I  would  say  that  teachers  once  employed  in  our  schools 
can  feel  secure  in  their  positions  so  long  as  they  perform  all  their  duties 
with  satisfaction  to  patrons. 

Though  no  radical  changes  have  been  made  in  our  schools  during  the 
year,  yet  some  have  been  made,  I  can  see  improvement  and  a  steady 
growth  all  along  the  line. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  acknowledge  my  indebtedness  to  our  school 
board  and  to  teachers  generally  for  their  assistance  and  cooperation  with 
me  in  the  discharge  of  my  official  duties. 


EASTOX— Wm.  W.  Cottingham. 

The  results  of  the  year  that  has  just  closed  reveal  nothing  that  is  notably 
at  variance  with  our  usual  experience. 

A  summary  of  the  year's  achievement  brings  to  view  nothing  as  an 
agency  that  bears  the  impress  of  a  new  departure  in  the  direction  either  of 
novelty  or  experiment.  The  work  of  the  year  has  been  conducted  in  pur- 
suance of  a  line  of  policy  long  since  adopted,  and  with  an  aim  so  directed 
as  to  secure  the  highest  possible  development  of  such  appliances  as  have 
given  proof  of  their  adaptation  to  our  educational  needs. 

The  general  system  has  grown  into  a  better  condition  by  reason  of  the 
marked  improvement  in  the  gradation  and  classification  of  the  respective 
schools. 

The  teaching  force  was  regularly  organized,  and  the  work  of  instruction 
was,  in  the  main,  judiciously  and  successfully  conducted. 

The  cuiTiculum  of  the  several  grades  has  remained  intact  save  in  a  few 
points  in  which  a  slight  modification  was  effected. 

The  high  school  continues  in  the  enjoyment  of  popular  favor.  This 
school  has  outgrown  the  limits  of  the  building  it  occupies.  Its  present 
necessities  require  immediate  provision  for  increased  building  capacity  and 
rooms  of  proper  and  convenient  adjustment.  Fully  eight  per  cent,  of  the 
entire  number  of  pupils  enrolled  in  the  district  are  members  of  the  high 
school,  and  yet  this  increment  of  pupils  was  secured  after  the  grade  of 
admission  had  been  elevated  to  a  higher  standard.  The  latter  fact  reflects 
creditably  upon  the  lower  schools,  and  gives  sure  indications  of  healthful 
growth  in  all  the  departments. 

The  teachers'  local  institute,  with  its  normal  class  attachment,  was  suc- 
cessfully maintained  during  the  year,  and  proved  a  valuable  auxiliary  in 
school  work. 

A  new  school  building,  iu  process  of  erection  in  the  Third  ward   will  be 
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ready  for  occupancy  at  the  opening  of  the  next  term.  This  building  is  a 
brick  structure  of  four  commodious  school  rooms,  and,  when  completed, 
-will  be  disposed,  in  all  of  its  appointments,  agreeably  to  the  requirements 
of  modern  improvement. 

An  event  of  peculiar  interest  in  the  history  of  our  schools,  was  the 
formal  dedication  of  the  memorial  gate-way,  erected  by  the  pupils  of  the 
public  schools  of  this  city,  to  the  memory  of  Hon.  George  Wolf,  late 
Governor  of  this  Commonwealth^,  who  was  the  advocate  and  founder  of  our 
system  of  common  schools.  The  occasion  was  one  of  unusual  interest,  the 
display  fitting,  and  the  ceremonies  enthusiastically  observed.  The  muni- 
cipal and  school  authorities  with  the  children  composing  the  schools  of 
Easton,  South  Easton  and  Glendon,  and  the  citizens  generally,  joined 
heartily  in  the  demonstration.  The  presence  and  offices  of  His  Excellency 
James  A.  Beaver,  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth,  Rev.  E.  E.  Higbee, 
D.  D.,  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  Hon.  J.  P.  Wickersham,  ex 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  Hon.  \V.  S.  Kirkpatrick,  Attorney 
General  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  other  dignitaries,  gave  6clat  to  the 
occasion. 


ERIE.— H.  S   Jones. 


No  year  in  the  history  of  the  schools  of  this  city  can  compare  with  the 
one  just  closed  in  regularity  of  attendance,  the  enrolment  varying  but 
little  each  month  of  the  ten.  The  buildings  have  been  better  cared  for 
than  ever,  and  the  general  sanitary  condition  has,  with  hardly  an  excep- 
tion, been  up  to  a  higher  standard. 

The  Erie  schools  have  never  sufiFered  from  those  radical  changes  which 
possess  but  the  single  merit  of  change  in  the  line  of  progress.  The  new 
and  the  startling  in  any  enterprise,  especially  in  the  social  work  of  educa- 
tion, have  in  the  end  a  depressing  efPect  in  the  way  of  reaction,  producing 
a  pendulum  sort  of  action  which  is  motion  that  merely  repeats  itself. 

The  high  aim  of  our  work  is  to  do  as  much  as  possible  for  the  child 
that  shall  bear  helpful  fruit  in  future  years.  The  best  school  is  but  noble 
efFort  in  blossom.  Our  labors  are  far  from  satisfactory,  but  through  them 
we  have  a  growing  hope  for  better  things  and  a  more  earnest  desire  for 
greater  professional  power. 

We  gain  courage  by  taking  account  of  impediments  removed  and  ob- 
stacles overcome.  Some  of  the  features  of  our  system  that  have  taken 
form  through  educational  evolution  during  the  year  will  be  noticed. 

The  Central  School. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  board  took  energetic  action,  and  re- 
solved to  erect  a  commodious  building  .on  the  large,  centrally  located  site 
on  Tenth,  Eleventh  and  Sassafras  streets.  The  building,  when  completed, 
will  doubtless  be  one  of  the  finest  educational  structures  in  the  country, 
both  as  to  appearances  and  adaptation. 
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The  plan  in  outline  is,  a  main  part  of  eight  large  school  rooms  in  first 
and  second  stories,  and  in  the  third,  a  hall  capable  of  seating  a  thousand 
people.  On  the  north  and  on  the  south  side  of  the  main  park,  is  a  wing 
each  containing  eight  school  rooms  for  general  use  on  the  first  and  second 
floors,  and  four  for  adjunct  purposes  on  the  third  floor;  the  whole  number  of 
full-sized  rooms  being  thirty- two,  in  addition  each  room  has  a  large  clothes- 
room. 

The  basement  is  eleven  feet  in  the  clear,  and  will  in  part  be  devoted  to 
exercise  and  manual  instruction.  There  are  seven  ways  of  ingress  and 
egress;  the  main  halls  running  through  the  building  are  twenty  feet  wide, 
and  considerably  wider  in  the  central  portion.  Besides  the  excellent  points 
outlined,  the  special  merits  of  the  plan  lie  in  (1)  the  exposure  of  each 
room  to  air  and  light,  most  of  them  having  air  and  light  from  three  direc- 
tions, and  possessing  from  six  to  ten  large  windows;  (2)  the  easy  stairs, 
six  and  one-fourth  inches  "  rise,"  and  eleven  and  three-fourths  inches 
"  tread,"  with  a  broad  "  landing,"  to  each  flight.  With  this  angle  of  rise, 
young  people  will  go  up  three  or  four  stories  with  little  or  no  fatigue,  and 
hence  with  no  strain  on  the  system;  (3)  the  means  of  ventilation — the 
used  air  passing  under  the  floor,  thus  warming  the  floor,  and  thence  into 
the  great  stacks  into  the  open  atmosphere;  (4)  the  method  of  warming 
which  will  be  by  means  of  icarm  air  in  large  measure,  changing  the  breath- 
ing food  of  each  room  every  ten  to  fifteen  minutes;  (5)  the  "dry-closet" 
system  which  uses  the  foul  air  instead  of  water  for  disposing  of  the 
f cecal  matter. 

To  many,  the  building  as  to  size  seems  ahead  of  present  and  near-by 
future  wants;  but  Erie  is  no  longer  a  village,  and  the  opinion  of  those 
who  favored  a  large  house  will  certainly  be  the  popular  opinion,  if  the 
city  continues  to  grow  in  numbers,  wealth  and  enterprise  as  it  has  during 
the  last  decade. 

The  central  building  will  be  the  home  of  the  high  school,  the  teachers' 
training  class,  the  mechanical  drawing  school,  the  school  board,  the  super- 
intendent, teachers'  library,  educational  exhibits,  city  teachers'  institute, 
educational  lectures,  central  grammar  school,  the  "  practical  intermediate 
department,"  and  primary  classes  for  the  study  and  practice  of  the  teachers' 
training  class. 

The  Practical  Intermediate  Department. 

Through  the  desire  of  the  board  of  directors  to  so  liberalize  the  methods 
of  the  system  as  to  reach  all  classes,  the  committee  on  the  course  of  study 
prepared  a  course  of  study  for  young  people  who  have  been  out  of  school 
for  sometime  but  wish  to  return  and  review  and  add  to  their  education  in 
some  practical  study,  or  who  have  not  had  the  benefit  of  graded  instruc- 
tion in  their  younger  days,  but  desire  to  give  a  year  or  two  to  the 
school-room,  or  those  who  have  not  the  time  and  capacity  to  go  on  in  that 
exacting  line  of  work  demanded  by  the  high  school. 

This  department  is  under  the  direction  of  the  principal   and   faculty  of 
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the  high  school,  and  students  may  pass  from  it  to  the  high  school.  The 
special  field  of  the  department  is  to  look  after  the  mature  "  odds  and  ends  " 
material,  the  studies  being  largely  confined  to  the  common  branches,  spell- 
ing, reading,  writing,  arithmetic,  grammar,  book-keeping,  etc. 


FRANKLIN— N.  P.  Kinsley. 

The  year  has  been  a  prosperous  one.  No  material  changes  have  been 
made  in  the  organization  of  the  schools  nor  in  the  course  of  study.  We 
have  been  constantly  on  the  lookout  for  "good  things,"  but  have  adopted 
nothing  merely  because  it  was  new,  nor  rejected  anything,  proved  to  be 
good,  however  old  it  might  be. 

We  think  we  have  special  reason  to  be  gratified  at  the  number  of 
pupils  enrolled  in  the  high  school — more  than  eight  percent  of  the  whole 
number  enrolled. 

Special  mention,  perhaps,  ought  to  be  made  of  the  starting  of  a  teachers' 
library,  procured  through  the  voluntary  subscriptions  of  the  teachers — a 
library  composed  entirely  of  works  bearing  directly  on  the  science  and  the 
art  of  teaching. 

Vocal  music,  as  a  part  of  the  course  of  study,  has  been  made  to  pay. 
Two  public  musical  entertainments  have  been  given,  and,  as  the  result,  we 
have  a  piano  for  the  high  school  and  $150  with  which  to  make  additions 
to  our  school  library. 

This  year,  also,  there  has  been  organized  for  the  first  time,  a  training 
class  for  young  ladies,  graduates  of  our  high  school,  who  desire  to  become 
teachers  in  our  schools. 

Before  the  beginning  of  the  next  school  year  provision  will  have  been 
made  for  the  increased  number  of  pupils  by  the  erection  of  a  two-room 
addition  to  the  First  ward  building. 


HAERISBURG— L.    O.   Foose. 

The  results  of  the  past  school  year  have  been  generally  satisfactory, 
and  substantial  progress  has  been  made  all  along  the  different  lines  of 
work.  We  do  not  claim  anything  like  perfection,  but  are,  however, 
earnestly  striving  after  it,  in  some  instances,  perhaps,  at  too  great  a  dis- 
tance, but  nevertheless  undaunted  in  the  endeavor. 

There  has  been  but  little  in  our  work  during  the  past  year  that  differs 
much  from  that  of  previous  years. 

The  new  eight-room  building  in  the  Sixth  ward  was  occupied  in  Sep- 
tember. This  is  one  of  our  best  buildings,  and  the  conveniences  and  com- 
forts which  its  ample  and  well- adapted  rooms  afford,  have  been  very  much 
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enjoyed  by  both  teachers  and  pupils.  It  is  heated  by  the  Ruttan-Smead 
system  and  contains  the  dry  closets. 

An  addition  of  four  rooms  has  been  made  to  the  Allison  building,  in 
the  eastern  part  of  the  city,  and  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  in  September. 
The  entire  building  will  be  heated  and  ventilated  by  the  same  system. 
This  building  will  also  contain  the  dry  closets.  The  results  of  last  year's 
experience  with  these  closets,  in  the  Maclay  building  have  been  so  satis- 
factory as  to  induce  the  board  of  directors  to  order  their  introduction  into 
this  building. 

In  January  the  Mount  Pleasant,  building,  which  stands  on  elevated 
ground,  was  condemned  by  the  grand  jury  of  the  county,  and  afterwards, 
also  adjudged  unsafe  by  a  committee  of  experts  appointed  by  the  board, 
and  liable  to  fall,  because  of  excavations  made  in  opening  a  street  along 
the  side  of  the  lot.  The  building  was  abandoned,  and  the  schools  were 
located  temporarily  in  such  rooms  as  could  be  found  in  the  neighborhood. 
In  the  primary  grade  two  schools  occupied  one  room,  each  having  but  one 
session  a  day — the  one  in  the  morning,  the  other  in  the  afternoon — the 
unemployed  teacher  assisting  the  one  in  charge  of  the  school  for  the  time 
being.  The  arrangement,  though  not  entirely  satisfactory,  was  the  best 
under  the  circumstances,  and  resulted  in  quite  efficient  work. 

The  building  has  since  been  sold,  a  suitable  lot  purchased,  and  a  fine, 
new  eight-room  building  is  now  in  process  of  erection  and  will  be  ready 
for  occupancy  about  the  holidays. 

In  the  high  school  classes  only  those  pupils  are  examined  who  are  not 
considered  qualified  for  promotion,  or,  if  at  the  conclusion  of  the  course, 
graduation,  by  the  principal  and  teachers  of  the  school.  This  very  much 
simplifies  the  matter  of  records  and  promotions,  and  is  a  great  incentive 
to  study  and  faithful  discharge  of  duty  on  the  part  of  pupils,  in  as  much 
as  it  furnishes  exemption  from  examinations.  It  also  leads  to  broader 
teaching  and  broader  study.  The  few  who  are  indifferent  or  deficient  are 
examined  as  formerly,  and  disposed  of  according  to  the  record  they  make. 

A  large  number  of  maps,  reading  charts,  dictionaries,  and  some  philo- 
sophical apparatus  was  furnished  during  the  year. 

A  training  school  will  be  organized  at  the  opening  of  the  schools  in 
September  for  the  preparation  of  teachers. 

The  subject  of  drawing  is  now  receiving  much  more  attention  by  the 
board  than  it  has  received  for  a  number  of  years  past.  Provision  has 
been  made  for  more  efficient  teaching  on  this  subject,  and  better  results 
are  looked  for  in  the  near  future.

During  the  past  term  I  have  sent  you  information  in  detail  of  the  man- 
agement and  progress  of  our  schools,  so  that  a  lengthy  annual  report  is 
not  necessary. 

The  school  board  has  been  liberal,  the  teachers  active  and  progressive 
and  the  work  accomplished  the  most  satisfactory  during  my  eight  years  of 
supervision. 

It  is  with  sorrow  that  I  report  the  death  of  Miss  B.  H.  Brown,  who  for 
many  years  was  one  of  our  most  faithful  and  successful  teachers. 


HAZLE  TOWNSHIP,   Luzeene   County— P.  F.  Fallon. 

In  reporting  to  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  it  affords  me  great 
pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  a  successful  year's  work.  The  schools  of 
Hazle  township  were  in  active  operation  for  a  period  of  nine  months  un- 
interrupted by  any  cause  whatever  to  effect  the  progress  of  the  schools. 
By  frequently  visiting  the  schools,  and  by  observing  carefully  the  methods 
and  means  employed  in  imparting  instruction,  and  by  rendering  such 
assistance  as  it  was  possible  for  me  to  render,  we  are  satisfied  that  a  good 
year's  work  has  been  accomplished. 

Institutes. 

By  order  of  the  board  a  district  institute  was  established  to  meet  once  a 
month  in  Hazle  Mines  school  house.  An  interesting  programme  was 
arranged  for  each  meeting.  The  exercises  were  conducted  by  the  most 
experienced  teachers.  The  institutes  were  not  so  well  attended  as  might 
be  expected.  It  is  sincerely  hoped  that  in  the  future  teachers  will  take  a 
greater  interest  in  educational  meetings.  A  joint  local  institute  compris- 
ing the  townships  of  Hazle,  Foster  and  Dennison,  Hazleton,  Freeland, 
Jeddo,  White  Haven  and  West  Hazleton  boroughs  was  held  in  Hazle  Hall, 
February  15  and  16.  The  institute  was  a  grand  success.  The  exercises 
consisted  of  class  drills,  papers,  vocal  and  instrumental  music,  talks  and 
discussions  on  educational  subjects.  Our  thanks  are  due  Superintendents 
James  M.  Coughlin,  X.  Z.  Snyder,  of  Reading,  D.  A.  Harman,  of  Hazleton, 
and  all  others  who  aided  in  making  the  institute  a  success. 

Repairing. 

During  vacation   every  school   room    in   the   township  was   thoroughly 
cleansed  and  put  in  order  ready  for  the  opening  of  the  term.      The  school 
houses  of  Milnesville   and   Hollywood  were  repainted,  and  a  number  of 
others  shingled  and  repaii'ed. 
9  School  Report. 
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Supplies. 

The  board  furnished  supplementary  reading  cards  to  all  the  primary 
grades.  Prang's  system  of  drawing  was  introduced  into  the  schools  and 
each  room  supplied  with  a  text  book  and  a  set  of  drawing  books.  The 
subject  is  receiving  the  careful  attention  of  the  teachers.  Two  rooms  were 
furnished  with  slate  blackboards.  A  case  of  maps  on  spring  rollers  were 
furnished  by  J.  M.  Olcot.  The  maps  are  excellent  and  give  good  satisfac- 
tion. 

Evening  Schools. 

Fifteen  evening  schools  were  in  active  operation  for  a  period  of  three 
months.  Four  hundred  and  eighteeen  pupils  were  enrolled.  The  average 
attendance,  two  hundred  and  ninety-three  pupils,  at  a  cost  of  $1,110.00. 
The  evening  schools  are  of  great  benefit  to  the  boys  working  in  and  about 
the  mines. 

Arbor  Day. 
Arbor  Day  was  observed  in  all  our  schools.      Suitable  exercises,  of  a 
literary  character  were  held,  after  which  a  number  of  trees  were  planted. 

Conclusion. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  return  thanks  to  the  teachers,  parents,  pupils 
and  the  press  for  courtesy  shown  me.  I  return  thanks  to  the  board  of 
directors,  for  I  appreciate  their  kindness  in  complying  with  every  sugges- 
tion and  request  calculated  to  promote  the  best  interests  of  our  schools. 


JOHNSTOWN— T.  B.  Johnston. 

It  is  with  a  feeling  of  sadness  that  I  turn  to  record  briefly  the  work  of 
the  schools  of  this  city  during  the  past  year.  On  the  very  last  day  of 
the  school  year  the  city  was  swept  by  a  flood  which  caused  untold  loss  of 
property  and  sacrificed  thousands  of  lives.  Seen  at  the  present  time  the 
city  is  a  complete  wreck. 

The  schools  were  not  in  session,  having  closed  on  the  27th  of  the  mouth. 
The  annual  exposition  of  pupils'  work  in  the  department  of  writing  and 
drawing  would  have  been  opened  to  the  public  on  the  afternoon  of  the 
fatal  31st  of  May.  Much  time  and  effort  had  been  spent  on  this  work  by 
the  pupils,  and  their  specimens,  already  mounted,  were  of  superior  merit. 

The  high  school  commencement  was  set  for  June  4,  but,  it  is  needless  to 
say,  the  graduating  exercises  of  this  class  will  never  be  held.  One  mem- 
ber of  the  class,  Lizzie  C.  AVagoner,  lost  her  life  in  the  flood.  .  She  was 
taken  with  father,  mother  and  two  sister-,  all  of  the  family  at  homo.  She 
was  a  model  student,  lovable  and  kind,  and  we  who  knew  her,  know  that 
she  was  prepared  to  die. 
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Seven  ladies,  Misses  Jennie  Wells,  Laura  Hamilton,  Minnie  Linton, 
Mattie  McDivitt,  Emma  Fisher,  Maggie  Jones  and  Mary  White,  of  our 
corps  of  the  thirty-eight  teachers,  were  lost.  Five  of  these  had  taught 
here  for  several  years,  and  all  had  been  faithful  servants  of  the  people. 
W^e  shall  miss  them  with  regret. 

The  loss  of  life  among  the  school  children  of  Johnstown  proper  is  not 
so  great,  though  all  too  great,  as  one  would  suppose  while  viewing  the 
wreck  of  the  city.  Because  the  people  are  widely  scattered  it  is  impossible 
as  yet  to  secure  a  complete  record  of  the  loss  of  life  among  the  pupils; 
but  inquiries  thus  far  would  indicate  a  loss  not  exceeding  two  hundred  of 
a  total  enrolment  of  nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen. 

The  school  interests  of  the  city  have  sufPered  with  the  people.  Flood 
and  lire  have  robbed  us  of  buildings  accommodating  fourteen  schools,  and 
the  remaining  buildings  are  badly  damaged.  The  flood  which  robbed 
nearly  every  family  of  one  or  more  of  its  members,  taken  with  a  total  loss 
of  property,  makes  it  almost  a  certainty  that  aid  must  come  from  the  out- 
side world  if  our  schools  are  to  be  in  session  during  the  current  year. 
The  city  will  recover;  the  energy  of  the  people  is  left.  If  iinancial  aid 
to  conduct  the  schools  is  extended  for  this  year  by  another  year  the  city 
will  be  able  to  care  for  her  educational  interest. 

As  a  body  our  teachers  are  interested  in  their  profession,  and  their  work 
in  the  school  room,  with  few  exceptions,  shows  professional  skill.  There- 
suits  of  the  examination  at  the  close  of  the  year  were  alike  complimentary 
to  the  skill  of  the  teacher  and  the  industry  of  the  pupils.  The  high  school 
has  maintained  its  high  standard  for  admission  and  graduation,  and  is  in  a 
flourishing  condition.  One  feature  of  our  schools  in  which  we  take  pride, 
and  which  extends  from  the  lowest  grade  up  to  and  including  the  high 
school,  is  the  sustained  interest  which  enables  the  schools  to  close  the  year 
with  an  enrolment  equal  to  that  with  which  they  opened.  The  patrons 
of  the  schools  made  1,664  visits  during  the  year. 

As  a  rule  the  more  parents  visit  the  schools  the  more  they  want  to  visit 
them.  The  stimulus  to  greater  care  and  diligence  inspired  by  their 
occasional  presence,  the  sympathy  and  appreciation  which  always  follow 
when  parents  are  brought  into  personal  contact  with  teachers  and  pupils, 
work  wonders  in  the  cause  of  popular  education.  It  is  thus  only  that  the 
standard  of  educational  sentiment  is  raised  in  a  community. 

The  members  of  the  board  of  education  have  been  faithful  to  their 
trust.  In  supplying  the  needs  of  the  schools,  and  in  visiting  them,  they 
have  shown  that  they  feel  the  responsibility  resting  on  them  to  have  the 
schools  reach  the  highest  standard  of  excellence  possible. 
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LANCASTEK— R.   K.  Bdehrle. 

In  a  school  system  so  long  established  and  so  carefully  thought  out  as 
that  of  this  city,  few  very  great  changes  are  likely  to  be  made.  Yet  the 
eye  of  the  close  observer  cannot  fail  to  see  that  the  tendencies  of  such  as 
are  made,  are  towards  rendering  the  course  of  instruction  more  immediately 
practical,  and  that  the  primary  schools  are  gradually,  though  none  too  soon 
attracting  more  attention. 

Buildings. 
While  I  am  writing  this  report,  another  new  school  house — the  eighth  in 
nine  years — is  slowly  rising,  and  so  well  designed,  so  beautiful,  and  so  well 
adapted  to  its  purposes,  so  fully  provided  with  all  the  conveniences  now 
looked  for  in  well-equipped  school  buildings  is  it,  that  the  spectator  look- 
ing around  upon  the  children  eager  to  throng  its  halls  may  well  be  moved 
to  exclaim.  "O  fortunati,  quorum  jam  moenia  surgunt  .'"  By  the  opening  of 
next  term  all  the  schools  with  the  exception  of  the  high,  three  grammar  and 
one  German  and  English  intermediate  will  be  on  the  single-room  plan 
which  is  now  generally  conceded  to  produce  the  best  results.  As  soon  as 
the  board  can  see  its  way  clear  to  replace  the  remaining  three-room  build- 
ings with  modern  school  houses,  the  combined  system  will  be  discontinued. 
In  order  to  accommodate  the  people  with  schools  near  their  homes,  the  plan 
of  building  houses  containing  only  four  rooms  was  adopted,  and  six  such 
were  erected  in  the  outlying  portions  of  the  city.  It  is  hardly  necessary 
to  say  that  the  plan  was  a  very  excellent  one  although  the  time  has  now 
come  when  large  buildings — eight  to  twelve  rooms — centrally  located,  in 
which  higher  grade  schools  may  be  established,  should  be  erected. 

Course  of  Study. 

Believing  that  arithmetic  and  penmanship  are  taught  and  learned,  in 
great  part,  for  the  use  to  be  made  of  them  in  the  practical  affairs  of  every- 
day life,  and  that  the  application  of  a  knowledge  of  these  two  branches 
could  be  taught  in  the  time  heretofore  devoted  to  the  tilling  of  copy  books 
with  engraved  headlines,  the  board  introduced  elementary  book  keeping 
into  the  girls'  grammar  schools,  it  was  introduced  into  the  boys'  nine  years 
ago,  and  it  affords  me  great  pleasure  to  say  that  this  change  seems  to  be 
universally  acceptable. 

Teachers. 

A  good  school  system  is  a  growth,  for  it  must  emanate  from  those  whose 
ideals  and  (jualifications  are  high.  Hence  our  motto  has  been,  improve  the 
teachers  and  improved  methods  must  follow,  but  above  all,  no  undue  haste^ 
for  such  work  requires  time.  "  Better  Mark  Hopkins  seated  on  a  log  under 
a  tree  than  almost  any  other  man  with  all  tbe  resources  of  a  great  univer- 
sity behind  him  !"  said  President  Garfield,  and  acting  on  the  truth  em- 
bodied in  this  saying,  my  chief  endeavor  since  my  advent  here  has  been  to 
inspire,  to  educate  the  teachers,  and,  I  am  happy  to  add,  the  great  majority 
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of  them  has  heartily  entered  into  the  plans  suggested,  has  been  ready,  in 
season  and  out  of  season,  to  study,  to  improve  themselves,  and,  as  a  con- 
sequence, their  methods,  so  that  now  the  popular  verdict  is  "  substantial 
progress  all  along  the  line." 

General  Observations. 

It  is  worthy  of  remark  that  so  carefully  was  the  situation  studied,  and 
so  nicely  adjusted  to  the  demands  of  the  community  was  the  work  of  the 
school  that  it  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  take  a  backward  step  at  any 
time  as  regards  any  change  proposed,  and  that  every  forward  movement 
made  by  the  board  was  endorsed  by  the  people.  That  the  means  for  main- 
taining the  system  in  all  its  efficiency  were  always  at  hand,  our  creditors, 
whether  teachers  or  others,  were  always  promptly  paid,  and  that  the  rate 
of  taxation  of  the  district  is  lower  than  that  of  any  other  city  of  equal  size 
in  the  state,  and  all  this  notwithstanding  the  constant  building  of  school 
houses  and  the  introduction  of  free  books. 


LEBANON— J.  T.  Nitrauer. 

It  is  with  feelings  of  pleasure  that  I  report  another  year  of  educational 
progress  in  the  city  of  Lebanon.  Comparing  what  is  with  what  ought  to 
be,  the  minds  of  those  engaged  in  the  great  warfare  may  be  inclined  to 
despond,  but  the  comparison  between  what  is  and  what  teas  is  nevertheless 
very  encouraging.  No  one  familiar  with  the  past  of  our  schools  can  fail 
to  note  the  progress. 

Controllers. 

The  members  of  the  board  of  school  controllers  are  men  of  practical 
wisdom,  manifesting  a  positive  and  active  interest  in  the  work  of  educa- 
tion. 

Attendance. 

All  our  teachers  made  earnest  efforts  to  secure  regular  attendance.  Still 
there  is  much  truancy  and  irregularity  of  which  to  complain.  In  the 
majority  of  cases  parents  are  to  blame  for  this  state  of  affairs.  They  do 
not,  as  they  shoiild,  make  their  children's  attendance  at  school  of  the  first 
importance.  They  do  not  or  cannot  understand  the  great  necessity  of 
regular  daily  attendance  at  any  school,  and  especially  the  well  graded  and 
classified  school.  How  often  are  children  detained  for  a  little  play  with 
company,  or  to  run  on  the  most  trifling  errands?  In  this  way  they  get 
behind  their  classmates  and  become  discouraged.  A  dislike  for  school  and 
its  duties  is  formed,  and  every  opportunity  for  being  absent  is  seized  with 
pleasure.  With  these  children  the  most  valuable  services  of  faithful 
teachers  are  lost ;  and  then  school  officers  and  teachers  are  censured 
because  all  the  pupils  in  all  the  schools  are  not  alike  advanced  and  bene- 
fited. 
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Teachers. 
The  majority  of  our  teachers  are  earnest,  industrious  and  progressive. 
They  labor  diligently  to  understand,  not  only  the  oranches  to  be  taught  in 
their  schools,  but  also  the  nature,  responsibility  and  greatness  of  their 
work,  and  then  devote  their  best  powers  to  the  discharge  of  their  high 
duties.  Such  teachers  we  cannot  afford  to  lose,  and  controllers  will  act 
wisely  in  paying  them  liberal  salaries,  and  by  giving  them  all  other  neces- 
sary encouragement. 

Library. 
A  commendable  and  successful  (we  trust)  beginning  has  been   made 
during  the  year  to  establish  a  teachers'  library  of  professional  works. 

Examinations. 

The  examination  of  teachers  and  of  all  the  schools,  for  promotion,  were 
conducted  by  the  superintendent  personally,  and  were  in  the  main  quite 
satisfactory.  The  teachers  have  done  their  work  well,  both  as  to  discip- 
line and  instruction,  and  they  are  entitled  to  the  thanks  of  the  community, 
of  the  board  of  controllers  and  the  superintendent,  whose  share  of  indebted- 
ness is  hereby  acknowledged,  with  the  hope  that  the  substantial  progress 
of  the  past  may  have  furnished  an  impetus  for  the  future  success  which 
shall  be  fairly  equal  to  the  requirements  of  the  age  and  to  the  condition 
upon  whi<;h  depend  the  culture  and  discipline  that  underlie  the  intelli- 
gence of  a  vigorous,  well -developed  manhood. 


LOCK  HAVEN— Jno.  A.  Robe. 

Few  changes  have  taken  place  in  our  schools  since  my  last  report.  This 
much  must  be  said,  there  has  been  no  backward  movement,  but  steady 
progress  in  our  educational  work.  I  regard  the  work  and  results  of  the 
past  year  as  the  best  in  the  history  of  our  schools. 

The  average  attendance  has  been  larger  than  any  previous  year. 

The  methods  of  teaching  are  being  constantly  modified  as  experience 
suggests.  In  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  methods  of  teaching  the  Lock 
Haven  schools  have  been  conservative,  introducing  nothing  new  until  it 
has  been  thoroughly  tried  in  a  few  of  our  schools  by  experienced  and  care- 
ful teachers. 

Arbor  days  were  appropriately  observed,  but  as  our  city  and  grounds  are 
in  no  way  deficient  in  shade,  the  planting  was  confined  to  a  few  trees  and 
dedicated  to  the  memory  of  some  of  our  great  authors,  statesmen  and 
educators; 

The  high  school  has  steadily  grown  in  numbers  and  efficiency.  The 
percentage  of  pupils  in  our  high  school  is  probably  larger  than  in  any 
other  city  of  our  State,  being  nearly  nine  per  cent,  of  the  enrolment. 

The  interest  shown  by  our  school  board  in  educational  matters  will  ever 
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be  a  source  of  gratification.  All  over  our  great  State  we  find  our  ablest 
and  best  men,  in  every  department  of  life,  serving  upon  school  boards, 
giving  valuable  time  and  too  often  thankless  work,  and  for  no  other  than 
philanthropic  interest. 


MAHANOY  CITY— W.  L.  Balentine. 

During  the  year  just  closed  we  have  been  working  successfully  along  the 
lines  indicated  in  my  last  report. 

The  system  of  music  entitled  "The  Normal  Music  Course,"  by  Holt  & 
TuftR,  of  Boston,  is  gradually  becoming  popular,  and  promises  to  be  an 
entire  success.     It  was  introduced  into  all  the  grades  last  year. 

Having  abandoned  imitation  drawing  and  introduced  form  study  and 
object  drawing  more  than  a  year  ago,  the  teachers  are  gradually  acquiring 
skill  in  this  art,  without  which  it  is  almost  a  waste  of  time  to  teach  drawing. 
Prang's  system  is  the  basis  upon  which  we  proceed.  Lessons  in  drawing 
took  up  a  large  part  of  the  programme  of  our  semi-monthly  institute. 

The  new  school  house  erected  in  1887  is  heated  by  the  Smead-Wills 
system  of  heating  and  ventilating,  in  connection  with  their  dry  closet 
system.  This  has  proved  to  be  more  satisfactory  than  steam-heating.  By 
this  method  the  air  in  the  rooms  is  kept  fresh  continually. 

Our  teachers  work  with  genuine  enthusiasm,  and,  while  not  carried  away 
with  the  multiplicity  of  notions,  devices,  methods  and  theories  which  darken 
the  air,  they  are  seeking  to  understand  the  principles  which  constitute  the 
criteria  by  which  methods  are  to  be  tested  and  upon  which  all  intelligent 
teaching  is  based. 


McKEESPOKT— P.  A.  Shaner. 

As  we  look  back  over  the  records  of  the  school  year  just  closed,  we  find 
much  for  which  to  be  thankful  and  over  which  to  rejoice.  Our  school 
property  has  been  free  from  devestation  and  destruction,  the  ranks  of  our 
teaching  forc*^  have  not  been  invaded  by  death  nor  by  serious  illness,  no 
malignant  epidemic  has  swept  through  our  schools,  reducing  their  attend- 
ance and  consequent  usefulness.  Harmony  and  cooperation  have  pre- 
vailed, and  systematic  work  has  characterized  every  department.  The  year's 
work  has  been  successful  in  every  particular. 

When  I  entered  upon  the  duties  of  my  otfice  I  found  the  schools  of  Mc- 
Keesport fully  deserving  of  their  excellent  reputation.  Through  the  earn- 
est and  efficient  efforts  of  my  predecessors  they  had  been  elevated  to  a  po- 
sition second  to  none.  The  organization  of  the  schools  was  perfect.  The 
teachers  were  employing  the  latest  and  best  methods  and  were  doing  so 
intelligently.  They  were  not  blindly  following  a  rule,  as  is  so  often  the 
case,    but  were  consciously,    intelligently   and   ably   using    methods    that 
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did  not  fail  to  produce  the  desired  results.  The  discipline  was  good  and 
order  everywhere  prevailed.  Such  was  the  condition  in  which  I  found  the 
schools,  and  I  believe  that  nothing  has  been  lost.  The  same  energy,  en- 
thusiasm and  skill  have  continued,  and  the  annual  examinations  have 
shown  commendable  advancement  in  every  department. 

The  work  in  the  high  school  has  been  thorough  and  progressive.  Its  lo- 
cation in  a  separate  building  has  proved  a  splendid  siaccess  and  has  added 
much  to  the  good  work  of  the  school.  Twelve  members  of  the  senior  class 
successfully  passed  examinations  that  Avere  a  severe  test  of  their  work,  and 
graduated  with  great  credit  to  themselves  and  honor  to  their  instructors. 
We  hope  to  be  able  to  still  further  increase  the  usefulness  of  this  branch 
of  the  schools  by  the  addition  of  higher  branches  and  of  much  needed  ap- 
paratus. 

In  looking  over  the  statistics  for  the  year  one  significant  fact  is  noticed. 
Fifteen  of  our  schools  received  no  visits  from  parents,  nine  received  but 
one  visit  and  ten  from  two  to  four.  Is  this  an  evidence  of  the  interest  of 
the  parents  in  our  schools  ?  "We  think  not.  And  yet  it  is  certainly  the 
duty  of  parents  to  become  intimately  acqtiainted,  by  frequent  visitations, 
with  those  in  whose  hands  are  the  destinies  of  their  children,  and  thus 
cooperate  in  molding  the  character  and  in  developing  the  attributes  of  the 
next  generations.  ISuch  visitation  would  unite  teacher  and  parent  in  the 
common  work  of  education,  and  would  remove  much  of  the  friction  of 
school  discipline. 

Another  difficulty  to  be  overcome  is  the  seeming  depreciation  of  the  im- 
portance of  constant  attendance  upon  the  work  of  the  school  room.  This 
was  particularly  manifest  during  the  examination  periods.  Pupils  were 
absent  from  one  or  more,  and  thus  failed  of  promotion,  who  otherwise 
would  have  passed  high  in  their  class.  The  excuses  given  nearly  always 
failed  to  take  their  presence  outside  the  limit  of  possibility.  Constant  at- 
tendance is  the  key-note  of  advancement,  and  nothing  else  can  bring  sat- 
isfactory results. 

Music,  as  a  separate  branch,  was  introduced  into  our  schools  at  Christ- 
mas and  has  ])roved  a  perfect  success.  While  in  many  instances  only  a 
start  was  secured,  yet  the  general  results  prove  the  wisdom  of  its  presence 
in  the  curriculum.  As  a  means  of  discipline,  as  a  recreation,  and  as  a 
pleasant  intermission,  nothing  can  take  its  place.  We  give  to  it  part  of 
the  time  heretofore  given  to  recess,  and  are  more  than  satisfied  with  the 
change.  In  many  instances,  where  the  teacher  had  little  or  no  knowledge 
of  music,  the  results  are  a  surprise  to  all,  and  establish  the  possibility  of 
its  reaching  a  high  standard  in  our  schools. 

In  closing  I  desire  to  return  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  citizens  of  Mc- 
Keesport  for  their  encouragement,  to  the  press  for  its  courtesies,  to  the 
teachers  for  their  hearty  cooperation,  to  the  principals  for  their  assistance, 
and  to  the  board  of  education  for  their  support. 
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MEADVILLE— H.  V.  Hotchkiss. 

The  year  has  been  without  marked  changes  in  courses  of  study  and  in 
methods  of  instruction  and  management.  But  in  many  respects  we  are 
arriving  at  truer  aims  and  better  methods.  The  teachers  are  ada]>ting 
themselves  better  to  the  character  and  needs  of  the  children  in  their 
growth  and  development  and  are  entering  more  fully  into  their  sympathy, 
thus  awakening  a  deeper  interest  in  school  work  and  consequently  secur- 
ing more  desirable  resalts  in  scholarship  and  6haracter. 

A  new  high  school  building  is  in  process  of  erection  and  will  be  com- 
pleted for  the  opening  of  schools,  September  next.  It  is  a  two  story 
building  (with  basement  above  ground),  seventy -five  feet  by  one  hundred 
and  twenty  feet.  It  contains  nine  school-rooms,  cloak-rooms,  large  as- 
sembly hall,  offices  of  board  and  superintendent,  chemical  and  physical 
laboratory  and  kitchen  for  cooking-school. 

"\Vith  these  beautiful  rooms,  perfectly  heated,  lighted  and  ventilated,  we 
can  justly  look  for  better  work  than  in  the  past.  The  value  to  the  com- 
munity of  the  young  men  and  women  who  complete  the  courses  in  the 
high  school  cannot  be  estimated.  The  methodical  habits  of  industry 
gained  and  the  mental  and  moral  power  developed  are  proving  their  high 
worth  in  our  schools,  and  stores  and  our  shops;  on  railroads  and  farms; 
in  all  the  professions  and,  not  least,  in  our  homes. 

The  libraries  which  have  been  secured  to  the  ward  schools  by  the  Hui- 
dekoper  Fund  and  by  the  gift  of  Hon.  G.  B.  Delamater  are  doing  valuable 
service.  They  are  not  only  cultivating  a  habit  of  reading  and  creating  a 
taste  in  the  pupils  for  good  reading,  but  they  are  also  improving  the 
character  of  their  studies  and  recitations.  Pupils  are  learning  to  search 
for  information  outside  of  their  text-books,  to  compare  authorities,  pre- 
sent their  own  views,  and  to  give  their  reasons  for  them.  They  are  learn- 
ing that  their  text-book  in  history  is  not  all  of  history;  that  their  text- 
book in  geography  is  not  all  of  geography,  and  that  in  any  branch  they 
have  not  completed  the  subject  by  coming  to  the  end  of  one  little  volume. 
This  use  of  the  libraries  increases  the  pupils'  love  of  research,  gives  them 
a  better  use  of  words  and  broadens  their  independence  of  thought  and  in- 
telligence. 

One  year  ago  the  writer  made  the  statement  that  the  only  real,  perma- 
nent improvement  of  the  schools  must  come  from  the  teachers  themselves. 
We  can  but  emphasize  the  statement  noy.  By  examination,  institutes, 
grade  meetings  and  individual  counsel  we  have  endeavored  to  awaken  and 
foster  this  desire  for  improvement.  It  affords  me  pleasure  to  report 
the  faithful,  intelligent  work  of  the  teachers  in  our  schools.  Of  inesti- 
mable worth  is  the  increasing  number  of  our  teachers  who  spend  time  and 
strength  without  stint  to  forward  the  interests  of  their  pupils.  Those  who 
look  upon  everything  pi'oposed  for  the  improvement  of  the  teachers  and 
schools  as  "  too  much  work,"  are  few. 
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MIFFLIN  TOWNSHIP,  Allegheny  Count r— John  Collier. 

Two  good  school  bouses  containing  two  rooms  each  were  erected  during 
the  year.  They  were  provided  with  modern  furniture  suited  to  the  size 
of  the  pupils.  Nearly  all  the  other  furniture  and  blackboards  in  use  are 
too  high  for  the  children  using  them.  Twenty-nine  teachers  were  employed, 
eighteen  of  whom  held  higher  than  provisional  certificates.  All  except  one 
studied  modern  methods  of  teaching. 

We  have  given  special  attention  to  the  primary  work.  It  is  here  that 
we  find  the  greatest  number  and  many  are  never  advanced  beyond  it.  It 
requires  the  greatest  skill  and  formerly  had  the  least  bestowed  upon  it.  It 
is  also  important  because  the  subsequent  work  depends  upon  it  as  its  foun- 
dation. Most  of  the  primary  schools  were  well  taught  and  some  of  them 
were  really  models. 

The  most  rapid  progress  was  made  in  those  schools  in  which  good 
teachers  were  retained  the  second  year. 

The  instruction  of  the  older  pupils  was  less  satisfactory.  A  master 
builder  could  not  fully  satisfy  the  eager  parent  and  child  who  expect  pro- 
gress to  be  made  by  building  on  an  imaginary  foundation,  hence,  teachers 
of  average  ability  could  not  expect  any  wonderful  results  in  a  short  time. 

Since  so  many  studies  and  text  books  have  been  forced  upon  the  schools 
it  is  almost  impossible  to  accomplish  what  is  expected  of  teachers  in  mixed 
schools.  The  result  is  that  many  of  the  "  experienced  "  teachers  have 
fallen  into  the  habit  of  merely  hearing  or  examining  classes  instead  of 
teaching  them.  The  progressive  teachers  find  a  better  way.  They  teach 
each  branch  in  combination  with  as  many  other  branches  as  possible.  In 
the  study  of  geography,  fur  example,  the  child  acquires  and  expresses  the 
thought  through  observation,  conversation,  reading,  writing,  drawing  and 
modeling.  This  requires  the  selecting,  the  spelling,  the  writing  and  the  build 
ing  of  every  word  into  a  sentence  and  the  sentence  into  a  composition, 
making  it  an  admirable  language  lesson.  A  brief  history  and  other  gen- 
eral information  also  belong  to  the  study  of  each  country,  hence  in  one 
lesson  may  be  taught  reading,  writing,  drawing,  spelling,  geography  and 
history  in  such  a  way  that  a  practical  application  is  made  of  each,  and  each 
makes  a  different  standpoint  from  which  to  view  the  other.  The  practical 
school  economy  multiplies  the  teaching  power  many  fold  and  makes  the  in- 
struction more  varied,  interesting  and  thorough. 

The  same  principle  of  economy  is  also  applied  in  teaching  morals  and 
manners.  A  child  is  not  advanced  in  morals  merely  by  reciting  moral 
maxims  to  a  teacher  in  whose  morality  he  has  but  little  confidence.  The 
wise  and  sympathetic  teacher  can  manage  the  routine  of  the  school  room 
so  that  the  child  can  learn  by  doing  to  form  habits  of  truthfulness,  industry, 
perseverance,  have  respect  for  the  rights  and  feelings  of  others,  respect 
properly  constituted  authority  aod  have  reverence  for  what  is  sacred. 

This  practical  kind  of  teaching  cannot  be  secured  by  teachers  who  lack 
maturity  of  character,  scholarship  or  knowledge  of  principles  of  teaching, 
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nor  by  the  taskmaster  who  requires  the  exact  words  of  the  book  and  gets 
nothing  more.  These  pretended  teachers  can  only  caricature  and  make  a 
burlesque  of  good  teaching. 

We  are  glad  to  be  able  to  say  that  many  of  our  teachers  made  a  great 
improvement  on  the  general  tone  and  the  moral  character  of  their  schools 
by  which  the  rowdyism  has  largely  given  way  to  self-government.  Our 
schools  were  not  all  penal  institutions  watched  over  by  spies  and  taskmasters 
tinder  the  guise  of  teachers,  but  we  are  not  without  such  a  sample. 

The  principal  changes  that  I  would  recommend  are  embodied  in  the 
gi'ades  that  have  just  been  adopted  by  the  directors  and  ordered  to  be 
printed.  By  the  aid  of  these  we  hope  to  work  more  systematically  and 
save  much  valuable  time  that  would  otherwise  be  wasted,  especially  when 
new  teachers  take  the  place  of  others. 


NANTICOKE— C.  B.  Miller. 

The  Nanticoke  schools  were  never  in  better  condition  than  on  January 
1st,  1889,  the  date  upon  which  I  resumed  the  duties  of  superintendent  of 
schools  of  this  borough,  and  had  we  not  been  interrupted  by  a  threatened 
epidemic  of  small-pox  the  past  year  would  have  been  the  best  in  the  whole 
history  of  the  Nanticoke  schools. 

Our  school  board  for  the  next  year  is  composed  of  eight  live,  energetic 
men  who  are  really  interested  in  the  success  of  the  schools,  and  we  are 
looking  forward  to  a  very  successful  year. 


NEW  CASTLE— F.  M.  Bullock. 

The  general  trend  of  educational  affairs  of  this  city  the  past  year  has 
been  in  the  right  direction. 

■  Public  sentiment,  which  largely  determines  the   effectiveness  of  school 
work,  affords  many  gratifying  evidences  of  a  decidedly  wholesome  growth. 

The  controllers  have  dealt  intelligently  and  candidly  with  their  work 
and  are  progressive  men. 

The  enthusiasm  and  general  unity  of  effort  among  the  teachers,  their 
spirit  of  teaching,  their  attention  to  the  quality  of  work — to  the  attain- 
ment of  higher  standards  of  personal  culture  and  professional  skill — these 
phases  of  development  all  deserve  special  mention,  and  while  there  is  yet 
need  of  much  more  effort  in  these  directions,  yet  we  find  considerable  sat- 
isfaction in  the  degree  of  momentum  already  secured. 

Within  the  year  two  additional  schools  have  been  opened.  All  our 
school  rooms  have  been  placed  in  good  condition  ;  appropriations  for  per- 
manent repairs  and  for  the   purchase  of  apparatus  have  been  cheerfully 
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granted  ;  the  standard  of  scholarship  has  been  raised  in  our  high  school  ; 
attendance  and  attention  to  business  on  the  part  of  pupils  have  been  found 
much  more  satisfactory  ;  we  have  introduced  a  system  of  promotion  and 
grading  that  proves  well  adapted  to  the  needs  of  the  pupils  ;  the  scale  of 
wages  paid  teachers  has  been  placed  upon  a  basis  of  "certificate  and  amount 
of  experience  ;"  parents  have  shown  much  greater  interest  in  our  work, 
and  school  affairs  have  moved  along  with  very  little  trouble  or  annoyance 
even.  These  and  other  considei'ations,  we  believe,  place  our  schools  in  very 
good  working  condition. 


NORRISTOWN— J.  K.  Gotwals. 

AnotVier  year  has  been  added  to  the  past,  at  the  close  of  which  we  are 
expected  to  sum  up  what  has  been  done  during  the  year,  a  task  somewhat 
difficult.  In  reviewing  the  work  done  by  teachers,  directors,  we  are  en- 
couraged, especially  while  noting  the  progress  made.  We  are  at  the 
the  same  time  reminded  that  there  is  still  room  for  improvement. 

In  one  year's  work  we  may  not  be  able  to  note  a  great  change,  but  in 
comparing  the  present  with  the  work  done  several  years  ago,  we  realize  a 
great  improvement  in  methods  of  instruction,  in  progress  on  the  part  of 
the  pupils,  and  in  the  comfortable  and  pleasant  surroundings  of  the  school- 
rooms. 

A  new  school  building  was  completed  during  the  year.  This  is  a  first- 
class  building  in  every  respect.  It  is  intended  for  pupils  of  grammar, 
secondary  and  primary  grades,  heated  with  the  "  Smead  and  Wills  Heat- 
inor  Furnaces."  There  are  eight  rooms,  large  enough  to  seat  conveniently 
fifty  pupils  in  each,  at  single  desks,  and  allow  ample  rooms  for  platforms 
and  aisles.  Norristown  is  now  well  supplied  with  school  buildings.  The 
monthly  institutes  have  been  regularly  held  and  well  attended.  But  one 
branch  was  discussed  at  each  meeting,  this  plan  afforded  a  better  oppor- 
tunity to  present  different  methods,  and  to  have  their  merit  properly  con- 
sidered. 

Our  teachers  are  not  losing  any  of  their  professional  zeal.  There  are 
those  among  the  number  who  are  more  anxious  to  keep  apace  with  the 
times  than  others. 

A  continued  increase  in  professional  reading  on  the  part  of  teachers  is 
very  perceptible,  and  a  good  effect  upon  the  piipils  taught  is  also  noticed. 

Where  this  reading  is  done  systematically  it  cannot  fail  in  producing 
good  results. 

The  temptation  to  close  drill  on  certain  subjects  for  the  purpose  of  mak- 
ing high  marks  is  very  great,  and  these  subjects  are  not  always  of  the 
most  importance.  This  drill  may  have  a  tendency  to  narrow  the  work  of 
some,  especially  those  who  forget  what  should  be  the  true  aim  of  the 
teacher.     In  some  cases  it  is  difficult  to  get  teachers  to  give  that  attention

to  matters  outsido  of  the  regular  course  of  studies  that  will  aid  in  the  full 
development  of  the  mind  of  the  child,  for  the  reason  that  they  do  not 
count  at  an  examination.  This  is  not  surprising  where  so  much  stress  is 
placed  upon  high  marks.      Care  is  needed  in  this  respect. 

There  were  two  examinations  of  teachers  held  during  the  year  and  two 
of  the  pupils. 

Arbor  Day  was  celebrated  with  considerable  enthusiasm.  The  number 
of  trees  planted  during  the  month  of  April  exceeded  that  of  former  years. 

Considerable  attention  is  given  in  the  high  school  to  the  observation  of 
birthdays  of  great  men.  The  exercises  attending  these  have  a  beneficial 
effect  upjn  the  student. — The  public  library  is  of  great  advantage  in  this 
kind  of  work.  It  affords  an  excellent  opportunity  for  the  pupils  to  obtain 
good  and  profitable  reading  matter. 

In  conclusion  we  can  repeat  our  assertion  of  former  years  in  reward 
to  the  unity  of  action  that  exists  on  the  part  of  all  concerned  in  the  edu- 
cation of  the  youth  of  oiir  borough.  This  state  of  affairs  adds  greatly  to 
the  progress  of  the  work.  The  willingness  of  the  press  to  aid  our  work 
is  another  commendable  feature,  thus  helping  on  the  cause  of  education. 


OIL  CITY— C.  A.  Babcock. 

Our  work  during  the  past  year  has  been  carried  on  with  earnestness  and 
enthusiasm  by  both  teachers  and  pupils.  At  the  beginning  of  the  school 
year  only  four  changes  were  made  in  the  teaching  force  of  the  city,  so  the 
greater  number  of  the  rooms  remained  in  charge  of  teachers  experienced 
in  the  special  work  of  their  schools. 

Marked  improvement  has  been  noticeable  in  reading  in  all  grades.  This 
result  has  been  obtained  by  the  care  given  to  the  preparation  of  the  les- 
sons. The  pupil  is  told,  or  required  to  learn,  if  old  enough  to  use  the  dic- 
tionary, the  pronunciation  and  definition  of  every  word,  and  is  exercised 
in  its  use  ;  the  difficult  or  doubtful  sentences  are  also  considered,  their 
meaning  developed  by  the  teacher  and  re-expressed  by  the  pupils.  Only 
after  this  preliminary  work  has  been  mastered  by  the  children  are  they  al- 
lowed to  read  orally.  The  object  aimed  at  is  to  make  reading  a  thought 
exercise — to  cultivate  in  the  learner  the  habit  of  getting  thought  from  the 
printed  page  and  of  expressing  it  naturally,  and  to  avoid  the  danger  of  a  me- 
chanical, senseless  utterance  of  words.  A  series  of  vocal  exercises  has  also 
been  arranged  for  all  classes  in  reading  in  order  to  develop  the  power  of 
clear  enunciation  and  the  correct  use  of  the  voice.  Children  sit  so  still  in 
the  school  room  and  speak  so  little  that  a  habit  of  low,  indistinct  speech 
is  too  apt  to  become  common.  A  course  of  vocal  gymnastics  which  will 
exercise  vigorously  the  muscles  concerned  in  speaking  will  do  much  to 
overcome  this  tendency. 

In  geography  much  interest   has  been    aroused    by  molding   the   conti- 
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nents  and  other  large  sections  upon  the  sand  table,  and  in  more  lasting 
forms  with  putty.  All  map  (questions  are  answered  by  the  pupils  by  draw- 
ing the  map  in  concert,  adding  the  feature  required  by  the  question  when 
the  question  is  asked.  Surprising  results  are  reached  in  this  way.  Most 
of  the  pupils  are  able  at  the  end  of  the  term  to  draw  rapidly  from  memory 
very  creditable  copies  of  all  the  maps  studied. 

In  the  study  of  history,  maps  are  drawn  to  illustrate  the  geography  of 
the  events  recorded,  and  collections  of  pictures  are  made  and  preserved 
upon  large  cards  of  the  persons  and  scenes  described,  or  of  any  thing  ob- 
tainable pertaining  to  the  subject. 

During  the  year  additions  to  the  value  of  one  hundred  dollars  have 
been  made  to  the  physical  apparatus  of  the  high  school.  Several  schools 
have  been  supplied  with  charts  and  globes,  and  aa  entirely  new  library  of 
over  one  hundred  volumes  has  been  contributed  to  the  new  Second  ward 
school. 

Much  credit  is  due  our  efficient  board  of  school  controllers  for  their  un- 
flagging interest  in  the  schools  and  foi* their  promptness  and  harmony  of 
action  in  all  matters  relating  to  the  educational  welfare  of  our  children. 


PHOENIXVILLE— H.  F.  Leistek. 

The  honest  and  helpful  critic,  but  much  more  the  ubiquitous  and  omni- 
scient pessimist,  observes  no  doubt  many  sins  of  omission  and  commission 
in  our  educational  work  during  the  past  year,  but  we  are  rejoiced  to  note 
of  it.  an  honest  exertion  towards  a  steady  growth  in  efficiency  and  a  con- 
stant striving  towards  a  higher  ideal  of  excellence.  This  desire  among  the 
majority  of  teachers  is  not  only  indicated  in  their  practice,  but  also  in  some 
degree  by  the,  number  of  educational  periodicals  and  works  on  pedagogics 
read,  amongst  the  latter  mostly  pursued  were  "Allen's  Mind  Studies  for 
the  Young  ;"  "Wickersham's  Methods  "  and  "  School  Economy  ;"  "  Bald- 
win's Methods,"  "  Brooks'  Methods,"  and  "  Hughes'  Mistakes  in  Teach- 
ing." 

It  is  worthy  of  observation  that  during  the  year  the  majority  of  teachers 
depended  more  upon  their  own  power  and  authority  in  the  government 
and  discipline  of  their  schools,  having  the  wisdom  to  realize  to  what  humi- 
liation they  subject  themselves  in  the  eyes  of  pupils  by  unnecessarily  ap- 
pealing to  higher  authority  to  settle  trivial  affairs  of  discipline.  Especially 
is  this  self-reliance  commendable  in  view  of  the  fact  that  corporal  punish- 
ment is  not  permitted  in  our  schools.  I  think  I  can  safely  report  that  the 
numerous  "  bad  boy  "  is  looked  after  in  a  more  considerable  and  more  in- 
telligent manner.  "I  have  a  good  mind  to  shake  you."  "You  ought  to  bo 
ashamed  of  yourself  to  be  so  'bad  '  in  arithmetic,"  and  similar  expressions! 
it  is  to  be  hoped,  have  become  obsolete  in  the  teacher's  vocabulary. 

Our  school   grounds   with   their  verdant  foliage  and   blooming  flowers 
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present  a  beautiful  appearance,  and  exhibit  very  efPectually  the  interest 
manifested  and  work  done  by  teachers  and  pupils  on  Arbor  Day?. 

To  the  public  school  library  additions  were  made  from  time  to  time  till 
now  it  contains  upwards  of  six  hundred  volumes  and  not  one  cent  was  ever 
contributed  towards  it  from  the  public  school  fund. 

Though  much  was  gained  by  the  introduction  of  music  as  a  special  study 
in  the  higher  grades,  our  high  expectations  were  not  fully  realized.  But 
it  is  to  be  hoped  that  under  other  arrangements  greater  and  more  bene- 
ficial results  will  crown  our  efforts.  I  believe  vocal  music  to  exert  a  favor- 
able influence  in  every  aspect,  moral  and  intellectual.  It  is  recreative,  dis- 
ciplinary and  sanatory.  Seven  boys  and  eleven  girls  were  graduated  from 
our  high  school  this  spring. 

The  closing  exercises  were  held  in  Masonic  Hall,  the  largest  auditorum 
in  town,  which  was  filled  with  an  appreciative  audience,  before  which  the 
class  acquitted  themselves  qnite  creditably.  Six,  or  one-third  of  the  class, 
were  non-residents  of  the  district. 


PITTSBURGH— Geo.  J.  LncKEV. 

"We  have  very  little  that  is  new  in  educational  matters  to  present.  There 
were  29,891  pupils  admitted  during  the  year.  The  average  monthly  enrol- 
ment was  25,690,  and  the  average  daily  attendance  was  22,388.  To  in- 
struct these  pupils  we  employed  593  teachers,  and  paid  for  salaries, 
$345,169.26. 

Our  institute  work  during  the  year  has  been  quite  varied  ;  our  general 
meetings  were  addressed  by  ex-Pre^dent  Hayes,  Governor  Beaver,  Dr. 
Newell,  Colonel  Parker  and  others  less  distinguished.  At  our  division 
meetings  we  presented  classes  which  were  instructed  by  their  respective 
teachers  in  the  several  subjects  of  school  study. 


PLYMOUTH  TOWNSHIP,  LUZERNE  COUNTY— David  B.  Gildea. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  report  progressive  work  on  the  part  of  directors, 
teachers  and  pupils  during  the  year.  However,  a  more  secure  tenure  of 
office  for  teachers  would  encourage  them  to  lay  more  permanent  educational 
foundations.      Itineracy  is  the  bane  of  the  profession. 

Houses. 

Oho  frame  school  house  has  been  erected  on  Pierce  Hill,  and  five  others 

have  been   renovated   and    furnished  with  slate  blackboards.       The  new 

building  is  twenty  six  feet  by  thirty- two  feet  and  twelve  feet  from  flo'')r  to 

ceiling.      Being  wainscoted   and  ceiled  with  Georgia  pine,  having  eight 
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windows,  two  clothes  rooms  and  a  vestibule  ;  supplied  with  slate  blackboards 
and  patent  desks  ;  it  is  as  well  adapted  for  work  as  any  school  in  this  dis- 
trict. 

Other  Matters. 

Every  room  has  been  supplied  with  a  copy  of  Webster's  Dictionary.  The 
board  took  the  initiatory  step  in  providing  pupils  with  free  text  books 
when  the  scholars  of  the  townships  were  supplied  with  physiologies  free  of 
charge.  Ten  night  schools  have  been  kept  in  successful  operation  for  four 
months.  Township  institutes  have  been  held  every  month.  The  benefi- 
cial effects  of  these  meetings,  of  the  county  institute  and  of  joint  local 
institutes,  were  manifest  in  the  success  of  the  teachers  in  their  school  work. 


POTTSTOWN— W.  W.  Rupert. 

For  many  years  the  people  of  Pottstown  have  been  talking  about  bor- 
ough extension.  In  the  spring  of  1888,  the  "  extensionists,"  after  many 
trials  and  tribulations,  "gained  the  day,"  and  thus  was  the  population  of 
Pottstown  increased  from  G,000  to  12,000. 

In  the  extension  district  were  eight  school  buildings  containing  fourteen 
rooms  aud  about  eight  hundred  children  of  school  age.  The  schools  in 
the  new  part  of  the  borough  were  ungraded,  and  the  pupils  ia  them  were 
accustomed  to  a  school  term  of  only  six  or  seven  months. 

The  school  board,  seeing  that  much  work  would  be  required  to  grade 
these  schools  and  harmonize  them  with  those  of  the  old  borough,  and  also 
recognizing  the  necessity  for  supervision,  decided  to  elect  a  superintendent, 
who,  in  addition  to  the  regular  work  of  that  official,  found  it  necessary  to 
spend  considerable  time  in  adjusting  and  oiling  the  school  machinery. 
We  are,  however,  very  glad  to  be  able  to  say  that  the  year's  work  has, 
upon  the  whole,  been  satisfactory  and  encouraging.  The  teachers,  almost 
without  exception,  worked  earnestly,  intelligently  and  successfully. 

During  the  year  we  added  to  the  high  school  library  one  hundred  and 
sixty-six  books.  This  library  now  contains  about  two  thousand  volumes 
and  is  an  indispensable  auxiliary  in  our  high  school  work.  The  books  of 
this  library  are  also  accessible  to  all  school  children  twelve  years  of  age 
in  the  district.  Through  the  exertions  of  Mr.  Christman,  one  of  our 
second-grade  teachers,  a  library  of  one  hundred  volumes  was  placed  in  his 
school.  The  books  were  selected  with  much  care,  and  cannot  fail  to 
accomplish  great  good. 

In  the  past,  promotions  were  based  upon  the  averages  made  at  a  final 
examination,  but  it  seemed  to  us  that  this  practice  was  open  to  many 
objections.  Promotions  have,  therefore,  been  made  to  depend  very  largely 
upon  the  pupil's  work  during  the  term. 

Mechanical  drawing  and  calisthenics  were  introduced  into  our  higli 
school  during  the  year.     Prof.  J.  K.  Harley,  principal  of  the  boys'  depart-

ment,  had  charge  of  the  former,  and  Miss  Mary  Sampson,  principal  of  the 
girls'  department,  gave  instruction  in  the  latter.  To  their  earnest  and 
intelligent  work  rnuch  praise  is  due.  The  teaching  of  these  subjects  has 
resulted  in  great  good  to  the  students  and  has  popularized  the  high  school. 

It  is  our  purpose  to  introduce  calisthenics  into  all  of  our  schools  as  soon 
as  possible. 

We  have,  during  the  year,  given  considerable  attention  to  improved 
methods  of  teaching  geography,  spelling  and  grammar. 

We  are  convinced  that  "we  have  done  better  this  year  than  we  did  last, 
but  we  all — -teachers  and  superintendent — expect  to  do  better  next  year 
than  we  have  ever  done  before. 


POTTSVILLE— B.  F.  Patterson. 

Our  annual  report,  if  written  out  according  to  the  formula  prescribed, 
would  be  about  the  same  as  of  old.  We  would  have  much  of  our  oum 
work  to  praise,  and  but  few  to  believe  it. 

Therefore,  I  have  thought  that  giving  a  new  feature  of  our  high 
school  work  might  be  both  interesting  and  profitable  to  those  who  may  be 
interested  in  high  school  work.      The  subject  is  "  Banking." 

This  is  not  a  part  of  the  work  of  our  high  school  assigned  by  our  board 
of  directors,  but  is  due  to  the  indefatigable  labors  of  the  principal,  Mr. 
S.  A.  Thurlow.  Three  years  ago  he  organized  a  bank.  The  object  was  to 
teach  the  pupils  in  a  practical  way,  some  of  the  principles  of  banking, 
especially  those  relating  to  depositing  money  and  drawing  out  the  same  by 
means  of  checks. 

In  establishing  the  bank  it  was  also  hoped  that  the  pupils,  by  becoming 
interested  in  depositing  small  amounts  while  in  school,  would  acquire  a 
habit  of  saving  money  and  keeping  a  bank  account  in  after  life. 

This  institution  is  run  on  the  same  general  principles  as  are  the  State 
and  National  banks,  except  that  as  the  principal  of  the  high  school  acts  as 
trustee,  the  bank  is  able  to  do  business  without  a  charter.  Deposits  of 
all  amounts  are  received  from  five  cents  lapward.  Money  is  loaned  out, 
notes  are  discounted,  and  all  the  usual  bank  forms  are  used  or  explained. 
Even  a  syndicate  has  been  formed  in  the  bank's  short  history,  and  enough 
preferred  stock  bought  up  by  one  class  to  control  the  management  of  the 
bank.  This,  however,  has  been  remedied  by  giving  each  pupil  a  chance 
to  buy  an  equal  amount  of  stock.  The  bank  has  also  once  been  robbed. 
So  you  will  see  it  is  full-fledged.  The  amount  of  money  now  on  deposit  is 
about  three  hundred  dollars  ($300),  while  the  value  of  the  notes  dis- 
counted is  nearly  the  same  amount.  When  a  note,  which  must  always 
have  good  seciarity,  is  presented  to  the  bank,  it  must  first  be  approved  by 
the  board  of  directors  before  it  can  be  discounted.  The  principal  of  the 
10  School  Report.

school  acting  as  trustee  is  naturally  tbe  supervisor  and  overseer  of  tb& 
business  of  the  bank,  directs  all  its  workings  and  operations.  The  officers 
consist  of  a  president  and  cashier  elected  from  the  senior  class,  together 
with  three  tellers,  one  from  each  class.  These  officei's  do  the  active  work 
of  the  bank.  They  are  I'equired  to  make  weekly  reports,  so  that  the  con- 
dition of  the  bank  may  at  all  times  ba  well  known.  These  officers  are  all 
gentlemen,  and  are  required  to  give  bonds  for  a  careful  and  faithful  dis- 
charge of  their  duties.  The  board  of  directors  consists  of  three  directors 
(two  gentlemen  and  a  lady)  and  a  secretary  (a  lady),  elected  from  the 
senior  class,  three  directors  from  the  middle  class,  and  two  from  the  jun- 
iors. The  cashier  is  also  a  director.  The  board  holds  monthly  meetings. 
The  term  for  holding  office  is  five  months  or  half  the  school  term.  The 
elections  for  bank  officers  take  place  during  the  first  part  of  February  and 
at  the  end  of  the  school  term  in  June.  The  officei's  elected  the  last  of 
June  hold  over  until  the  February  election.  Each  member  of  the  school 
has  one  vote  in  these  elections  besides  his  stock  vote.  The  capital  stock 
of  the  bank  originally  consisted  of  one  thousand  shares  (1,000),  par  value 
twenty-five  cents  per  share,  and  entitling  the  holder  to  one  vote  per  share 
in  the  elections  for  bank  officers.  Another  issue  of  stock  consists  of  50(V 
shares,  par  value  fifty  cents.  The  former  stock  makes  a  dividend  of  six. 
per  cent,  the  latter  only  four  per  cent. 


READING— Z.  X.  Snyder. 

Growth  characterizes  life.  It  denotes  an  increase  in  substance  and  in 
power.  In  education  it  is  an  increased  capacity  to  deal  with  ideas.  In 
teaching  it  is  the  development  of  a  keen  sense  to  see  relations  and  power 
to  express  them. 

During  the  year  there  was  evidence  of  growth  along  the  line  from  the 
primary  to  the  high  schools  inclusive.  It  was  apparent  among  pupils  and 
teachers.     Life  permeated  the  entire  system. 

Teachers. 

Our  teachers,  in  general,  are  earnest  and  industrious.  They  attend  the 
teachers'  meetings,  read,  think  and  use  their  thoughts.  They  are  alive. 
Hence,  growth. 

Teachers'  Meetings. 

Over  one  hundred  teachers'  meetings  were  held  during  the  year.  Som^ 
were  grade  meetings.  Others  were  general  in  character.  The  attendance 
upon  part  of  teachers  was  entirely  optional.  Yet  it  was  rare  that  a  teacher 
would  absent  herself,  unless  on  account  of  sickness.  They  showed  great 
interest  in  these  meetings.  The  work  during  part  of  the  year  embraced  a 
study  of  the  child  in  its  threefold  nature — body,  mind,  soul  ;  history  of  ed- 
ucation, and  the  application  of  the  principles  of  education  as  deduced  from

a  study  of  the  child.  It  is  our  experience  that  there  is  no  more  effective 
way  to  lift  the  schools  of  a  city  than  to  gravitate  power  ia  the  teachers 
through  these  meetings. 

Schools. 

It  is  through  the  primary  schools  that  we  reach  the  masses ;  hence,  we 
give  them  a  large  share  of  our  attention.  The  course  of  work  is  complete 
in  itself.  In  regard  to  the  course  of  study  the  same  is  true  of  the  interme- 
diate and  lower  grammar  schools.  The  work  being  arranged  in  this  way,  if 
a  child  leaves  after  completing  the  work  in  any  department,  it  has  re- 
ceived a  rounded  out  course  of  instruction  to  the  extent  of  its  capacity. 

At  the  beginning  of  last  year,  four  advanced  grammar  schools  were  es- 
tablished.    From  these  the  high  schools  are  fed. 

The  faculties  of  both  high  schools  were  increased,  which  added  to  their 
efficiency.     There  are  now  seven  specialists  employed  ia  each  school. 

A  chemical  laboratory  was  added  to  the  science  department  of  the  girls' 
high  school  and  a  special  teacher  put  in  charge  of  it. 

This  feature  was  instrumental  in  stimulating  an  interest  in  and  promot- 
ing the  growth  of  the  school.  Miss  Stable,  the  principal,  deserves  much 
credit  for  the  efficient  way  she  works  for  its  general  advancement. 

A  two  years'  course  has  recently  been  established  in  the  boys'  high 
school,  embracing  work  in  manual  training.  A  number  of  boys  enter  the 
school  each  year  who  do  not  intend  to  take  the  four  years'  course.  The 
two  years'  work  is  adapted  particularly  to  suit  their  wants. 

Training  school  for  teachers  was  established  two  years  ago.  Its  function 
is  to  train  home  talent  for  special  work  in  the  schools.  Abotit  thirty  young 
ladies  attended  during  the  year.  The  school  Avas  very  efficient  under  the 
principalship  of  Miss  Sarah  M.  Row.  Its  value  can  best  be  seen  in  the 
work  which  the  young  ladies  do  who  have  taken  the  course  and  commenced  to 
teach.  There  is  a  marked  difference  between  one  trained  to  think  and  teach 
and  one  who  has  not  been  so  trained.  In  the  school  of  the  former  you  will 
see  earnest  little  faces  reaching  out  with  their  tender  minds  in  an  orderly 
way,  for  facts  and  their  relations,  with  an  eager  desire  to  tell  what  they  see 
and  think.  In  the  latter  you  will  observe  inattention,  inaction  and  no  evi- 
dences of  life.  It  is  death.  It  is  an  eternal  interment  of  the  child's  tender 
powers  that  instead  shoxild  be  quickened  at  this  formative  period. 

Visitors'   Day. 

In  December  a  general  invitation  was  given  to  all  the  citizens  of  the  city 
to  visit  the  schools  and  see  their  work  and  workings.  They  showed  their 
appreciation  by  making  over  13.000  visits.  These  days  seem  to  be  excel- 
lent to  develop  a  closer  sympathy  between  school  and  patron. 

Supplementary  Reading. 

About  $500  worth  of  supplementary  reading  matter  was  purchased.  It 
•was  largely  in  the  line  of  primary  history.    An  interest  and  taste  for  read- 
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ing  was  developed  that  is  surprising.  It  is  not  permitted  that  these  books 
be  taken  from  the  building,  but  there  was  such  an  interest  upon  the  part 
of  the  children  that  they  purchased  for  themselves  copies  of  the  books. 
Following  are  some  we  purchased  :  Stories  of  American  History,  Noble 
Deeds  of  Our  Fathers,  Ten  Great  Events  in  History,  Higginson's  Young 
Folks,  Dickens'  Child  History  of  England,  Washington  and  His  Country. 

Apparatus. 

Number  tables  were  placed  in  all  the  primary  schools.  This  added  very 
much  to  the  convenience  of  the  work. 

A  very  line  Bausch  «fc  Laub  compound  microscope  was  purchased  for  the 
botanical  laboratory  of  the  girls'  high  school.  A  laboratory  for  analytical 
chemistry  was  also  fitted  up  to  accommodate  twenty- live  pupils  working 
at  same  time. 

The  boys'  high  school  was  supplied  with  surveyor's  transit  and  other 
apparatus. 

Salaeies. 

The  question  of  salaries  received  considerable  attention  from  superin- 
tendent and  board  during  year.  The  system  in  vogue  was  working  detri- 
ment to  the  primary  schools.  The  incentive  for  higher  salary  was  offered 
in  a  promotion  to  a  higher  grade.  It  went  on  the  principle  that  "anybody 
can  teach  little  children.'*  Thisorder  has  been  changed.  The  "annual  slid- 
ing" scale  with  a  maximum  has  been  adopted.  The  teacher  by  this  arrange- 
ment gets  an  annual  increase  without  leaving  the  grade  in  which  she  is 
qualitied  to  teach.  During  the  year  the  salaries  have  been  increased  in 
all  the  departments. 

Buildings. 

Two  commodious  four-room  buildings  were  put  up  this  year.  They 
were  fitted  up  with  modern  improvements. 

Board  of  Control.  , 

I  extend  my  thanks  to  the  members  of  the  board  of  control  who  have 
so  earnestly  supported  me  in  my  labors  during  the  year. 


SCRANTON— George  W.   Phillips. 

I  cannot  report  that  our  teachers  are  all  doing  uniformly  well,  or  that 
they  are  doing  well  uniformly.  Most  of  them,  however,  are  striving  to- 
wards a  more  perfect  ideal  of  the  teacher's  work,  and  these  are  showing 
improvement  both  in  their  understanding  of  the  subjects  taught  and  in  the 
method  of  treatment.  Some  are  still  content  to  move  along  in  the  old  way 
and  that  way  not  the  best. 

The  board  of  control  is  struggling  with   the  cry  of  "  more  room,"  and 
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the  efforts  expended  in  this  direction  have  been  made  intelligently  and  suc- 
cessfull}^  The  board  is  keeping  itself  in  the  van  of  educational  work  and 
is  displaying  marked  zealin  this  direction.  Appropriations  have  been 
made  towards  furnishing  suitable  materials  for  the  lowest  primary  grades, 
and  supplementary  reading  for  all  the  lower  grades.  A  beginning,  only, 
has  been  made,  and  I  believe,  the  comiDg  year  will  show  still  greater  im- 
provements, as  the  educational  sentiment  of  the  board,  and  of  the  city,  is 
constantly  growing.  Only  as  school  interests  are  supported  by  intelligence 
on  the  part  of  the  community  can  they  hope  to  thrive. 

Our  teachers'  meetings  every  third  Saturday  have  been  well  sustained 
in  point  of  number,  but,  as  yet,  there  is  not  that  sense  of  individual  re- 
sponsibility that  should  characterize  such  gatherings.  In  some  of  the  de- 
partments excellent  work  has  been  done,  but  teachers,  as  those  of  other 
professions,  too  often  rest  upon  the  assurance  of  their  tenure  of  office  for- 
getting that  there  is  much  ahead  in  the  line  of  their  work  "  to  be  possessed 
of." 

Our  high  school  is  doing  the  best  possible  iinder  existing  conditions. 
Each  succeeding  class  is  larger  than  its  predecessor  showing  a  growth  of 
educational  sentiment  among  the  masses.  There  is  somewhat  of  a  com- 
mercial spirit,  perhaps  to  too  large  an  extent,  permeating  the  high  school 
graduate.  The  idea  of  an  education,  for  its  own  sake,  should  be  the  under-, 
lying  principle,  this,  of  course,  adapted  to  the  thought  of  bread-winning, 
but  not  so  wholly  in  the  line  of  school  teaching. 

Too  much  inbreeding  works  disastrously  in  the  school  room,  as  elsewhere 
for,  unless  the  mistakes  of  the  teacher  have  been  eradicated  from  the  pupil's 
mind  by  subsequent  training,  the  school  x'oom,  through  these  graduates 
simply  perpetuates  and  exaggerates  such  errors. 

Night  schools  were  held  during  a  four  months'  term  the  past  fall  and 
winter,  but  these  were  not  productive  of  sufficiently  good  results  to  warrant 
an  unhesitating  belief  in  their  efficacy  to  accomplish  their  avowed  purposes. 
The  enrolment  last  year  was  but  twelve  hundred  as  compared  with  sixteen 
hundred  the  previous  year.  Children  attended  these  schools  who  should 
have  been  in  the  regular  day  school,  where  the  law  regulating  the  employ- 
ment of  children,  rigidly  enforced,  would  have  placed  them.  The  State 
should  in  some  way  make  provision  for  those  parents  dependent  upon  the 
exertions  of  these  children  of  twelve  and  younger,  at  least  to  the  extent  of 
their  small  earnings.  The  child  has  an  inalienable  right  to  an  education, 
and  he  should  not  be  deprived  of  the  same,  received  at  the  proper  time  and 
in  the  proper  way. 

There  are  many  objections  that  might  be  urged  against  the  appurte- 
nances of  our  school  buildings.  These  we  are  grappling  with  and  will 
gradually  overcome.  Four  old  buildings  are  to  give  place  to  new  ones, 
and  these  will  be  fitted  out  in  the  most  approved  manner. 

In  conclusion  I  would  say,  that  though  no  unusual  public  attention  has 
been  called  to  our  schools  as  a  resultant  of  some  great  reform  introduced, 
except  possibly  in  the  case  of  an  occasional  appointment  of  a  teacher,  yet 
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the  schools  of  Scranton  are  working  their  way  to  greater  efficiency  quietly 
but  surely,  the  truth  of  which  can  be  plainly  demonstrated  by  a  comparison 
of  our  present  status  with  that  of  former  years. 


SHAMOKIN— Wm.  F.  Harpel. 

A  pleasant  and  progressive  year  has  been  the  one  just  closed.  Pleasant  in 
this  that  directors  and  teachers  labored  together  earnestly  and  harmoniously 
for  the  well  being  of  the  charges  committed  to  their  keeping,  and  pro- 
gressive because  the  schools,  though  often  crowded  to  excess,  have  been 
slowly  moving  onward,  surpassing  in  many  instances  the  efforts  of  former 
years. 

Among  the  pleasant  features  of  the  year  was  "Flag  Day."  On  this  oc- 
casion Camps  30,  149  and  187  of  the  Patriotic  Order  Sons  of  America, 
presented  to  each  of  our  schools  a  handsome  flag  of  bunting.  These  were 
appropriately  received  by  the  teachers  and  their  pupils,  and  the  afternoon 
was  spent  in  exercises  suitable  to  the  hour.  The  pure  and  patriotic  senti- 
ments indulged  in  then  cannot  but  have  left  deep  and  lasting  impressions 
for  good.  Thus  for  the  greater  part  of  the  year,  each  and  every  teacher 
had  a  valuable  assistant — the  dear,  old  starry-banner;  for  though  it  hung 
silently  before  the  children  on  the  walls  of  their  respective  rooms,  yet 
there  ever  flowed  from  it  a  pure,  deep  under-current  of  unconscious  tui- 
tion which  shall  continue  to  flow  on  through  their  souls  and  lives  and 
actions  long  after  many  of  the  the  teacher's  lessons  have  faded  away  into 
forgetfulness. 

Soon  after  the  holiday  vacation,  the  hearts  of  many  of  our  girls  and 
boys  weie  made  glad  by  the  opening  of  our  new  building,  the  Gartield. 
It  was  indeed  a  pleasure  to  note  the  happy  faces  and  mark  the  interest  and 
renewed  zeal  with  which  the  pupils  entered  upon  their  duties  when  safely 
settled  in  their  new  school  homes.  The  school  room  should  ever  be  a  pleas- 
ant place,  the  dearest  spot  to  childhood  after  the  home  circle.  Let  the 
buildings  then  be  large  and  light  and  airy;  let  the  rooms  be  improved 
and  made  more  beautiful  each  year,  that  the  children  may  form  sincere 
and  lasting  attachments  for  the  places  in  which  are  spent  bo  many  of  the 
brightest  and  happiest  days  of  youth  and  childhood. 

The  additions  to  our  school  library  during  the  year  have  been  valuable 
and  noteworthy.  Quite  a  number  of  good  substantial  works  were  added, 
books  appreciated  and  relished  by  the  pupils,  such  as  were  doing  them 
much  benetit  and  promoting  a  keen  healthy  appetite  for  the  pure  and  good 
in  literature.  If  the  work  of  adding  yearly  to  this  literary  nucleus,  so 
nicely  form,ed,  is  continued  and  each  addition  carefully  watched  and  se- 
lected, the  near  future  will  make  of  it  a  really  valuable  and  potent  factor 
in  our  school  work. 

The  class  graduating  from  the  high  school  this  spring  was   the  largest 
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yet  sent  out.  The  young  ladies  and  gentlemen,  numbering  nineteen,  made 
a  fine  school  record  and  acquitted  themselves  surpassingly  well  on  the 
evening  of  graduation.  Congratulations  are  due  them  and  their  instructors 
upon  the  good  thorough  work  of  the  year. 

As  school  boards  change  frequently,  it  is  but  natural  that  the  ideals  of 
school  work  change  with  them.  There  has  been,  however,  for  some  years, 
and  is  now  a  growing  sentiment  prevailing  among  the  guardians  of  our 
schools  that  the  first  years  of  the  coarse  need  a  more  talented  teaching 
force  than  do  the  years  immediately  following;  that  it  is  the  little  ones 
with  tender  minds,  just  from  the  lap  of  old  Dame  Nature,  that  should  bo  met 
at  the  school  room  door  by  the  earnest,  devoted  friend  and  student  of  child- 
hood; by  those  who  can  and  will  lead  the  little  folks  cheerfully  and  pleas- 
antly along  the  paths  of  knowledge  and  lay  for  them  a  broad  and  deep 
foundation  upon  which  may  firmly  rest  the  acquisitions  of  after  years. 

Considerable  attention  was  given  throughout  the  year  to  the  subjects  of 
general  information  and  current  events  in  both  our  institute  and  school 
work.  In  the  advanced  grades  at  least,  the  pupils  were  kept  well  posted 
upon  general  and  current  thoughts  and  occurrences,  and  it  was  often  the 
periods  for  these  topics  that  were  the  most  profitable  of  the  days'  pro- 
gramme. Children  should  be  made  conscious  that  they  are  living  in 
an  intensely  active  and  earnest  present,  that  they  may  truly  learn  to 
value  the  to-days  of  life  and  not  linger  among  its  yesterdays  or  look  dream- 
ingly  forward  to  its  to-morrows.  They  should  be  impressed  with  the  idea 
that  it  is  only  they  who  have  caught  the  inspiration  of  the  day  and  have  a 
knowledge  of  its  wonderful  discoveries  and  inventions  that  can  success- 
fully take  their  places  in  the  great  moving  column  of  life  and  keep  step 
with  its  onward  march. 

Trusting  that  the  errors  of  the  years  may  quicken  and  stimulate  us  all 
to  better  endeavors,  we  go  forward  resolving  to  labor  more  earnestly  and 
wisely  for  those  who  await  our  care  and  guidance  along  the  ways  of  wisdom. 


SHARON— J.  W.  Canon. 

Another  year  of  school  work  has  closed  As  we  look  the  ground  over  at 
the  close  of  the  year,  we  see  many  things  that  cause  us  to  "  thank  God  and 
take  courage."  We  see  also  where  mistakes  have  been  made.  But  we  be- 
lieve it  can  be  truthfully  said  of  every  one  of  our  teachers,  "  She  hath  done 
what  she  could."  Ail  could  have  done  better,  had  they  been  wiser.  We 
believe  all  have  learned  wisdom  from  the  experience  of  the  year,  and  will 
do  better  still  in  the  years  to  come.  If  the  school  laws  were  changed  in 
some  respects,  they  would  help  us  more,  and  hinder  less,  than  at  present. 
Good  schools  are  not  necessarily  produced  by  good  laws,  and  they  may  exist 
in  spite  of  bad  laws,  but  it  is  an  advantage  to  have  laws  ''commanding 
'What  is  right  and  prohibiting  what  is  wrong." 
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The  law  forbidding  tbe  change  of  a  regularly  adopted  text  book,  except 
once  in  three  years,  should  be  so  amended  as  to  leave  the  matter  of  change 
of  text  books  entirely  to  the  discretion  of  school  boards  and  teachers. 
There  may  have  been  times  in  the  past  when  it  was  necessary  to  protect 
inexperienced  directors  from  the  importunities  of  the  wily  book  agent. 
But  we  believe  directors  have  so  far  advanced  in  intelligence  and  manhood 
that  they  are  able  to  do  what  is  best  for  the  schools  under  their  charge  re- 
gardless of  the  temptations  of  the  wicked  agents.  If  not,  the  hands  of  the 
agents  have  been  so  effectually  tied  by  the  rules  of  the  "  Syndicate"  that 
they  are  almost  powerless.  And  all  will  agree  that  the  sooner  a  poor  book 
is  displaced  by  a  good  one,  the  better  for  the  schools.  Also,  the  law  re- 
quiring uniformity  of  text  books  should  be  repealed.  In  the  past  when 
the  teacher  aimed  to  teach  the  book  instead  of  the  subject  it  may  have  been 
necessary,  but  we  have  outgrown  it  and  it  has  become  a  hindrance.  We 
have  in  most  schools  too  much  dead  uniformity,  what  we  need  with  regard 
to  books,  as  well  as  many  other  things,  is  more  variety. 

Again,  the  law  should  provide  that  city,  borough  and  township  superin 
tendents  of  schools  should  be  paid  out  of  the  State  Treasury,  as  county 
superintendents  are,  instead  of  the  local  school  fund  as  at  present.  The 
cities  and  boroughs  that  have  their  own  superintendents,  furnish  a  much 
larger  part  of  the  funds  to  the  State  Treasury  than  do  the  rural  districts 
that  have  their  county  supei-intendents.  It  would  seem  to  be  a  matter  of 
simple  justice  that  all  these  officers,  or  else  none  of  them,  should  be  paid 
out  of  the  treasury  of  the  State.  The  law  should  limit  the  amount  to  be 
drawn  from  the  treasury  of  the  State  for  this  purpose,  as  it  now  does  in 
the  case  of  the  county  superintendents. 

The  law  should  authorize  school  boards  to  use  a  portion  of  the  school 
fund  for  providing  a  library  for  the  exclusive  use  of  the  school.  If  it  pays 
to  spend  money  for  reading  matter  at  any  period  of  life,  that  time  is  cer- 
tainly during  the  years  of  school  life,  when  the  wise  and  faithful  teacher 
has  some  power  to  guide  and  to  inspire  to  that  which  is  good,  "  while  the 
evil  days  come  not." 

During  the  late  meeting  of  the  State  Teachers'  Association  at  Altoona, 
it  was  very  aptly  asked  why  the  law  should  fix  a  limit^to  taxation  for  school 
purposes  and  not  to  other  taxation.  Let  this  limit  be  stricken  out.  And 
let  us  trust  to  the  good  sense  and  honesty  of  the  officers  in  school  affairs  as 
in  other  matters. 


SHENANDOAH— L.  A.  Freeman. 

An  increased  interest  in  school  work  is  indicated  by  the  fact  that  while 
the  total  enrolment  in  the  day  schools  was  less  for  the  year  just  ended 
than  for  the  preceding  year,  the  average  daily  attendance  was  considerably 
greater. 

Five  evening  schools  were  organized  by  the  school  board  last  winter  and 
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carried  on  for  an  average  term  of  three  and  two-fifths  raonths.  The  total 
enrolment  in  these  schools  was  three  hundred  and  fourteen,  and  the  average 
nightly  attendance,  one  hundred  and  thirty- eight. 

A  new  school  house  of  two  rooms  has  been  built  on  Coal  street,  and  four 
rooms  have  been  added  to  the  Centre  street  and  one  to  the  Union  street 
building. 

In  the  Shenandoah  school  district  library  there  aro  eighty -nine  works  on 
teaching.  The  teachers  contribute  annually  to  a  fund  for  sustaining  a 
"teachers'  table."  This  consists  of  eighteen  periodicals,  of  which  ten  are 
strictly  professional.  The  remaining  eight  are  as  follows  :  The  Century 
Magazine,  Harper's  Monthly,  Scribner's  Monthly,  Lippincott's,  The  Atlan- 
tic Monthly,  The  Forum,  North  American  Review  and  Hall's  Journal  of 
Health.  These  periodicals,  as  well  as  the  educational  books  above  men- 
tioned, are  very  generally  read  by  the  teachers. 

During  the  past  term  more  attention  has-  been  given  than  formerly  to 
the  physical  training  of  children.  Many  times  each  day  pupils  are  re- 
quired to  stand  erect  and  expand  their  chests  as  much  as  possible.  We 
also  have  calisthenics,  marching  and  breathing  exercises  every  day.  One 
effect  of  all  this  physical  training  is  very  noticeable — very  few  stooping, 
round-shouldered  or  hollow-chested  children  can  be  found  in  the  Shenan- 
doah schools. 


SOUTH  BETHLEHEM— Owen  R.  Wilt. 

The  number  of  our  pupils  has  been  steadily  increasing,  necessitating  the 
enlargement  of  the  school  accommodation.  A  fine  eight-room  brick  build- 
ing is  now  in  course  of  erection  ;  this  building  will  be  provided  with  all 
the  latest  improvements  in  ventilation,  heating,  etc.,  and  will  be  a  model  of 
school  architecture.  The  same  is  expected  to  be  ready  for  occupancy  at,  or 
shortly  after,  the  commencement  of  the  fall  term. 

A  move  in  the  right  direction,  on  the  part  of  the  board  of  directors,  has 
been  the  establishing  of  the  borough  superintendency  and  the  separation 
of  the  principalship  of  the  high  school  from  the  superintendency,  thus 
giving  the  superintendent  an  opportunity  to  employ  more  of  his  time  in 
supervision.  ' 

The  course  of  study,  as  revised  a  year  ago,  has  somewhat  changed  the 
kind  and  amount  of  work  required  by  each  department.  The  change  in 
this  respect  as  well  as  the  change  in  the  general  method  of  instruction  has 
been  so  gradual  and  at  the  same  time  so  practical  in  its  nature  and  results, 
as  not  to  produce  much  perceptible  opposition  from  those  accustomed  to 
teach  according  to  the  old  line  of  teaching,  and  I  am  glad  that  I  can  state 
that  many  of  our  teachers  are  thoroughly  convinced  that  much  that  is 
abstract  and  mechanical  must  give  way  to  that  which  is  concrete  and  prac- 
cal  before  pupils  can  become  fully  alive  in  their  work  of  studying.  Im- 
urovement   in  writing,  drawing,  reading,  geography   and   language  was 
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especially  noticeable  in  a  large  majority  of  the  schools.  More  attention 
has  been  given  to  the  practical  and  less  to  the  theoretical  part  of  these 
subjects.  "While  a  steady  rise  to  more  natural  teaching  manifested  itself 
in  every  department,  especial  improvement  has  been  observed  in  the 
primary  department.  I  cannot  fail  to  make  special  mention  of  the  pro- 
gress made  in  drawing.  The  specimens  received  for  examination,  and 
those  put  on  exhibition  on  several  public  occasions  showed  that  this  sub- 
ject received  its  proper  attention.  It  cannot  fail  to  produce  good  results 
in  the  future. 

The  borough  institute  which  was  held  at  least  twice  a  month  was  almost 
exclusively  devoted  to  methods  of  iastruction.  A  class  of  eight  pupils 
of  the  senior  class,  Excelsior  high  school,  was  regularly  instructed  by 
the  superintendent  during  the  term.  Toward  the  end  of  the  term  the 
class  was  joined  by  nearly  all  the  teachers  of  the  borough,  as  also  by  a 
goodly  number  of  teachers  from  adjacent  districts.  Especial  attention 
was  given  to  theory  and  practice  in  teaching.  The  twelve  pupils  of  the 
high  school,  four  young  men  and  eight  young  ladies,  who  have  just  gradu- 
ated have  all  passed  a  good  examination  and  received  their  diplomas. 
Two  of  the  young  men  were  admitted  to  Lehigh  University,  and  the  other 
two  may  try  for  admission  to  the  same  institution  at  the  opening  of  the 
fall  term.  Six  of  the  young  ladies  were  examined  with  the  teachers  at  the 
annual  teachers'  examination  and  passed  the  ordeal  with  good  results. 

Arbor  Day  was  appropriately  observed.  Successful  efforts  have  been 
made  to  inspire  the  youthful  mind  with  the  spirit  of  improving,  not  only 
the  school  yards,  but  lawns,  roadsides,  etc.,  as  well. 

Our  wish  is  that  the  harmony  that  existed  among  directors,  teachers 
and  superintendent  during  the  year  that  has  just  ended  may  continue  in 
the  future,  and  that  the  schools  may  continue  to  prosper  and  attain  yet  to 
a  higher  plane  of  proficiency  during  the  coming  term. 


SOUTH  EASTON— S.  E.  Shull. 

The  status  of  our  school  affairs  is  so  similar  to  that  as  found  in  last 
year's  report  that  I  find  but  few  things  worthy  of  mention. 

That  we  are  making  pi-ogress  cannot  be  gainsaid,  and  while  the  rapid- 
ity of  our  pace  in  that  direction  may  not  meet  the  expectation  of  all  who 
have  and  will  continue  to  have  but  little  knowledge  of  school  matters,  yet 
our  schools  are  in  advance  of  any  previous  year,  both  as  to  thoroughness 
and  the  enlargement  of  the  course  of  study. 

Anent  this  last  progressive  step,  among  other  things  which  substantiate 
the  assertion  is  the  fact  that  a  respectable  number  of  our  citizens  loudly 
bewail  the  "lost  time  and  money"  which  this  advancement  necessitated. 

Our  patrons  have  cause  for  congratulating  themselves  upon  the  condi- 
tion of  the  high  school.  The  course  of  study  has  been  so  arranged  as  to  fifc

the  graduates  for  admission  in  any  of  the  courses  to  Lafayette  and  other 
colleges  of  similar  requirements.  Five  young  men,  members  of  this  year's 
graduating  class  will  become  students  of  Lafayette  at  the  beginning  of 
the  college  year. 

I  have  cause  for  regretting  the  large  number  of  persons  of  school  acre 
who  attend  no  school  at  all,  as  well  as  a  similar  number  in  attendance  not 
more  than  two  or  three  months  during  the  school  year.  My  observation 
has  brought  about  the  belief  that  both  classes  are  equally  harmful  to  edu- 
cational progress.  Both,  while  roaming  the  streets  in  idleness  and  learning 
their  lessons  in  crime  and  vice,  have  a  poisoning  power  over  a  certain 
class  of  those  in  regular  attendance,  the  effects  of  which  are  not  only  visi- 
ble in  this  particular  class,  but  retards  the  progress  of  the  whole  body  of 
schools. 

We  held  twenty  district  institutes  during  the  year.  The  principal  branch 
of  study  at  each  session  of  the  institute  was  psychology.  It  gives  me 
pleasure  to  say  that  the  teachers  who  considered  it  a  duty — not  an  act  sim- 
ply to  satisfy  the  request  of  directors — were  greatly  benefited  by  them. 

Whether  future  observation  will  justify  me  in  taking  this  as  a  rule  lam 
unable  to  say,  but  it  is  true  this  year  that  the  condition  of  the  schools  and 
the  result  of  the  examinations  indicate  in  every  case  those  who  attended 
our  institutes  from  a  sense  of  duty. 

This  leads  me  to  remark  that  we  still  have  a  very  few  in  our  body  of 
teachers  who  would,  I  think,  serve  their  consciences,  serve  the  community 
and  especially  the  pupils  entrusted  to  their  care,  could  they  be  convinced 
that  the  "noise"  they  heard  when  seeking  to  divine  their  life-calling  was 
sadly  misinterpreted. 

Our  school  library  has  been  increased  by  the  addition  of  about  a  hun- 
dred standard  and  latest  publications. 

In  addition  to  teaching  the  higher  classics  during  half  of  each  daily  ses- 
sion, I  have  visited  each  school  at  least  once  a  mouth,  but  quite  frequently 
those  presided  over  by  teachers  of  little  experience. 

In  conclusion  I  would  say  that  we  are  making  progress,  and  that  if  many 
of  the  parents  would  purge  themselves  of  their  indifference  ;  if  the  non-at- 
tending and  irregular  school  population  could  be  mustered  into  the  ranks 
of  those  who  are  daily  taking  their  places  in  the  field  of  duty  ;  with  a  body 
of  teachers,  two  or  three  excepted,  earnest  in  their  labors,  and  with  a  school 
board  which,  as  a  rule,  has  provided  all  things  needed  and  has  worked 
hand  in  hand  in  our  efforts  for  the  advancement  of  the  schools,  we  could 
enter  upon  a  new  year  of  labor  with  the  brightest  of  anticipations,  feeling 
sure  that  our  work  under  such  conditions  would  not  fail  to  return  to  us  a 
bounteous  harvest. 
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STEELTON— L.  E.  McGinnes. 

A  year  ago  the  school  board  of  our  district  took  advantage  of  the  law 
providing  for  the  establishment  of  the  borough  supei'intendency.  Tbeir 
action  makes  it  my  duty  to  submit  to  you  this  the  first  annual  report  of  the 
schools  of  Steelton. 

As  early  as  1880  we  became  a  corporate  borough  with  a  school  popula- 
tion of  less  than  four  hundred.  Since  then  our  growth  in  numbers  has 
been  very  rapid.  We  now  have  twenty-five  schools  with  twenty-six  teachers 
and  thirteen  hundred  and  fifty-seven  pupils. 

The  managers  of  the  Pennsylvania  Steel  Company,  actuated  by  the  true 
principle  that  intelligent  men  make  better  workmen  and  better  citizens  than 
ignorant  men  do,  set  about  in  a  practical  manner  to  give  every  child  in  the 
borough  an  opportunity  to  obtain  a  good  common  school  education. 

Soon  after  the  charter  of  incorporation  was  received,  steps  were  taken 
by  the  company  to  erect  the  high  school  building,  an  edifice  which  will 
stand  an  enduring  monument  to  the  forethought  of  its  projectors. 

The  voters  of  the  town,  appreciating  this  commendable  spirit,  exercised 
great  care  in  selecting  able  men  to  represent  them  on  the  school  board.  Major 
L.  S.  Bent,  the  superintendent  of  the  steel  company,  was  made  the  president 
of  the  board,  and  nine  year's  faithful  service  in  that  capacity  has  fully 
demonstrated  the  wisdom  of  the  choice. 

Good  school  facilities  were  provided  and  parents  were  soon  made  familiar 
with  their  duty  in  the  matter,  namely,  to  send  their  children  regularly  to 
school.  As  a  consequence  we  have  practically  a  compulsory  system  with 
but  little  compulsion  required. 

Early  in  the  establishment  of  the  schools,  two  important  principles  were 
adopted  which  have  been  strictly  adhered  to  ever  since. 

First.  Good  teaching  requires  careful  preparation  and  experience  on  the 
part  of  the  teacher. 

Second.  Primary  work  is  no  less  important  than  higher  grade  work, 
consequently  it  requires  no  less  skill  and  ability  on  the  part  of  the  teacher 

To  be  governed  by  the  first  principle,  sufficient  salaries  were  paid  to 
demand  teachers  of  successful  experience. 

The  second  principle  led  to  the  payment  of  equal  salaries  to  all  teachers 
below  the  eighth  grade.  After  all  it  is  impossible  to  have  good  schools 
without  good  teachers  and  whatever  of  success  we  have  attained  in  the 
past  is  attributable  more  largely  to  the  fact  that  these  two  principles  have 
been  closely  observed  than  to  all  other  causes  combined. 

"With  these  thoughts  of  a  historic  nature  we  make  a  few  observations  con- 
cerning the  work  of  the  past  year.  Taking  everything  into  consideration 
we  have  had  a  prosperous  term. 

The  members  of  the  board  of  education  have  been  untiring  in  their  en- 
deavors to  perform  their  responsible  duties.  This  is  evidenced  not  only 
by  their  regular  attendance  at  the  meetings  of  the  board  but  also  by  the 
fact  that  they  made  one  hundred  and  seventy-three  personal  visits  to  the 
schools. 
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Our  teachers  as  a  body  are  efficient  and  active.  They  have  labored  faith- 
fully in  their  several  lines  of  work.  Many  of  them  are  thinkers  and  readers, 
consequently  they  are  able  to  grasp  the  principles  underlying  methods  and 
devices  of  instruction. 

Two  earnest  and  enthusiastic  teachers  have  given  their  entire  time  to  the 
work  of  the  high  school.  As  a  consequence  each  class  has  had  the  advant- 
age of  the  full  nine  months'  training.  Heretofore  this  was  impossible  as 
the  principal  was  required  to  give  a  portion  of  his  time  to  the  supervision 
of  the  other  schools.  At  the  close  of  the  session  a  class  of  sixteen  graduated 
from  the  school  with  great  credit  1  o  themselves  and  their  instructors. 

The  greatest  improvement  in  the  other  grades  as  far  as  the  teaching  of 
the  branches  is  concerned  was  in  the  work  in  numbers,  language,  penman- 
ship and  drawing.  Careful,  thoughtful,  systematic  work  was  requested 
and  ably  have  the  teachers  responded.  Our  efforts  in  the  saperintendency 
have  not  been  so  much  to  make  any  radical  changes  in  the  course  pre- 
viously outlined  as  to  strengthen  and  encourage  by  carefully  leading  and 
inspecting  the  work  of  the  teachers.  To  this  end,  grade  conferences  were 
held  frequently.  In  these  conferences  and  in  our  visits  to  the  schools  we 
were  particular  to  make  such  suggestions  only  as  were  based  on  the  most 
approved  methods  and  principles  of  education,  and  at  all  times  we  were 
particular  to  encourage  the  exercise  and  development  of  the  originality  of 
the  teacher. 

It  was  our  privilege  during  the  year  to  acquaint  ourselves  with  the  work 
in  other  boroughs  and  cities  of  our  State.  Also  to  inspect  the  methods  and 
results  in  two  of  our  best  State  normal  schools.  These  visits  were  made 
for  the  purpose  of  comparing  and  gaining  information.  It  is  needless  to 
say  that  they  proved  valuable  to  us  in  our  year's  work. 

One  of  the  most  potent  factors  for  good  to  the  educational  interests  of 
our  town  has  been  the  continuance  of  a  strong  and  healthy  public  sentiment. 

Over  two  thousand  visits  to  our  schools,  in  connection  with  the  fact  that 
over  nineteen  hundred  of  our  citizens  were  present  at  the  exposition  of 
pupils'  work  at  the  close  of  the  session,  is  indicative  of  the  fact  that  our 
people  appreciate  the  work  of  the  teachers. 

Though  we  are  able  to  report  a  year  of  substantial  progress  we  are  quite 
conscious  that  there  remains  much  to  be  accomplished.  In  conclusion  we 
express  the  hope  that  the  year  upon  which  we  have  just  entered  may  witness 
greater  improvement  than  any  previous  one  in  our  histoi'y. 
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TAMAQUA — RoBEKT  F.  Ditchburn. 

I  am  very  bappy  to  report  to  you  the  continued  prosperity  of  our  schools, 
physically,  intellectually  and  morally. 

Since  the  thorough  heating  of  our  school  rooms,  the  ventilation  has 
been  vastly  improved  and  good  health  of  teachers  and  pupils  has  been  the 
result,  a  result  favorable  to  good  work. 

The  intellectual  advancement  of  the  different  grades  has  been  very  sat- 
isfactory and  our  teachers  have  shown  more  than  usual  the  proper  spirit 
of  the  teacher. 

As  far  as  the  general  conduct  of  the  pupils  is  concerned  we  have  had. 
a  very  pleasant  and  profitable  term. 

Pupils  admitted  during  the  term  :  boys,  GIO;  girls,  636;  total,  1,246^ 
average  daily  attendance,  boys,  412;  girls,  410;  total,  822. 

At  the  close  of  the  term  fourteen  pupils  in  our  high  school  graduated. 

Arbor  Day  was  attended  to  in  a  mild  kind  of  a  way.  As  I  have  before  told 
you  our  school  grounds  are  already  planted  with  trees.  Anent  this  tree 
planting  business,  scientists  and  other  interested  and  uninterested  indi- 
viduals tell  us,  that  cutting  down  the  forests  of  a  country  will  turn  it  into 
a  desert,  dry  up  the  springs,  dry  up  the  rivers  and  play  the  mischief  with 
everything  earthly.  Now,  from  late  experience,  I  for  one  begin  to  doubt 
this;  for  I  am  sure  it  is  no  figure  of  speech  to  say  that  lately  Pennsylva- 
nia has  "  gone  decidedly  wet,"  and  if  tree  planting  has  had  anything  ta 
do  with  it,  it  would  in  my  humble  opinion  be  well  to  cry  halt. 

We  have  as  yet  had  no  attack  of  manual  training,  kinde^-garten,  cook- 
ing school  or  any  other  of  the  education  fads.  Psychol^^gy  and  peda- 
doo-ics  in  a  mild  kind  of  form  we  have  had,  but  it  was  nothing  serious,  uoti 
sufficient  to  interfere  with  the  general  health  of  the  system. 


TITUSYILLE— R.  M.  Steeetee. 

The  changes  taken  place  during  the  last  ten  years  in  the  educational  in- 
terests of  this  city  are  concisely  shown  by  comparingthe  following  monthly 
reports,  that  month  having  been  selected  which  has  the  largest  enrol-- 
ment  for  the  year  :

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WEST  CHESTER— Sarah  W.   Staekweather. 

The  whole  number  of  pupils  enrolled  was  eleven  hundred  and  fifty-one. 
The  building  which  was  occupied  for  the  first  time  two  years  ago,  has  con- 
tinued to  attract  many  visitors  from  a  distance,  and  local  interest  has  been 
awakened  as  never  before,  by  a  mid  year  exhibit  of  scholars'  work  held  in 
the  high  school  building,  February  10,  ISSO.  The  specimens  were  selected 
as  fair  samples  of  every-day  work.  No  time  was  spent  in  special  drill  and 
training,  beyond  copying  on  paper  of  uniform  size.  The  arrangement  was 
such  as  to  show  at  a  glance,  the  progressive  work  of  our  graded  system, 
and  the  similarity  in  results  secured  from  classes  of  twenty  pupils  was  quite 
remarliable.  The  busy  work  of  the  tiniest  fingers  at  the  beginning  of  the 
course  was  crowned  by  very  artistic  work,  drawn  and  mounted  by  high 
school  pupils. 

Manuscript  exercises  of  every  branch  taught  in  the  schools,  which  could 
bo  shown  upon  paper,  found  a  place  and  were  carefully  inspected  and 
greatly  praised  by  hundreds  of  patrons.  In  March  an  industrial  depart- 
ment was  opened  by  the  board  of  directors  and  an  exhibit  of  work  at  the 
close  of  the  term  elicited  commendation.  It  was  all  excellent  in  finish, 
neat  and  accurate.  The  botany  class,  in  addition  to  their  usual  examina- 
tion and  classification  of  more  than  a  hundred  plants,  pressed  and  mounted 
a  large  number  which  made  a  very  attractive  feature  of  the  exhibit  of  the 
work  of  the  spring  term. 

A  class  of  nine  pupils,  graduated  in  1888,  fully  maintained  the  reputa- 
tion of  the  school  and  the  patience  of  a  crowded  audience  testified  the  deep 
interest  of  the  public  in  educational  matters  and  the  hold  which  the  high 
school  has  upon  the  hearts  of  the  people.  While  the  usual  vicissitudes 
and  fluctuations  have  marked  the  year,  the  outlook  for  the  future  is  full 
of  encouragement. 


WILLIAMSPOKT— S.  Transeau. 

During  the  past  year  the  public  schools  of  this  city  enjoyed  a  period  of 
great  prosperity.  There  was  but  little  interruption  on  account  of  sick- 
ness, and  the  average  attendance  of  pupils  was  three  thousand  two  hun- 
dred and  three.  This  number  is  about  seventy-two  per  cent,  of  the  whole 
number  enrolled.     Only  eight  pupils  died  during  the  entire  term. 

At  the  opening  of  the  last  terra  of  school,  the  new  building,  known  as 
the  high  school  building  on  West  Third  street,  was  added  to  our  school 
accommodations.  This  building  has  been  pronounced  by  competent  judges 
one  of  the  finest  and  best  school  houses  in  the  State.  It  is  heated  and 
ventilated  by  the  Kuttan-Smead  system,  and  it  is  also  supplied  with  the 
dry  closet  system,  an  important  feature  of  this  firm's  patents.  The  build- 
ing consists  of  sixteen  rooms,  but  as  a  picture  of  it  appeared  in  the  re- 
port of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  for  1887,  and  as  a  de- 
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scription  was  furnished  you  since,  it  is  unnecessary  to  go  into  details 
again. 

Five  additional  schools  were  added  daring  the  year  and  the  board  is 
now  engaged  in  the  erection  of  a  commodious  eight-roomed  building  in 
the  Sixth  ward.  It  is  quite  probable  that  notwithstanding  the  great  flood 
of  June  1,  1889,  two  or  three  schools  will  have  to  be  opened  as  soon  as 
this  building  is  finished. 

An  additional  teacher  was  added  to  the  corps  of  instructors  in  the  high 
school  at  the  beginning  of  the  term. 

It  was  believed  that  a  considerable  number  of  children  between  the  ages 
of  eight  and  sixteen  years  were  growing  up  in  this  city  without  attending 
any  school.  In  order  to  ascertain  the  facts  of  the  ease  approximately,  I 
requested  the  teachers  of  the  junior,  senior  and  high  school  grades  to  in- 
quire diligently  among  the  pupils  of  their  respective  schools  for  the  names 
of  all  children  of  the  above  ages  in  their  own  neighborhood,  not  attend- 
ing any  school.  After  deducting  the  duplicates,  I  found  one  hundred  and 
sixty  children  not  at  work  nor  in  school.  This  number  is  small  when  we 
consider  the  fact  that  many  of  these  children  were  in  school  during  the 
preceding  term.  That,  however,  a  number  of  children  in  all  cities  and 
large  boroughs  in  the  State,  are  growing  up  in  absolute  ignorance  can- 
not be  disputed.  That  many  of  these  will  grow  up  to  the  detriment  of 
society,  will  also  not  be  disputed. 

Our  public  schools  are  popular  and  at  the  opening  of  last  term  we  en- 
rolled a  large  number  of  pupils  who  had  formerly  attended  private  schools. 
The  parents  of  many  of  these  children  expressed  themselves  as  very  much 
pleased  with  their  progress. 

We  feel  indeed  grateful  that  in  the  work  of  supervision  we  have  had 
the  hearty  cooperation  of  the  teachers,  directors,  the  public  press  and 
many  of  the  patrons  of  the  public  schools. 


YOEK— W.  H.   Shelley. 

Without  recapitulating  the  educational  progress  of  former  years,  it  be- 
comes ray  duty  to  give  a  brief  summary  of  the  work  of  the  year  just  closed. 

A  new  school  building  is  about  to  be  completed  containing  the  best 
modern  improvements  and  will  be  occupied  at  the  re-opening  in  Septem- 
ber. It  contains  four  large  rooms  well  lighted  and  heated  and  can  accom- 
modate at  least  two  hundred  pupils.  Ground  has  been  broken  for  another 
building  which  will  contain  six  rooms.  The  Smead  system  of  heating  and 
ventilation  will  be  introduced  into  this  building.  Thus  it  will  be  seen  that 
our  honorable  board  of  school  control  is  ready  to  meet  the  demand  of  our 
rapidly  increasing  school  population,  in  promptly  supplying  commodious 
buildings. 
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The  high  school  has  lost  none  of  its  efficiency  and  usefulness.  The  pro- 
motion of  sixty-nine  pupils  from  the  grammar  schools  to  the  high  school 
indicates  the  thoroughness  of  the  work  of  preparation  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  all  the  applicants  passed  with  creditable  averages. 

The  work  in  the  lower  grades  has  been  thorough  and  progressive,  the 
teachers  have  been  earnest  and  devoted,  and  indeed  the  results  of  the  year 
are  eminently  satisfactory  to  the  general  educational  public. 

The  exhibit  of  the  written  examination  work  and  free-hand  drawing 
spread  out  in  the  high  school  room  for  the  inspection  of  the  public  during 
the  second  week  in  June,  shows  that  our  boys  and  girls  are  neat,  methodic 
and  accurate  in  their  work. 

Instead  of  promoting  pupils  to  a  higher  grade  upon  the  result  of  the  an- 
nual examination  of  the  superintendent  or  questions  prepared  by  him,  the 
standard  adopted  for  promotion  is  based,  primarily,  upon  the  results  of 
the  daily  work  of  the  pupil.  This  is  carefully  tabulated  from  monthly  re- 
ports and  with  a  semester,  together  with  a  final,  examination  gives  the 
average  standing. 

The  city  institute  met  regularly  twice  per  month  during  the  school  year 
and  the  regular  attendance  of  most  of  the  tea'jhers  evinced  their  interest 
in  their  chosen  work.  But  few,  comparatively,  found  excuses  to  absent 
themselves.  That  the  few  negligent  ones  may  be  led  fully  to  understand 
their  duty,  the  board  of  control  has  decided  to  make  it  obligatory  upon  all 
to  attend  these  meetings  and  it  will  be  made  a  special  condition  in  the 
contract  of  all  teachers,  as  well  as  one  of  the  permanent  rules  of  the  board. 

It  has  been  our  aim  to  urge  upon  all  who  desire  to  make  teaching  a  per- 
manent profession,  to  take  a  course  at  a  State  normal  school,  and  have 
urged  the  graduates  of  our  high  school  to  spend  at  least  a  year  in  such 
preparation.  The  tendency  has  been  to  place  these  young  and  inexperi- 
enced graduates  of  our  high  school  in  positions  in  primary  schools,  which 
is  conceded  by  all  thoughtful  educators  as  being  the  most  important  and 
responsible  places  in  all  school  systems.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  our  present 
efficient  board  of  control  will  see  the  great  mistake  of  such  a  policy,  and 
if  these  inexperienced  youths  must  be  used,  let  them  be  placed  in  positions 
above  first  and  second  j'ear  grades. 

Another  matter  which  needs  speedy  correction  is  the  proper  adjustment 
of  salaries.  These  should  be  graded  rather  upon  years  of  successful  ex- 
perience than,  as  now,  upon  grades  of  the  schools.  By  this  change  the 
successful  primary  teacher  would  not  seek  promotion  to  the  next  grade, 
knoWiUg  that  her  salary  would  be  increased,  proportionately  at  least,  until 
it  reaches  a  certain  maximum. 

In  view  of  the  many  children  whose  parents  seems  to  care  little  about 
their  education,  who  lose  from  one-fourth  to  one-half  the  school  year  by 
sheer  neglect  of  parental  control,  we  are  prepared  to  favor  a  compulsory 
educational  bill  at  the  next  meeting  of  our  Legislature.  Something  should 
be  done  to  provide  for  these  neglected  children,  or  the  State  will  have  to 
11  School  Report, 
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provide  for  them,  by  and  by,  in  their  almshouses  or  jails,  as  they  can  never 
become  self-supporting  citizens. 

We  regret  the  necessity  of  reporting  one  of  the  rented  rooms  and  also 
one  of  the  buildings  of  the  board  as  entirely  unfit  to  be  occupied  for  school 
purposes.  This  objection  will  be  obviated  by  the  additional  nev?  buildings 
now  in  the  course  of  erection. 

A  special  effort  will  be  made  during  the  coming  year  to  secure  the  visit- 
ation of  parents  in  the  schools.  It  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  teachers, 
hitherto,  have  not  been  able  to  enlist  the  interest  of  parents  in  their  school 
work. 

While  some  of  our  teachers  have  piirsued  a  course  of  professional  read- 
ing during  the  past  year,  we  regret  that  so  many  read  without  any  particu- 
lar system,  and  while  some  avail  themselves  of  the  vast  amount  of  educa- 
tional literature  that  comes  to  the  office,  there  are  others  who  seem  to  read 
and  think  but  little  with  reference  to  bettor  preparation  for  their  work. 
As  a  result,  some  of  the  teaching  is  mechanical  and  spiritless,  without 
method  and  involving  little  study  of  the  aims  of  true  culture.  We  are 
pleased,  however,  to  know  that  few  of  such  are  found  among  our  list  of 
teachers. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  for  the  hearty  cooperation 
of  the  board  of  control  and  the  teachers,  and  to  add  the  hope  that  the 
comiog  year  will  be  marked  by  yet  grander  results  than  any  of  the  past.

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REPORTS  OF  PRINCIPALS 


STATE    FORMAL    SCHOOLS. 


FIRST  DISTRICT— WEST  CHESTER. 


G.  M.  Philips,  Principal. 


Growth  and  Prosperity  of  the  School. 
There  has  been  no  cessation  in  the  growth  and  increasing  success  of  the 
school.  The  attendance  of  students  during  the  past  year  reached  640, 
with  a  singular  equality  of  members  during  our  two  terms,  476  and  479 
respectively.  We  have  opened  our  new  year  with  another  large  increase 
over  last  year,  and  therefore  over  any  former  year  of  the  school's  history. 

Additional  Grounds  Bought. 
The  normal  school  is  located  in  the  southern  part  of  West  Chester,  upon 
the  grounds  originally  bought  for  this  purpose  from  Hon.  Wayne  Mac- 
Veagh  in  1870.  During  these  years  the  town  has  been  growing  closer 
around  us  year  by  year,  so  during  the  past  year  our  trustees  have  wisely 
bought  four  more  acres  of  ground  adjoining  our  northern  boundary,  at  a 
cost  of  about  $9000.  A  new  street.  Normal  avenue,  has  been  laid  out  on 
the  northern  side  of  this  purchase,  so  that  our  grounds  now  embrace  four- 
teen acres,  bounded  by  streets  upon  all  four  sides.  During  the  past  sea- 
son the  whole  grounds  have  been  carefully  graded  and  laid  out,  and  as  soon 
as  the  proper  time  comes  will  be  planted  with  trees  and  shrubs  in  great 
variety.  All  of  the  work  upon  the  grounds  is  in  the  hands  of  Mr  Josiah 
Hoopes,  of  West  Chester,  well  known  everywhere  for  his  skill  in  this  direc- 
tion. The  total  cost  of  these  improvements  to  the  grounds  will  be  over 
four  thousand  dollars,  and  when  finished  they  will  be  among  the  finest 
school  grounds  anywhere. 

New  Gymnasium. 
Our  trustees  have  long  felt  the  growing  importance  of  increased  facili- 
ties for  physical  training,  although  because  of  our  favorable  location   and 
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the  care  taken  in  this  matter,  the  school  has  been  singularly  healthy.  Last 
spring  a  committee  of  the  board,  together  with  the  principal  of  the  school, 
visited  the  leading  gymnasiums  of  New  York  and  New  England  to  gather 
information  and  plans.  Architect  T.  Roney  Williamson  was  employed  to 
prepare  the  plans,  the  building  has  been  let,  is  now  being  built,  and  will 
be  pushed  on  to  completion  as  rapidly  as  possible.  The  main  building  is 
one  hundred  and  four  by  sixty-four  feet,  with  an  annex,  for  entrance  and 
offices,  thirty-six  by  twenty-nine  feet.  The  main  room  is  one  hundred  by 
sixty  feet  in  the  clear,  twenty- two  feet  to  the  square,  a  lofty  open  roof 
above,  and  a  running  track  in  the  gallery  twelve  feet  from  the  floor.  This 
room  will  be  fitted  up  with  a  full  supply  of  Dr.  Sargent's  or  similar  appa- 
ratus. The  basement  extends  under  the  whole  building,  is  twelve  feet  high, 
and  will  be  completely  fitted  up  with  shower  and  other  baths,  lockers, 
swimming  pool,  bowling  alleys,  ball  cage,  etc.  With  the  single  exception 
of  the  one  at  Harvard,  it  will  be  the  largest  gymnasium  in  this  country, 
and,  taken  altogether,  it  is  believed  that  it  will  be  the  most  complete  one  to 
be  found  in  connection  with  any  school  or  college.  It  will  be  handsomely 
and  substantially  built  of  our  beautiful  greenstone.  The  contract  price  of 
thel)uilding  is  ^22,749,  to  which  the  cost  of  equipment,  apparatus,  archi 
tect's  fees,  etc.,  must  be  added. 

Manual  Training. 
During  the  past  year  a  work  shop  was  fitted  up  with  thirty  benches  and 
as  many  sets  of  tools  for  working  in  wood,  and  the  senior  and  junior  classes 
were  set  to  work  under  the  instruction  of  Prof.  A.  B.  Entwisle,  the  well- 
known  instructor  in  this  department  at  the  Philadelphia  Manual  Training 
School.  Each  class  worked  two  hours  per  week  on  Saturdays,  and  the 
results  were  gratifying.  Remarkable  progress  was  made,  the  young  wo- 
men working  side  by  side  with  the  young  men,  and  quite  equalling  them 
in  their  work.  For  the  coming  year  this  department  has  been  enlarged; 
the  work  is  required  of  seniors  and  juniors,  and  other  students  who  desire 
to  take  it  may  do  so.  The  lessons  &re  now  given  on  every  other  day,  and 
still  more  interest  and  better  results  are  looked  for.  A  large  part  of  the 
State  appropriation  has  been  set  aside  by  our  board  towards  the  erection 
and  equipment  of  a  special  building  for  manual  training  as  soon  as  they 
feel  that  we  know  just  what  we  need  in  this  direction. 

Other  New  Features. 
During  the  year  a  course  of  popular  lectures  was  given  in  our  new  chapel 
by  the  leading  platform  speakers  in  the  country.  It  was  a  decided  suc- 
cess, being  largely  attended  by  the  citizens  of  the  town,  as  well  as  by  the 
whole  school.  A  similar  course  will  be  given  during  the  coming  winter. 
During  the  past  year  more  than  a  thousand  dollars  worth  of  books  were 
added  to  the  library,  which  now  numbers  over  4,000  volumes.  It  and  the 
reading  room,  with  its  sixty-five  periodicals,  are  kept  open  by  the  librarian 
at  all  times  outside  of  school  hours.  Many  other  improvements,  both  in 
the  school  and  its  surroundings,  have  been  made  during  the  past  year. 
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SECOND  DISTRICT— MILLERSVILLE. 


E.  Okam  Lyte,  Principal. 


I  have  the  honor  to  forward  to  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  the 
report  of  the  Millersville  State  Normal  School  for  the  thirty- fifth  year  of 
its  existence  as  a  Normal  School. 

The  school  year  which  ended  July  3  was  one  of  the  most  prosperous  in 
the  history  of  the  institution.  The  attendance  was  large,  the  normal  de- 
partment numbering  twenty-five  more  in  the  winter  session  and  over  forty 
more  in  the  summer  session,  than  the  previous  year.  The  financial  condi- 
tion of  the  school  is  good.  While  we  expended  during  the  year  for  fur- 
niture, musical  instruments,  apparatus,  etc.,  over  $5,000,  the  balance  in  the 
treasurer's  hands  is  large  enough  to  warrant  the  authorities  iu  making  ex- 
tensive additions  to  the  many  improvements  that  have  lately  been  made. 
Among  the  purchases  of  the  year  are  a  large  microscope  and  eight  pianos, 
including  a  grand  piano  for  the  chapel. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  a  large  room  was  fitted  up  with  work- 
benches of  an  approved  pattern,  and  supplied  with  sets  of  tools  for  a  course 
in  wood-work.  The  room  was  placed  in  charge  of  an  experienced  teacher 
and  skilled  mechanic,  and  under  his  direction  the  senior  class  pursued  a 
course  consisting  of  mechanical  drawing,  measuring  and  lining,  the  use  of 
chisel,  saw,  plane,  hammer,  boring  tools,  etc.,  splicing,  mortise  and  tenon 
jointing,  dove-tailing,  panelling,  etc.  The  course  also  included  a  knowl- 
edge of  the  simpler  forms  of  wood- construction,  seasoning,  warping,  shrink- 
age, strength  of  timbers,  etc.,  and  the  preparation  of  pieces  of  school  ap- 
paratus, such  as  geometrical  blocks,  etc.  Excellent  results  were  obtained, 
both  sexes  working  equally  well.  Our  thanks  are  due  to  Dr.  G.  W.  At.her- 
ton,  president  of  the  State  College,  for  the  valuable  assistance  which  we 
received  from  him  in  the  organization  of  this  department.  The  classes  in 
manual  training  will  be  continued  during  the  coming  year,  with  such  modi- 
fications in  the  work  as  the  experience  of  last  year  suggested.  We  shall 
endeavor  to  make  the  work  more  practical  this  year,  and  construct  more 
apparatus  and  viseful  articles  for  the  school-room. 

The  trustees  of  the  school  are  devoted  to  its  interests  and  spend  a  great 
deal  of  time  and  thought  in  improving  the  buildings  and  grounds,  aud  in 
adding  to  the  facilities  by  means  of  which  the  best  work  may  be  done  in 
the  various  departments  of  the  institution.  It  is  my  painful  duty  to  state 
that  the  Hon.  John  M.  Stehman,  one  of  the  most  efficient  members  of  the 
board  of  trustees,  died  at  his  home  at  Rohrerstown  on  July  17,  1889.  Mr. 
Stehman  was  a  member  of  the  board  since  1873.  He  took  a  very  active 
interest  in  the  affairs  of  this  institution,  and  was  indefatigable  in  working 
for  its  welfare.  At  the  time  of  his  death,  he  was  a  member  of  the  State 
Senate,  and  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Education  in  that  body.  He 
was  greatly  interested  in  public  education,  and  his  loss  is  therefore  deeply 
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felt,  not  only  by  this  normal  school,  but  also  by  the  friends  of  education 
throughout  the  State. 

I  take  pleasure  in  bearing  testimony  to  the  efficiency  and  earnestness  of 
the  faculty  with  whom  I  am  associated.  Their  scholarship,  experience  and 
skill  in  teaching,  and  devotion  to  the  highest  interests  of  the  school,  have 
done  much  to  maintain  the  standing  of  Millersville  among  the  normal 
schools  of  the  country.  The  work  in  all  the  departments  of  the  school  has 
been  thorough  and  practical.  The  pedagogical  department  has  the  pro- 
minence which  its  importance  demands.  Most  excellent  results  have  been 
produced  in  this  department.  Under  the  new  organization  of  the  depart- 
ment, which  requires  a  systematic  course  of  observation  lessons  from  the 
junior  classes  in  connection  with  their  lessons  in  the  theory  of  teaching, 
the  senior  class  begin  their  practice  work  in  the  model  school  intelligently; 
and  by  requiring  a  year's  practice-teaching,  the  work  in  the  model  school 
can  be  thoroughly  systematized,  and  thus  rendered  doubly  efficient. 

I  am  glad  to  state  that  the  prospects  for  the  coming  year  are  unusually 
good.  Our  school  has  opened  with  a  larger  attendance  than  it  has  had  for 
several  years.  We  shall  endeavor  to  keep  the  school  worthy  of  the  esteem 
in  which  it  is  held  by  the  educational  public,  by  concentrating  every  effort 
to  fit  our  students  for  the  noblest  of  all  professions,  the  profession  of 
teaching. 


THIRD  DISTRICT— KUTZTOWN. 


Nathan  C.  Schaeffer,  Principal. 


The  increased  attendance  from  year  to  year  at  the  Keystone  Normal 
School,  is  evidence  of  the  growing  appreciation  by  the  Pennsylvania  Ger- 
mans of  our  efforts  to  put  a  good  education  within  the  reach  of  their  chil- 
dren. In  the  last  school  year  seven  hundred  and  twenty-one  different 
students  were  enrolled.  During  the  spring  term  we  were  greatly  in  need 
of  more  room.  The  trustees  have  accordingly  decided  to  erect  another 
building,  fifty-three  by  one  hundred  and  thirty-two  feet  and  four  stories  in 
height,  for  the  purpose  of  gaining  additional  dormitories,  recitation  rooms 
and  more  comfortable  homes  for  the  principal  and  the  vice-principal. 

A  prosperous  school  must  from  the  nature  of  the  case  make  additions  to 
its  buildings,  libraries,  apparatus  and  other  appliances  for  instruction. 
But  in  and  of  themselves  these  are  no  criterion  of  genuine  success  in 
school  work.  The  true  test  is  found  in  the  inner  life  of  the  pupils,  in  the 
thirst  for  knowledge  and  love  of  study  enkindled  within  them  and  in  the 
preparation  for  complete  living  which  they  get  from  their  teachers.  Hence 
nothing  connected  with  the  management  of  a  State  normal  school  is  of 
such  paramount  importance  as  the  selection  of  a  proper  corps  of  instruc- 
tors.    We  might  secure  and  retain  in  our  normal  school  faculties  a  higher 
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order  of  ability  if  we  could  pay  salaries  that  would  rival    the  emoluments 
of  the  other  professions. 

It  has  been  our  aim  to  conserve  in  the  life  of  this  institution  the  best 
elements  of  the  great  tendencies  of  modern  education.  Our  polytechnic 
schools  represent  the  practical  tendency;  the  classical  course  in  our  higher 
institutions  emphasizes  the  humanities,  and  our  denominational  colleges 
lay  stress  upon  the  religious  side  of  education.  We  have  not  felt  as  if  we 
could  imitate  the  example  of  those  who  have  dropped  the  Bible  classes  and 
the  expounding  of  God's  word  in  the  Lord's  Day.  The  Bible  is  after  all 
the  best  book  on  pedagogy  as  well  as  on  morality ;  and  too  many  of  our 
youth  are  growing  up  in  ignorance  of  the  truths  taught  and  the  events  re- 
corded in  the  Sacred  Scriptures.  Even  if  we  view  education  solely  in  the 
light  of  this  world,  the  Book  of  books  deserves  more  attention  than  it  now 
receives.  Where  can  we  find  a  better  exposition  of  what  is  in  man  ?  In 
all  vocations  what  knowledge  is  more  essential  to  success  than  the  knowl- 
edge of  human  nature?  The  speaker  upon  the  rostrum,  the  orator  in  the 
pulpit,  the  lawyer  before  hiS  jury,  the  doctor  in  the  sick  room,  the  teacher 
before  his  class,  the  salesman  behind  the  counter,  the  foreman  in  charge 
of  a  gang  of  workmen,  what  can  be  more  helpful  to  these  than  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  men  ?  In  this  respect  too  the  study  of  the  ancient  classics 
and  of  the  other  humanities,  possesses  a  value  that  is  generally  overlooked 
by  those  who  strongly  advocate  a  knowledge  of  wood,  iron,  metals  and  the 
things  about  us  in  the  natural  world.  Whilst  it  no  doubt  behooves  us  to 
satisfy  the  just  demands  of  an  intensely  utilitarian  age,  it  would  be  un- 
sound in  theory  and  practice  to  ignore  the  humanistic  and  religious  ele- 
ments in  education,  elements  which  have  been  transmitted  to  us  through 
the  centuries. 

Twelve  years  ago  I  took  charge  of  this  normal  school.  Like  some  of  its 
sisters  it  was  then  struggling  for  existence.  Since  that  time  the  normal 
schools  have  all  grown  in  attendance,  efficiency  and  reputation.  Within 
the  same  period  the  appropriation  to  the  public  schools  has  more  than 
doubled.  I  see  no  reason  why  the  next  legislature  should  not  add  another 
half  million  to  the  amount.  It  is  the  one  appropriation  that  reaches  every 
home  in  the  Commonwealth.  In  no  long  time  the  people  will  demand  an 
annual  appropriation  of  three  millions.  This  will  mean  longer  terms,  bet- 
ter salaries  and  more  thoroughly  trained  teachers.  It  should  be  the  ambi- 
tion of  the  normal  schools  to  assist  in  educating  public  sentiment  up  to 
this  point  and  to  prepare  the  teachers  for  this  enlarged  school  work  of  the 
near  future. 
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FIFTH  DISTRICT— MANSFIELD. 


D.  C.  Thomas,  Principal. 


Since  onr  last  report  we  have  made  extensive  improvements  on  our 
buildings  and  grounds.  TLe  increased  attendance  made  it  necessary  to 
enlarge  our  buildings  and  add  to  the  number  of  recitation  rooms.  The 
South  Hall,  which  has  stood  the  wear  and  tear  of  more  than  a  quarter  of  a 
century,  has  been  enlarged  and  thoroughly  I'epaii'ed  at  a  cost  of  twenty 
thousand  dollars.  This  work  is  completed  and  the  building  is  a  beautiful 
and  imposing  structure. 

We  have  been  able  to  secure  and  maintain  each  year  better  results  in 
the  professional  work  of  the  school.  Students  come  to  us  with  better  pre- 
paration and  more  maturity  than  in  previous  years.  The  tendency  seems 
to  be  not  to  come  and  go  at  short  intervals  for  a  number  of  years,  but  to 
come  prepared  to  enter  the  junior  course  and  remain  two  years  or  until 
graduation.  We,  therefore,  do  not  have  a  large  attendance  one  term  and 
a  small  attendance  the  next.  Students  stay  long  enough  to  imbibe  the 
true  spirit  of  our  institution,  and  its  influence  is  thus  im.pres8ed  upon  the 
character  of  our  graduates. 

We  have  great  faith  in  thorough  class-room  drill,  with  daily  recitations 
where  the  student  is  required  to  make  thorough  preparation — and  where 
the  teacher  can  estimate  the  daily  progress  and  impart  additional  informa- 
tion, but  we  have  little  confidence  in  the  idea  that  "  a  normal  school  is  a 
continuous  institute."  We  believe  that  good  old-fashioned  hard  study  is 
the  surest  and  safest  road  to  success  for  the  student,  and  that  where  every- 
thing is  made  easy  and  where  the  methods  are  so  refined  that  nothing  is 
left  but  the  refinement  we  shall  have  at  the  end  of  their  course  very  poor 
students  and  very  indifferent  work. 

We  continue  to  make  physical  culture  a  prominent  feature  of  our  school. 
Special  teachers  are  employed,  who  give  their  attention  to  the  training  and 
development  of  our  students.  The  ladies  are  taught  to  exercise  in  light 
gymnastics  and  the  gentlemen  are  drilled  in  military  tactics.  Students 
are  carefully  examined  and  their  exercises  are  systematically  directed.  We 
have  succeeded  in  awakening  thought  on  this  subject  on  the  part  of  the 
students,  and  in  this  way  we  are  doing  them  an  incalcuable  good.  They 
need  no  urging,  but  take  very  kindly  and  enthusiastically  to  this  work,  and 
they  fully  realize  that  the  brawn  should  be  kept  up  to  the  demands  of  the 
brain. 
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SIXTH  DISTRICT— BLOOMSBURG. 


D.   J.  Wallee,  Jr.,  Principal. 


A  few  facts  may  be  given  supplemental  to  the  statistical  report. 

A  military  company  of  volunteers  was  or<;anized  and  equipped,  and  is 
in  charge  of  Professor  Chapin,  who  holds  ;i  certificate  as  a  drill  officer 
from  the  United  States  Government.  The  prayer  meetings  that  have  been 
sustained  for  years  by  the  students  have  developed  into  organizations  of 
the  Young  Men's  and  of  the  Young  Women's  Christian  Associations.  A 
well  supplied  reading-room  was  opened  and  has  been  well  sustained.  The 
last  commencement  was  the  twentieth.  Sixty- four  students  were  gradu- 
ated in  the  several  courses  of  study. 

By  the  purchase  of  three  additional  acres,  the  whole  of  the  beautiful 
grove  to  the  north  of  the  school  is  now  ours. 

The  reduction  in  the  rates,  made  a  year  ago,  was  followed  by  the  largest 
attendance  the  school  has  ever  had. 

The  completion  of  the  Bloomsburg  and  Sullivan  and  of  the  Rupert  and 
Bloomsburg  railroads  has  made  the  school  even  more  accessible  than  before. 


SEVENTH  DISTRICT— SHIPPENSBURG. 


G.  M.  D.  Eckels,  Principal. 


I  am  glad  to  state  that  the  Cumberland  Valley  State  Normal  School  is 
in  a  healthy  condition  of  growth.  The  attendance  this  year  exceeded  that 
of  any  previous  year  since  the  opening  of  the  school,  and  our  attendance 
for  the  coming  year  promises  to  be  even  greater  than  this  year's  attend- 
ance. 

We  are  endeavoring  to  build  up  our  school  on  a  solid  foundation  of 
merit  alone.  W^e  are  not  resorting  to  glittering  attractions  of  gaudy  show 
to  secure  patronage,  but  are  relying  upon  the  solid,  substantial  character 
of  our  work  as  a  normal  school  to  advertise  our  institution  to  the  public. 
That  we  have  had  a  good  measure  of  success  from  our  policy  is  clearly 
manifested  in  the  high  character  of  the  work  of  our  graduates. 

We  believe  normal  schools  to  be  peciiliar  in  this,  that  they  give  stu- 
dents a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  principles  underlying  the  science  and 
art  of  education,  and  train  them  in  the  application  of  those  principles. 
In  harmony  with  this  belief  we  lay  great  stress  on  the  professional  depart- 
ment of  our  normal  school,  and  on  the  training  work  in  the  model  school, 
securing  the  highest  ability  obtainable  for  the  directing  of  these  depart- 
ments. 

We  have   endeavored  to  obtain  a  high   standard  of  scholarship   for   our 
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graduates.  Normal  school  diplomas  are  valuable  in  proportion  to  the 
labor  and  means  expended  in  securing  them.  We  prefer  to  have  the  rep- 
utation of  our  school  rest  on  scholarship  and  teaching  ability  rather  than 
on  cheapness. 

In  obedience  to  what  seems  to  be  a  general  sentiment  among  educators, 
we  have  turned  our  work  in  the  drawing  department  in  the  direction  of 
industrial  training  ;  securing  the  development  of  the  inventive  faculty  of 
the  mind,  and  that  training  of  the  hand  and  eye  which  are  necessary  to 
success  in  the  mechanic  arts  and  trades. 

The  trustees  have  been  interested  in  all  measures  relating  to  the  success 
of  the  school,  and  they  have  made  many  wise  and  needed  improvements 
for  the  comfort  and  health  of  the  students.  They  have  spared  no  effort 
to  secure  the  highest  and  best  talent  for  the  faculty,  believing  that  the 
most  scholarly  teachers  should  be  engaged  for  the  work  of  normal  training. 

Professor  J.  F.  McCreary  having  resigned  the  principalship  during  the 
year  on  account  of  failing  health,  I  was  elected  to  succeed  him.  It  is  due 
to  Professor  McCreary  to  say  that  he  retires  with  the  good  wishes  and 
sympathies  of  the  students  and  faculty.  Miss  E.  J.  Olmstead,  a  graduate 
of  the  "Advanced  English  Course  "  in  the  Potsdam  Normal  School,  New 
York,  has  been  elected  principal  of  the  model  school  for  the  coming  year, 
and  Professor  Chas.  Walter,  a  graduate  of  Lafayette  College,  in  the  class- 
ical course,  has  been  elected  to  the  chair  of  rhetoric  and  English  litera- 
ture. These  persons  are  teachers  of  recognized  ability  and  skill,  and  we 
have  high  hopes  of  their  success  in  the  departments  to  which  they  have 
been  assigned. 

We  recommend  that  the  Legislature  make  the  tuition  free  in  our  nor- 
mal schools,  that  the  State  Board  of  Examiners  be  increased  to  nine,  and 
that  no  examinations  be  held  more  than  two  weeks  earlier  than  the  closing 
week  of  school. 


EIGHTH  DISTRICT— LOCK  HAVEN. 


James  Eldon,  Principal. 


The  Central  State  Normal  School  has  just  closed  an  eventful  year. 

On  Sunday  afternoon,  December  9,  1888,  the  fine  building  occupied  by 
the  school  from  its  organization  was  totally  destroyed  by  fire. 

The  trustees  immediately  rented  the  Montour  House,  a  large  three- 
storied  brick  hotel  building  and  arranged  it  for  school  purposes. 

The  winter  term  opened  on  time  with  an  attendance  equal  to  that  before 
the  fire. 

The  total  attendance  during  the  year  was  three  hundred  and  sixty-six. 

On    the    first    day    of  June    the  great   flood    swept  over  the  city,   and 
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although  the  Montour  House  occupies  comparatively  high  ground,  there 
was  over  a  foot  of  water  on  the  first  floor. 

Great  labor  was  made  necessary  and  much  patience,  but  the  school  did 
not  lose  a  day. 

At  the  annual  examination  held  June  11,  forty-foiir  graduated  in  the 
Elementary  Course  and  fifty-seven  juniors  were  promoted  to  the  Senior 
class. 

On  account  of  the  confusion  in  the  town,  caused  by  the  flood,  it  was 
thought  best  to  omit  the  usual  commencement  exercises. 

The  new  building  on  the  hill,  made  possible  by  the  kindness  of  the 
Governor  and  the  Legislature,  is  rapidly  rising. 

The  special  appropriation  is  eighty-five  thousand  dollars. 

With  a  more  convenient  location,  the  addition  of  a  large  piece  of  level 
ground  to  the  campus,  a  building  in  every  part  designed  for  a  normal  school 
and  no  debt  to  give  trouble,  we  hope,  within  a  year,  to  find  rest  from  the 
difiiculties  that  have  been  pursuing  us. 

The  increase  in  the  regular  appropriation  gives  much  satisfaction. 

The  trustees  will  meet  these  advances  of  the  State  by  improving  the 
character  of  tbe  instruction  and  rendering  more  efficient,  in  eveiy  way,  the 
forces  of  the  school. 


NINTH  DISTEICT— INDIANA. 


L.  H.  Dueling,  Principal. 


In  obedience  to  custom  I  herewith  submit  my  eighth  annual  report  of 
the  condition  and  work  of  the  year,  in  the  State  Normal  School  of  the 
Ninth  district  of  Pennsylvania. 

Tbe  year  was  one  of  earnest  work  and  solid  achievement.  Almost  our 
entire  senior  class  came  back  for  the  completion  of  their  work.  Two 
or  three,  under  the  pressure  of  necessity,  took  positions  as  teachers  and 
tau^ght  during  the  year  while,  on  the  other  hand,  we  gained  three  ;  two 
by  examination  in  September  and  one  whose  junior  work  had  been  done 
in  a  sister  school.  Throughout  the  year  our  class  did  good  work,  and  be- 
fore the  completion  of  the  year,  nearly  all  had  secured  good  positions. 

Early  in  the  spring  term,  "  Manual  Training  "  was  introduced  and  our 
seniors  took  up  the  work  with  manifest  relish.  A  large  portion  of  their 
tirne  was  spent  in  devising  and  constructing  such  simple  pieces  of  appa- 
ratus as  could  be  put  to  good  use  in  their  respective  school  rooms. 

In  this  work,  our  ladies  displayed  fully  as  much  enthusiasm  and  skill 
as  their  more  handy  brothers,  and  few  apprentices  could  show  better  re- 
sults after  so  brief  a  period  of  training.  Our  results  in  this  direction 
have  deepened  the  conviction  long  since  formed  in  my  own  mind,  that 
manual  training  may  be  so  shaped  as  to  be  of  great  value  to  those  who 
are  preparing  themselves  for  the  work  of  teaching. 
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No  less  culture  of  the  brain,  no  less  development  of  the  mind,  but  a 
hand  trained  in  harmony  with  the  brain,  and  so  thoroughly  subjugated 
that  it  will  instantly  and  fully  obey  the  behests  of  a  royal  will.  Let  us 
not  forget  that  in  this  life,  man  is  incarnated  mind  and  that  the  best  cul- 
ture must  be  the   culture  of  his  entire  being,  physical  as  well  as  spiritual. 

Within  the  year  valuable  additions  were  made  to  the  library,  while  a 
number  of  magazines  and  periodicals  was  added  to  the  reading  room.  In 
the  science  department  several  hundred  dollars  were  expended  in  the  pur- 
chase of  apparatus,  a  number  of  very  fine  pieces  being  added  to  the  hand- 
some outfit  already  existing.  Although  supplied  with  excellent  water, 
still,  finding  the  amount  somewhat  deficient,  an  arrangement  was  made 
vsdth  the  town  of  Indiana  by  means  of  which  an  abundance  of  pure  water 
would  always  be  on  hand.  In  connection  with  this  change  additional  hose 
and  accompaniments  were  provided  in  case  of  fire,  thus  adding  increased 
safety. 

Under  the  continued  supervision  of  Miss  Kimber,  the  model  school  did 
excellent  work  and  our  seniors  had  ample  opportunity  for  bringing  to  a 
practical  test  the  theory  already  acquired.  In  addition  to  their  teaching, 
they  were  also  required  to  construct  outlines,  charts  and  relief  luaps,  as 
well  as  much  else  which  the  progressive  teacher  always  finds  so  valuable 
in  his  work.  More  and  more,  as  experience  accumulates,  am  I  led  to  be- 
lieve, that  the  value  of  a  normal  school  must  depend  very  largely  upon  its 
model  department,  and  I  am  very  sure  that  the  attempt  to  strengthen  this 
department  of  our  work,  from  year  to  year,  has  been  a  correct  policy  and 
has  contributed,  iu  no  small  degree,  to  the  reputation  which  Indiana  stas- 
tains.  Although  in  full  sympathy  with  the  normal  school  work  and  be- 
lieving that  there  is  no  higher  work  in  which  man  can  engage  than  that 
of  teaching,  still  desiring  such  a  period  of  rest  as  cannot  be  obtained  while 
actively  engaged  as  principal  of  a  normal  school,  I,  some  two  months  prior 
to  the  close  of  the  school  year,  tendered  my  resignation  to  take  effect  with 
the  close  of  the  year.  While  there  are  many  elements  of  sadness  neces- 
sarily involved  in  thus  stepping  down  and  out  of  a  work  of  such  a  nature 
still  I  am  profoundly  thankful  to  be  able  to  say  that  the  Indiana  State 
Normal  School  is  handed  over  to  my  successor  with  no  taint  or  blemish 
resting  upon  its  fair  name.  I  leave  it  at  the  close  of  a  series  of  prosperous 
years,  during  which  it  has  won  a  reputation  of  which  any  school  might  well 
be  proud. 

To  all  those  who  have,  in  anyway,  assisted  in  the  promotion  of  this  good 

'  work  I  return  my  sincere  thanks  and  most   especially,  is  this  true  of  you, 

the  honored  head  of  the  educational  system  of  the  great  Commonwealth  of 

Pennsylvania,  and  of  your  able  assistants.     May  the  State  long  be  blessed 

with  such  loyal,  conscientious,  and  earnest  leaders. 

Although  my  connection  with  the  school  is  thus  severed,  still  my  interest 
in  her  work  is,  by  no  means  destroyed,  and  I  shall  ever  cherish  her  sons 
and  daughters  as  among  those  nearest  my  heart. 
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TENTH  DISTRICT— CALIFORNIA. 


Theo.  B.  Noss,  Princijjal. 


Owing  to  the  protracted  absence  of  the  pnncipal  in  Europe,  I  have  the 
honor,  as  vice-principal,  to  present  the  report  for  the  year  1888-9. 

The  year  has  been  an  unusually  prosperous  one.  A  spirit  of  earnest, 
faithful  work  and  devotion  to  the  best  interests  of  the  school  has  charac- 
terized every  teacher  and.  almost  every  student.  The  almost  entire  absence 
of  cases  of  discipline  is  an  evidence  of  a  growing  sympathy  between  faculty 
and  students  which  indicates  that  true  educational  work  is  being  done. 

The  attendance  has  been  larger  than  any  previous  year.  Every  one  of 
the  thirty  members  of  the  senior  class  recommended  by  the  faculty  was 
passed,  by  the  committee,  and  fifty- two  members  of  the  junior  class  re- 
ceived certificates  of  admission  to  the  senior  class. 

The  plan  adopted  last  year,  of  calling  in  special  instructors  to  supple- 
ment the  work  of  the  regular  members  of  the  faculty,  has  been  followed  up 
during  the  year  just  closed.  Col.  Francis  W.  Parker  spent  a  full  week  in 
the  school,  giving  us  five  periods  of  woi'k  daily.  Dr.  Edward  Brooks  also 
gave  us  a  full  week's  work  in  pyschology  and  methods  of  teaching,  and 
Dr.  H.  R.  Palmer  devoted  ton  days  to  instruction  in  vocal  music.  The 
inspiration  and  enthusiasm  brought  to  every  teacher  and  student  by  the 
presence  of  these  eminent  instructors  were  invaluable. 

A  great  deal  has  been  done  during  the  vacation  just  closing  in  the  way 
of  putting  the  grounds  and  buildings  in  the  veiy  best  possible  condition 
for  the  reception  of  our  returning  students.  The  rooms  in  the  dormitories 
have  been  repapered  and  repainted,  the  dining-room  has  been  enlarged 
and  ceiling  walls  papered,  and  special  attention  has  been  given  to  the 
sanitary  condition  of  everything  connected  with  the  buildings.  The 
chapel  has  been  frescoed  and  the  wood  work  finished  in  ash  and  cherry, 
giving  the  room  a  fine  appearance,  so  that  for  size  and  beauty  it  is  not  ex- 
celled by  any  school  hall  in  the  State. 

A  beginning  has  been  made  in  the  work  of  manual  training.  The  mem- 
bers of  the  senior  class  practiced  working  in  wood  for  one  period  daily 
during  a  large  part  of  the  year.  Arrangements  have  been  made  for  a 
considerable  extension  of  this  work  during  the  year  to  come.  An  instruc- 
tor has  been  secured  for  this  department,  a  lady  who,  having  passed 
through  the  celebrated  slOjd  schools  of  Sweden,  has  special  preparation  for 
this  work. 

I  conclude  by  saying  that  it  is  the  intention  of  the  trustees  and  faculty 
to  spare  no  pains  or  expense  to  make  the  State  Normal  School  of  the  Tenth 
district  one  of  the  very  best  of  its  class,  and,  as  far  as  possible,  all  that  a 
normal  school  should  be.  Our  principal,  we  trust,  will  return  from  his 
European  tour  with  renewed  vigor  and  enthusiasm,  and,  under  his  skilful 
leadership  we  shall  advance  to  still  greater  success  and  higher  achieve- 
ments than  heretofore.

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ELEVENTH  DISTRICT— SLIPPEEY  ROCK. 


Jas.  E.  Moekow,  Principal. 


This  school  secured  the  recognition  of  the  State  February  1,  1889;  its 
teachers  were  appointed  March  1,  and  its  lirst  term  began,  with  one  hun- 
di-ed  and  sixty-eight  pupils,  March  26,  1889. 

The  preliminary  history  being  local  in  interest,  this,  the  initial  report 
will  explain  the  occasion  for  the  organization.      This  explanation  will  also 
account,  in  part,  for  the  surprising  vitality  the  school  evinces. 

The  counties  composing  the  district,  include  a  population  fifty  per  cent 
greater  than  either  of  the  States  of  New  Hampshire  or  Vermont ;  about  three- 
fourths  of  the  population  of  both.  A  comparison  of  our  numbers  with 
twelve  of  the  other  States  of  the  Union,  will  exhibit  more  surprising  dif- 
ferences. 

The  number  of  teachers  employed  within  the  district,  in  the  public 
schools,  as  shown  in  the  State  report  for  1888,  was  two  thousand  and  fifty- 
five;  five  hundred  and  forty-two  of  those  examined,  during  the  period 
mentioned,  failed;  of  the  teachers  employed,  only  one  hundred  and  forty- 
seven,  or  seven  per  cent,  were  graduates  of  normal  schools,  and  these  were 
employed  ten  mouths,  and  received  one  hundred  and  sixty  per  cent,  of  the 
average  monthly  salary  paid  in  the  State. 

Increased  pay,  longer  terms,  secure  tenure,  contented  pupils,  and  grate- 
ful patrons,  largely  account  for  the  growing  interest  in  normal  schools. 

A  school  inexpensive  in  its  cost,  clean  in  its  dormitories,  generous  in  its 
boarding,  watchful  in  its  training,  careful  in  its  teaching,  thorough  in  its 
scholarship,  firm  in  its  discipline,  and  sound  in  its  morals,  and  only  such, 
will  receive  the  support  and  command  the  respect  of  a  Scotch-Irish  people. 


TWELFTH  DISTRICT— EDINRORO' 


J.  A.   Cooper,  Principal. 


The  past  year  has  been  one  of  gratifying  prosperity.  The  attendance 
in  all  departments  was  858,  of  these  81  graduated  and  102  received  junior 
certificates.  As  heretofore  our  students  are  mainly  men  and  women  of 
maturity,  faithful,  earnest  and  devoted  to  their  work.  It  is  delightful  to 
instruct  such  students.  They  make  a  moral  atmosphere  where  good  con- 
duct is  popular  and,  therefore,  easy. 

Study. 

There  is  little  new  in  our  methods  of  study  and  recitation.  A  graduate 
returning  after  many  years  finds  the  same  general  aim,  purpose,  plan  and 
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method.  The  mind  is  the  instrument  of  instruction  and  the  thing  to  be 
developed.  It  has  to  grow  through  the  exercise  of  its  own  energies  and 
activity.  Study,  recitation,  practice  in  the  model  school,  reading  in  the 
library,  intercourse  with  others,  these  are  the  exercises  which  develop  the 
powers  and  mold  the  mind.  We  assign  lessons  that  students  may  have 
a  definite  task  ;  urge  them  to  concentrated  and  earnest  study  that  the 
powers  may  grow  and  become  obedient  to  the  will,  and  insist  on  regular 
periods  of  study,  as  thus  helpful  habits  are  formed  and  the  working  pow- 
ers trained. 

Recitation. 

In  recitation  the  student  meets  the  teacher  and  shows  how  he  has  spent 
the  hours  of  study.  The  teacher  meets  the  student  and  directs  him  in 
the  right  method  of  study.  At  class  the  students  are  engaged  in  thinking 
over  the  subject  studied,  in  expressing  in  their  own  language  their  knowl- 
edge of  the  subject  and  in  mutual  and  helpful  criticism.  The  teacher 
aims  to  hold  the  mirror  up  to  the  student  that  he  may  see  himself  and  the 
limits  of  his  attainments.  He  is  sent  from  class  stimulated  to  make 
greater  efforts  and  with  a  higher  ideal  of  class  work.  In  recitation  we 
aim  to  inspire  a  noble  purpose,  to  arouse  dormant  energies,  to  incite  a  love 
for  study. 

LiBBAEY. 

For  many  years  the  library  has  been  a  most  useful  department  of  school. 
It  is  open  daily  throughout  the  year,  and  students  are  invited,  incited  and 
encouraged  to  visit  and  use  it.  It  is  designed  as  a  means  of  information, 
and  a  link  between  guidance  by  others  and  self-guidance.  The  most  of 
the  students  spend  from  five  to  ten  hours  per  week  in  the  library  and 
gradually  acquire  the  power  of  self  direction  and  self-instruction.  They 
form  a  taste  for  reading  and  thus  become  prepared  to  inspire  others  with 
a  desire  to  read.  In  the  library  are  sets  of  school  reports,  both  State  and 
city,  which  contain  valuable  lessons  in  all  departments  of  education. 
These  are  freely  used  by  the  teachers  of  methods  and  by  the  students  of 
pedagogy. 

Model  School. 

During  the  year  the  principal  of  the  model  school  accepted  a  flattering 
call  to  another  position.  His  successor  is  a  graduate  of  our  school,  with 
an  excellent  record  as  a  teacher.  The  influence  of  the  model  school  is 
becoming  more  and  more  prominent  in  helping  our  students  and  in  fitting 
them  to  start  well  as  teachers. 

The  school  is  growing  with  favor  and  the  applications  for  admission  have 
exceeded  the  capacity  of  the  school. 

Impbovements. 

The  board  of  trustees  are  thoroughly  in  accord  with  the  faculty  in  their 
desire  to  make  the  school  as   good  as  possible.     They  devote   their  time 
freely  to  the   interests  of  the  school.     During  the  year  the  grounds   have

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been   enlarged  and   beautified,  the   class  rooms  improved,  apparatus  and 
library  increased  and  a  system  of  sewerage  established. 


THIRTEENTH  DISTRICT— CLARION. 


A.   J.   Davis.   Principal. 


An  increased  attendance  and  a  growing  interest  during  the  past  year 
over  corresponding  terms  of  former  years  are  among  the  encouraging 
signs  of  permanent  prosperity  for  the  State  Normal  School  of  the  Thir- 
teenth district. 

An  inexhaustible  well  of  pure  water  from  the  mountain  sandrock  now 
supplies  the  school  from  a  depth  of  over  two  hundred  and  fifty  feet  be- 
neath the  surface.  Additions  have  been  made  during  the  year  to  the 
library  and  apparatus.  A  manual  training  department  has  been  added, 
and  clay  modeling  and  wood-working  now  go  hand  in  hand  with  drawing. 
Too  little  time  has  elapsed  since  the  introduction  of  these  exercises  to 
warrant  an  opinion  of  their  utility  as  a  part  of  the  normal  training.  The 
experience  of  another  year  may  be  needed  to  determine  the  relative  value 
of  manual  training  as  compared  with  a  purely  scholastic  training. 

The  model  school  consists  of  the  pupils '  in  the  public  schools  of  the 
borough  of  Clarion.  There  are  nearly  four  hundred  pupils,  distributed 
throucrh  eight  rooms.  The  members  of  the  normal  senior  class  teach 
and  control  the  pupils  just  as  they  will  be  expected  to  do  when  they  take 
charge  of  their  own  school  after  graduation.  Each  pupil  teacher  teaches 
about  ninety  minutes  each  day,  under  the  joint  supervision  of  the  super- 
intendent, Professor  L.  L.  Himes,  and  of  the  training  teacher,  Miss  Mary 
E.  Sykes,  a  graduate  of  the  Cook  County,  Illinois,  Normal  School.  Miss 
Sykes  is  assisted  by  Miss  Mary  L.  Warner,  also  a  graduate  of  Col.  Park- 
ers school. 

Durincr  the  coming  year  a  new  building  will  be  erected  for  the  music 
department.  This  building  will  contain,  besides  music  rooms,  halls  for 
literary  societies,  a  gymnasium  and  a  wood-working  room.  It  is  the  de- 
sign of  the  trustees  to  have  the  building  completed   by  April  1,  1890. 

It  has  been  the  policy  of  the  management  of  the  school  to  guard  against 
superficial  work  by  the  students  in  their  eagerness  to  hurry  through  the 
course  in  the  shortest  possible  time.  Only  seven  seniors  were  recom- 
mended to  the  examining  committee  this  year,  and  all  passed  the  ordeal 
successfully.  There  were  three  hundred  and  seventy-eight  students  in  at- 
tendance during  the  year,  not  including  the  model  school  pupils,  and  it 
will  readily  be  seen  that  the  senior  class  constituted  but  a  small  part  of 
the  school.  Every  member  of  the  class  has  been  elected  to  a  position  as  a 
teacher,  at  a  fair  salary,  for  the  coming  year.
